(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


1. In a leader on this subject, the Hindu, of the Ist January, writes :— 
‘¢The orders of the Government on the re-settle- 

The re-settlement of North ment scheme of the Special Settlement Officer 
Arcot. for the seven taluks of the North Arcot district, 
were apparently passed simultaneously with that sanctioning the re-classifi- 
vation of irrigation sources to which we referred last week. . . . . The 
orders disclose a remarkable disregard by the Government of the opinions, 
on most important points, of their Special Settlement Officer, of the Collector 
of the district, and also of the Board of Revenue, #.e., the Settlement Commis- 
sioner, after he had toured the area and had a personal discussion with the 
officers concerned on their proposals and a desire to treat the matter ina 
most arbitrary and high-handed manner. . . . . It is clear to us, under 
the circumstances, that the Government 1s acting in an irresponsible manner 
in fixing arbitrary rates of increased assessments all round. Throughout the 
Government order there is not the slightest attempt at. looking at the ryot’s 
side of the question. Assuming for a moment—that 1s certainly not made 
out by the Settlement Officer’s report or the observations of the Board and 
the Government—that the ryot has realised a very large unearned increment 
during the last 30 years, out of which the Government now claims a share, 
is it equitable or wise for the Government, with due regard to the econo- 
mic condition of the Indian ryot, that they should suddenly call upon him 
to reduce his standard of comfort, his earnings and his status by some- 
thing like 25 per cent.? No enhancement could be justified on the part of 
any Government which has the effect of crippling the resources and the 
enterprise of ryots, and nothing is more calculated to ruin the prosperity of 


the ryot and withal the prosperity of the Government than an over-heavy 
assessment.”

, : the /ndian Patriot, of the 2nd January, says :— 
rent sols Although the Board of Revenue is A aides 
that ‘the year was not characterised by remarkable development in any 
particular direction,’ last year’s report on the working of the Agricultural 
Department is one of the most hopeful and encouraging of any record of work 
done by the Government for the people. It is easy to say that nothing has 
been done; it would not be untrue to say so. Nothing has been done, but 
everything has been attempted. . . . Last year, as year before the last, 
the same dissatisfaction was in the minds of the authorities that the 
Coimbatore Agricultural College did not attract the kind of students they 
liked. Butthe A gricultural Department, as a living expression of the interest 
taken by Governmentin agriculture, has been a permanent influence for good. 
a Aiter all the problem of agriculture is the problem of bread. ‘To 
array a table full of delicacies before a hungry man struck down with paralysis 
and to say that because he does not move to eat them, he can never be hungry, 
would be very similar to saying that, in spite of much that is being done, the 
progress 1s not rapid enough or sure enough. The problem with the intelligent 
ryot 1s at least as much, how to do a needful thing, as to know what a need- 
tul thing is. If he does not take to improved methods in the line to which

——— The Diwan of Travancore. = from our ‘Travancore contemporaries the 
attitude Mr. Rajagopala Achari used to assume towards the public press 
whenever they boldly exposed his weaknesses, and as such we were not in 
the least surprised to see that what we had written last week about his 
despicable conduct towards the public press as evidenced on many a former 
occasion and more recently still from his undignified and ungentlemanly 
behaviour towards the representative of People’s Weekly ot ‘Trivandrum was 
not liked by him. . . . . One great drawback which we lamented in 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari and which all the people of Travancore and outside 
who had had the least chance of being acquainted with him lamented, too, is 
that instead of trying to improve himself in the light of the criticisms of his 
friends and well-wishers he frets and frowns and is persistent in persecuting 
those that do not agree with him in matters concerning the welfare of 
the subjects of His Highness the Maharaja of ‘Travancore. Such distrust and 
disregard for the people on the part of a responsible officer like the Diwan in 
whose hands the welfare and prosperity of a whole State is placed, and in 
whom the Sovereign and the people have placed all their hopes and confidence, 
and who can do and undo things according to his sweet will and pleasure as 
far as the affairs of the State under his stewardship is concerned cannot in 
any way be tolerated and is reprehensible to a very high degree. 


We were not the first in bringing out this charge against Mr. Rajagopala 
Achari. This is a fact chewed and chewed over a thousand times by almost 
all the public organs of Travancore and outside. We speak again of it to-day 
since we see that Mr. Rajagopala Achari is us resolute in this repressive practice 
to-day as he was days and days ago. Even dogs and cows can be made to 
forsake their bad habits by repeated whippings. Much easier it must naturally 
be therefore for man to rectify his own faults being endowed with common- 
sense and reasoning power which we cannot bring ourselves to think that Mr. 
Rajagopala Achariis devoid of. To err is human but to deliberately persist in 
the error is devilish to the highest degree. . . . . He is most 
unprincipled in many respects, which we shall try to show in some of our 
subsequent writings. His unprincipled nature can be very well applied to 
the point at issue that is with regard to his attitude towards the public press.

5 The Indian Patriot, of the 31st December, writes :—‘‘One of the 

ee most eloquent resolutions of the Karachi 
The Indian National Congress. escions of the Indian National Congress will 
be the one on the Public Services Commission, ‘ protesting against the charges 
of general incompetency, lack of initiative and character which some 
witnesses have levelled at Indians.’ The confession of faith which the 
Commission has compelled from many a witness has come upon the public 
mind like an ugly revelation. . . . We must confess that we have often 
found it impossible to comment on the ovidence of certain witnesses 
without starting racial prejudice. The kicks which a Gibson gave to the 
Javirdar of Arni are nothing when compared tothe dagger thrust that 
many a witness has given to the Indian mind before the Public Services 
Commission. . . . - It is time that everyone grasped the change that 
has come over the people on account of education and of the doings of the 
world in general. ‘They cut a ridiculous figure who pour scorn on Indians, 
who say, in the face of many @ man and many a measure, that there are no 
Indians, however high and however educated, that can be trusted with any 
higher employment in India. . . . . Those occupying high se 
forget that when they belittle Indian talent before the Public Services 
Commission, they are only showing the cloven foot, narrow minds and 
un-British nature. They are very like wet dogs in a drawing room; they 
are objects of abhorrence. They alienate the minds ofall good men. A 
man of education and tried ability in certain walks of life ought to be able 
to rise to the height demanded of him. ‘lo charge Indians with ‘lack of 
initiative’ is like blaming the man for not knowing swimming when he has 
been forbidden to enter water. But we must stop; we cannot sink, as we 
needs must, to the level of witnesses who impelled the Congress to pass a 
resolution on the Public Services Commission.” 


In a further article on this subject, the Zndian Patriot, of the lst January, 
says :—‘‘ If there had been no Anglo-Indian press, it is doubtful whether there 
would be any response at all from any quarter to the several speeches and 
suggestions that have been coming from Karachi. Many are the resolutions 
passed, backed up by arguments unanswerably true, but the Government of 
India is accustomed to such experiences. The system of Government under 
which we live permits the peaceful ignoring of the voice of the people. The 
best case may have been made out ; it may have been forcibly laid before the 
public ; there may be no answer to it, and yet we have a Government that 
goes very much the same old way as before as if no case had been made out 
atall. . . . . In India we have to do all the talking; we do not know 
what the Government thinks, whether the Government thinks anything at all. 

‘Our agitation must give, to those who do not think kindly of us, a false 
idea of the whole thing. It is called a Christmas treat in politics and 
social reform ; it is a holidd@y when Indians of education meet together to talk 
for three days and then do nothing until they meet next time. oe 
The whole thing is quite a flat affair. It is bound to be so until there is 
response. ‘Then we can fling back word for word ; then the whole atmosphere 
would be surcharged with electricity. . . . . While the Congress 
sits, whence ring the pent-up passions of a watchful and ambitious people, 
the attitude of the official mind is one of utter indifference. . . . . To 
political India, the Congress is a deeply significant institution; there the 
conduit pipes of political ideas are flushed ; there the grand stock-taking goes 
on. The voice of the Indian patriots wafting over the Congress is heard with 
almost pious regard. A world of inspiration dawns when a Wacha or a 
Mehta speaks out, not that they too, like others, do not walk the barren-beaten 
thoroughfare of Congress politics; but that their personality casts the inspiring 
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shadow—memory recalls the sturdy fight, the brilliant achievements, the 
magnificent self-sacrifice of their political career. To the Indian, the Indian 
National Congress is a deep and earnest affair, and the indifference of Gov- 
ernment or the scorn of the Anglo-Indian press only starts a feeling of regret 
that the Government and those who pretend to speak for the Government 
should not gauge the situation correctly.” 


The Cochin Argus, for the week ending 3rd January, observes :—‘‘ The 
session of the Indian National Congress which has just been held at 


Karachi, under the presidency of Nawab Syed Muhammad, the veteran 


Congress leader, cannot be said to have been a highly successful national 
or political demonstration. . . . . The address of the Chairman of 
the Reception Committee, although sober and sensible, was a very ordinary 
performance, hardly worthy of even a Provincial gathering, while the 
Presidential pronouncement was equally tame and uninspiring. It seemed 
as if the President almost felt that he was occupying a superfluous 
position. Of course, there were one or two subjects on which he was 


in a position to enthuse, but even in respect of these, he seemed to be

unequal to rising to the occasion. . . . . It would be very wrong, 
however, to insinuate that the address was unworthy of the author, for 
the real explanation is the one to which we have already alluded, and 
that is that the vocation of the Congress no longer really exists. . . . . 
It would be a great pity indeed were the Congress to be abolished altogether, 
but what is wanted is that the organisation should construct for itself a new 
programme of national activity, bused on the altered political conditions of 
the country. . . . . The Congress claims to be still working towards 
the yoal of self-government for India of the colonial type, under the zgis of 
British supremacy. That isa rather distant goal, but it would be approached 
the more easily if the Congress would realise that one of its responsibili- 
ties consists in active measures for the discouragement of the movement 
which has the complete overthrow of British rule for its avowed goal. Of 
course, the Congress disclaims the slightest sympathy with this sinister 
movement; but much more than mere verbal opposition to a dangerous 
propaganda is what the country has the right to expect of a responsible 
political organisation such as the Congress claims to be. Even in the way of 
purely lip denunciation, we think there might have been very much more 
given expression to at the recent Karachi session.” 


6. The Hindu, of the os January, writes :—“ The New Year Honours 
ist published to-day will, we are afraid, be 
The New Tear Honours. found liaceelaten by people who were 
expecting to find Madras treated better than in the past. For the last few 
years the small number and the comparatively unimportant class of titles 
conferred on gentlemen in this Presidency have caused keen regret, and 
apprehension has been aroused that the recommendations of the local Govern- 
ment in this respect do not receive the consideration that is their due. ‘I'he 
extremely sparse list of this year is not calculated to remove this feeling.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 1st January, 
says:—‘‘One more member of the local Legislative Council has been 
honoured by the Government with the title of Rao Bahadur. We do not 
know what aspect of the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai’s public life was respon- 
sible for this distinction. No reasons are given in the list of Honours, but 
when the Hon’ble Mr. Ramachandra Rao was conferred the above title, it 
was suggested that he owed it to his excellent work as the chairman of the 
Ellore municipality, and we do not know to what will be attributed the title 
now conferred on the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai, unless it be his work in the 
Legislative Council. It will be interesting to know how far the recipient 
appreciates the honour done to him. For a person of his type who ‘had to 
incur the displeasure of the Government on many occasions, it cannot but 
be a matter for gratification to find the Government appreciate his labours. 
But we shall be doing an ill-service to the Government if we do not protest

8. The Daily Jarida-i-Rozgar, of the 19th December, reproduces an 
extract from the Afghan (place of publication 
not mentioned) which is briefly to the effect

and England for help. The two former Powers have responded to the 
appeal, while Sir Edward Grey has, for some reason or other, paid no attention 
to it. In this connection an item is quoted from the Almuwaiyid of Cairo. 
It says that though Sir Edward Grey seems indifferent in the matter, yet 
general public opinion in England is that acquiescence with the request 
would tend to further strengthen the bonds of friendship between these two 
countries (ngland and Turkey) and would thus lead to the gaining over of the 
hearts of the Indian Mussalmans and so be productive of satisfactory results. 


9. The Jarida-i-Rozgar, of the 25th December, referring to the disposal 
of the A‘gean Islands as reported by the 
Reuter Agency, hesitates to give credence to 
the report, and says that it is at a loss to 
comprehend how Britain, which in essence is a Muhammadan Empire, could 
have raised her voice against Turkey, and that in spite of her declared 
neutralitv.

(a) Police. 


10. The Andhraprakasika, of the 27th December, says that the system of 
Pol; mounted Police is not working satisfactorily in 

maeenien Fone. Madras. They are conspicuous by their 
absence in places where their presence is essential. In places where the 
mounted Police are, they are overbearing, and are given to mischief. It 
quotes a case in which a young boy was annoyed at the Law College by two 
‘¢ Kurasians””? who wanted to take from him a snake’s skin which he was 


| carrying. A constable, who was there on his beat, helped them instead of 


raising his voice of protest. ‘There was no mounted Police there to control 
them. The paper quotes another instance in which a mounted Police officer 
assaulted an orthodox helpless Brahmin, who was standing on the Marina 
ground opposite the Senate House, for the mere reason that he wore no head- 
dress. It remarks that the authorities should take serious notice of such 
conduct on the part of the mounted Police.

But this structure of British-Indian 
‘ mn : gradually raised by the Government and other high officials, with 
arn forsthought and expert statesmanship, is demolished at every stage by 
he individeal acts of a few subordinate English officials. This is regrettable 
‘deed. These officials think that there is one law for the Englishmen and 
another for the Indians and at times act quite contrary to human nature 
and recognised law. For example, Mr. Sykes, I.C.S., Joint Magistrate of 
Tiruppattir, 1s said to have carried out a sentence of whipping by his own 
hand, in a most cruel manner, without having even the doctor by his side. 
This ‘shows the inhuman nature of Mr. Sykes and aleo his indifference in the 
inatter of carrying ‘out the provisions of the law, which require the presence 
of a medical officer when an offender is being or ge It is stated that 
this is not the first time this Magistrate has acted like this. ‘here are a 
number of Anglo-Indian officials like Mr. Sykes who have the greatest contempt 
for Indians. It was only the other day that the Chief Presidency Magistrate 
in Madras let off one Mr, Gibson with a fine of Rs. 50 for having assaulted 
a man of the position of the Jagirdar of Arni on the platform of the Madras 
Central Station. Will this very Magistrate have inflicted an equally lenient 
punishment upon an Indian accused under similar circumstances ? Some 
months back, a Sessions Judge in Bombay sentenced an Indian to hanging 
for having killed a three-year old girl, though there was n0 evidence to show 
wiy he committed this offence. But a European vg, in the Alexandra 
Jute Mills in Calcutta was merely fined Rs. 150 for having kicked a servant 
of his in such a way as to cause his death. We often meet with Europeans 
of the stamp of this Engineer, who not only treat the Indians with contempt 
but even go to the extent of kicking-or beating them. If they are hauled up 
before courts of law, there are’some Anglo-Indian officials who always come 
to their rescue and inflict the most lenient punishments on them. This gives 
room to an impression in the minds of the people that they cannot obtain justice 
in cases against Europeans, which leads to the widening of the gulf already 
existing between the rulers and the ruled in this country. It is, therefore, 
the duty of the authorities to see that the attempt of the Government to bring 
the rulers and the ruled nearer each other is not frustrated by the stray acts 
of a few Anglo-Indian officials. :

P Indians ani the Educational | ottai of the 12th idem on this subject, referred 
a iste to in paragraph 6 of the report for the week 
ending 27th December 1913, and observes :—We need not point out the evils 
arising from the invidious distinction made by the Government between the 
Indians and the Europeans in the Educational Service. It not only causes ” 
great dissatisfaction among the Indian members of this service, but also 
creates a bad impression in the minds of the collegiate students. It isa 
notorious fact that the present day English Professors do not command the 
same respect and confidence at the hands of the Indian students in colleges 
that the old Professors of the type of Messrs. Porter and Thompson did. ‘The 
Government 1s imposing many restrictions upon the teachers and the students 
with a view to inculcate to the student population principles of loyalty and 
respect to elders. Recently the nomination of three educationists as Professors 
by the Calcutta University was vetoed by the Government of India on the 
ground that they were political agitators and as such would spoil the minds 
of the students. But the minds of the students are already spoiled by the 
distinction made by the Government between the Indian and European Pro- 
fessors in these colleges. How can the students be expected to have a good 
idea of a Government which treats the European Professors better than the 
Indians? The principle of the Government in giving all the higher 
appointments in the Educational Department only to Europeans, with the 
idea that the Indians should not have a control over the sysyem of education 
obtaining in the country, is not at all conducive to the development of 
education and has also the effect of creating dissatisfaction in the minds of 
the people, both young and old. We hope the Public Services Commission 
will recommend that the present system, which is so harmful in its effects, 
should be abolished and that both the Indian and the European members of 
the Educational Service should be treated in the same manner.

Nevertheless we deem it highly laudable that His Highness should have 
chosen to follow the noble example of his ancestors in this respect, and thus 
signified his uncommon interest in the spiritual aspects of life.

The order of precedence among Q)q Instrument of Transfer and eulogising 
the Native States. both His Excellency the Viceroy and the 
Hon’ble Sir Hugh Daly for the high honour done to Mysore in acknow- 
ledging the efficiency of the present administration, the Mysore Star, of the 
29th December, proceeds to observe :—It may not be a to broach 
at this juncture another kindred question which equally demands the atten- 
tion of the British Government. It is this: In administrative efficiency, 
Mysore, it will be admitted, may justly be regarded as second to none. 
Judged from the standpoint of revenue also, it is only next to Hyderabad. 
Under these circumstances it is anomalous that she should be assigned the 
third place in the order of precedence among the Native States. We earn- 
estly hope that His Excellency Lord Hardinge as also the Honourable the 
Resident, to whose highmindedness and generosity we owe the recent 
changes, will add to their own glory and the rejoicings of the people of 
Mysore by removing the present incongruity as to the rank of the State. 
We have no doubt that His Highness’ Government will also urge this question 
on the attention of the Imperial Government. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


21. In commenting upon the present pitiable condition of the Indians in 
Cage the Colonies, the Swadesamitran, of the 23rd 
Indians in the Colonies. December, observes:—What surprises the 
Indians most is the fact that the British Ministers, who are bound to maintain 
the solidarity of a huge Empire by keeping its different parts intact and 
administering them impartially, are unable to prevent the whites in one part 
of this Empire treating the Indians in another part with cruelty. When the 
whites in foreign countries have the liberty of entering India freely and 
living there, how are these whites justified in preventing the Indians from 
setting foot in their countries? Are not the Indians the subjects of the 
British King and is it not his duty to protect them? If he cannot extend 
a helping hand, to whom are the Indians to appeal for the redress of their 
grievances? It appears an old woman living in a distant corner of Afghanistan 
once complained to the Amir that all her property had been stolen. Seeing 
that he did not give her a proper reply, she seems to have asked him why 
he conquered distant territories which he could not protect. Similarly, how 
will the King-Emperor be justified in ruling over India as a part of his 
Empire, if he is not able to protect his Indian subjects? The innumerable 
benefits conferred upon India by the British during the last one hundred years 
cannot be a set-off for the yoke of slavery which the Indians have to bear now. 


22. Referring to the recent riot in the Perambir Railway Workshops, 
i during which the officers are said to have used 
Workshops mine * cramour their revolvers freely, the Hindu Nesan, of the 
eae 25th December, says:—Apart from the heart- 
burning of the workmen which is stated to be the cause of the riot, there is 
the action of the Railway Volunteers, who a pear to have used their revolvers 
rather too freely, which calls for an immediate inquiry by the Government. 
It is the duty of the Government to ascertain, by a thorough inquiry, how 
tar the officers in the workshops were justified in taking the law into their 
own hands and firing on poor workmen. On such occasions the inquiry

Christians and their duty to (Christians of the West believe that the whole 
ee world can improve only if all the people become 
Christians. Let us examine how far the action of these Westerns, who 
condemn all other religions, is illustrative of sound morality and righteousness. 
As many of us have relinquished our own religion, being enamoured of the 
victories in war and the civilisation of the West, it 1s very necessary that we 
should see how far the conduct of these Westerns, who pose to be our guides, 
is righteous. It is also necessary that we should note how far the principles 
of these Westerns, who are striving hard to ruin other religions, full of 
humanitarian precepts, are superior to those of the latter. What are we to 
say of these Westerns, who lose no opportunity of taking advantage of the 
weakness of another race and getting it under their control? Why should 
these, who are immersed in the habit of drunkenness claim to be better than 
other religionists? The atrocities committed by the Bulgarian troops during 
the Turko-Balkan war will rend the heart of any one who has heard of them. 
Can the faith followed by a nation which tolerates such atrocities be called a 
religion? Is this the religion preached by Christ, who gave up his soul on the 
Cross in order tu set a better example to the world at large? It appears that 
while certain Christian soldiers were retreating in Macedonia, they not only 
destroyed all the villages on the way but even cut into two pieces a Muham- 
madan lady who was pregnant. Is this an act of civilisation? When it comes 
to a matter of self-interest, these Westerns behave worse than brutes. What is 
the use of their religious preaching ? The Christians gloat over the fact that 
they were the first nation to condemn slave trade! But there 1s no limit to 
the slave trade now carried on by the Westerns. How can we describe the 
cruelty with which the slaves exported to Ceylon, Penang and Fiji Islands 
are treated ? Itis the Christians who carry on this trade and the Government 
which not only tolerates it but also gives its support to it 1s a Christian Govern- 
ment! Is this the meaning of the principle of brotherhood which Christ 
preached to these people ? ‘The Lynch law is still in force in the United States 
of America, which is said to be the foremost country in civilisation and philo- 
sophy! According to this law, a Negro slave who kills a white man is liable to 
be punished in any manner the whites may like and the law gives the Negro no 
protection. Is this the lesson that Christ, who lost his life for the sake of his 
brethren, taught these Westerns ? We do not know how these Christians, who 
are even to this day committing the most brutal acts, are better than the 
Hindus, who deem it asin even to confine a parrot in a cage, and the 
Buddhists who think that they will go to hell even if they tread upon an ant 
or wound the feelings of a man. Why should these Christian countries, which 
quarrel over enslaving foreign people and dividing their property among 
themselves, pose to condemn slavery? The hardsps to which Persia is 
being subjected by Russia and England are horrible to listen to. Is it not 
the Christians that are preventing Persia, which 1s single-handedly striving 
to obtain liberty, from lifting up its head? The Anglo-Russian Con- 
vention and the Anglo-Russo-German agreements are records to show 
that these Christian Powers have bound themselves by agreement not 
to extend a helping hand to Persia. It is these Western Christians that 
pretend to give pecuniary help to China, which has just replaced a despotic 
Government by democratic rule, and try to get it under their control. 
It is the Christian Russians who have created enmity between China and 
Mongolia and are threatening China daily to take away certain portions of 
its territories. Itis the Western Kings who vaunt that they are the true 
disciples of Christ that kept aloof during the Turko-Italian war and the 
Turko-Balkan war and allowed nearly 44 crores of people to be killed, even 
though it lay in their power to have prevented the war and established 
peace. It is the English Christians who are said to be very advanced in

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28. The Sasilekha, of the 23rd December, states (as the words of the 
Hindu) that amongst the gentlemen and ladies 
invited to the levee of His Excellency the 
Viceroy on the 24th November, only a few, 
the majority of whom were Europeans, were admitted into an inner enclosure 
formed of ropes. If it had been known that any such distinction would be 
made, many would not have attended the function. When His Majesty the 
King-Emperor visited Madras as Prince of Wales a similar levee was held in 
the same hall. Lord Ampthill took the Prince round the hall and introduced 
to him all the guests that were present. It 1s a matter for regret for many 


that a similar procedure was not adopted on the occasion of the Viceroy’s 
visit also. 


29. In a leading article under this heading, the Vokkalgara Patrike, of the 
31st December, writes.:—The Indians in South 
Africa have already come to regard the present 
enquiry as nothing but sham as the commission, 
as at present constituted, consists wholly of Boers whose views on this question 
are naturally biassed. As a Calcutta daily observes, the result of the enquir 
will be like that of the quarrel between the wolf and tlie lamb in the fable 
where, at the instance of an elephant, another wolf posing as a judge pro- 
nounces the lamb guilty. The main objection is that the commission contains 
neither any Indian representatives nor even any nominecs of the Government 
of India, so that it can make or mar tne privileges of the Indians just as it 
pleases. Such an enquiry can hardly be conducive to the restoration of 
peace and happiness among the Indian settlers. As citizens of the British 
Empire is it not natural that they should demand all the privileges of such 
citizenship? Did not the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale acquiesce in Mr. Gandhi’s 
proposal that if the existing settlers are allowed their rights, future immigra- 
tion may be prohibited if necessary ? Did not all these appeals prove a 
mere cry in the wilderness? What doubt can there be that an enquiry 
under these conditions will be a merefarce! ‘lhe fact that a commission 
has been appointed 1s itself a proof of the fact that the South African Govern- 
ment acknowledges the suzerainty of the British Government. But for this 
allegiance on their part, the machinery of their Government would never 
have run so smoothly. It is by reckoning on the strength of the Imperial 
Government that these colonists have turned so haughty. They expect the 
Indians to remain ever down-trodden. But that cannever be. That is why 
these began passive resistance and the more patriotic among them entered 
the prison-house quite cheerfully and were ready even to lay down their lives. 
It is highly unbecoming ‘therefore that the Imperial Government should 
remain callous at this juncture. If our rulers would not hear our grievances 
whom else can we appeal to? We rest confident that His Excellency will 
leave no stone unturned in trying to bring about a satisfactory settlement of 
the question and that gracious Providence will prompt the Imperial Govern- 


ment to fathom the truth of the situation and remove tiie untold sufferings of 
our Indian brethren in South Africa.

30. In the course of a leading article giving a retrospect of the past 
The present situation. year, the Vrittantu Patrile, of the lst January, 


observes :—There can be no doubt that the 
year has, on the whole, been one of changes and of progress. In Mysore, too, 


the strides of progress have been very steady. Notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties which unfortunately exist and impede our onward march, we are glad to 
be able to say that the country still shows considerable advancement in all 
directions. But political troubles have not altogether disappeared. It would 
be difficult to say that the situation in Bengal is satisfactory throughout the 
province. Murders and dacoities are still as frequent as ever. This shows 
that the annulment of the partition has by no means brought peace and 
contentment to the Bengalis. As traces of anarchism are still visible here 
and there, the untoward consequences, which must inevitably follow, ought 
to give much cause for anxiety. The floods in the Bengal and Madras 
presidencies were responsible for a considerable amount of distress ; and the 
failure of the monsoon in the other parts of the country have raised the 
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alarm of an impending famine. Added to this, we have the failure of 
‘everal banking concerns in Bombay and the Punjab. This has proved the 
vin of not a few. We hope that our people will now at least take a lesson 
‘om these failures and in future use greater caution in depositing their hard- 
-arned savings in banks. We are afraid that these failures will deal a heavy 
low tothe progress of the co-operative movement. The attitude of the 
Guth African Government towards the Indian settlers has no doubt caused 
much indignation and bitterness in the minds of all Indians. The colonial 
authorities have themselves admitted the necessity for an enquiry. There is 
considerable difference of opinion however as to the impartial attitude of the 
members of the commission. But as the Government of India have sent a 
representative from here, we have reason to believe that the enquiry will do 
some good. We have no doubt that the reports we have of the situation 
contain gross exaggerations by both parties. But it must nevertheless be 
admitted that the lot of these settlers 1s by no means satisfactory. We look 
forward to the present commission to improve their condition. Although 
the annual congress and conferences, held at Karachi and Agra this year go 
to show that more importance is being still attached to speech-making than 
to practical work, we are glad to see that some activity has been shown in 
the latter direction also. We rejoice to find that the President of the 
National Congress this year is a Muhammadan. We hope that this policy 
will continue and that the representatives of all the various communities, 
such as Hindus, Muhammadans, Christians and Parsis will equally participate 
in organisations of this kind and by cultivating a spirit of mutual co-operation 
and good-will, help the advancement of the country.

Vagaries of emigration agents ¢oolies for work in Penang and other places, 
to be prevented. remarks that the facts brought out recently in 
an instance at Palghat amply prove their vagaries. It is highly desirable 
that the practice of entrapping unwary people by holding out various 
inducements and taking them to foreign countries to suffer great hardships 
should be put a stop to. The wage-rates of estate coolies in Penang and 
other places are now less than what they were before and they are treated 
worse than slaves. If these facts are known many will be reluctant to go to 
these places. But the agents make the poor coolies understand that they 
would be very comfortable. It is not possible to prevent emigration when 
coolies migrate of their own free will. But it is very necessary that they 
should be told the real state of affairs in places where they are going. It is 
hoped that most of the vagaries of the agents will disappear if the authorities 
keep a vigilant eye on their doings. There will be considerable relief if it is 
laid down that the coolies should be taken before a magistrate before they 


are transhipped. Some legislation on this question would prove to be of 
great use. |

II.—Home ADMINISTRATION. 


(6) Courte. 


1. In commenting on the case against Colonel Seton, I.M.S., and his 
son for assault, the /ndian Patriot, of the Sth 
January, says:—‘‘Quite a sensation was 
caused in Bengal, some time ago, by the news that a Simla Magistrate had 
sentenced a compositor in the Simla Government Press to one year’s simple 
imprisonment and three months’ rigorous Imprisonment. His crime was that 
when the children of Colonel Seton, I.M3S., were playing in their compound, 
he went and twisted the arm of a daughter of Colonel Seton, aged six. ‘I'he 
motive was alleged to be ill-feeling owing to Colonel Seton having, through 
the Municipal Committee, stopped the excavation carried on by the composi- 
tors father in the doctor’s compound for brick manufacture. . . . . 
This sentence was announced in the press at a time when a Calcutta Magistrate 
had fined a European one hundred and fifty rupees for having kicked a Benga- 
lec painter todeath. . . . . We thought that the matter had ended with 
this, but a telegram that we publish to-day says that the European Indian 
Medical Service man and his son assaulted the compositor ; and the Judge has 
believed the prosecution story and awarded punishment to the Europeans—and 
what is the punishment? It is a fine of ten rupees. ae Just as the 
European who kicked the painter did not want to kill the painter, so also the 
compositor who twisted the hand of the child did not want that the child 
should so suffer. It was done in anger ; 1f the accused’s story is to be believed 
he had more provocation to twist the arm of the child than Mr. Gibson had 
to kick the Jagirdar of Arm. When it is an Indian aesaulting a European 
child it is a@ year’s imprisonment; when it is a Kuropean assaulting an 
Indian it is only a fine of ten rupees. Such glaring instances of unequal 
justice cannot but make a profound impression on the mind of the Indian 
public. Itis for the Government to move in the matter, and for the High 
Courts to see that justice is impartially done between man and man. The 
Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab could move the Chief Court to enhance 
the punishment in the same way that Lord Carmichael moved the Calcutta 
High Court, and perhaps the Punjab Chief Court may take quite another 
view from what the Calcutta High Court took. We cannot but point out 
that such glaring instances of injustice must create a profound feeling of 
regret in the Indian mind.”

“Though the official announcement has not 
yet been made, it is pretty generally known 
that the Government have nominated, as 
Municipal Commissioners, the Hon’ble Dr. ‘T. M. Nair and Mr. E. R. Osborne 
in the place of Khan Bahadur V. Mahomed Sheriff Khan and Mr. E. 3. Hensm an, 
whose term had expired on the 19th December last. The nature of the 
nominations has excited some controversy, as will be seen from our corre- 
spondence columns, and the matter has aroused sufficient interest in a local 
Anglo-Indian contemporary to induce it to bestow its benediction in its issue 
of last night on the two fominations. We regret we are unable to share in 
the satisfaction expressed by our contemporary, and we say so with much 
reluctance, because we agree in thinking that Dr. ‘I’. M. Nair has done much 
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good work as a Municipal Commissioner, and has got the capacity in a higl, 
degree of doing useful public work as a member of the Corporation. me 
Much as we would like Dr. Nair to employ his talents as a member of the 
Corporation, it is to be regretted that he should have availed himself of the 
back-door of nomination instead of the open door of election. His defeat at 
Triplicane has not barred all chances of his entering the Corporation iy 
means of election. ‘here are vacancies to be filled up by election on the 
10th instant, in no less than five wards, including the one in which Dr. Nair 
is a resident voter. Have the Government paid sufficient consideration tv 
these facts when making the nomination? ‘A fair fight and no favour’ 
ought to be the accepted principle, in matters relating to representative 
institutions, and there is the less reason, and it must be demoralising in its 
effects, to relax it in the case of a man of the powerful personality of Dr. Nair. 
os In any case, we cannot resist the inference that Dr. Nair’s 
nomination has been brought about by a spirit of timely accommodation on 
the part of the head of the executive—which is further illustrated by the 
fact that the meeting of the Corporation which was fixed for this evening for 
the election of members of the Standing Committee to fill temporary vacancies, 
has been since adjourned to to-morrow, apparently until after the names of 
the nominated members are gazetted so that they may attend the meeting. 

.~ . . We note that Mr. Osborne has been nominated in the place of a 
member of the Indian Christian community. Have Government realised 
the fact that, as things now stand, if no member of this community coines 
out successful at the forthcoming elections, this community would have no 
representative on the Corporation? We fear that the two nominations now 
made of Dr. Nair in the place of a Muhammadan representative, and of 
Mr. Osborne in the place of a member of the Indian Christian community 


would intensify the claim of the adherents of separate communal representation 
in Municipal bodies.”

And when her relatives took her away 
from the man that had converted her and began tearing up the jacket which: 
she wore and which was, according to the custom of the place, a token of her 
adoption of her new faith, she cried in protest and clamoured for help from 
the Muhammadans, ‘The latter, thus appealed to, could not brock the insult 
to their religion and wresting her from her relatives carried her to Pennali 
where there is a home for converts. ‘lhe I{indus pursued them and reported 
the matter to the Police at Tirur; and the Police authorities who were 
all Hindus carried the girl back and began persuading her to relinquish her 
new faith. The Muhammadans then represented the matter to the District 
Collector who happened at the time to be on the spot on some similar 
enquiry. ‘Though the Muhammadans were considerably provoked at the 
tearing into tatters of the symbolic jacket, they are being kept within the 
bounds of the law by the endeavours of the local Maulavies. The paper says 
that she is a married girl and has presumably attained her puberty and is, as 
such, free to change her faith. It requests the Collector to give immediate 
attention tothe matter and do justice to the Muhammadans. The faith of 
Islam does not at all countenance forcible conversion and the circumstances of 
the case clearly prove that the girl adopted Islam of her own free-will. The 
Muhammadans of Ernad and Waluvanad are known to be highly excitable 
and the place where this occurred is near to these amshams. It recommends 
therefore a speedy settlement of the affair in order to prevent any 
apprehended disturbance of the public peace.

(f) Land Revenue and Seltlement. 


12. The Andhraprakastka, of the 31st December, states that although 
agriculture is a hereditary occupation with 80 
per cent. of the Indian population, still the 
Indians have not made any advancement init by the introduction of new 
methods of cultivation. The Government are endeavouring to improve 
agriculture and better the condition of the ryot, but unfortunately the ryot 
has not prospered at all to any the least extent. ‘he Government, says the 
paper, is solely bent on the collection of revenue and in finding out the ways 
and means by which it may be raised. They have not granted the ryot any 
permanent settlement, nor have they afforded him sufficient opportunities 
to better his agricultural prospects. They do not listen to his appeal for 
remission when crops fail from causes beyond his control. ‘The burden of 
taxation is growing heavier day by day. The Government have not yet 
realized the necessity of giving the ryot free and compulsory education. 
Owing to such circumstances, remarks the paper, the ryot has not prospered 
but is in the same condition in which he was some fifty years ago.

13. The Swadesamitran, of the 6th January, gives a summarv of the 
circular issued by Captain ©. L. Magniac, 
Agent of the Madras and Southern Mabratta 
Railway, warning the employees in the Perambir Workshop who took part 
in the recent riot, and makes the following comments upon it :— 

It is true that the employees in the Perambir Workshop get good 
wages and enjoy many concessions which it will be difficult for them to 
expect elsewhere. It 1s also true that it is a serious blunder on their part to 
take to rioting and disobey the authorities. But they are ignorant and 
unable to judge for themselves what is good and what is bad. As they are 
poor and devoid of the conveniences necessary to lead comfortable lives, it is 
the duty of the authorities to pardon them generously and give them whole- 
some advice even if they should commit mistakes, emboldened by the 
strength of their numbers. Is it not a fact that the operatives in factories in 
the west resort to rioting with a view to compel the capitalists to treat them 
properly ? Such rioters receive the sympathy and help of the general public, 
and even the Ministers are considerate to them and wish to do them justice. 
Such being the case, we hope that the Agent or the authorities will pardon 
the rioters instead of assuming a hostile attitude towards them. If the 
employees enjoy advantages at the hands of the Railway Company, the 
Company is also benefited by the labour of its employees. Shooting at two 
of the rioters who were unarmed and wounding some others are not at all 
equitable. It is to be regretted that the Agent has not expressed any feeling 
ot-‘indignation at the shooters or of sympathy for those who were shot or 


wounded, We trust that the Company will grant some pecuniary help to 
the families of the deceased.

The “wes ot ve tulla as the President of the All-India Muslim 
ii searing League, the Swadesamitran, of the 1st January, 
observes :—We entirely agree with his view 

that the authorities were not justified in having fired on the mob during the 
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riot which occurred in connection with the mosque at Cawnpore. It was 
only the other day that certain irresponsible men shot some Indians dead 
during the riot at the Perambir Workshops. These men were neither 
Magistrates nor Police officials. It was easy for these to shoot the Indians, 
merely because they had the liberty of using firearms, which the Indians 
have nat. In western countries like England and Ireland the people are 
not prevented by law from possessing firearms, and yet there has been 
no instance of the Police and the people shvoting each other. Whatever 
difficulty the Police may have in quelling a riot, they will not dare to shoot 
the people, even if they receive injuries themselves. It is only the Indians 
that are shot down by the authorities and ordinary Europeans on the least 

rovocation, having self-defence or the suppression of a riot as a pretext. 
5 the remarks of Sir Ibrahim Rahimtulla on this subject are quite reason- 
able. It is better that the Members of Legislative Councils interpellate the 
Government on this subject and ascertain its opinion.

The Indian Press Act. measure in the time of Lord Minto to be 
a check upon the newspapers and other publications containing seditious 
matter, was permanently added on to the Statute Book in 1910. Lord 
Hardinge had just then assumed charge of his duties as M gag | and so he 
did not want to go against the advice of his English officials. The popular 
representatives, too, did not plead for its abolition, considering the ruffled 
state of the political atmosphere then. But the experience of the past four 
years has shown that this law has been productive of many evils. Recently 
Sir Lawrence Jenkins, the Chief Justice of the Calcutta High Court, had 
occasion to remark that the liberty of the people was greatly curtailed by 
this Act and that the Judges could not question the legality of an order 
made by the Government under this Act, however detrimental it might be 
to the liberty of the people. The existence of this law on the Statute Book 
makes it impossible for the people to express their views freely through 
the newspapers. It is, indeed, necessary to inflict severe punishments on 
seditionists and anarchists; but it is not fair, on this score, to curtail the 
liberty of the people. There is a great deal of difference between the liberty 
enjoyed by the people in Europe and that enjoyed by the Indians. The 
recent disturbances in Ulster in connection with the grant of Swaraj to 
Ireland clearly illustrate the extent to which the British public are able to 
exercise their right of criticising the Government. Popular rights have no 
doubt been recently increased in India, with the idea that the administration 
should be conducted on the lines indicated by popular opinion. Neverthe- 
less, it is not possible for the Members of the Legislative Councils to discuss 
about all matters concerning the people. It is only the newspapers and 
other publications that can point out the needs of the people and this is why. 
the opinion was expressed in both the Indian National Congress and the 
Muslim League that the Press Act should be abolished altogether. This 
Act has curtailed the liberty of the people, not only in British India but also 
in the Native States, which always follow the example of the British Govern- 


ment in their internal administration. So we hope Lord Hardinge will 
decide to abolish this Act. 


16. Referring to the plea set up by all the English witnesses before the 
Public Service Commission that the English 
— officials in every department are now being 
paid inadequate salaries and that the scale of these salaries should therefore 
be increased, if the service in India is to attract a better type of men than 
those who are recruited at present, the Swadesamitran, of the 5th January, 
says :—Ii the Public Service Commission acts upon the evidence of these 
witnesses and recommends an increase of salary to the English officials, it 
will be causing a loss to India, by increasing her expenditure enormously. 
As the salaries of these officials are met from the amount collected as taxes

from the people, neither the Governor-General jnor the British Ministers will 
hesitate to act upon such a recommendation of the commission. In England 
every pound that is spent has to be accounted for to the Parliament. But 
the expenditure in India can be increased or reduced without the consent of 
the members of the Legislative Council. The Secretary of State for India 
is the only official who takes the whole responsibility for the income and 
expenditure 1 India and therefore he can raise the salaries of officials if he 
likes and the Parliament also will sanction it. So we must raise our voice 
against it now. The English officials in India are already receiving high 
salaries, and the scale of these salaries was fixed about 120 years ago. The 
scale was fixed so high then in order to prevent the officials from taking 
bribes and the same scale continues even now. One ground on which the 
present scale is sought to be raised is that it does not attract really capable 
men from England. The best remedy for this will be to reduce the number 
of English officials in this country and then increase their salaries, giving 
those appointments, which are now said to be held Y second-rate and third- 
rate Europeans, to Indians duly qualified to hold such posts. Every depart- 
ment need not have thousands of English officials. Properly speaking, all 
the appointments in India should gradually be held by Indians, __ If instead of 
this, they are all held by foreigners, it will be an injustice to India and will 
not reflect much credit on the British Government. 


17. The Ravi, of the 25th December, refers to the request of the white- Ravi, 
men in British East Africa that they may be Deo.

granted self-government, and remarks that the 

British Government should, before making any such concession, consider the 

matter carefully. The East Africa contains various nationalities including

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self-government cannot procure for the Muhammadans their so much 
longed-for status and education, why, they ask, should not the present (British, 
Government continue? ‘The paper confidently affirms that not a single 
Muhammadan has really any complaint against the British Government. [; 
there is any ill-feeling at all, itis but towards some shortsighted Govern. 
ment authorities. It is not at all just to overlook, for the fault of a few 
officers, all the countless benefits and favours of the British rule. ‘I'he 
Government are continually granting the Muhammadans their requests and 
the Viceroy is every now and again evinciog his sympathy. Facts like this 
go to prove that the Muhammadans can progress only under the benign 
protection of the British Government and that the ideal of self-government is 
not at all beneficial to them.

Medical Registration Bill was referred to a select committee. ‘I'he committee 


have made certain alterations in the original Bill, but they have not con- 
sidered the claims of the Ayurvedic and the Unani systems of medicine, 
which have been jeopardised by the introduction of the Bill. Even the 
educated classes are convinced that medicine as practised in the west affords 
only a temporary relief, while the Ayurvedic or the Unani medicine cures 
diseases permanently. The paper prays that the members of the Legislative 
Council will, at least when passing the Bill into law, carefully consider the 
question and endeavour to see that the indigenous systems of medicine are 


not disregarded. 
21. The; Andhirakesurt, of the 12th December, raises the question whether 
the cultivators of subsequent inams in pro- 


Inams. prietary estates leased out for cultivation by 


the inamdars can acquire a permanent right of occupancy in the holding. 
It suggests that an explanation may be added to sub-section (5) of section 3 
of the Madras Estates Land Act, 1908, to the effect that the holders of a 
subsequent inam on a favourable rent or free of rent shall not be deemed to 
be landlords deriving their right by virtue of transfer, and recommends 
the matter for the consideration of the members of the Legislative Council. 


IV.—NATIVE STATES.

opine Ghief Judge of the Mysore Air, Justice L. C. Miller of the Madras High 


Court is trying to get the post of Chief Judge 
of the Mysore Chief Court. This may be quite true, as it will be materially 


advantageous to him, seeing that he is nearing the end of his service on the 
High Court Bench. But all the same we hope the Mysore Government will 
not choose an Anglo-Indian, who has retired from British Service, for this 
appointment. ‘This Government cannot say that there are no qualified men 
in the Judicial department under it who can be appvinted to this post. If 
it thinks so, it will be belying its own conscience. If it is of opinion that 
the post of Chief Judge of the Chief Court should be held only by a European 
it will indicate only a wanton pertinacity on the part of this Government. 


VI.—MIsceLLANEOUS. 


23. The Swadesamitran, of the 2nd January, writes:—The Union

South Africa. of Mr. Gandhi that certain Englishmen, who 


were not opposed to the interests of the 
Indians, should be added as members of the commission appointed to inquire 


into the grievances of the Indians in South Africa. There are weighty 


oT 


reasons for the Indians having no confidence whatever in the commission as 
+ is constituted at present. Mr. Isselen and Colonel Wylie are known to 
be the open enemies of Indians in South Africa. ‘lhe former has, on many 
vecasions, cast aspersions upon the Indians and the latter has been inimical 
to the Indians for the last 20 years. The latter is also one of those who 
strongly oppose the abolition of the Three-pound tax. Some years back, 
he led a force with the object of destroying two steamers, which had 
anchored at the port of Durban with the Indians in them. Moreover he 
is the commander of the ‘‘ Defence force.” ‘I'he present commission may 
have to inquire into the cruel acts committed by this force. Colonel Wylie 
is the agent of several plauters. Who can deny that the nomination of this 
gentleman as a member of this commission is an insult to the Indians ? 


24, In commenting on the proceedings of the Indian National Congress —Saama, 
of 1913, the Sasilekha, of the 80th December, Deo. soth, 1918. 
lays stress on the following points :—The 

cost of administration should be reduced. If this is done, then the burden 

of taxation can be reduced and the people may live happily. To bring 

about such a state of things, the educated classes in India should be appointed 

to high posts in the various departments, and be given greater share in the 
administration. If matters go on in this fashion, the Indians can hope to get 
self-zovernment like the one obtaining in the colonies. This is their ideal, 

and this has been the aim of English Sovereigns and Ministers. ‘Those 

Envlishmen who established the Indian Empire ventilated similar opinions. 

The Congress must meet every yeur as usual. It is by this means that the 

Indians will give up all religious and racial differences and meet like brethren. 

The proposal to abandon the Congress because the Legislative Councils have 

been extended, can never be appreciated. 


25. Ina leading article giving a brief summary of the President’s speech = Mrsoms Sra, 
and the resolutions passed at the last session of Ply» 
the Indian National Congress, the Mysore Star, 

of the 5th January, observes:—It is significant that, with the exception of 

Sir William Wedderburn, no other President of the Congress had been unani- 

mously elected by the Provincial Committees. ‘The fact that this year the 

Hon’ble Nawab Sayid Muhammad has won that great honour of being elected 

unanimously shows how universally acceptable is his political creed to the 

general public. Far from being either high-sounding or impassioned, the 

presidential address was admittedly very thoughtful and noteworthy in 

every particular. ‘The election of a Moslem leader to the presidential chair, 

the presence at the Congress of Muhammadan delegates whu could be counted 

by the hundred and the acceptance of the office of General Secretary by the 

Hon’ble Nawab Sayid Muhammad are all circumstances which point but to 

one result, namely, the co-operation of the Hindus and the Muhammadans 
and the consequent strengthening of the voice of the congress so as to 

command greater regard in the estimation of the authorities. 


Writing on the same subject the Vokkaligara Patrike, of the 7th January, emnennaas Na, 
observes :—We understand that the absence from the Congress this year of Jan. 7th, 1914. 
such conspicuous leaders as Sir P. M. Mehta, Mr. Madan Mohan Malaviya, 

Mr. Surendranath Banerji has caused much disappointment to the orga- 
users. The President has dwelt in very appropriate terms on all the import- 
ant topics of the day, such as the South African troubles, the relations between 
the Hindus and Muhammadans, the reforms in the India Uouncil as well as 
in the Legislative Councils, the revival of the village panchayat system, the 
extension of elementary and industrial education: and the appointment of 
Indians to ngher offices in the army. The Hon’ble Nawab Sayid Muham- 
mad, although a Muhammadan, has ever been an avowed friend of the 

ongress and an active participator in every ‘political movement in Madras. 

hen at one time the Muhammadans had held’an attitude of antipathy 
pvarte the Congress, it is the present President who, with the assistance of 
the late Justice Tyabji, helped: to correct: that attitude by the force of his 
own sympathy with the movement. We have no doubt that this time too 
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his presidential functions will serve to establish closer ties between tho 
Hindus and the Muhammadans. ‘The Muhammadan conference too goes to 
show that the two communities have discovered the identity of their aims 
and interests, in that both recognise that merit should be: the sole basis of 
rights and privileges. It is by the open recognition of this principle, we 
may venture to affirm, that the President has endeared himself to all classes 
of the Indian public. | 


Varitawta Patrike, Referring to the same subject, the Viittanta Patrike, of the 8th January, 
Jan. 1. 1616. writes:—We do not mean to suggest that these annual Congresses and 
Conferences do no good whatever. We do recognise that a periodical meeting 

of the educated leaders of the country must result in some valuable debates, 

But we only wish to emphasise the fact that the time for such lectures and 

debates is past, and it is high time we set ourselves to work and carried these 

resolutions into effect. We venture to suggest that such conferences in future 

years, if they ought to meet at all, should confine themselves to the considera- 

tion of the ways and means of giving effect to the resolutions of previous 

years. For, it would be nothing short of hypocrisy if our activity were to 

end on the platform alone. But more important than this effort at practicality 

is the need for thorough selflessness, in all movements of national interest, 

whether political, social or religious. Not only the various communities that 

constitute the nation but the entire population of the country, Indians as well 

as foreigners, should be capable of discerning a certain community of interests 

beneath all their individuai activity. All classes should join in exposing 


the shortcomings of public servants and popular leaders, and thus root out all 
corruption, indolence and neglect of duty. 


Lamapoamenit, A leader in the Lokaprakasam, of the 5th January, writes in English

jen, Bs 1914. about the ‘I'wenty-eighth session of the Indian 
National Congress as follows :—- ‘‘ The ‘T'wenty- 
eighth session of the Indian National Congress passed off very well at 
Karachi last week, though some of the most eminent leaders of the moveinent 
were unable to attend the session. It is as unfortunate as it 1s regrettable. 
that noted leaders of the type of Messrs. Gokhale, Surendranath Banerji, 
Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya and Sir Pherozesha Mehta should be absent 
at a time when certain Anglo-Indian critics have come to think that with the 
reform of the Councils the raison wetre of the Congress has disappeared. An 
outstanding feature of this national assembly is the satisfaction the delegates 
had of practically witnessing Muhammadan sympathy and support in an 
unprecedented manner. To this as well as to the continued existence of the 
Congress there were references in the interesting address of welcome delivered 
by Mr. Harchandrai Vishandas, which deserves careful perusal. He is of 
opinion that it 1s only through the medium of a strong and _ influential 
organisation as the Congress that we Indians could achieve our objects which 
affect the nation as a whole, and is exactly to the point when he instances 
the status of Indians in the colonies, in support of his suggestion. Mr. 
Vishandas as well as the Hon’ble Nawab Sayyid Muhammad, the Presi- 
dent of the Congress, touch on most of the Indian problems of the day, 
the former of whom welcomes to the Congress the Muhammadan brethren, 
more as a leader of the Hindus than as President of the Reception Committee.

Nawab Sayyid Muhammad’s address which breathes a spirit of moderation 
and insight is full of suggestions more for union and good-will among the 
peoples of India, and he is to be congratulated on the success of the 
recent. session.”

(6) Courts. 


- The South Indian Mail, for the week ending 5th *January, writes :— corre Does Mart, 
? ‘¢The last annual review of the Civil Courts Jan. 6th, Tone. 
“| Courts in the Madras jn the Madras Presidency reveals that above 
}'resideney. a quarter of a crore of rupees was saved during 
. year from the income derived in this department ; and every year there 
viva surplus, and the average during the preceding ten years comes up to 
4 -imilar sum annually. What has been done with this accumulated income 
‘snot known nor is it disclosed in the review. With such an extraordinary 
‘icone, to delay the administration of justice to a regrettable length, to say 
‘he least of it, is absurd and uncharitable and demonstrates the melancholy 
lack of fairness on the part of the Government. . . . . In effecting an 
iuprovement of the ent’ the Government do not contribute even a 
«all portion of the additional expenditure. It 1s the money of the suitors, 
and they are justly entitled to call upon the Government to give them in 
return good officers and speedy justice. The revenue will year after year 
increase as litigation increases. It has in no year decreased. So the Gov- 
ernment need not be afraid of any deficit happening in any year; and even 
ii it does, there is the accumulated savings with their compound interest. 
The Government are only trustees for this money and they will not be 
justified if they appropriate these funds for any other purposes.” 


(d) Education. 


2. In an article under the heading “ A pending promise”, the Jndian 'xnux Parnror, 

‘ins Geankte- Aid Cod Patriot, of the 15th January, observes :—“‘ Sir Jan. 16th, 1914. 
Se ee ee Murray Hammick promised before his retire- 
meit that the Grant-in-Aid Code would be revised and liberalised in favour of 
secoudary and higher education. . . . . The hope was rdised that the 
Grant-in-Aid Code would be revised so as to meet the national demand, and 
the hope is still deferred, and we have to return again to our Sisyphean labour 
of rousing the educational conscience of our rulers.

But the officialdom was not to be moved by such forces. Its replies were 
vague and its chief pretext was that the documents were ‘ confidential.’ In 
this frame of mind, no Government can beget confidence in the minds of its 
subjects and we deeply deplore the lack of fairness that the Government of 
India have betrayed. The papers asked for related to no grave issue of 
national or international politics, but dealt with a subject on which the 
Government and the people can consult and co-operate with each other with 
the utmost intimacy. We pray and trust that Mysore will‘not follow the 
example of the Imperial Government in this respect.”

there are no men in it competent to be co-opted. Professor B. Hanumantha 
Rao, who has only very recently retired from the service would, if chosen, 
make an excellent co-opted member to represent the Madras Provincia! 
Educational Service. If, on account of his retirement, he 1s considered to be 
ineligible for reasons which do not strike us—there are Rao Bahadur 
A. C. Pranatartihara Ayyar, Rao Bahadur M. Ranga Acharya, Mr. K. Ramunni 
Ménon, Rao Bahadur C. Nagoji Rao und others, who could be named, that 
could be appointed.

Public Services Commission in respect of the 
Engineering Department, io Calcutta, an 
Engineer, Mr. S. Stapleton by name, who was said to represent 47 Imperial 
Engineers recruited in India, is reported to have stated that what largel 
prevented Indians being fit for executive posts was the fact that they got old 
sooner than Europeans. He agreed, however, that the deterioration in the 
products of the Indian Training Colleges was largely due to the closing 
of the higher posts in the service to Indian trained men. ‘T'his is perfectly 
true, a most woeful and piteous truth, which the sooner the Government 
and the public realise and for which the sooner suitable remedies are 
devised, the better will it be for all concerned, the individual, the Govern- 
ment and the public. Indians have thus to acknowledge as one of the facts 
of their present national life, that their educated men should perpetually 
remain in their official service as subordinates to European officers. On 
them should devolve as subordinates all the drudgery and hard work of 
official service; while Europeans perform the comparatively light and easy 
task of supervision and control. The lot of the ligher order of the Indian 
public servants is bad enough, but that of the rank and file is harder, 
and full of risks to their life and vigour, so that in the great majority of 
cases, what Mr. Stapleton says most unfortunately comes to pass. pes 
in the Revenue, the Judicial, the Police, the Educational and other services, 
the same piteous tale has to be told about the Indian employees of the 
Government who hold inferior and subordinate posts. An impatient desire 
to rise quickly in the service, the unnatural and unreasonable test of efficiency 
adopted by the heads of departments, namely, the quantity and not the 
quality of the work turned out, and the nature and amount of the work 
expected of them, all combine to induce the Indians to do twice as much 
work as 1s compatible with their mental and physical stamina or with the 
discharge of their duties to the family and the public. No adequate provi- 
sion exists for leave or for rest, which is as essentia] in their case as 1n the 
case of Europeans, to refresh their energy or to restore their exhausted 
vitality. The result is, not merely premature old age, but dire 
diseases such as diabetes and dyspepsia, of which so many of the educated 
classes are sad victims, the neglect of their duties to their wives and children 


and a most unjustifiable abstention from those social duties by which every 
educated man is bound to his community.”

An intelli- 
vit public held meetings throughout the Presidency to ages against the 
Ril], What then? At the next Council meeting, when the atmosphere was 
t warm with the voice of popular opposition, the Government of Madras 
‘irectly supported the Medical Registration | Bill. Public meetings of spon 
hid been held, but the protests fell in a wilderness. They never made any 
‘pression on the mind of the Government at all. On the other hand, the 
cotests had the effect of inoculating resolution into a neutral Government. 
‘We thought we would take up a neutral attitude towards the Bill. But in 
view of the public meetings held to protest against it, we have come to the 
resulution that Government must support the Bill.” We owe it to the Surgeon- 
General's tact that afterwards the scope of the Bill was restricted to the 
practitioners of the western system. So far as the Madras Government was 


concerned, it had perfectly intended to support the original Bill which had 


evuked so much popular opposition.”

Ayyar. We recommend to Government the name of Diwan Bahadur 
V. Subramaniam for that post. He first entered service some 25 years ago as 
a District Munsif. By dint of hard work and by his love of justice, he has 
gradually risen to be a District Judge, in which capacity he has distinguished 
himself. Had there been any flaw in his character, we would never have 
recommended his name. His appointment will naturally meet with the 
approval of the public. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


14. The Andhraprakasika, of the 7th January, states that Dr. Nayar failed 
are to conduct himself in accordance with the 
Government nominations of wishes of the people, became unpopular, and 
Municipal Commissioners, was defeated at the Triplicane Municipal 
elections of the 19th ultimo. But it is very much to be regretted, says the 
paper, that the Government have nominated him as Municipal Commissioner 
for the city of Madras in the place of Khan Bahadur V. Muhammad Sheriff 
Khan, disregarding public opinion thereby, The Muhammadans who want 
separate representation have a grievance in this act of Government, because 
a Muhammadan has not been nominated in the place of a Muhammadan. 
Again, there were three Native Christians in the Corporation formerly. Two 
of them died, and in the place of the third, Mr. Osborne of the Eurasian and 
the Anglo-Indian community was nominated. This, regrets the paper, 
must have caused considerable disappointment to the Native Christian 
community. 


15. A correspondent of the Swadeshabhimani, of the 9th January, 
writing over his initials H.V.K., (presumably 
from Mangalore), complains that the increas- 
ing ravages of late of rabid dogs both in the 
town (Mangalore) and in the neighbouring villages have caused a widespread 
alarm and that although representation to the local authorities had resulted 
in an order some time ago to destroy these animals, the evil has not been 
sufficiently mitigated with the result that the infection of rabies has of late 
spread to foxes.

(g) Forests. 


16. The Swadesamitran, of the 9th January, hails with satisfaction the 
decision of the Government of Madras to act 


Forest panchayats. upon the recommendation of the Forest Com- 


mittee and entrust the management of forests in certain specified districts to 
panchayats, as an experimental measure and observes :—It is now the duty 
of the popular leaders to guide the people and co-operate with the officials in 
such a way as to make this experiment a success. It is a longstanding cum- 
plaint of the villagers that their cattle have not enough of fodder on account 
of the forests being managed by the Forest Department. ‘his complaint 
will disappear altogether, if the panchayats now proposed to be constituted 
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-.: we their duties honestly. We believe these panchayats will work 
the supervision of Government officials. We have no doubt that the

(h) Railways. 


'- 4 correspondent of the Swadeshabhimam, of the 9th January, 
writes :—The grievances of third-class railway 
. grievances Of third-class passengers (starting from the Mangalore 
Fivway PAsseUgere station) arising from the odd hour at which 
mail train leaves the station, combined with the difficulty of obtaining 
_jague passports and the thundering tone of the passport clerks which makes 
ae poor passengers quake with fear, and tien again the rush and elbowing 
yt the ticket office, coupled with the curious custom of keeping only one 
-ytrance open in each carriage and keeping that too only half open, leaving 
vareely enough room for women and children to pass through the entrance, 
audi to crown all, the rude and insolent behaviour of the porters, these are 
auievances which are too many for the poor passenger who has to travel by 
‘ie third class. Is it too much to hope that the Railway authorities will 
consider these grievances and provide a larger measure of comforts to this 
cliss of passengers who are admittedly a source of greater profit to the 
companies than either the first or the second-class passengers ? 


(j) Salt and Abkari. 


ix. Referring to the representations made to the Viceroy during His 
Excellency’s recent visit to Calcutta regarding 
the increase of the drink vice in this country 
and His yar-vamrety reply thereto, the Sadhvi, of the 9th January, observes : 


The drink habit in India. 


—llis Excellency has no doubt assured us that Government are by nu means 
intent on making the duty on liquor a source of revenue to them and that 
they have at all times been prepared to do their best to check the growth of 
intemperance. But the accusation brought forward by a section of the Indian 
press must nevertheless be admitted that Government are reluctant to give 
up such a substantial item of revenue which is no less than a fourth of their 
vross Income, and that so long as facilities continue to exist for the supply of 
intoxicants in some shape or other, all attempts to arrest the spread of the 
vice are bound to fail; for, it would be a mistake to suppose that an enhance- 
nent of the duty would lead to the suppression of the evil. It is notorious 
tu what extremities the inveterate drunkard is prepared to go when he is 
seized with the craving and how regardless he is of the misery he must be 
causing to his wife and children. It is no doubt contended in some quarters 
that if Government suppressed the sale of liquor the people would still 
continue to satisfy their craving by having recourse to illicit manufacture. 
Such cases, if they happen at all, will be extremely rare. Even granting 
that such difficulties might arise, they are by no means insurmountable. If 
therefore the Government are in earnest in attempting to suppress the 
drink vice totally, they can in no time achieve their purpose by putting a 
t) to all production of liquor and providing deterrent punishment in the 
case of illicit manufacture. 


Writing on the same subject the Vokkaligara Patrike, of the 14th January, 
reproduces the substance of the above article. 


(k) General. 


19. The Swadesamitran, of the 18th January, writes :— In the course ofa 
eae: ._, Speech recently delivered by him at Lucknow, 
p indinns and the industries in Jorg Hardinge is reported to have stated 
sin that, though his Government was incurring 
expenditure on a liberal scale on the development of education in this 
untry, he had his own doubts whether his object would be fulfilled. He 
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evidently meant that there were not industries enough in the country to giy,. 
employment to all the young men trained in the Colleges and Universitj,... 
We would put it the other way; that is, our young men have not the educat}.,. 
necessary for their engaging in the industries already existing in the country 
The industries in a country and the education imparted therein must hay g 
bearing upon each other. It is so in England, Germany and other countri.., 
and that is why industries and education are developing simultaneously jy 
these couvtries. Young men there have every facility of getting an emplvy. 
ment, cither in Government service or in any of the mercantile concerns 4), 
there are also numerous educational institutions which train young men {., 
these avocations. But India is lagging behind in both these items. ‘J, 
higher appointments in the Army and the Navy are blocked to the Indians. 
as well as the higher appointments in the Civil Services. All the important 
appointments on the railways and in the mining and other industries are 
in the hands of Enelishmen. ‘l'hat is why there are no institutions j) 
our country imparting instruction necessary to qualify one for these posts. 
The result is that our young men have to go to foreign countries to acquire 
industrial education. ‘Though many of them are now doing this, their 
number should increase and the Government also should encourage them by 
giving scholarships and offering other facilities. If this rs done, it will lead 
to a large number of Indians proceeding to foreign countries for having 
industrial education, and these will help to start fresh industries in this 
country. 


2(). Referring to the large number of applications for registration oi 
co-operative societies pending with Govern- 
ment, the Suszlekha, of the 6th January, expresses 
the fear that if the Government should make any more delay in registering 
them, the people would lose their enthusiasm for organising ¢o-operative 
societies. If any of the societies are not fit for registration on account ot 
any technical defects, cannot the Government, asks the paper, rectify them 
and then register the societies? It appears to the paper that the authorities 
are not prepared to provide funds for the establishment and supervision of 
these societies, and so they have stopped establishing new societies for thie 
last one year. ‘lhe paper hears that the Government are proposing to levy 
a tax of five per cent. on the profit of each society in order to meet the cost 
of maintaining the inspecting staff. The paper protests against the proposal 
as premature, and is afraid that it will set back the wheel of progress in this 
direction. 


Co-operative socicties. 


21. The Andhraprakasika, of the 14th January, has a leader on the 


South Africa. subject of the South African situation, in 


which it says that some people are under the 
mistaken impression that the Government of India are to blame for the 


present miserable plight of the South African Indians. In the beginning, 
the Government of Natal proposed to the Government of India as one of the 
conditions of the indenture of coolies that they should return to India on the 
expiry of the term of contract. The latter Government rejected the proposal 


as unjust. ‘Thereupon the Government. of Natal have had recourse to the 


sae of the three pound license tax on each head, and the Government of 
India have been silent on this matter, because they could not freely interfere 
in the affairs of the South African Government. ‘The paper asks, ‘‘ could the 
Government, who have not acquiesced in the proposal to send back the coolies 
to India compulsorily, after they had spent the best part of their lives for the 
benefit of South Africa, have agreed to the imposition of the above tax 7 
No doubt, they have been silent, but it is no wonder, for, even the Imperial 


Government are hesitating to uphold the cause of the Indians and to deal 
with the South African colonists strictly.

These reports, if true, furnish matter for 
nt. It is alleged that the Pariahs poison the cattle not only while they 
tiene out for grazing but even when they are penned in for the night. 
1 -— jastardly deed is done simply for the sake of the skin. There is no 
iubt that the Police will be able if they try to put a stop to these depreda- 
sons of the Pariahs. But the residents also should give the Police every 


help and encouragement. 


\ correspondent from Natuvapnur writes in the Manorama, of the 9th 
January, referring to the same subject that the Pariahs have become a great 
juisance to the people of the place. In the nights .they come out from 
‘orests, Where they spend the day, to cattlesheds and poison the cattle which 
ji by the morning. Great many cattle were thus destroyed during the past 
jew davs. Unless some remedia! steps are soon taken the people will be 
subjected to great hardships. If Government organises a hunt in the forests 
vine of these could be arrested and brought to book. There is no other 
alternative. It is hoped that Government will take necessary action in the 
matter. 


23. The Jaridah-i-Rozgar, of the 6th January, commenting again on the 
Muslim League ideal of self-government, says 

Muslim League and the ideal that it would, if granted, prove detrimental to 
Cae rere" the Muslim interest, on the ground that the 
Muhammadans, being inferior in point of number, wealth and education to 
their Hindu brethren, would have to become subservient to the latter, and 
would no longer have the advantage of approaching the Parliament with 
appeal for any grievance. It considers the British Government as the best of 
all Governments. It is at a loss to see what should have caused the young 
men of the League to try to make the Muhammadans believe self-government 
would be more beneficial. To refuse to admit the benefits of the British 
Government would be tantamount to denying the very existence of the sun. 
It is true that amongst the British authorities there are persons like Sir James 
Meston; but it is no less true that the number has also a just statesman like 


His Excellency Lord Hardinge, a fact quite sufficient to inspire the Indians 
with confidence. :

26th of December last under the presidency of 

the Hon’ble Nawab Syed Muhammad of Madras. The gathering in tlic 

spacious wooden pavilion erected for the purpose was very large and represen. 

tative of all communities. The special feature of this sitting of the Congress 

is that it has justified its name more than previously owing to the larce 

number of Mussalman delegates and the welcoming of a resolution of the All- 

India Moslem League regarding its policy towards the Congress and last, but 

not least, the presidentship of one of the foremost members of the Mussalman 
community. The change in the attitude of the Mussalman communities in 

India towards the Congress from which they had hitherto kept aloof is a 
significant and momentous landmark in the shaping of the future destinies of 

India. The realization that the two great communities in India, namely, the 
Mussalmans and Hindus, are to work hand in hand with each other for the 
advancement of the country as a whole has now come to them. Though it 

is a little late, we are sure that it is not too late. Though this attitude may 

be new to most of our Mussalman brethren, it 1s not new to the Honourable 
President of the Congress, as his influence has always been to bridge the 
differences between these two communities, while his inclination has always 

been towards the Congress. In this respect he may be said to be a precursor 

of this new attitude which is to him as old as his public life. In this Presi- 

dency he has represented at no time any sectarian interest, but has been the 
advocate of a common understanding and a common standpoint between thie 

various classes of the Indian community. We wish that the new spirit 


among the Mussalman community in this matter may grow and consummate 
to its legitimate fruition. 


‘‘The speech delivered by the President of the Reception Committee, 
the address of the President of the Congress and the resolutions passed by 


the delegates covered almost all the burning topics of the day. The most 
important of them being— 


(1) The visit of Their Majesties to India ; 

‘© (2) ‘The sufferings of Indians in South Africa ; 

‘©(3) The Reform of the India Council ; 

“(4) The defects in the Reformed Legislative Councils ; 
‘“(5) The advance of local self-government ; 

‘€(6) Primary education ; 

‘“(7) The Public Service Commission ; and 

(8) The Press Act. 


‘‘'l’he happy reference to the effect which Their Majesties’ visit 
produced on all classes of their subjects in India was pertinently made the 
preface of the presidential address. When the President said that Providence 
has placed us under the fostering care of a benevolent monarch whose first 
concern is the happiness and well-being of his subjects, and that he should 

‘be regarded as the shadow of God on earth, he was but voicing forth the 
opinion of thousands and millions of his loyal subjects in India, whether they 
had the pleasure of having seen Their Majesties with their own eyes or 
only heard about their love for us and their solicitude for our welfare and 
prosperity. 

‘Very naturally the present sufferings of the Indians in South Africa 
was one of the most prominent subjects discussed in the Congress. The con- 
stitution of the India Council and the absence of any attempt to reform this 
time-honoured institution came under severe criticism. Various defects 
were pointed out in the present regulations governing the election and other 
matters relating to the Legislative Councils, Imperial and Local. It was also 
complained that, though the principle laid down in the famous despatch of 
Lord Morley regarding the recent reform of the Councils, the regulations 
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.. med by the India Government far from carrying out and advancing those 
an “iples have gone to mar their spirit an given room for discontent. 
- ilarly it was complained that the recommendations of the Decentraliza- 
, Commission were not attempted to be carried out by the Government 
"that the restoration and renovation of the village — to look 
“+r their local affairs were not attempted at all. These are certainly 
= eters for regret in the advancement of local self-government in this 
coautry and the safeguards and restrictions imposed on even the existing 
_ titutions of this kind are too many to allow of a free growth of popular 
canent in them. The Congress dwelt also on the advance newly to be 
nuie by Government in their present policy towards primary education. 
The narrow spirit in which some of the European witnesses gave their 
-yijence before the Public Service Commission also came under the notice of 
i Congress and this spirit was deplored. The Press Act, though con- 
dered by Government as a safeguard, was said to be a blot on the self- 
reject of the Indian people and the courageous Government of Lord 
llurdinge was implored to remove this blot. One matter for regret is, 
however, that several of the veteran Congress leaders, such as Mesers. 
Gokha'e, Surendranath Banerji and the like, were unable to attend this year’s 
sitting owing te causes beyond their control. On the whole, we must con- 
vratulate ourselves on the success which this year’s Congress attained and the 
aivance it has made in silencing the opposition of its critics.” 


97. Referring to Mysore’s share of the New Year honours, the Sadhvi, of 
the 9th January, observes :—-We deeply admire 
the high judiciousness displayed by the Govern- 
ment of India on the present occasion in their choice of men for the New 
Year honours.

Sir Reginald 
admitted the necessity and expediency of revision, but here again he wants 
to mete out to the Provincial Services a treatment which the Government of 
India have not and would not pursue in the case of the Indian Civil Service. 
What would be inopportune in the case of the Provincial Services 
has not been inopportune in the case of the Indian Civil Service and this 
stepmotherly treatment has been accorded in the Madras Presidency in 
respect of other grievances also affecting the Provincial Civil Service. 
oe T'he layman cannot understand why apart. from a lower pay fixed 
in the recently reorganised Police Service, the newly-recruited Deputy 
Superintendent should not get any acting allowances or vacancies in the 
higher grades, whereas the latest recruits of Assistant Superintendents from 
England should get the benefits of the long list of promotions and reversions 
so periodically published. (in what basis, again, are the following 
distinctions between the Indian Civil Service and Provincial Civil Service 
Divisional officers justified ? Indian Civil Service Divisional officers of any 
grade and pay are entitled to first-class travelling allowance and draw tentage 
of Rs. 35 per mensem, whereas Provincial Service officers are entitled only 
to second class, unless they rise to be officers on Rs. 600 and above, when 
they may draw first-class fare by rail though they are treated only as second- 
class officers and draw only Rx. 11-1-9 per mensem as tentage. Why should 
Indian Civil Service officers be only required to pass legal tests specially 
prescribed for them, whereas the Provincial Civil Service officers are made to 
pass the special tests along with their head clerks and clerks? Why in all 
cases, aguin, should the Collector address Indian Civil Service officers 2 
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whereas he may address Provincial Civil Service officers by 
‘memoranda’ and so on ad infxitum. The sooner this state of 
edied, the better it will be for the Government and the public.”

We find generally that even the 
improvements which the Hon’ble Dr. Nayar said were made by him over the 
Bombay Act have now disappeared altogether making the Bill follow rather 
slavisily the terms of the Bombay Act. Under such circumstances, we 
should think that much of the danger rightly apprehended from the Bombay 
Act has, owing to the action of the Select Committee, appeared in a more 
pronounced strain in Madras. . . . . As originally introduced, the 
principal claim for acceptance of the Bill was its innocent character as it was 
described. This ground is of itself scarcely a sufficient foundation for any 
piece of legislation. ‘The Select Committee has, however, introduced changes 
which have made the Bill highly objectionable. Considering -the strong 
unanimity with which non-official opinion in Bengal has declared itself 
against the proposal for similar legislation and the strength of the non-official 
opinion in Madras against the measure, most persons would incline to the 
opinion that no necessity on public grounds has been shown for its 
enactment.”

In all civilised countries soma 
recognised principles are observed in the making or unmaking of appoint- 
ments, etc. Mr. Rajagopala Achari openly violated these principles an 
made it a rule to follow his timely whims and caprices in all such matters 
Never before has Travancore witnessed official corruption and moral devya- 
dation getting tosuch «a height as during the last six years of Mr. Rajagopal, 
Achari’s administration. . . . It is an irrefutable fact that the tone oj 
public service in Travancore has become very much lowered since the advent 
of Mr. Rajagopala Achari into Travancore. Also that bribery and corruption 
rages more rampantly than ever in Travancore at the present day cannot be 
gainsaid or left out of consideration. Anyhow it is sure and certain that the 
absence or non-observance of some established principles in the appointments 
and dismissals, promotions and degradations of officers has given rise to a lot 
of complaints and corruptions in the Travancore public service. It is high 
time to introduce means and measures to remedy this deplorable evil and to 
keep up the pristine purity of the public service in the State.”

simple theft between the 2nd and 8th of this month. There are Magistrates 

and Police officers of different ranks in this town. Some say that the Police 

do not go their rounds during the nights. Cannot a Magistrate, asks the 

correspondent, superintend this piece of work of the constables? He prays 

that, if the authorities at Nellore are unable to suppress such offences against 
property, the Government may depute special officers for that work. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


17. The Avstnapatrika, of the 10th January, in its leader headed ‘“ The 
Kistna District Local Boards,” observes that 
the resolution passed by the (District) Board 
under the presidentship of Mr. Braidwood 
sanctioning the amount of Rs. 900 to be paid to the Madras and Southern 
Mahratta Railway Company for making good the loss said to have been 
incurred by the company by furnishing intermediate accommodation on the 
Bezwada-Masulivatam line, was thoughtless. It is said that the auditor also 
found fault with the resolution. The paper hopes that the Board will 
discharge its duties, hereafter at least, properly. 

Turning to the subject of roads the paper states that the Board has 
resolved to leave the Masulipatam-Challapalli road in its present dangerous 
condition, probably because some miles of new road have to be laid between 
Bezwada and Ellore. The Kistna District Board could never have passed a 
more thoughtless resolution. The road is a very important one as it affords 
communication between the head-quarters of two taluks. More than a third 
of the number of carts that go to Masulipatam use that road. The material 
necessary for repairing the road has been deposited along the side of the 
road. But, instead of this material being used up for repairing the road it 1s 
ordered to be carried elsewhere and four or five thousands have been sanctioned 
for cartage. This kind of administration, remarks the paper, excels even that 
of Muhammad Bin Toglak. The Board has made a profit of eight thousand

19. Writing on this subject, the Mysore Star, of the 19th J anuary, 
The drink evil observes :—The increase in the consumption of 
sess liquor by nearly 41 per cent. in the course of 
the past seven years in spite of the enhancement of the duty by about 28 per 
cent, during the same period, shows how unavailing are the devices employed 
by Government for checking the growth of this evil. In olden times drinking 
was regarded as one of the five most heinous sins a man could commit; and 
it is this gross infamy that was attached to it by the ancients that kept the 
vice within proper bounds. But among the English people there has been 
no restraint of any such kind. Whether in medicine or in social functions, 
whether as @ mark of honour or of friendship, alcohol is always in request 
among them. In India the lower classes who formerly dreaded disclosure of 
their addiction to drink are now openly indulging in the vice and the higher 
classes, who abhorred it altogether, are also becoming slowly addicted to it. 
Even under the Muhammadan rule the vice was not so rampant. It cannot 
be denied that it is the absence among the ruling race of social disapprobation 
rezarding the use of alcohol that is responsible for this wide prevalence of 
the drink habit in this country. Ifthe Rulers of Native States, having regard 
to the ancient customs and habits of the people and the manifold advantages 
ot suppressing the evil, should persuade themselves to give up this source of 
revenue and declare the use of liquors indictable as a criminal offence, it is 
not unlikely that the Imperial Government, too, will eventually follow the 
‘unc line of action. Just as the Chinese Government, seeing that the opium 
habit proved the bane of the entire nation, prohibited it in the first instance 
among its own servants, and then put a stop to the importation of the drug 
and lastly extended the interdiction to the masses, the Rulers of Native States 
would do well to begin by prohibiting the use of liquor among its own officials, 
and by gradually influencing public opinion by this means, proceed to extend 
this prohibition to all classes of people. It is because the religious heads are 
tow unable to exercise their legitimate influence in this respect that the duty 
devolves on the rulers to restare the people to the path of virtue.

21. Referring to the recent murder of a Police Inspector of the 
Intelligence department at Calcutta by some 
Bengalee youths, the Swadesamitran, of the 21st 
January, says:—lIt is really a matter for regret that these murders have 
of late become too frequent in Bengal. The victims are almost always 
officials in the Police department, and it is no wonder, because it is 
these officials that detect such cases and bring the anarchist offenders to 
book. What happens to the Police officials to-day may happen to the 
Magistrates and Judges to-morrow as these wretches do not seem to make any 
difference between an Indian or a European or between a good or a bad 
man in wreaking their vengeance. One of the murderers in the present case 
is reported to be a student coming from. Kast Bengal and perhaps the other 
offender also ;belongs to East Bengal. So there is no doubt that this anar- 
chist spirit has its origin in Kast Bengal. as the offenders in many of the 
anarchist outrages have been traced to East Bengal. Why should these 
anarchist murders and docoities have their origin in East Bengal and why 
should the offenders in all these cases be students of colleges or other young 
men? Are these acting of their own accord, or are they instigated to do so 
by a secret association? The fact that the offenders in some of the recent 
outrages have not yet been detected has, perhaps, emboldened these wretches. 
We know these outrages are causing the greatest anxiety to the Government. 
The people are evincing a great deal of interest in helping the Government 
to bring the offenders to book. It 1s very necessary that this secret associa- 
tion must be found out and the members thereof punished severely. ‘The 
Government and the popular leaders should lose no time in putting their 
heads together secretly and devise a method for rooting out this evil. 
Otherwise it may cause serious harm to the country as a whole. 


22. The Avsinapatrika, of the 10th January, in one of its editorials on 
‘¢ Drinking ’’, states that the Government of 
India consented to put a complete stop to the 
exportation of opium to China because the article is prejudicial to the 
interests of the people there, and enquires why they do not likewise try to do 
away with the more pernicious habit of drinking, wholly or partly, in India.

Tours of District officers. Collectors regarding the advisability of holding 

‘tormal conferences with ryots in different centres in their districts during 
their tours remarks as follows :—In olden days the District Collectors during 
their tours, generally and at the time of jamabandi in particular, used to meet 
the leading men and to enquire about the welfare of the people and the 
country, because Civilians of those days were able to converse somewhat freely 
in the vernacular of the district. We shall not be iar from wrong if we 
venture to say that the European officers of this day with the exception of a 
jew are unable to converse with the people in their vernacular without the 
help of their subordinates, who do not allow the people to approach them at’ 
all. Itis, toa certain extent, true that on account of the increase of work the 
present-day officers do not find time to interview the people as their 
prelecessors did. Yet it is evident from the actions of certain officers that if 
thev havea will they can do so without any great difficulty. We have heard 
it said and we have ourselves seen that the former officers of our district 
used to do so and we know that the people of the district remember the 
names of the Collectors such as Messrs. Robinson, Kenolly and Ballard with 
affection and reverence. We well remember how Mr. Logan and Sir Henry 
Winterbotham treated the people when they were our Collectors. In those 
days a person appointed as the Collector of a districs was retained in. the 
district till his promotion to the Board or Government office. Their long 
stay in the district made it possible for them to understand the people and 
love them. Now since Collectors are kept only for two or three years in a 
district they do not understand the people, however clever they might be. So 
it the object of the Government is to be gained it should put a stop to the 
constant transfer of officers. We hope that the Government order will bring 
about this consummation. 

26. A correspondent in the same issue of the paper writes :—People who 
do not know English or who do not put on boots 
and trousers find it difficult to get stamps 
: from the Post office in British Cochin. ‘The 
registration, the money order and the parcel clerks have stamps always 
ready for sale.

people, the Government has not yet made any alteration in it. Recently 
both the Muslim League and the National Congress passed resolutions avainst 
it. ‘The Hon’ble Mr. Banerji had moved a resolution in the Imperial 
Legislative Council the sum and substance of which was that many altera- 
tions should be made in the Press Act of 1910 and that a provision should be 
made in the Act to the effect that if a newspaper or a press 1s confiscated the 
reasons for so doing should be specifically stated ; but it was rejected by a 
majority of members of the Council. ‘The resolution of the Muslim League 
and the National Congress went even to the length of suggesting the repeal 
of this Act. In its judgment in the case against Mr. Muhammad Ali, the 
Editor of the Comrade, the Calcutta High Court expressed the opinion that 
according to the provisions of this Act, the Judges have no night to say that 
the action of Government is illegal, however much it may curtail the liberty 
of the people. In consequence of the opinion of the Calcutta High Cuurt 
and agreeably to the resolution of the Hon’ble Mr. Banerji it 1s hoped the 


Government of India will reconsider tle matter and make some reasonable 
alterations in the statute.

methods of government is the liberty of the 

press. A free press is like a mirror held up to the administration wherein 
the responsible authorities are enabled to see their own defects. The udvo- 
cates of popular rule, therefore, can never withhold from the public the right 
of free criticism. It was on the analogy of Western methods of rule that the 
British had given us the privilege of a free press. Latterly, when the misdeeds 
of some Indians led the Government to curtail this privilege by means of the 
Press Act, it was hoped that the new measure would be repealed as soon as 
the situation was found to have improved. But contrary to all expectations, 
it appears likely to remain permanently on the statute book ; and while ina 
few cases the enactment has drawn into its sharp claws many offending 
newspapers which have abused their liberty, there have also been others in 
which the accused have been victimised quite undeservedly. While the mea- 
sure admittedly restrains the hand of a few irresponsible writers, it at the 
same time leads to the harassment of many innocent persons owing to the 
language of the Act being in some places too vague and comprehensive. 
Kven the Calcutta High Court had an occasion to point out the iniquity of 
disallowing appeals to it on the heavy punishment meted out by Government 
under this Act. What can be more unjust than to withhold the privilege of 
appealing to the highest tribunal in the country even on such extreme 
punishments as forfeiture of the press! This is what drove the Hon’ble 
Mr. Surendranath Banerji to urge the Government at least to modify the Act. 
It is significant that with the exception of a single Muhammadan member all 
the seventeen non-official members present at the meeting supported the 
resolution. But the officials were unanimous in opposing it and unfortunately 
for the mover, His Excellency the Viceroy was not presiding on the occasivn. 
Ii Lord Hardinge were in the chair the result woyld possibly have been 
different. But the manner in which the Council was divided on this question 
cannot fail to indicate how universally unpopular the measure is. ‘This must 
give the popular representatives some hope that they will meet with better 
success at least at some future date and as the forthcoming deputation to 


England have also decided to press this question, we may expect that all 
these efforts will not prove altogether unavailing.

ments at considerable sacrifice, Mr. Seshagiri Ayyar’s appointment 1s a 
distinct loss to the public life of this country. . . . . We have more 
than once stated in hens columns that some of the recent appointments have 
been unhappy. ‘The Bench requires considerable strengthening, and it is on 
this necount we welcome Mr. Seshagiri Ayyar’s nomination.”

Ae a ee the Hon’ble Mr. P. Kesava Pillai on the 
re-settlement of North Arcot is bound to leave 
ai unfortunate impression on the public and produce acute discontent in the 
district. The Hon’ble Sir John Atkinson had no effective reply to make, 
and one of his pleas was that the ryots did not place their case before the 
Government in time. This is, indeed, a very weak ground on which to rest 
0 important 4 decision, knowing, as he does, the general educational qualifi- 
cations of the poorer class of ryots and their knowledge of departmental 
rules. In so vital a matter as this, adding a financial strain to the slender 
purse of the ryot, which he cannot withstand, a technical plea is almost cruel 
unot absurd. . . . . The Honourable gentleman in introducing the 
resolution made out a strong case in favour of postponing the giving effect to 
(1overnment’s resolution. The imperfect manner and haste in carrying out 
the re-assessment, the tardy consideration that was given to the question, 
whether the economic condition of the ryot justified such an increase and the 
hectic anxiety with which the resolution has been put in force, all these, even 
when pointed out, have failed to move the Government even an inch from 
its obdurate attitude. . . . . Such an attitude on the part of the Gov- 
crnment towards a question affecting the welfare of the ryots cannot help to 
lucrease the confidence in the justice of the Government measures. As the 
llon’bie Mr. Kesava Pillai said in his reply, the people ought not to be 
treated by the Government ‘asso many pieces of machinery to be experi- 
mented upon almost every time. We sincerely regret the attitude of the 
Government towards this question. The matter, we hope, would not stop 
herr. ‘The people of North Arcot should persist in the peaceful and con- 
‘tutional representation of their case to the Government of Madras and 


higher authorities, and we ourselves hope to return to the subject on a near 
luture occasion.”

Was it nota fact that 
irrigation sources had deteriorated, that tanks which used to have larger 
supply of water have now smaller supplies. . . . . At first, Sir Jon 
Atkinson said that opportunity had been given, and made a great point vi 
having received seoclutely no representation from the people. No more 
opportunity could be given. ‘That was the position of the Governmefit. We 
gave the ryots an opportunity to make representations ; norepresentations were 
made and yet here are hardships and mistakes that we point out. Are they 
hardships or are they not? Ifthey are, should you not rectify them? Is there 
any time bar to a popular grievance ? Government could not reply to thse 
questions except that the procedure adopted in the North Arcot settlement 
did not in any way differ from the procedure adopted in other re-settlements. 
That was another novel argument. Because no one cared to call into 
question before the illegal manner in which re-settlements were made, no one 
should call it into question now. ‘That is the only significance that we can 
attribute to the taunt that came from Mr. Butterworth that lawyers cannot 
speak of re-settlement except as lawyers when the Hon’ble Mr. K. V. Raman 
Menon pointed out that the procedure was illegal. . . . . Mr. Butter- 
worth said that they do not intend obeying rules, that Government can issue 
whatever orders they like, that assessments will be collected at the enhance: 
rates before the issue of pattas, that if any complaint is made, it will be heard 
after the tax has been paid. This was the strongest argument on the side ot 
Government. ‘They want money and they cannot afford to go according 
to rules, because 1t would cause delay, and delay meant lakhs of rupees. 
. . » . Weare sorry that Government should have thrown -away with 
a light heart a resolution that had not only the full support of the Council, 
but forced from every prominent member vigorous protests and impasssioned 
appeals. And now rings in our ears the taunt of Mr. Austen Chamberlain: 
‘'T’o call Indians to your councils merely to neglect their advice, to bid them 


come there only to turn a deaf ear to their complaints or remonstrance. That 
is not wisdom ; it would be madness.’ ”’

3. ‘The Indian Patriot, of the 28th January, has the following :—“ It is 


interesting to go through the answers te the 
Cane torent grievances. interpellations at the ead meeting of the 
Madras Legislative Council, for it brings us face to face with the working of 
the Government. The Indian Patriot published more than two months ago a 
raemorial from the poor people of certain villages in Salem setting out some 
rievances. What has become of the memorial? . . . . All that the 
betel has done in the matter is that it ‘ has perused the article headed 
‘Forest grievances.” The memorials mentioned therein were returned to the 
petitioner under the memorial rules’ as it did not appear that the Collector 
and the Board of Revenue had been previously addressed. That is to say, 3 
memorial, setting forth the grievances of illiterate people whom the Govern- 
ment would not teach, is simply sent back under certajn rules. . . . - 
On the altar of rules, the people are sacrificed. . . . . It is like the 
gentleman on the river bank refusing to hold out his hand to a drowning 
man, because he had not been introduced to him before.”

5 Lhe Hindu, of the 27th January, writes :—‘ In answer to some of 
the interpellations at today’s meeting of the 
Legislative Council, the Government of Madras 
)..» unnounced their decision to remove the General Hospital and the 
Medical College to the Spur Tank, Egmore. It is also understood that a 
can of Rs. 2 lakhs will be provided for in the Budget for the acquisition of 
‘his site during the ensuing financial year. We may say at once that this 
conelusion, Which means an outlay of a very large amount of money, has 
heen arrived at in the teeth of public opposition, and in the face of weighty 
expert opinion to the contrary. The curious thing is that Government 
themselves have been betraying throughout the discussion of this question 
4 surprising degree of indecision which would be ndiculed in the case of 
individuals. . . ~~. The objections to the present site are five-fold :-— 
the dust and noise nuisance, the stink of the Cooum, the train nuisance, and 
th want of space for extension. As regards dust and railway nuisance, it is 
easy to see that the Spur Tank site cannot be free from them ; as regards the 
stink of the Cooum, we have it on the authority of a Surgeon-General and 
tires Lieutenant-Colonels, that it has never been known to do any obvious 
harm to any patient and the nuisance could be abated by keeping the banks 
clan and removing the rotten weeds and effecting other improvements. In 
respect of room for extension, two possible sites have been mentioned, and we 
have it on the authority of the latest Committee that, even without these sites, 
the present site should be adhered to. Lieutenant-Colonel G. G. Giffard, who 
hal had extensive experience of the General Hospital, is strongly of opinion 
that the site should not be changed. . . . . There are two fatal objections 
to the removal. ‘The one is that the Spur Tank site is not in a central place. 
The object of having a fully equipped hospital is to provide facilities for

people to obtain medical treatment. But there is absolutely no sense in 


having a costly hospital, removed far away from the central portions of the 
itv. . . . « The other formidable objection is the cost. The Com. 
inittee estimates the cost of a new hospital at Rs. 30 lakhs, and after allowing 
tur the income from the sale of the present site and buildings, say that the 
net additional cost would come to about Rs. 15 lakhs. But this calculation 
is greatly underestimated. Mr. H. T. Keeling, who served on one of the 
previous Committees, put down the cost of a new hospital and college at 
ts, 45 lakhs, and we know by experience, notably in connection with the 
Madras water-supply and drainage schemes, that this will in time go up to 
double this amount, original estimates never being adhered to. ‘The Govern- 
nent of Madras have taken a serious step in deciding to abandon the present 
buildings and the hospital in the face of the volume of public, official and 
expert opinion against the step. Madras, we are ad in becoming the 


hunting ground of faddists, and we trust that this huge waste of public 
nney by the authorities, who on other occasions shed copious tears on 
behalt of the tax-payers, will be strongly resisted.”

It would be seen that the Govern- 
ment express themselves as convinced that the report as to flogging in the 
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case of Muniyan is devoid ‘of truth and is false. The ‘communication j, 
question was published in the Madras Standard and the Indian Patriot on +}, 
6th December, and on the 8th idem in the Hindu. When publishing it i, 
these columns, we pointed out that we had verified the truth of the infor). 
tion as far as we could, and that the communication was from five respectat.je 
residents of Tiruppattir, some of whom were alleged eye-witnesses of t}\. 
occurrence. We may state that two of them are holders of two Universit; 
degrees. one of one University degree, the fourth is a big landholder gai 
Taluk Board member, and the fifth is also a respectable man. We are cit 
absolutely in the dark as to upon what materials the Government arrived 4t 
the conclusion that the statement made by these persons is devoid of truth, 
and that the flogging was administered, not by Mr. Sykes, but by his peon. 
We think it is manifestly unfair that the Government should stigmatise .s 
untrue a statement made by respectable persons without giving them an 
opportunity to prove their statement. . . . . Under the circumstance; 
of the case, the Government’s conclusion will searcely be accepted by the 
public as convincing, sound or authoritative. . . . . The Government 
say they have strongly disapproved of the action of Mr. Sykes, but tivir 
ready acceptance of the flimsy grounds, which are said to be the basis of his 
action, shows an undue tenderness to the susceptibilities of the official 
concerned, rather than a due regard to the prestige of the administration and 
the ends of justice. . . . . Itis nothing short of marvellous that when 
public announcements of this kind are made and scathing comments published, 
no attempt is made to contradict them until the Government choose to do so, 


who evidently choose their own time for doing so, and wait for interpellations 
in the Legislative Council to set out the truth.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 28th January, 
says :—‘‘ The answer of the Government completely denying the allegation 
that Mr. Sykes, the Joint Magistrate of Tiruppattir, inflicted with his own 
hand 25 stripes on the person of Muniyan, a railway gang cooly sentenced 
to whipping by himself, should cause as much surprise to the public as it did 
to ourselves. . . . . The truth of the allegation was vouchsafed to us b 
no less than five respectable gentlemen, some of whom were Bachelors of Law. 
Yet the Government answered unhesitatingly: ‘‘ The statement is devoid of 
truth. The stripes were inflicted by a peon.” And we cannot say that the 
Government would have made bold to make this wholesale and emphatic 
denial without proper enquiry and ascertainment of truth. This answer 
should have been based chiefly on the statement of Mr. Sykes himself and 
we are loath to believe that a Civilian in the position of Mr. Sykes can be 


guilty of complete denial of the truth of a fact which took place openly in 
public court.” 


The Indian Patriot, of the 28th January, remarks :—“ There is another 
interpellation which directly calls into question the character of some of the 
Vaniyambadi Municipal Councillors. The question was asked by 
Mr. Kesava Pillai. It is a fact that five Municipal Councillors sent a telegram 
setting forth complaints. But the ‘Government is satisfied that the allega- 
tions made in the Councillors’ complaint are without foundation.’ That is 
to say, the five Councillors sent telegrams containing statements that were 
not true. We do not know what the defamation champions of Vaniyambadi 
will do in the face of this direct charge of being responsible for a false telegram 
to the Government. But if Government is satisfied that the allegations made 
by the Councillors are untrue, Government must remove them at once. It 
would be very strange indeed if Government. should keep quiet. The Con-

Committee. Most of the amendments proposed by various members were o{ 
course rejected by the influence of the official majority. . . . . With 
regard to the amendments relating to the exclusion in the schedule of the 
Act, of a person domiciled in any British colony or foreign country imposing 
restrictions on the free immigration thereinto of Indians, proposed both by 
the Hon’ble Messrs. B. N. Sarma and B. V. Narasimha Ayyar, we consider 
that the Honourable Members would have acted with better grace, if thev 
had yielded to the wishes of His Excellency Lord Pentland and withdraw: 
their amendments especially after a clear expression of — by the 


Governor, instead of allowmg them to be rejected as irrelevant by the 
President”. 


Writing on this subject, the Hindu, of the 29th January, says :—Amend- 
ments were proposed seeking to disqualify, from claiming to becoming a 
registered practitioner, persons who were domiciled in any British colony or 
foreign country imposing restriction on the free immigration thereto ot 
Indians. His Excellency the President remarked that it was not relevant to 
the Bill and that it referred to a subject ‘ which was under somewhat delicate 
circumstances at present and under consideration and negotiation.’ With all 
respect we should agree to differ from this view. In the first place the 
disabilities complained of were not confined to South Africa alone, but were 
in force in other British colonies, and it was only in regard to South Africa 
that negotiations were now proceeding. In the second place, we cannot 
pretend to discover any delicacy in a discussion of this kind. It is an 
eminently practical and urgent question, raised because of the hatred of colour 
in certain colonies, where legislative assemblies solemnly assembled, have not 
hesitated to forge these disgraceful weapons. The mover of the amendment 
rightly insisted upon urging the point unless he was overruled, which was 
done by the President, the responsibility for avoiding this discussion having 
been thrown on Government. The Bill, as we had remarked before, provides 
for an appeal against the Medical Council’s decision to the local Government. 
A motion to amend this provision so as to allow of appeals being preferred to 
the High Court, was resisted as well as others, which spec. fically ousted the 
jurisdiction of Civil Courts, the ground being, as stated by the Member in 
charge of the Bill that lawyers did not understand professional etiquette, 
that therefore appeals to the Civii Courts were out of the question and that 
members of the profession were convinced that they would get equal justice 
from the Local Government as from the High Court.. The growing tendency 
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‘;row mud on lawyers cannot conduce either to the dignity of Courts of 
sa ae legislatures which make the law, and if one were inclined to be 
ee one might say that it is not now surprising that the Hon’ble 
cer should have such firm faith in the Local Government as to prefer it to 
a High Court where presumably even points of law and appreciation of 


> 
evidence are concerned. 


IV.—NaTIVE STATES. 


1. The following appears in the West Coast Bulletin for the week W**t Oossr Bouserm, 


ending 80th January :—‘‘In our last week’s 
Belery and corruption 1M Jeading article on ‘ Public Service in Travan- 
Travancore. core,’ we had occasion to say that bribery and 
corruption 1s raging more rampantly than ever ‘in Travancore at the present 
jay, One of the evils in the Travancore Public Service is the bribery and 
ruption which has so notoriously infected once 3 of the official quarters. 
Oy many an occasion have the Travancore peop e cried out that bribery 
yong their officials has rendered the State Service most impure and given 
sis to many undesirable consequences ; but nobody seems to have taken 
care ot their utterances which were evidently made in the interest of ‘the 
Crownand the Commonwealth.’ They were siaply crying in the wilderness so 
muh so the defect still remainsunremedied. . . . . Anyhow no one can 
deny that there are now in Travancore, as there were in former days, public 
-pvauts who are owners of enormous wealth which they could not have even 
dreamt of possessing if they had only lived a life of honesty and conscien- 
tinusness. . + ~~ Moreover, the indulgence now allowed by the Govern- 
ment. in case of the officers whom the Government have reasons to believe 
or at least to suspect to be open to bribery and corruption 18 by no means 
tolerable. When complaints after complaints are repeatedly raised against 
a certain dishonest official the Government might perhaps give him a 
transfer; but that will not be of any avail in the matter of setting things 
rivlit or of spreading a dread among his brother officers. The utmost good 
that can be derived from transfers of such officers is that people of more than 
oie place would be robbed of their possessions by these avaricious and cruel 
monsters. ‘Thank-God and thanks to the illustrious rule of His Highness 
Raja Sir Rama Varma and the able administration of his present Diwan 
that Cochin is freed from all such impurities! We shall also pray God 
that such stinking vices might not mar the happiness and welfare of the 
Cochinites in the future too. To come to the subject again transfers 
won't stop bribery and corruption. Some other severe form of punish- 
ment should be meted out to them and under these circumstances we 
would have been really surprisedsif any other administrator than Diwan 
Buhadur P. Rajagopala Achari had some times allowed such officers to reign 
undisturbed in the same place over which they had been presiding all the 
while, . . . . This position of the highest executive officer in the State 
can in no way be justified or tolerated. Neither does it speak well of him- 
selt or the State under his stewardship. It is, therefore, highly necessary that 
the Travancore Government should very soon set to work to carry ona 
recular crusade against these stinking vices with which the officialdom in 
Travancore has of late become grossly corrupted and rotten to the very core 
aud speedily eradicate them unless otherwise the prevalence of these vices 
might in the long run wreck the reputation of the whole State and its ruler, 
if it has not already done something in that direction.” : 


VI.—MIsceLLANEOUS.

did not, on the other hand, advocate indiscriminate fusion of races |y 
miscegenation. Thus they were able to live in peace and amity with the 
so-called ‘ coloured’ races for ages, preserving, at the same time, their own 
individuality and peculiar characteristics. Even to-day when they hare 
themselves become ‘ coloured’ by the mischievous effect of the climate, thiy 
have not failed to command the confidence and esteem of their fellow country. 
men. We, the coloured people, have our own ideas of the civilised habits 
and cleanliness of the colourless nations and do not want at all to get blended 
with them by inter-marriages and other means of social fusion. If the whites 
think it right to invade the lands of the inferior races and exploit them the 


latter have every right to demand free entry and equal laws and privileges 
in the countries of the former.” 


12. The Hindu, of the 30th January, writes :—“ A local Anglo-Indian 
contemporary has announced that the Revd. 
G. Pittendrigh, of the Madras Christian College, 
intends to stand as a candidate for the seat in

There 
is thus the likelihood of a keen contest at the election for the University seat 
in the Legislative Council, and as the constituency is one composed of men 
of education, culture and worldly knowledge, it may be expected to exercise 
its sound judgment in returning a suitable representative. . . . . 
Although the electorate is the Senate, the member elected by it is not alone 
concerned with educational questions, but represents the non-official public 
of the whole Presidency in which Indian interests preponderate over all 
others. Popular interests of all kinds, matters of legislation, subjects of 
general administration, official abuses and vagaries, have to come within the 
cognisance of a member of the Legislative Council, if he keeps a wakeful cye 
and mind. All this requires a man who is in close touch with the people. 
Excepting in the case of the Revd. Dr. Miller, whose long educational services 
to the people and acknowledged eminence in the educational world made him 
a most acceptable member, no other educationist has commanded the general 
confidence of the electorate. . . . . Mr. K. B. Ramanatha Ayyar 1s an 
Indian educationist of sterling worth and a man of exemplary character. 
He is as good a candidate as can be elected from among Indian educationists. 
Diwan Bahadur L. A. Govindarghava Ayyar is a man well known in public 
life and in the legal profession. . . . . He did very good work as 
a non-official member during the first two terms, but we cannot say much for 
his work in the popular cause during his term as a nominated member. 
Mr. Srinivasa Ayyangar is a man of brilliant abilities and stands as one of 
the very few in the front ranks of the legal profession. . . . . He has 
made a mark in the discussion of educational questions in the Senate and 1s 
keenly interested in all public and popular movements. He has got an alert 
intelligence and a wide outlook and, if elected, the local Legislative Council, 
which already contains more men above the level of mediocrity than any 


other in the country, would be further strengthened by the inclusion of a man

1. The dindu, of the 3rd February, writes:—‘ The appointment of 
ae Mr. C. K. Srinivasa Rao to act as District and 
The Officiating District and Sessions Judge, Kurnool, for Rao Bahadur 
~ sions Judge, Kurnool. T. V. Ananta Nayar during his absence on 
lorve or until further orders, had been evidently made, though announced 
later. before the news of the sad occurrence of the death of Mr. Ananta 
Nuvar had reached the Government. Mr. Srinivasa Rao’s claims to be made 
»rmanent District and Sessions Judge can no longer be held in suspense and 
it mav be fairly expected that Mr. Srinivasa Rao will be confirmed by the 
Government as District and Sessions Judge. In doing so, we think it is 
expedient that Mr. Srinivasa Rao should be cna to a district other than 
Kurnool. We invite the attention of the Government to the following 
remarks of a correspondent, who is a member of the Bar anda leading 
citizen of Kurnool, on the subject. Our correspondent writes :— ‘ Mr. C. K. 
Srinivasa Rao, Sub-Judge, has been appointed as District and Sessions Judge 
of Kurnool. I believe you know that he was a practising vakil here till so 
recently as June 1908. ‘Those who have pretty large and intimate acquaint- 
ance with mofussil conditions and litigants would agree that on all 
considerations it is neither desirable nor expedient that Mr. Srinivasa Rao 
should be posted as District Judge to a station where he was a practising 
vakil a few years ago. No analogy can well be drawn from the fact of a 
member of the High Court Bar being appointed a Judge of the High Court. 
A mofussil Judge would have to face the litigants day after day, which an 
Appellate Court sitting in the High Court need not do. Previous intimate 
association with the litigants and their army of agents on the part.of an oniyinal 
Judge is not conducive to a wholesome administration of justice. Even if 
the Judge should do his best to arrive at the truth and deal with the matters 
that come up before him according to his lights, there cannot be public 
confidence in the impartiality of his judgments. An unwholesome atmos- 
phere would necessarily be created in the litigant world. In small mofussil 
stations like Kurnool, the evils attendant on such a situation are manifold. 
It may also be pointed out that Mr. Srinivasa Rao, while he was a vakil here, 
was not quite popular with all sections of the Bar. Of course, he, as an 
honourable Judge, would like to be straight in his dealings with the members 
of the Bar. But you know well the impressions which the clientele in a 
small and backward place would naturally form regarding different members 
othe Bar. All such things tend to mar the reputation of the Judge even 
where there is no just cause for it.’” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 3rd February, 
says:—‘* We cannot quite commend the authorities concerned on posting 
Mr. C. K. Srinivasa Rao to Kurnool, as the District and Sessions Judge, in 
the place of the late lamented Rao Bahadur T.V. Ananta Nayar. Mr. 
Srinivasa Rao was practising as a first-grade pleader in Kurnool till his 
appointment as Sub-Judge in June 1908. As a pleader he ought to have 
appeared in a number of original civil and criminal cases and rubbed 
shoulders with litigants and their agents. It is only natural that he should 
have in that capacity formed opinions of men and things and thus created 
unconsciously a predisposition, if nota prejudice. More over, mofussil places 
have their small local factions which are the salt of mofussil existence and

We have no doubt Mr. Srini- 
vasa Rao will try his best to make the memory of his hfe as a pleader in, 
Kurnool a tabula rasa. . . . ~ It would, in our opinion, be in the 
interests of the confidence of the litigants, that Mr. Srinivasa Rao should 
be posted elsewhere. Perhaps, it would be more graceful 1f he himself should 
move for a transfer.”

(e) Local and Municipal. 
3. The Jndian Patriot, of the 6th February, writes :—‘ Mr. P. Kunhambu, 


a second-grade Pleader, practising at Canna- 
nore, happens also to occupy the position 
of Municipal Chairman of that station. He 
has started a printing press called the ‘‘ kdward Press ” for the benefit of his 
son, who is, it is believed, the manager of it. The press was doing the 
printing work of the municipality before Mr. Kunhambu’s advent as Chairman, 
and when he assumed that office the press should, ordinarily, have ceased its 
municipal work under section 260 of the Municipal Act... . ~~ Printin 
work is. we believe, paid for by page. We have before us in diglott form the 
minted: proceedings of the Municipal Council, Cannanore, dated the 17th 
ieee 3st July, bith August, 28th August, 6th September, 25th September 
and Lith October 1913, which show that large vacant spaces have been left 
blank between the lines as if the object is to increase the number of pages to 
be paid for out of the municipal funds. . . . . We doubt whether this 
can be classed as an accident, inasmuch as several pages of the proceedings 
relorring to several dates are printed on the same principle. This point is all 
the more glaring when regard is had to the fact that the same press in printing 
municipal proceedings during the stewardship of Mr. T. Krishnan, the late 
Chairman, was not indulging in the art of leaving wide spaces unnecessarily 
between lines, and a page had, as observed above, on an average 47 lines of 
printed matter, . . . . It is a curious arrangement that the father who 
is the Chairman should be the paying agency to the son who is the printer. 
In the interest of the public this state of things should not, we think, be 
allowed to continue. . . . . Cannanore does not possess the power of 
electing its own Municipal Chairman. ‘This office is filled by nomination. 
In such eases too much care cannot be taken in the selection of men of social 
position who could be expected to maintain the prestige of the honorary office 
wherein, if one is so inclined, one could do a world of mischief. It is said 
that Mr. Kunhambu has signalized his assumption of office by thrusting a 
connection of his into the Municipal oftice to the discontent of older employees 
and that he has now managed to create a new office with a view to pitchfork 
him into it. It may be a minor matter, but to secure purity of administra- 
tion, the Ihstrict officials cannot be too vigilant to stop official vagaries of 


this kind which tend to destroy public confidence in the administration of 
local self-government.”

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(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


4. The Hindu, of the 8rd February, writes:—‘* [he most important 
resolution which was discussed at last week's 
The re-settlement of North meeting of the Legislative Council was that 
Arcot. relating to t!e North Arcot re-settlement. 
The subject has already received attention in these columns and in the debate 
which took place in the Council, the Government more or less evaded the 
‘ues which were directly raised and were more concerned to obtain tactical 
advantages as to the points urged by the non-official members than to justify 
the hasty and ill-considered course they have decided to take. 
In the first place, the season in North Arcot this year is by no means propi- 
tious for asking the ryot to part with 25 per cent. extra out of his produce 
to the Government. No attempt was made to answer this except by the 
statement which ;was made that there was nothing extraordinary abvut the 
season. — In the next place, it was urged that the Government 
was rushing through the matter and collecting the revenue arbitrarily 
without conforming to the procedure laid down by their own rules. The 
astounding reply to this was given by Mr. Butterworth, which in effect was 
that the Government which makes rules can alwaxys unmake them and those 
non-officials, who askea that the rules should be observed, talked like lawyers. 
me The airy remark that the Government which made them can also 
unmake them at their sweet will emphasises the need for legislation in matters 
of Settlement operations which the representatives of the people have been 
insisting upon hitherto in vain. . . . . It is, indeed, regrettable that 
discussions on such vital matters affecting the well-being of the ryot should 
be carried on in this most scrappy and unsatisfactory manner, and the case 
for the Government should virtually stand on mere authoritative zpse dizits of 
this kind. Observations and inferences are made in a most hopeless manner. 
It was urged that the progress of the co-operative movement testified to the 
prosperity of the ryots and the inference was that they could therefore bear 
enhancements. Does the Government desire that the improvement effected 
by co-operation, on the one hand, should be neutralised on the other by a 
heavier assessment ? . . . . Indeed, the whole view-point of the matter 
is misconceived and no wonder that Rao Bahadur Ramanuja Acharya—as 
one who has known Settlement methods so long—complains that the debate 
has revealed most disquieting features. We trust that means will be found 
for repeating the motion, and obtaining a further and fuller discussion in the 
course of the debates on the Budget in Committee.” 


Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 3rd February, 
says :-— The letter that we published from Rao Bahadur Ramanuja Acharya 
on the question of re-settlement in North Arcot raises Important issues, and 
every pubhe man in this Presidency must rise to the occasion to protest 
ariinst certain novel doctrines that the Government of Madras seem to have 
propounded. . . . . After what has happened in North Arcot, and after 
What has fallen from the lips of Mr. Butterworth, that the Government can 
mike an unmake its rules, a statement that the Government did not care 
to contradict, there is no safety for the Indian ryot. . . . . In the 
North Arcot re-settlement a novel principle has been enunciated ; the value 
ot the labour of the landholder and his family is not taken into account. 
The Board of Revenue solemnly declared that to include this item was absurd. 
Who is the Columbus that discovered this new way of adding to the revenue ? 
ccs We think it our duty to point out that the attitude of the 
(rovernment towards the re-settlement of North Arcut, which has necessitated 
a letter of the kind that Mr. Ramanuja Acharya has written to the press, can 
be described as only unsympathetic. The argument on the side of the 
Government has been only the argument of votes, otherwise we could not 
have such an answer from Mr. Butterworth under the very pose of His I:xcel- 
lency the Governor in Council that Government can make and unmake rules 
and so the rules in the settlement manual need not be observed. . . . . 
Alter the reply that the Government has given, the question is not of interest 
to the district of North Arcot alone, but to every district in the Presidency.”

As regards other departments the absence of any racial distinction 18 Counter- 
balanced by administrative arrangements favourable to the practical exclu- 
sion of Indians, but the strict adherence to the colour bar both in theory 
and in practice is to be found only, we believe, in the Police Department. 
‘ile ‘The unrclieved outrageous nature of this rule notwithstanding, 
one should have expected that, owing to the great advance made in India 
in veneral education, the large number of well-built men belonging to the 
educated classes that ure available and the tendency to recognise more and 
more the claims of Indians to higher appointments, no witness, however 
reactionary his views and whatever his prejudices, would think of advocating 
the maintenance of this colour bar in respect of any service under His 
Majesty, in distinct and flagrant violation of the pledges made in Queen 
Victoria’s Proclamation. Yet, this was just the thing that the Commission 
has had recommended to them on the very first day of their sittings in 
Madras last week. ‘The Hou’ble Mr. Gillman, who was appointed Inspector- 
General of Police only a short time ago, in his evidence before the Commis- 
sion, expressed his satisfaction with the method of recruitment to the Imperial 
Service, and would not allow Indians to compete 1n England. oe eee 
is not possible to urge the ignoring of Indian ciaims 1m a more open and 
less ambiguous manner. Mr. Gillman would not have Indians at all, though 
they may successfully compete in examinations, conducted for testing their 
educational and physical attainments, for such a procedure would keep out 
Kuropeans. It is clearly absurd to say that winle Indians are allowed to 
compete for the Indian Civil Service and are found fit for other high places, 
they cannot be admitted to the Imperial Police Service. . . . . Itis 
fairly well known that we do not get really good men from England for this 
Service. us pointed out by Rao Kahadur Parankasam Nayudu in his evidence. 
But, it is the same old story again—Europeans would bar the door against 
Indians, but would gladly welcome HKuropeans, even of very inferior qualli- 
fications. . . . . Mr. Cardozo, Superintendent of Police, was of the 
saine opinion as Mr. Gillman, but there is a great deal of force in the point 


he urged that the prize appointment of Inspector-General should be given to 
« Police officer and not to a Civilian as at present.” 


6. The Madras Standurd, oi the 6th February, has the following :— 
“Mr, F. Ware, Superintendent, Civil Veterinary 
Department. in submitting a review of cattle 
mortality in the Presidency during the half-year ending September 1913, 
notes that there was an increase of mortality from contagious diseases as 
compared with the previous half-year, thouzh it was less than during the 
corresponding period of 1912, and that mortality due to non-contagious causes 
other than natural decay and aceidents has been more or less the same during 
the last three half years. . . . . About five thousand animals, on the 
average, are devoured by wild animals each half-year. Neither the Board of 
Revenue nor the Government have noticed this fact. The only way to 
protect the cattle from the jaws of wild animals is to distribute fire-arms to 
the peasants living in places exposed to the ravages of these beasts of prey. 
We do not think the Government are so keenly alive to the necessity of 
taking this step. We expect some members of the Legislative Council to 
take up this question and not to rest till adequate means are employed to 
prevent this fearful loss of cattle life which is the wealth of agriculturists.” 


7. The Indian Patrwt, of the 6th lebruary, observes :—‘‘ We do not

wr that terrible crime and was let off with whipping, 1s certainly shocking to 
almirers of British rule all over the world. Yet such a thing happened and 
\r Sykes again isthe hero. . . . . Weshudder to think of the God- 
forsaken state of affairs that would cut off a man, perhaps the bread-wioner of 
,iamily, for nearly two mouths in prison. Is that not punishment enough ? 

= Have the Government anything to say to this injustice of a man 
bein in remand for nearly two months? . . . . He had stolen three 
annas’ worth of eatables. That was enough. The prison doors closed on 
him for two months. ‘Then the lash awaited him at the opening prison 
doors, and having been whipped he wasiree. . . . . We appeal to the 
(jovernment to see that such instances do not occur anywhere in this Presi- 
dency. Sir Harold Stuart quoted a Persian couplet at the last sitting of the 
Legislative Council, which said that justice delayed is worse than prompt 
injustice. Here is a striking illustration. One month’s imprisonment for 
three annas’ worth of ghee would have been a harsh sentence; but promptl 
inflicted the poor fellow could have gone home and worked for feeding his 
family. But he was for two months in remand and was whipped to bout in 
the name of justice.” 


S. In an article on this subject, the Cochin Argus, for the week ending 
7th February, remarks :—‘‘ In our last. issue, 
in noticing the proceedings of the recent 
session of the Madras Legislative Council, we limited ourselves to a considera- 
tion of the interpellations for which the West Coast representatives were 
responsible. There was a good deal of important business transacted during 
the session, but, as usual, there was also not a little business that was not 
important and could advantageously have been omitted. . . . . Turnin 
from the resolutions to the interpellations we observe that, notwithstanding 
so much having been written on the subject in the press or, at any rate, in 
the more responsible section of the press, there still seems hardly any desire 
on the part of some of our non-official members to temper with reason their 
geil for asking questions. . . . . An instance in point is furnished by 
some of the questions relating to the indiscretion of a certain Joint Magistrate 
who, in @ certain number of cases, himself inflicted the sentences of whipping 
which he had passed against the accused. ‘That his conduct was indiscreet is 
not to be disputed, but it is doubtful if the indiscretion justified the uproar 
roused by some newspapers or the attempts to make the Legislative Council 
Chamber reverberate with the echoes of that uproar. We think it would 
have been much more delicate on the part of those who desired to draw the 
attention of the Government to these whipping cases had they framed their 
interpellations somewhat less bluntly and if, moreover, they had avoided allu- 
sion to certain sensational newspaper reports. Regrettable incidents like these 
wiipping cases well admit of being dealt with less aggressively and more 
tacttully, even admitting that they must of necessity be brought to the notice 
ot the Government through the vehicle of interpellation. . . . .

Perhaps, the legislative measure that evoked the greatest 
amount of interest in the Council itself and in which the medical profession 
and the general public are most interested was Dr. T. M. Nayar’s Medica] 
Practitioners’ Registration Bill, the main features of which we have already 
referred to in previous issues of our paper. . . . . There ensued 4 
protracted discussion, numerous amendments to various clauses of the Bij]| 
being moved, several of which were rejected, while several were adopted and 
the Bill modified inaccordance with them. . . . . Mr. Sarma, we may 
mention, was responsible for an amendment, requiring @ most important 
addition tv be made to the schedule. This was the addition which he 
proposed :—‘ Provided that no person, who is not an Indian and who is 
domiciled in any British colony or foreign country imposing restrictions on 
the free immigration thereunto of Indians, shall be entitled to be registered 
under the provisions of this Act.’ As will be easily seen, this hea 
addition was far from being of either a desirable or a necessary character, 
and it is to be feared that Mr. Sarma entirely lost sight of the essential object 
of the Biil when he moved this extraordinary amendment. . . . . His 
Excellency Lord Pentland was perfectly right when he said that it was 
undesirable to import into the discussion of the Bill considerations which were 
indirectly brought by the amendments. . . . . The question of the 
treatinent of Indians in South Africa is an Imperial one, and it would have 
been decidedly impolitic to force a discussion upon it in a Provincial Legis- 
lative Council, through the ingenious device of an amendment to a piece of 
purely domestic and local legislation. His Excellency gave Mr. Sarma a fair 
opportunity of withdrawing his amendment, but as the opportunity was not 
utilised the only course open to His ixcellency was to disallow the amend- 
ment. We think that all reasonable persons will fully approve of the firm 
attitude taken up by Lord Pentland, and it is to be hoped that the experience 


of Mr. Sarma will discourage other over-zealous non-official members from 
sceking to use their opportunities in the Council towards the end of bringing 
up irrelevant issues. . . . . The resourcefulness of Mr. Sarma is no 


doubt astonishing, but he cannot be complimented on the way in which he 
applied it in the case under notice.”

It is as great an evil to honour a man who has not shown any skill in any 
attair or any great trait of character as it is to omit honouring those who, by 
their devotion to the welfare of the country, stand out prominent amongst 
their fellow-townsmen as the central gem of a necklace.

Hakim Muhammad Usman Sahih, B.a., has 
become a Municipal Commissioner, yet he can 
never be regarded as a real representative of 
the Muhammadans. Owing his seat on the Municipal Board to the Hindus, 
in the main, he ean never be expected to take up the cause of his own 
community in opposition to the Hindus. 

It is true that the Government always nominates a Muhammadan ; yet 
the public opinion is that when the work of such nominee is reviewed, his 
record us regards his services falls far behind that of his colleagues. Being 
nominated by the Government, he has scarcely any regard for the public. 
Thus the object of the Government in having a Muhammadan to look after 
their peculiar national interests is altogether upset. Hence the paper pro- 
poses that when such a nomination is made, care should be taken to appoint 
only such persons as are able to serve both their mms a and their country, 
that is, men who have both the required capacity and leisure to devote to 
duties that devolve on them. Otherwise, business men who are already 
engrossed in their private affairs have hardly any leisure to attend to public 
duties. These men regard the membership only as a mark of personal kudos. 


(y) Gorests. 


17. In the course of a leading article hailing with satisfaction the new 
scheme for the appointment of forest panchayats, 
the Mysore Star, of the 2nd February, observes : 
—If the ryots who have thus been tentatively granted these new privileges 
should realise the duty of exercising them impartially for the common good 
and thus contribute to the success of the experiment, the scheme will doubt- 
less be extendea to the whole Presidency. In Mysore, too, there is already a 
parallel to this scheme in the tank ganchayat system which, if successful, will 
assuredly pave the way to the establishment of similar panchayats in 
connection with the forest administration as well.

(k) General. 


10. In reviewing the Administration report of the Abkari department  Vatraurraan, 
for the year 1912-13, the Vaisyamitran, for the Jan. 13h, 1916 
\iministration report of the 19th * of January, observes :—"‘ Though it is te 
Abxari department. stated in this report that the Government 
its best to reduce the consumption of liquor, the facts and figures therein 
clearly show that practically nothing has been done in this direction. It is 
said that liquor of the value of 330 lakhs cf rupees was consumed during the 
year under report. Comparing this with the figures for the preceding three 
-ears, which were 300 lakhs in 1911-12; 276 lakhs in 1910-11 and 269 
iakhis in 1909-10 it is clear that the consumption of liquor has been steadily 
increasing year by year. In the face of tins fact, how can we believe the 
statement of the Government that it has been trying its best to reduce the 
consumption of liquor? Of course, it 1s true that the Government has not 
been keeping quiet. It has abolished some toddy and liquor shops and 
changed the location of some others. ‘Though the Government: professes to 
have done this, with the object of reducing the consumption of liquor, we are 
atraid this object may not be secured, as the figures in the report show that 
only such shops as were located in places, which were not frequented by 
drunkards or where there were many shops of this kind, have been abolished 
now. It is, no doubt, satisfactory to find that the Government has increased 
the tax on liquor, but this increase will result only in raising the income of 
the ALkari Department and will have no effect upon reducing the consumption 
of drink.” 
2, Referring to the last meeting of the Madras Legislative Council, the Swapsusnraas, 
a : Swadesamitran, of the 29th of January, says:— Jan. 29th, 1916. 
he last meeting of the Madras Though as many as 13( questions were asked 
Legislative Council. . . 
at this meeting by the non-official members of 
the Counail, the replies to some of them by the Government were not at all 
sitistactory. The habit of defending every action of the executive officials 
and Magistrates seems to he growing upon the Government. If the Govern- 
ment itself makes a difference in the Council between the official and non- 
oticial members and gives one-sided replies tu every question put by a non- 
official member, the privilege of interpellation cannot be exercised with 
advantage. These members will not be in a position to ascertain the facts 
which they wish to know and the manner in which questions are now asked 
in the Legislative Council and replies given by Government will only tend 
tu Increase the dissatisfaction of the people. In the absence of these questions, 
local grievances will be known to the people of the place; but when 
questions are asked in the Council these grievances are known throughout 
the country and the replies of the Government to these interpellations, if 
unsatisiactory, create a great deal of discontent throughout the country. We 
wish the Government realises this and gives satisfactory replies to these 
interpellations without unreasonably defending the action of the executive. 
In reply to the questions in connection with the conduct of Mr. Sykes, 
who is said to have whipped an offender with his own hand, the Government 
denied the truth of this report made by certain eye-witnesses of this occur- 
tence. Wedo not know on what authority the Government questioned the 
veracity of five respectable gentlemen of Tiruppattir, who communicated 
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to the Hindu the details of this occurrence. This case has attracted th. 
attention of the press even in England, and some of the English papers hay. 
advocated a thorough enquiry into this matter. It will not reflect muci 
credit upon the administration, if, in the face of all this, the Government 
defends the action of the subordinate officials without caring for law, justic. 
or procedure. ‘The Government admits that Mr. Sykes has inflicted a sentence 
of whipping with his own hand in some previous cases and though these cases 
were reported in the newspapers, it never cared to make an enquiry about 
them, and take Mr. Sykes to task for his conduct. We cannot understand 
why the Government was keeping quiet till a question was asked about this 
in the Legislative Council. The Government will not be well advised ip 
habitually ignoring what appears in the Indian newspapers 


Continuing its comments on the same subject, the Swadesamttran, of the 
30th January, says:—In reply to the question asked by the Hon’ble Mr. 
Ramachandra tao regarding the riot at the Perambir workshops and the 
conduct of some of the Railway officials in having fired their revolvers on 
the strikers, it was stated on behalf of the Government that the Railway 
officials had to use firearms in their self-defence. But is there no limit to this 
self-defence ? Granting that self-defence required the use of firearms, were 
blank shots tried in the first instance according to the rules to be observed on 
such oceusions 2 Without making any enquiry regarding these details, the 
Gsovernment is not justified in stating abruptly that the Railway officials had 
to use firearms in self defence. This aspect of the question should be consi- 
dered by the Magistrate before whom the case is pending; and, therefore, 
the Government should not have expressed an opinion in this matter so soon. 

tioters in this country never carry any weapons. If at all they have anything 
in their hands, they are only stones or sticks. Where is the necessity to use 
firearms against such rioters ? 


The Lokopakari, of the 2nd February, also expresses dissatisfaction at the 
nature of the replics given by the Government to the various questions asked 
at this mecting and observes :--The Government is under the impression that 
the people enjoy greater privileges on account of the enlargement of Legis- 
lative Councils by Lord Morley... But we don’t see the popular representatives 
deriving any advantages from the reformed Legislative Councils. The 
official and nominated members in every Legislative Council form the 
majority and therefore the voice of the non-official members is not at all 


heeded. 


21. Referring to the recent murder of an Inspector of Police in Bengal, 
the Liva-ul-lsiam, of the 29th January, 
observes :—'l’his horrible outrage is bound to 
be resented by all people in India, whether he is a European or an Indian. 
Iven the extremists who demand swaraj for India are sure to be disgusted 
with the outrages committed by these anarchists ; for the brutal crimes of 
these persons affect the whole of India. It gives room for the Anglo-Indian 
papers to call in question the loyalty of the Indians generally, though, as a 
matter of fact, these crimes are only the individual acts of a few havivg an 
anarchical teudency, whose views are not at all shared by the society at 
large. ‘There is no basis whatever for the ery of these Anglo-Indians 
that there is still unrest in India. The reforms of Lord Minto and Lord 
Morley have extended the privileges of the people « great deal and many of 
the Ingher appointments, which used to be held only by the Europeans 
before are now given to the Indians. So the grievances of the educated 
classes have been mostly removed and even the Province of Bengal is now 
enjoying peace, under the sympathetic administration of Lord Carmichael. 
Excepting the criticism of the treatment of Indians in South Africa, there 
have beer no comments of a seditious nature, either on the platform or in 
the press, which is effectively gagged by the Press Act. So it is futile to 
argue that crimes, such as the one referred to above, are the outcome of 


certain organised institutions existing in the ceuntry with the knowledge of

The income-tax, stamp fees, customs duties and the like 
an be increased or decreased only with the approval of the Legislative 
Council. But there is no such restriction in the case of the assessment on 
land and the Executive Government 1s empowered to increase or decrease it 
gx it likes. ‘The (sovernment is paying no heed to the prayer of the ee 
that the scale of this assessment should be fixed once for all, and that this 
should not be modified for a definite period. It is on account of this attitude 
of the Government that the resolution of Mr. Rama Ayyangar regarding 
jena} cesses and that of Mr. Kesava Piliai on the resettlement in the North 
Arcot district at the last meeting of the Legislative Council were not carried. 
There are no regular accounts regarding these penal cesses. Tho ryots 
themselves do not know why these cesses are levied on them. If a ryot 
encroaches upon another’s land in carrying on his cultivation, the law oe 
made provision for his being proceeded against and punished for it. Instead 
of doing this, the officials are now collecting penal cesses from the ryots, 
whenever they are guilty of encroachments. The statements of Mr. Rama- 
nujachariar that in many cases penal cesses are levied upon ryots for no fault 
of theirs, and that no previous notice is given to them regarding the levy 
of these cesses are quite true. But all the same the Government 1s turning 
a deaf ear to all complaints on this subject.

III.— LEcisLation. 


24. The Vaidya Kalanidhi, for January, comments as follows upon the 
Tho Medical Registration Bill Select ‘Committee’s report on this Bill :—We 
® Medical Kegistration Dill. ‘are surprised at the statement in the second 
paragraph of this report that the Committee did not receive any representation 
from the public regarding this Bill. We would ask the members of this 
Committee whether any attempt was made to publish in the vernacular 
papers the provisions of this Bill and the lines on which the Committee intended 
to modify them. The majority of the people in this country do not know 
Euglish and so any amount of publication in the Fort St. George Guzette and 
the English newspapers would not help the ordinary public in understanding 
the provisions of this Bill. We are, therefore, at a loss to know how this 
Committee is justified in saying that it received no representation from the 
pubhe regarding this Bill when it took no steps to acquaint the public with 
the provisions of this Bill and to call for their opinion in the matter. 


25. Referring to the resolution of the Hon’ble Mr. Ryrenvansts 

Banerji in the Imperial Legislative Cuunci 
the Kodion Fram Ad. on this subject, the Solan Mitran, of the 
13th January, observes:—It is indeed regrettable that this resolution of 
Mr. Banerji has been lost by a majority. Mr. Banerji referred only to 
two evils arising from the Press Act and sought a remedy for them. His first 
suggestion was that a printing press or a newspaper should not be confiscated 
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without the particular words, representations, etc., which offended against the 


Press Act being mentioned in the order of confiscation. His second sugges- 
tion was that it should be clearly stated in the Act that the High Court had 
power to stay, for a while, the carrying out of an order of confiscation by the 
Government. ‘lhe case against Mr. Muhammad Ali, the Editor of the Comrade, 
clearly establishes the necessity for these modifications. It is indeed 
surprising that Mr. Kenrick, the Advocate-General of Bengal, who found it 
impossible to convince the Judges of the Calcutta High Court of the sound- 
ness of his arguments in the aforesaid case, was able to defend the action of 
the Government in the Imperial Council and win the day. We are at a loss 
to know why the Government stoutly opposed this resolution of Mr. Banerji, 
which after all recommended only slight modifications in the Press Act. 
Perhaps Mr. Banerji was at fault in having suggested only nnnor alterations 
in the Act, when the public opinion was in favour of its entire abolition. At 
the Congress recently held at Karachi, Mr. Bhupendranath Basu pleaded for 
the abolition of this Act and at the annual gathering of the All-India Muslim 
League at Agra the same opinion was endorsed. When the Hindus and the 
Muhammadans are thus unanimously of opinion that this Act should be 
removed from the statute book, the Government is unwilling to carry out 
even one or two minor amendments in the Act and this only shows that the 
Government does not care to abide by the opinion of the public. No one 
will deny that repressive laws are necessary in times of trouble and disturbance. 
But why should these be continued even after the troublous period is over ? 
When repressive laws are brought forward in the Legislative Council, our 
representatives give their assent to them being quite satisfied with the expla- 
nation of the Government that these laws would be enforced only when 
necessary. But these very representatives find it a Herculian task to get 
these laws abolished at a later stage. Kven the strictures of a High Court 
have no effect upon the Government. So the cry of our popular leaders 
revarding this Press Act has become a cry in the wilderness. We have, 
therefore, only to approach the British public in this matter. 

26. Referring to the recent meeting of the Madras Legislative Council, 
the Andhraprakasiha, of the 31st January, 
regrets that the Honourable Non-official Mem- 
bers do not appear to have consulted with one 
another on the subjects of their resolutions, and that the Government have 
betrayed some defects in their answers to interpellations In reply to an

The 
Government, who sent for a report of the affair from the Collector, and who 
seem to think that the Councillors have misrepresented facts, have not 
taken any steps to punish them. ‘This, says the paper, gives room for the 
public to doubt the sincerity of Government in their statement on this 
question.

The paper states that 
it will greatly gratify the public if the Government correspond with the 
officers concerned, get the necessary information, and be pleased to give full 
answers to the questions of the Honourable Members.

That is why a popular ruler is always ready to sacrifice the 

personal comforts of a leisurely lite and remains engrossed in the service of 

his subjects. Our present Yuvaraja is one such personage, solicitous of 

sharing the burden of administration with His Highness the Maharaja. His 

Highness’ recent travels abroad, and his insight into the enlightened methods 

of administration in those countries must naturally have created in him, a 

keen desire to introduce those methods into his own State; and his willing- 

ness to serve as an extraordinary councillor affords us one more instance of 

his sincere devotion to the welfare of his subjects. Under the combined 

exertions of His Highness the Maharaja and the Yuvaraja Mysore will 

doubtless acquire the fame of Ramrajya (an ideal State).

It appears from newspapers that the Europeans 
who have becume rich by the labour of these poor people treat them cruelly 
as if they are their slaves. 


33. The Kistnapatrita, of the 24th January, contains a Telugu version 
of an article contributed to nawspapers by 
Indian coolies in the Fiji Mp, Richard Pipér of the Methodist Indian 
Islands. Mission, in which he is reported to have said 
as follows:—The condition of the Indian coolies who have immigrated into 
the Fiji Islands is very miserable. It will be well if the Government makes 
certain changes inthe rules regulating emigration or put an end to it 
altogether. In spite of the many restrictions imposed by Government, the 
emigration agepts tempt the uncivilized villagers to agree to go to foreign 
countries by holding out false hopes to them. When once a man enters an 
emigration depot, he cannot come out, but has to serve for a term of five 
years. I heard of a case in which a certain woman was put to very great 
trouble and compelled to enter a depot. ‘The depot-keepers behaved most 
cruelly and immorally. In a certain village, an emigration agent was 
murdered while he was tempting them to emigrate. Emigration is most 
detrimental to family ties. In the Fiji Islands, men and women move about 
freely and shamelessly. ‘They have no restrictions regarding sexual relations. 
It is no wonder that an experienced writer in India has said that the moralit 
in the Fiji Islands is the morality of dogs. Again the emigrants are treated 
there with great coutempt. ‘There is not even one school for Indian boys, 
although it is now 25 years since emigration to Fiji Islands began. If the 
condition of these coolies is to improve, it is my opinion that the best way of 
doing it is to stop all emigration to these islands, 


34. The Kistnapalrika, of the 24th January, gives ‘‘a vision of future 
India (an altogether imaginary document)” 
purporting to be an extract from the Daily News 
of the Ist January, 2001 A.D. In it the last Viceroy and Governor-General 
of India is represented to hand over charge of the Indian Empire to the 
Indians on behalf of His Majesty Edward the Ninth, whose second son is to 
be the future ruler of India with his seat at Delhi, under the name of Kaiser- 
i-Hind (the Lion of India), subject to whose rule the Indians have to enjoy 
scli-government. The Viceroy in his last address to the representative 
Indians and Ruling Chiefs gives a brief explanation of the causes that post- 
poned the grant of self-government, in the course of which he makes the 
following remarks: —India is now in a critical situation, which is due to the 
shortcomings of both the rulers and the ruled. Indian patriotism is still in 
its infancy. It has not as yet got over its childishness and in.patience. The 
patriots have forgotten that the power of unity that is mainfesting itself in 
India has been secured to them by the help of impartial foreigners and that 
the racial, religious and linguistic differences prevailing there, are detrimental . 
to the strength of that power without the help of others. They have 
forgotten that they are unable to live independently if at this moment the 
Knglish Government abandon every interest in India and leave the country 
to itself. It is not far from the truth to say that in their opinion anarchy 
and tyrannical rule is preferable to the present Government who have sapped 
their strength and reduced them to mere skeletons with life. Will it take 
along time tor anarchy to overtake India? The very moment the world 
learns that the English are leaving India, some European country or some 
eastern country will swoop from above and carry off India in its beak. 
Indians have forgotten that from time immemorial they have attached more 
importance to religion than to politics and that, therefore, they will not be 
enabled in two or three generations to administer their country independent 
of the help of others. Let me not lay all the unwisdom at the door of the 
Indians. Some Englishmen have admitted that the ultimate aim of English 
rule in India is to enable the Indians to administer their own country. But 
this breadth of view was lost sight of by many, who considered that it was 
of the greatest importance that the British flag should be perpetuated in 
India. ‘I'he theory that British Government in India has been ordained by 
God for the amelioration of the condition of the Indians and for their ultimate

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has been disowned by the old British rulers. But the present 
t have transferred the burden of administration to the people 
1 emselVes, and are proud that they have raised the country to such un 
greener There is no more need for the army which we have stationed in 
India at a cost of many crores of rupees.

35, The Sasilekha, of the 3rd February, in its leader on “ Our Legisla- 
tive Councils, ”’ writes : --We are sorry to note 
that, in spite of the commendatory remarks of 
the Secretary of State for India, the Viceroy and the Governors of the 
-ovinees, with regard to the satisfactory discharge of duties by the non- 
oficial members in our Legislative Councils, Anglo-[udian newspapers like 
the Madras Mail are slighting thein. The Madras Mail has passed certain 
adverse remarks regarding the non-official members, based on certain 
proposals made by the Hon’ble Mr. Ramarayaningar in the Viceregal Council. 
Europeans like the editor of the Madras Mail are not affected by any defects in 
the administration or any excessive taxation imposed on the ryots. The 
reply of the Hon’ble Mr. Sivaswami Ayyar to the Hon’ble Mr. Ramanuja- 
chariar regarding the registration fees is not satisfactory. Many Honourable 
gentlemen made a number of proposals calculated to promote the good of the 
people, and all this without any remuneration and at great sacrifice of their 
valuable time. We cannot, therefore, help refuting, as best we can, writings 
such as these that the Anglo-Indian press ventures to publish censuring such 
Honourable members. 


36. Referring to the proposal of the Hon’ble Mr. A. Krishna Rao 
recommending an increase in the pay of the 
karnams, the Azdhrapatrika, of the 4th Feb- 
ruary, writes :—The karnams have, for a long time past, through the columns 
of our paper clearly explained their difficulties, and complained of their low 
salaries. It is not good to allow discontent grow among the karnams who 
are the administrators of the villages. It will be just on the part of the 
Government to accept Mr. Krishna Rao’s proposal. It is better for the 
karnams in the Telugu districts to represent their grievances to the Govern- 
ment through the heads of their districts.

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such as the Governor have no scope for ordinarily knowing the antecedents 
of the recipients. It happens that only those who act in agreement with such 
officers get these titles. The people in this town were no doubt gratified at 
the honours conferred on some of their leaders by Government, but the 
reason why they had not held public meetings to express their gratification 
was that they do not attach any importance to the titles. It 1s the opinion 
of many educated persons here that the appending of these titles is dery. 
gatory to the holders thereof. Mr. Gladstonein England and Mr. Malabari jn 
India who refused to have titles ought to be our guides in this matter. With 
the development of public opimon, time will come when we will break these 
toys. In the meantime, let us not attach great importance to these titles. 

Of those who have a desire for these titles, there are many about whom 
the public hold an unfavourable opinion. What great good has Mr. Maiden 
done to the public as Municipal Chairman? What was the measure 
of his ability? Why is this haste on the part of the people to give him a 
congratulatory address? It 1s regrettable that the Government Pleader §. 
Hanumantarao Garu is one of the promoters of the meeting. I venture 
to assert that this is a most unwise act.

The prisoners have 
all been released and the Union Government is now entreating the Indians 
not to tell fictitious or exaggerated tales of ill-treatment before the Commission 
and also not to proceed with their campaign of passive resistance until the 
Commission publishes its report. From the present situation we may con- 
fidently expect that some material concessions will result from the enquiry. 
This welcome change in the attitude of the South African Government is 
chiefly to be ascribed to the extreme tenacity of the Indian settlers, the relief 
afforded by their brethren in this country and above all the more weighty 
co-operation and sympathy of the Imperial Government. The Indians one 
and all now rejoice that this sympathetic support from the Imperial 


Government has admirably succeeded in subduing the hostile attitude of 
the Boers.

+ the Local Governments and Administrations, and from the latter to the 
[li Courts, Commissioners and Collectors, eteefera. So far as official versions 
and lureaucratic notions are concerned, the record may be taken to be as full 
as it could well be, though dissent is found here and there among High Court 
Judges and in the ease of one Local Government too. But such a record is 
also ns one-side as it is possible to make it, on a question of the magnitude 
which the present state of the law and practice as to confessions has assumed 
i India. Not only has no independent unofficial testimony or opinion— 
from those legal practitioners and others, who are competent to offer useful 
material for decision—been invited, but throughout the letter of the Govern- 
unt of India, there is no disposition to recognise the unofficial standpoint 
and the need, above all, in consulting public opinion on this most important 
subject before the Government commit themselves to a conclusion.” 


Writing on this subject, the /ndian Patriot, of the 11th February, 
sivs:—'* The despatch of the Government of India to the Secretary of State, 
published last week, exhaustively deals with the subject of recording confes- 
sions made by accused persons. . . . . We think, on the whole, the 
(iovernment have been wise and practical in their proposals, and we ma 
hope that the Secretary of State will sanction their proposals without muc 
modification.” 


The Madras Standard, of the 12th February, observes :—‘‘ We have 
before us the full text of the Government of India’s despatch, on the record- 
inz of confessions, addressed to the Secretary of State for India, and also the 
opinions Of the different Provincial Governments and Judges of the various 
High Courts and Chief Courts. With the notable exception of a few, who 
have taken an independent stand and a broad outlook, the overwhelming 
balance of opinion was for no change in the law relating to confessions, if 
we disregard the variety of minor suggestions made as safeguards against 
their abuse. . . . . We have to record the melancholy result that there 
has been practically a striking unanimity of judicial authority against an 
prohibition of recording confessions before the commencement of the trial. 
: . Itis true that those that have advocated the abolition of confes- 
‘on are 1 @ Conspicuous minority, but in questions of the kind, it is not the 
numbers that count. The popular opinion is strong for the doing away with 
recording confessions before commencing the trial, and the only means b 
which the scandal of torture against the Indian Police could be ended and 
hisher justice secured to the accused, has been, for the time being, rejected. 
(he Government of India have in a lofty strain given their support to the 
retention of recording confessions. But to the public their recommendation 
is a keen disappointment. There has been too much fuss over the anxiety of 
the Government to check the abuse, but the result of it all is nothing.”

Such a proceeding on the part of the Sccre- 
tary of State for India is largely to be deprecated and it detracts a good di! 
from the digmty that ought to attach to a Commission engaged in tlc 
consideration of questions of the utmost importance, that Lord Crewe shoul: 
choose to go behind their backs, as it were, and arrive at a decision indr- 
pendently of their recommendation. With the views expressed by thu 
British Medical Association we have little to do. Their importance, suc 
importance as ought at first sight to attach to a body of its standing and 
character, is a good deal minimised by the well-known fact that its views 
have always been reactionary and hide-bound by prejudice.

And a Medical Council, with a majority of Indian Medical 
‘ervice men of the Miller type, who had to be warned off the racial zone by 
the President of the Pablie Service Commission, will never improve the 
prevailing tension between the public and the private practitioners. ’ 
le result, alas, will be that refusal to enter Government service and setting 
up independent practice does not free the individual from the clutehes of 
the narrow Indian Medieal Service mind of which we had a sorry exhibition 
in the evidenee before the Public Service Commission. . . . . An 
educated man that he is, and one who owes his existence largely to the 
absolutely dark place that the Indian Medical Service men have preserved 
lor him in the publie service, why should the Indian medical practitioner 
not have protested against the new chain that dragged him to a place from 
whence he was rumning away? . . . . His enemy is the medical man 
ot the Miller type, who would raise racial questions in the discussion of the

Even this time the evidence of all the European 
witnesses was against the interests of the Indians. Mr. Gillman, the Inspector. 
General of Police, said that the higher appointments in the Police Department 
should be given only to Europeans, and that there should be a colour bar in 
permitting candidates to appear for the competitive examination to be held in 
London for entrance into this department. The Inspector-General of Police 
in Bengal went a step further at observed that he could not understand why 
the higher appointments in this department should be given to the Indians. 
On the other hand, we think that there is no reason why these appointments 
should be given only to the Europeans, while there 1s abundant justification 
for these being held by the Indians. Not only does the law permit the 
Indians to hold the higher appointments in this department, as in every other 
department, but our late lamented Queen Victoria and the two successive 
Emperors after her have also made a promise to this effect. We would 
maintain that if the Police officials are also expected to have education and 
status, itis better they are Indians. It is only the Indians, who are conversant 
with the language and habits of the people, that can effectively work out the 
methods of detecting crime. We venture to assert that, if the higher Police 
officials in Bengal are Indians, the unrest that is said to be lurking in that 
Province will disappear gradually. 

Sir Alfred Bourne was the first witness examined regarding the Educa- 
tional Department, and he was against the Indians being given the higher 
appointments in that department. In his opinion even such Indians as have 
had a training in England for two or three years could not be given the 
higher appointments. He wanted that the Indians should have had their 
education in England from the beginning, if they wished to get these appoint- 
ments. He thought that only such Indians would imbibe the true English 
spirit and inculcate the same to the student population in India. Mr. Mark 
Hunter, who was the other witness examined regarding this department, was 
also of the same opinion as Sir Alfred Bourne. But Professor M. Ranga- 
chariar and Rao Bahadur A. C. Pranatartihara Ayyar stated that the invidious 
distiction made between the Imperial and the Provincial Educational Services, 
in the matter of salary, status, etc., and the fact that a European lad coming 
over freshly from England was placed above an Indian, who had already put

atiicors have proved themselves to be as capable of doing administrative work 
1s anv European officer, and observes us fullows:—The greater portion of 
the revenue derived by the imposition of various taxes on the people of 
lnJia is spent away in paying salaries and allowances to Europeans, and 
funds are not forthcoming for the spread of education, for the establishment 
of hospitals, and for the Lp lg of good drinking water for the people. 
Indians may be appointed for half the higher posts in the several depart- 
nits, and the work of administration will in no way suffer thereby. If the 
money that is saved by this means be utilized fur purposes of education and 
«initation, the Indians will manifest greater loyalty and the administration 
of the country will become much easier. Nothing can be more strange than 
that Indians who helped Clive and others in bringing India under the 
British rule have been debarred from entering military service. ‘There are 
inany families of heroes in Northern India. Cannot the authorities train the 
members thereof in military service and make them commanders of regi- 
nents? The opinion that higher appointments should be given to Europeans 
is sradually gathering strength, and the number of Europeans who say that 
the Indians should be encouraged is decreasing. It is feared that the 
labours of the Public Services Commission will after all prove fruitless.

- recollect the serious agitation carried on in the Parliament a few months 


oad on this very important question, and we have already pointed out that 
‘he law of confessions as at present obtaining 1s more an engine of tyranny 
the hands of unscrupulous blue bottles than a useful aid to facilitate the 
ulministration of criminal justice. . . . . It is certainly worthy of 
careful consideration that the repeal of the provisions as to confessions is 
calculated to take out of the hands of the Police one of the strongest induce- 
ments for resorting to torture and to direct their attention to the more laudable 
lines of intelligent detection. Whatever may be the weight of the arguments 
in favour of a total repeal we are afraid the Government of India are not 
likely to change their view which is mainly a compendium of the opinions of 
th Local Governments and the High Courts. ‘The suggestions made by the 
Government of India for modifying the existing procedure in recording con- 
fessions before trial are more of a nominal character than real modifications 
which materially affect it. . . . . No amount of extra-legislative 
instruction can remove the bane of unhealthy Police influence and while 
deterring to the views of the Government of India backed by all the official 
inturmation we must confess our inability to accept the suggestion.”

resistance progressive schemes of reform urged with sincerity, vehemence and 
a sense of responsibility by the public and accredited representatives. This 
function Dr Bourne easily took over, perhaps because it fitted in with }\s 
natural inclination. ‘lhe constant flouting of public opinion and contempt 
openly expressed for it have been conspicuous features during Sir Alfred 
Bourne’s riyime. . . . . His zeal for efficiency of a kind, tempered as jt 
failed to be by a robust enthusiasm or appreciation of practical difficulties. 
was carried to a startling extent. ‘The need of the hour is the breaking up 
of illiteracy and this could be done only by the spread of mass education. 
Attention to efficiency alone would be fatal to the larger end in view; |ut 
Dr. Bourne has been starving indigenous schools and rendering them more and 
more inefficient, in order to strengthen Board schools . . . . A liberal 
Director could have foreseen years ago where this efficiency creed was tending 
or at least heard the protests raised by the public and recommended remedial 
measures. Nothing of the kind was done and a policy of drift has been the 
consequence. . . . . Sir Alfred Bourne’s treatment of the Indian ins- 
pecting agency and the Indian staff of Government colleges, in respect of 
emoluments, status and salary, has not been commendable and has been 
characterised by distrust and illiberality. We have no desire to give specific 
examples, but the pernicious ‘ midmght’ rule in respect of Sub-Assistant Ins. 
pectors—unheard of any where else—1is enough justification for the deep feeling 
of discontent that prevails. Dr. Bourne’s opinions regarding Indian Inspectors 
of Schools are now well-known and have been dealt with in these columns 
already. <A barefaced and obstinate craving to exclude Indians from the 
Inspectorate such as Dr. Bourne’s 1s, can be treated as of comparatively little 
consequence in an individual. But that Government should have adopted this 
preposterous and highly irritating racial preference for appointments for which 
Indians have been officially declared to be eminently suitable, hardly goes to 
their credit and their sense of fairness and justice. A bureaucratic spirit 
unrelieved by eithcr enthusiasm or knowledge, and with a plentiful leavening 
of contempt for everything Indian, has animated the administration of the 
Department of Public Instruction during} the last decade. It was fondly 
believed that when His Excellency Lord Pentland took up the Educational 
portfolio over a year-and-a-half ago, a liberal policy such as characterises the 
administration of educational affairs in Scotland, of which His Excellency 
has intimate knowledge, would be commenced. We regret we have to say 
that these hopes have not been yet realised, and we can only trust that with 


Mr. Stone in charge of the Department of Education things would take a turn 
in the right direction.” -

Pross at the last meeting of the Madras Legislative Council, the //tndu, of 
the 1uth February, says :—‘ If Government are, indeed, willing and ready 
ty» vive their earnest consideration to the state of affairs at the Government 
Press, as we really have no doubt they are, then they would do well to lose 
no tine to acquaint themselves as best as they could with the conditions of 
service there, from such sources as may be available to them, without waiting 
for tormal representations through the proper:channel or relying entirely 
upon the one-sided representation of those who are responsible for the conduct 
ot business in the institution. . . . . Weare convinced that the system 
of overtime work in the Government Press requires immediate and very close 
attention. By means of this device, which, we are informed, is being very 
alroitly applied, in the interest of economy, the men complain they are being 
sweated. The complaint is not without ground. . . . . It has been 
calculated that in a month from 60 to 75 hours of overtime work is being 
yenerally taken from the employees in the busy season, which means that 
about 8 or 10 days’ extra work is taken from them during the month. If this 
is even approximately correct, the strain on their mind and body can be 
easily conceived. It must be remembered that overtime work is compulsory 
and not optional. . . . . We understand there have been very many 
occasions when owing to pressure of work, some employees have been made 
to work continuously from 7 in the morning to 2 or 3 o’clock the next morn- 
ing. and again to attend at 9 a.m. for ordinary work, if not occasionally two 
hours earlier even, for overtime work again. We strongly urge that 
minediate enquiries should at once be started by Government, without 
waiting for formal complaints through the proper channel, to ascertain the 
real difficulties of the employees on this account.”’

But our own 
opinion is that a raw man like Mr. Douglas would find it easier to get on in 
the "th Circle, where there are a large number of European schools than in the 
ith Cirele, as he has no idea whatever of the vernacular prevalent in the 
latter circle. Perhaps as observed by Sir Alfred Bourne before the Public 
Service Commission, the very fact that Mr. J)ouglasis an Knglishman is a 
cuurantee that he will be fit for the Inspector’s work even without the 
knowledge of the vernaculars of the country. We would anyhow suggest 
that this new Inspector should be made to undergo a training for a few 
months under an experienced Indian Inspector of the stamp of Rao Bahadur 
Pranatartihara Ayyar and then placed in independent charge of a Circle.

in the delta tracts in the Madras Presidency with sources of irrigation, ,.,. , 
cannot but be admitted that the provision has only added to the hard... 
expericiiced by the villagers. In every village, all the lands except oes on 
which the houses stand, have now been brought under wet cultivati.,;, .. 
much se that there is not sufficient space for the cattle to stand or jor s:., 
people to answer calls of nature. In some villages the wet lands are ,).,;;, 
close to the houses. As the cultivated lands are so very extensive, 1),-r, 
exist a great many channels for irrigating them. ‘The streets and the tatiks 
are in the most insanitary condition, and are sources of a great iiiny 
diseases. If the villages are to be improved at all, the authorities, says t}j. 
paper, are to provide them with a proper system of drainage so that water 
may not stagnate in the fields. Unless and until this is done, says the paper 
all other acts of kindness on the part of the Government will be absolutely 
useless. 


Writing on the same subject, the Andhrapatrika, of the 18th February. 
suggests as follows:—‘ It is very important that the Government shvuid 
arrange for vacant sites being set apart in villages for the cattle to move abou 
and to graze. Onaccount of extensive wet cultivation, which in some villave; 
comes up quite close to house-sites it happeus that the villagers pollute tank 
bunds, canal banks, and streets by easing themselves thereon. At the very 
first rain, all the. filth is washed down into the tanks and canals, and it is 1 
wonder that the villages which receive their supply of drinking water 
therefrom are visited by cholera and other diseases So, the authorities 
should set apart some space in every village for the people to ease themselves 
on. Good drinking water should be provided, and plans should be prepare: 
to show the places where water can be had if wells be sunk. This may cost 
a great deal, but there is no other way by which the people may be saved 
from death. The Government should also prombit wet cultivation close to 
house-sites. If all this is done, there can be no doubt that the villages will 
become most sanitary. We believe that the villagers will bear in mind that, 
of all reforms, the improvement of village sanitation is the most important, 
and co-operate with the Government in their endeavour to better their 
condition.

turists. It may be that the mirasidars are teasing the ryots; but all tlie 
‘ame, It 18 they that come to the rescue of the latter in times of distress. 
Apart from the wages they receive from the mirasidars, the ryots seek their 
pecunlary support on several occasions. What is the Government doing for 
tie ryots? It is the mirasidars and not the Government that help the ryots 
On festive or mournful occasions. Once the kist is collected to the last pie, 
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the Revenue Inspector does not care for the ryots in the least. The Gover. 
ment does not care to afford facilities of irmgation, etc. ‘The Kavéripakk 41, 
tank in the North Arcot district used to bold water which would las ‘a 
fourteen months for purposes of irrigation. But now it has become sh, 
and does not retain even seven months’ supply of water. This shows h,,,y. 
far the Government is helpful to the ryots. Those paying less than Rs. 14 
annually by way of kist, almost always make a living by other means, eiti,,., 
leaving their lands uncultivated or leasing them out to others. They con. 
tinue to pay their kist, only actuated by a desire to keep their lands, an 
not because they are able to derive an income therefrom. Is it fair to ley, 
an assessment even upon the income of these poor ryots? Even for purposes 
of income-tax, the minimum of assessable income is fixed at Rs. 1,000. But 
ugriculturists earning not more than Rs. 25 or Rs. 30 annually are made ty 
pay half of this as kist and there is not even an appeal against this ! 


15. The Sawdesumitran, of the 16th February, observes :—It was in the 
time of Lord ltipon that the barbarous practice 
of whipping offenders with knotted thongs of 
leather was done away with and the use of cane was introduced. But it 
should be noted that, in spite of this relaxation of the severity of the punish- 
ment of whipping, the offences for which whipping is declared to be the 
punishment have not increased in number.

21, With reference to the Medical Registration Bill, the Aistvapatrika, 
of the 7th February, says as follows :—Nothing 
exists heretofore preventing the cstablishment 
of hospitals under Municipalities and Local Boards on other than western 
lines. and as a fact, Ayurvedic and Unani hospitals have been established b 
tin Municipalities in Bombay and the Punjab. ‘The provisions of this Bill 
operate against this privilege, and leave in doubt the status of some well- 
known Ayurvedic hospitals of Madras, such as the Venkataramana_ hospital 
founded by the late Hon’ble Mr. V. Krishnaswami Ayyar. Government 
help may be secured to such institutions by including them under the cate- 
gory of such institutions as schools, but a difficulty crops up by the tact 
having been left in doubt, whether the employees in such institutions should 
he also subject to the provisions of the Bill. It is very much to be regretted 
that even this doubt has not been cleared in the Legislative Council. There 
is nut even one advantage to be gaincd from this Bill, which imposes so 
minv hardships. ‘The Bill enables those who are registered under its provi- 
sions to grant certificates. But Munsifs, Judges and Magistrates admit only 
certificates granted by Government officers and discard those from others. 
The Bill does not therefore confer any privilege on doctors who are not 
Government servants. It provides that those who are registered under it are 
qualified to be appointed in hospitals. This provision is unnecessary, for the 
moment that students pass examinations, they are qualified for such appoint- 
nents. ‘The privilege of exemption from serving on the jury which the Bill 
coniers 1s already enjoyed by medical practitioners under the Civil Procedure 
Coie, ‘Phe doctors in the Madras Presidency never wanted such a Bill. It 
cannot be understood why the Government are enacting such a law in 
opposition to their opinion. 

22. The Andhraprakasika, of the 14th February, says that if it is the 
intention of Government that the non-official 
members of Councils should weigh the prog and 
cms of the various administrative matters contemplated by Government, and 
offer their suggestions they should first be acquainted with all the details 
thereof. It is, therefore, regrettable that the authorities should hesitate to 
bring certain details to their knowledge.

4), 11¢h February, says that, in reply to sn 
interpellation regarding the action of Mr. Sykes, the Joint Magistrate of 
‘l'iruppattir alleged to have personally whipped a railway gang cooly on 
whom he himself passed the sentence of whipping, the Government hay, 
maintained that what Mr. Sykes did was according to law but at last said 
that he was warned against such conduct in the future. It says that tle 
Government have not made proper enquiry into the matter and ascertained 
the truth, and fears that their defence of Mr. Sykes has not only discouraved 
the public, but also encourages the subordinates of Government in their acts 
of injustice. With regard to the deportation of Appanna Patnaik, the paper 
says that the Government have justified the action of the Collector of 
Ganjam, and caused great dissatisfaction to the people. It remarks that 
it is always difficult to get satisfactory replies to questions asked in 
these mectings on important subjects. The non-official members proposed 
many an amendment to the Medical Registration Bull, but the Govern- 
ment, who are in favour of the Bill, did not accept them. Referring to 
the amendment providing for the non-recognition under the Bill of Medical 
Practitioners who have come to India from the British Colonies, the paper 
is at a loss to know what objection there can be to such an amendment in 
view of the fact that the colonials out of racial and colour prejudice, treat 


the Indians with contempt, and enact laws prohibiting them from entering 
their country.

As 
stated by Sir John himself, the Bill is now four decades old and it 1s very 
surprising to hear that during this period neither the Government nor their 
advisers have not at all considered such anomalies as were now pointed out. 
When the Manager of Vizianagram Estate requested the Government to 
relieve him of a part of the work by appointing a Deputy Collector it would 
have been better for the Government to consult their advisers about the duties 
to be carried out by the Deputy Collector. 

As George Elliot said in ‘Silas Marner” the matter has been allowed to 
reach its climax when the invalidity of the powers of the Deputy Collector 
were questioned zn toto. By the present Bill not only the Samasthanam lost 
a part of their revenue but the applicants for the alienated portions are to be 
put to unnecessary troubles. Had it not been for the timely memorial 
submitted by the applicants headed by our worthy townsman Mr. Sanyasira)u 
Pantulu, the Bill would have been read by the Council without being scrutl- 
nized by the select committee as proposed by the Honourable Member. It 18 
highly gratifying to note that the Honourable mover, without rigidly adhering 
to his proposition has been gracious enough to withdraw, taking @ sym- 
pathetic view of the memorial. We beg to submit that the Government 
would be gracious enough to consider and consult their advisers before making 


appointments to decide questions of this sort. If not the same results are 
likely to follow.

to Mr. Albion Rajkumar Banerji, c.1.., I.C.S., our retiring Diwan, a {ui 
report of which proceedings appears elsewhere. The signatories of the 
notice convening this preliminary meeting were composed of two retire: 
servants of the State, three ‘Town Council Presidents, two contractors, 01) 
private gentleman, a solitary private school headmaster and a leading 
Brahman vakil, and though the notice before us, issued to individual gentle. 
inan requesting ‘all to attend’, is dated 7th instant, it is incomprehensible 
why the same was not issued sufficiently early to enable the public of tle 
State from far and near, to participate in the proceedings. ‘There is als 
something inscrutable in the fact that some of the prominent public gentlemen, 
even of Mrnakulam, received invites only just before 18 hours of the stipulated 
hour, as Mr. Karimpet Kaman Ménin, the late Chief Justice of the Ernakulan 
Chicf Court, openly said in the course of his speech that evening. These and 
a combination of other circumstances lead us to suspect the veracity of their 
intentions in calling it a public meeting. 

‘The speech delivered by Mr. C. Atchutha Ménin, the first signatory 
of the invites and I’resident of the evening’s deliberations, was, without 
doubt, worthy of his service, experience and ability, though under the 
existent posture of affairs a good many might doubt the validity of such a 
speech reviewing the administrations of the retiring as well as the retird 
Diwans under whom he had the honour of distinguished service. The 
eloquent and masterly speech, emphatically protesting against the resolution 
for a public farewell, delivered by Mr. K. Raman Ménin, which, it must be 
said, was inspired more by the presidential speech than by the change made 
just then in tne resolution, contained much matter of fact regarding the 
treatment the judiciary and higher ranks of the public received at his hands. 
Mr. V. K. Kochunni Ménon was very right when he said in support ot the 
previous speaker that the peaceful and happy relations between the landlords 
and tenants in general were so disturbed as to create the present unrest 
which, as everybody knows, is the outcome of the present administration. 
It is not a sore that could be healed so easily. The speeches delivered by 
Messrs. ‘I’.

ppportunities of recording in public their disapproval of and protest against 
_yeral administrative flaws and blunders. lhe cause for the unsavoury and 
yseemly proceedings of last Saturday evening, especially after the bitter 
experience of the Bar Association meeting held last week at Ernakulam is 
deeply to be deplored and it must be placed at the doors of those respon- 
chile for initiating the idea of the present meeting. Having in view the 
srength and influence of the opposition, which is not of a surmountuable 
nature, the conveners of this meeting would have done the greatest, nay the 
lasting service and honour, to Mr. Banerji as well as to their countrymen, 
+ they had given up assembling in public, as they did now to do him 
honour. It was also a better course for them to club together in « less 
public place and then get up an entertainment in the name of a section of 
thy Cochin public. It would have been equally better even if they had 
adjourned the meeting when they least smelt of the opposition, without 
giving chance to wash so much of dirty linen in public.

‘There is not the slightest doubt that the prosperity 
of the people could be increased to a large extent oY the undertaking of 
certain works. But honest, industrious, patriotic and enthusiastic persons 
are necessary for the purpose. If such persons are not coming forward it is 
better to entrust the work to foreigners, just as in the case of the Kolar Gold 
Fields ; but in that case all the profits will go to England and the people of 
Mysore will not be much benefited. So, it behoves the educated people to 
turn their attention tov industries and commerce instead of hankering after 
Government service. | 
The detailed information given in the report under review regarding 
the different branches of the administration is very interesting to read but we 
have our own doubts as to whether the figures appearing therein represent 
the actual facts. If they do, of course, we freely acknowledge that the 
administration of the State during the year was highly satisfactory. 


VI.—MIscELLANEOUS. 


32. The Swadesamitran, of the 10th February, writes:—We understand 
that the British Medical Association in London 
has written a long letter to the Secretary of 
State for India, complaining that the’ English doctors in India have now a 
very bad time of it, owimg to the influx of Indians, trained in western 
medicine, and the curtailment, by the Government, of the private practice an 
English doctor in service can have. It is stated that this letter has been 
written on the suggestion of Lord Crewe. We are at a loss to know why 
Lord Crewe has called for an opinion from this association, when the 
general question of the condition of public services in India is being inguired 
into by a Royal Commission. It would have been better if this association 
had forwarded its opinion to the Public Service Commission, so that its 
members can consider it along with the evidence obtained in India regard- 
ing the Medical department and make their final recommendations. The 
action of Lord Crewe in this matter is an insult to the Royal Commission 
and this is really regrettable. ‘The English doctors in India have expressed 
their grievances freely before this commission and the Indian witnesses also 
have had their say. Where is then the necessity for the British Medical 
Association to give its opinion? What is its status as far as Indian interests 
are concerned? It is deplorable that several matters affecting India are 
decided by the Government, acting on the advice of irresponsible foreigners. 
It is quite natural for these foreigners to plead that the income derived from 
India should be utilised for their benefit. What is then to become of the 
aims and aspirations of the Indians? The English doctors in India are 
having an income of tens of thousands of rupees, and yet the British Medical 
Association complains that their condition is going down! India’s wealth 
is ‘evidently deemed to be a river in floods, the water of which any one 
passing by its bank can consume as he likes.

The 
third lays claim to it because he makes no difference between good and bad, 
between merit and demerit. He never accuses even when a man does 
injustice or takes bribes. But the fourth citizen is surprised to know that 
he is to be honoured with a title. He is made to say that he never wanted 
it, that he never tried to vet it, that he lives a secluded life, that the whole 
of his time is occupied with earning his livelihood, and withal, he is involved 
in debts. 


35. A correspondent to the Sasilecha, of the 17th February, refers to the 
difference of opinion that prevailed in Masuli- 
patam regarding the question whether the 
citizens should or should not present an address 
to Mr. Maiden, the Chairman of the Masulipatam Municipality, on the 
occasion of his having been honoured with a Kaiser-i-Hind, and says tiat it 
ls pertinence to say that one, who has been honoured with a medal by His 
Majesty the King-Emperor, is not deserving of a congratulatory address by 
the citizens. He says that there are still some extremists in those parts, who 
do mischief now on then, for which the wise men of the place feel sorry. 


o6, A correspondent to the Desabhimani, of the 17th February, says that 
when great endeavours were made in India, 
England and South Africa to ameliorate the 
condition of the South African Indians, England was rather indifferent, but 
on receipt of news that a few labour leaders had been deported, the English 
people and their organs of public opinion protested against it and complained 
that their prestige had been at stake. He asks why it did not strike them 
that their honour was similarly at stake when the Indians were disgraced. 


37. The Bharatamata, of the 11th February, refers in its leader to a 
lecture delivered by Mr. F. H. Odonald (?) 
: under the auspices of the New Witney’s Confer- 
ence in London, and represents the President at the lecture to have made the 
lollowing remarks in introducing the lecturer :—‘‘ When the administration 
©l'a country violates the freedom of its people, anarchy is sure to result. ‘There 
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are many in this Conference who are convinced that the Government of 
England is not just. Such a Government cannot be endured by man for even 
a inmoment. It is much worse than the Russian Government. Countric, like 
Russia with absolute monarchy are far better than some countries reputi ‘ 
enjoy unbounded civilization. In such a crisis, the people should use t,,;, 
discretion and conduct themselves carefully. There can be nothing harder 
than what Mr. Odonald is going to speak to you about. It relates ty race 
prejudice. It must be resolved that the whites who do not look upon 1). 
coloured races as brothers cannot be Christians.” The paper declares t},..., 
romarks to be ‘*too perverse to be expected to fall from the lips of ay 
Finglishman.” 


The lecturer is stated to have said that the House of Commons «rp 
responsible for the government of India only in name, and that this will j,. 
plain from the fact that out of 700 members, only a dozen attend the discussiup 
of the Indian budget. It has taken a century and a half for great statesmuy 
to acquire India and establish their rule in it, but the statement of the lecture; 
that the Ifouse of Commons spends not more than 10 or 30 minutes for q 
discussion about India only goes to strengthen the want of confidence of the 
Indians init. The lecturer further said—“ The South African Indians haye 
turned against the authorities because of the repressive laws of the South 
Africans. The rich men there are those upon whom ‘ Knighthood and 
Baronetcy’ have been conferred, and if their orders are not obeyed, the fate 
that has overtaken the Indians will overtake the English also.” The paper 
says, “ ‘The lecturer has well remarked that the very Government to establish 
which we have given the lives of our te and spent millions have now 
disapproved of the marriage nights of Hindus and Muhammadans and that it 
is unjust on the part of the British Government to have pleaded that the 
Colony is a self-governing one, when asked to put an end to such hardships.” 

The paper remarks that only when the British leaders follow the 
suggestions of the lecturer, both England and India can be said to have done 
their duty. It asks, ‘‘ How can the proud Anglo-Indian recognise that it 
is the religion of the rulers and not the physical strength of the heads of 
districts that governs the thirty crores of Indians? How can one who 
violates his own religion look upon the religion of others with an impartial 
eye?” Itis only when the British leader understands that it was religious 
hatred that led to the decline of the Muhammadan rule, and preaches the 
sume to his ordinary countrymen that the nature of India, remarks the 
paper, will be revealed.

which an ex-indentured cooly from Ceylon recounts his experiences of the cooly 

life there :—While he and his two friends were in search of work, they came 

across a recruiting agent, who by giving them false hopes of high wages, 

induced them to go to Ceylon. On reaching there, they found to their chagrin 

that the wages were low, being only 7 seers of rice per 8 days, whereas the 

work was hard from 5 a.M. to 6-30 p.m. with an hour’s recess in the middle. 

Further, if anybody failed to turn out the prescribed quantity of work, he 

was not only mulcted of a proportionate portion of his wages but was also 

subjected to whipping and other corporeal punishments. And whenever any 

man happened to fall ill, he was left to his own resources. No doctor would 

attend on him; neither would he be. provided with any diet. Literally he 

would have to starve, unless his companions take pity on him and minister 

to his wants out of their own scanty earnings. These and other miseries 

which he had witnessed there made him so disgusted with life that he did not 

hesitate to abscond into the forest, even at the risk of falling a prey to the 

wild beasts. After many vicissitudes he reaches Ceylon, where after wiping 

off the mark stamped on his arm, he somehow manages to secure 4 passagé 

on board a ship by bribing the assistant driver. So he now exhorts his fellow 

labourers not to be beguiled by the promises of the recruiting agents into 
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_yming an indentured slave. And in order to assure the public of the 
gags of his statements he subscribes himself as Registered No. 155 cooly, 
Sane had personal experience of the slavery in Ceylon.

It also shows the love of the Government to the 
people, for nothing but love could have called forth a committee to reclaim 
the most fallen into usefulness. 

The Government must have been shocked to hear about the forced mar- 
riuge of convicts in the Andamans. That the Government should be a part 
to bring together the husband torn from the wife, and the wife torn from the 
husband and officiate at the unnatural marriage as high priest is something © 
to make civilization shriek. . . . . The Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai will, 
we think, be able to give instances, equally shocking to moral men of 
unnatural offences perpetrated within the jail walls. Government does not 
know these things, but when it does know, its indignation will be whipped 
uy. as it has been whipped up in the present instance.

He has 
to be not merely a scholar, who can understand the actual direct work «1 
instruction imparted in the Universities and the school, but what is eve:

‘T’o such a post of responsi- 
bility and eminence destiny brought Sir Alfred Bourne from the junior ranks 
of the professoriate. Mr. Bourne was a Professor of Biology and has earned 
some distinction in that science. Little did people realise that a man oi 
science could not necessarily make a man of action. The acts of the new 
Director can be very easily recapitulated without the less necessity of making 
any qualified or guarded statements. . . . . Sir Alfred Bourne was 
mainly responsible for the new University regulations that drove to extinction 
several second-grade colleges, and annually hundreds of boys are kicked out 
of the portals of educational institutions for want of seats. Ever since he 
began his regime, the strength of the college classes has steadily deteriorated, 
even ignoring the annual growth of population. He forged dreadful weapon: 
of spurious efficiency which have destroyed several secondary schools an‘! 
denied education to the growing population. His zeal to prevent ‘small 
farmers’ and ‘small capitalists’ entertaining ‘the ambition of a secondary 
education and possibly a University course’ has prevented the growth ot 
elementary schools. Unless the passage of the pupils from the elementary 
schools to the secondary be permitted by the wholesale withdrawal of the 
present restrictions the elementary education of the masses, which is osten- 
tatiously claimed to be the special concern of the bureaucrats alone, will be a 
dead failure. . . . .

inv of rent for 20 years for purposes of the school. The Municipal Council — 
which has, it must be said, allowed itself to be dictated to in this matter as 
the sequel will show—to whom the matter was seferred, recommended the 
proposal. The Collector did not evidently like the proposal and referred 
back the matter to the Council remarking that the leasing of the 
building for the purpose of the school under private management was not, 
in his opinion, a public purpose. The Council, however, was of opinion 
that it was a public purpose, and informed the Collector accordingly in 
Septomber of last year, relying naturally on the fact that Government had, 
Knowing the purpose for what the council was using the buildings, had 
allowed it. The Collector could not, however, agree to this contention and 
tain returned the paper reiterating the opinion that the ‘ school does not 
“tvc a public purpose’ and threatening that he should recommend to 
Government. the resumption of the building unless the council used it for a 
ispensary or for a Municipal Girls’ School. It is ridiculous to suggest, as 
the Collector does, that the school did not serve a public purpose. . . . 
‘ls a puerile objection, and we are only sorry that the Council should have

11. The Swadesamitran, of the 17th February, writes :—Objection has 
_. already been taken by the Hindu to the action 
Thr Government and the High of the Government of Madras in having placed 
C-urt Judges. Mr. Justice Miller on special duty to inspect 
the District Courts and Sub-Courts in the Presidency and to the appointment 
ot Mr. ©. G. Spencer in the place of Mr. Justice Miller. It is contended that, 
4. Mr. Justice Miller is only placed on special duty, he should not be deemed 
to have vacated his seat on the High Court Bench and that therefore the 
appointment of Mr. Spencer 1s meaningless. ‘T’his action of the Government 
ot Madras is now criticised from another standpoint also. It is stated that 
the Local Government has no power even to direct a High Court Judge 
ty do any particular duty, as these Judges are appointed under the Letters 
Patent of His Majesty the King-Emperor and the Local Government has no 
control whatever over them. We entirely agree in this view. Apart from 
th: question of the legality of the action of the Government of Madras, we 
cuunot understand the necessity for a High Court Judge being deputed to 
inspect the mufassal Courts, so soon after Mr. Phillips had done the same 
work and submitted a report. 


(d) Educaton. 


12. In a leader on the subject of education and State help, the Axdhra- 
3 2 Siate hel prakastka, of the 2lst February, states that in 
FeO Gam Seats OaNy, the United States of America, which is about 
the same size as India, there are forty Universities maintained by the 
Guvernment, and remarks as follows :—Let it be granted that in India, there 
are five crores of children fit to receive elementary education, and that the 
aingunt spent on education is three crores of rupees. Of this amount, the 
cost of maintaining the five or six Indian Universities comes up to fifty lakhs 
aiiiually. Then there remains two and a half crores, and when this amount 
is distributed among the above-said five crores of boys, it would appear that 
tl (fovernment are spending eight annas for each boy for elementary 
education. ‘I'he progress of education in India is, therefore, ina very 
reviettable condition, and the Government should adopt the educational 
policy pursued in America and assign in every village some lands for the 
matitenance of boys’ and girls’ schools. This is much easier than to annoy 
tle people with an education tax. We pray that the Members of the Legis- 
lative Council will suggest this to Government. 


|3. A correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of the 21st February, writes

(h) Railways.

Indians and appointments on Agent of the South Indian Railway, by the 
the Railways. ; as Boe Se 
Railway employees at T'richinopoly, praying 
that the scale of their salaries should range from Rs. 20 to Rs. 350, he is 
reported to have stated that they were not justified in expecting their salaries 
to be on a par with those of Government servants and that only such salaries 
would be given them as would be sufficient to attract people to take up this 
service. It may be true that Railway Companies cannot pay them decent 
salaries like the Government. But we cannot understand the rationale of 
the argument that the amount of the salary would depend upon how much 
the employees were prepared to have. In India ordinary people will be 
prepared to take any salary offered, on account of their poverty and the 
absence of any big industries in the country. They will also discharge their 
duties conscientiously and will be quite obedient to their employers. But 
the work of these persons affects not only the company but also the public. 
If these employees are wanting in efficiency, it will cause great loss aid 
hardship to the people, who travel on this railway. So it is very necessary 
that the salaries of the employees on this railway should depend upon their 
efficiency and not upon the willingness of the people to accept the same. 
Mr. Priestley added that the higher appointments on this railway could 
not be given to the subordinate staff, as the latter had not the necessary 
qualifications to hold the same. ‘This is also an untenable argument. Whien 
persons with no educational or other qualifications are appointed to the 
subordinate posts, how can they be fit for the higher appointments? There 
is no dearth of qualified men in the country. But there are no definite rules 
at present rezulating the selection of persons for the subordinate appoint- 
ments on this railway. Mr. Priestley said that the new line to Ceylon 
would offer new openings to the subordinate staff on this railway. But 
even these new appointments will only be the lower appointments, the higher 
ones being monopolised by the foreigners. etd we are glad to note 
that Mr. Priestley spoke so freely and sympathetically to the employees on 
this railway, we cannot but remark that he spoke like persons having 3 
patronising solicitude for India and that he quite forgot the fact that it was 


the Indians who contributed the necessary funds towards the expenses and 
profits of his company.

It should, however, be noted that no attempt was made by 
‘ie official Members to give practical effect tu this theory and to prevent the 
nou-ctlicial Members from discussing these resolutions. We venture to assert 
that there is no basis for any such theory. Neither Lord Morley nor Lord 
Minto has expressed this view im any of their speeches or writings. 


|x. While reporting the details of the visit of His Excellency Lord 
Pentland to Madura, the Swadesamitran, of the 
lis Excellency Lord Pentland 20th February, regrets that the poor people, 
at Madara. who are said to have gathered in large numbers

this, he ran up to Captain Walker’s bungalow and begged of the gentlemay 
to release his goat ; but the Captain appears to have got wild at the req ane 
of the Indian and assaulted him. The District Magistrate sent the compl sin) 
to the Sub-Divisional Officer for enquiry and report, and the latter scems +, 
have reported that, though it was true that the Indian was hit by the Captiis, 
the latter was justified in doing so, as the Indian provoked him awiully 
by using the most abusive language. On this report, the District Magist;.; 
dismissed the complaint of the Indian. In a case of theft, Mr. Sykes, 4),, 
Joint Magistrate of Tiruppattir, sentenced the offender to receive 25 stripes 
and also carried out the sentence himself in a most harrowing many, 
It appears that this 1s not the first time Mr. Sykes has carried out a sentence. 
of whipping by his own hand. In a recent case in which one Mr. II. \|.

Jagirdar of Arni with having kicked and beaten him, the accused was let «ij 
with a fine of Rs. 50, in the face of his own admission that he kicked 1j,.

~ All these cases clearly prove that the European Magistrates are alway. 
lenient towards European offenders and unnecessarily severe towards Indian 
offenders. If the administration of justice is not impartial and the nature ot 
the punishment inflicted upon the offenders varies with their colour and no 
with the gravity or otherwise of the offences committed by them, it will 
vreatly impede the growth of a friendly feeling between the Europeans ani 
the Indians. 

20. The Gnanabhanu, for February, comments as_ follows upon 
the action of Mr. Sykes, the Joint Magistrat: 
of Tiruppattir, in having carried out a sen- 
tence of whipping with his own hand:—A question was asked at the last 
mecting of the Madras Legislative Council regarding the conduct of Mr. 
Sykes in this matter, and it was stated in reply that the facts communicate 
to the papers about this affair were not true. Now a doubt arises in our 
mind. Is the Government trying to shelve the whole matter by uttering a 
lie; or have the gentlemen, who communicated this information to the papers, 
made a false statement ? If their statement was false, have not the Madras 
papers committed the serious offence of publishing false news, thereby stain- 
ing the reputation of a European official? These doubts can be cleared only 
in a Court of Law. But who is going to take this matter before a Court of 
Law ? 

The statement by the Government that it is true that, in some cases, 
Mr. Sykes has pee out a sentence of whipping with his own hand on boys 
and that he has done it only in the interests of these boys shows that 
Mr. Sykes in an expert in whipping. If a college is opened by the Govern- 
ment in which lessons are given in the art of whipping offenders, Mr. Sykes 
will only be too glad to be the Principal of such an institution. We wish 
the Government makes a rule that all men who pass the Indian Civil Service 
examination should also obtain a degree in medicine, as the people will then 
have no room to complain that Magistrates of the stamp of Mr. Brkes inflict 
a sentence of whipping without having a doctor by their side. 


21. The Hitakarini, of the 15th February, writes as follows on the 
subject of the South African Indians :—The 
Indian coolies have saved their income and are 
living peacefully.

It observes— We gloat over the fact thut anicuts 
have multiplied and that arid plains have become fertile fields, but we have 
mpeatten that In the wake of these facilities have followed diseases such as 
wwe and rheumatism. The Revenue authorities have to provide funds 
nessary for village sanitation, and it is not right on the part of Government 
ty ‘nrow the whole burden on the District Board. ‘hey are deriving an 
iyeome of 12 or 15 per cent. on the money they have laid out on anicuts and 
canis, and to say that they could not spare funds for removing the evils 
caused by these anicuts and canals is improper. We hope that they will 
improve the sanitation of villages on the lines suggested by the Hon'ble 
Mr. Rumachandra Rao, and make their administrative policy significant and 
effective, 

Writing on the same subject the Desubhimani, of the 19th I’ebruary, 
tvs that the suggestion of the Hon’ble Mr. Ramachandra Kao that the 
Revenue authorities should bear the cost of village sanitation is reasonable, 
ior it is they that derive a large income from irrigation sources, which are 
the cause of the present insanitation of the villages.

The Act before iis js 
pre-eminently a ‘ Doctors’ Bill,’ and is intended to further the claims of that 
small class of physicians who have been fortunate in securing the assistance 
of the Government. ‘To say that the Bill will impose no disability on native 
physicians is to add insult to injury. We are, of course, aware of tlie 
misleading argument that the Bull has no clause dealing directly with then. 
When there are two sets of people competing with each other for public 
recognition, to lavish any increased facilities on one cannot fail to weaken the 
chances of the other. And this is exactly the aim of the ‘ harmless’ Bill 
which the people are asked to swallow.”

they should be proportionately represented in the Government service cannot 
hold water. Nosuch compact has been entered into between the Government 
and the people anywhere. ‘The taxes are levied for the purpose of affordine 
protection to the people and punishing the evil doers. And these objects can 
be attained only by entertaining the best available persons to serve under 
the Government, without heed being paid to caste, creed or birth. It is not 
at all a wise policy to appoint inefficient men to any posts, simply because 
they belong to a certain community. If class representation were to be made 
a principle, then illiterate Panchamas and scavangers also will have tu be 
provided with high posts. ‘I’hus it is-evident that the grounds on which the 
memorial is based are untenable. Further, the memorialists have, by placing 
their grievances before the PublicService Commission have cast a reflection 
upon His Highness’s administration. ‘he hatred which these non-Brahmans 
manifest towards the Brahmans cannot do any harm to the latter. So long as 
the Brahmans excel others in education and ability, they will be respected 
everywhere. Even under the British Government some of the highest posts, 
e.g., Council Memberships, High Court Judgeships, etc., are held by them. 


Vorxatroans Parnixe, = 33. Referring to the Efficiency Audit Department, newly brought into 
Feb. 20th, 1914. existence for the purpose of enquiring into the 
qualifications of all persons now serving under 
the Government of Mysore, the Vokkaligara

with difficulties, in view of the fact that the villagers, being very conservative, 
will look askance at every innovation, howsoever beneficial it may be. 5o 
the most feasible way seems to send the schoolmaster abroad. And we are 
glad to see that the Government, recognizing this, have decided to make 
arrangements for the spread of education all over the country. But at the 
same time it is regrettable that, notwithstanding that the village schoolmaster 
cap, through the medium of his pupils, make the villagers acquainted with the 
principles of sanitation, etc., the Government have failed to recognize the 
importance of schoolmasters in this direction. In case it is thought that the 
schoolmasters may, in some cases, be young and inexperienced, the Groverm 
ment should make it a point to appoint trained and capable men as teachers. 
If the statements referred to in the new scheme are to embody the real 
and exact state of things, then they will undoubtedly prove to be of unmense 
value inasmuch as many of the returns submitted to Government do no 
reveal the actual condition but generally give a bright picture.

VI.—MISCELLANEOUS.

Emperor, with the object of satisfying the Indians and acquiring their 
contidence, will prove quite useless. His Majesty should attach primary 
lportance to the privileges of his Indian subjects, and he is therefore not 
justified in saying that he cannot interfere in the internal affairs of a self- 
fovernng Colony. It is not too much to say that the magnanimous state- 
ments recently made by Lord Hardinge regarding the condition of my 
countrymen in the Transvaal have gone a great way in soothing the 
rutted feelings of the people. Had it not been for these statements, the 
lecling in the country would have become so intense that the popular leaders 
miglit have found it difficult to control the ordinary people. The South 
Atrican whites should not have been granted swaraj, without the rights of 
the Indians in the Colony having been safeguarded... The British Ministers 
kuew then alone that there would be some trouble regarding the Indians. 
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But they never anticipated that it would excite so much feeling in Indj., , { 
perhaps thought that it could be easily managed. The British Govern,,,... 
chose to ignore the rights of my countrymen, in order to remove (.;.,;, 
disadvantages which it was labouring under in South Africa, and no, ;, Fr 
reaping the fruits of its folly.

announcement would enable the voters to judge of the capacity and quilif. 
cations of the different candidates in the field more precisely than they ar 
able to do now, it would also act as an impediment to the elected members j), 
the Legislative Councils easily taking in the bait of high appointments undir 
the Government. They would feel that, having given a definite promise to 
the people that they would carry out certain measures, they should not leive 
their work half done and take up an appointment under Government. There 
have been numerous instances in which persons have made 4a seat in thie 
Legislative Council a stepping stone to some high appointment in public 
service. We raise our voice against this. It 1s the duty of. the elected 
representatives of the people to work boldly and conscientiously for the 
common weal of the public throughout their terms of office, and those that 
forget this duty and try to get a high appoimtment in service by flattering 
the officials and gaining their favour, are acting against the interests of the 
public. We are not dealing with the question-of the propriety or otherwise 
of getting into Government service. But we are against persons, who have 
an idea of getting into this service, standing as candidates for election to the 
Legislative Council. 

We would now make an exception to this ruleinthe case of the appoint- 
ment of a Member of the Executive Council. For some time to come, it will 
be hard to find really qualified persons, with courage and experience, to fill 
this high post. If, under these circumstances, the members of a certain body 
are declared to be ineligible for nomination to this post, the difficulty of 
finding a suitable candidate for this eminent position will become greater 
still, The obitur dictum of the Secretary of State ‘for India that High Court 
Judges should not be appointed to this post has already resulted in the 
Madras Executive Council having been denied the opportunity of having the 
most capable Indian as a member thereof. Therefore there is nothing wrong 
in an elected member of the Legislative Council aspiring to the seat of a 
Member of the Ixecutive Council.

The local Police would 
probably prove more efficient if they be sent to Bengal to undergo some 
training there in the detection of crime. We, however, hope that the District 
Collector will see that the matter is properly sifted. 


(6) Courts. 


12. With reference to the suggestion of the Proneer that a High Court 
may be established at Delhi with jurisdiction 
over the present High Courts, the Aistnapatrika, 
ot the 20th February, is of opinion that while the maintenance of such a 
Vourt will be prohibitively costly, the benefit derived from it will be almost 
n/. Itis no doubt true that the different High Courts pronounce different 
julzinents on one and the same question, and a Court with jurisdiction over 
‘hem will obviate this difficulty. But, says the paper, it is, to some extent, 
proper that the High Courts should pronounce independent judgments, 
although it is a matter for regret that in one and the same High Court, the 
lecision of one bench is not followed by another, as is evidenced in several 
cists under the Estates Land Act.

Subrahmania 
Avvar in recommending the establishment of a Court of Reference with two 
or three Judges whose business it should be to decide cases to be referred to 
tim, in which one High Court holds a different view from that of another 
lligh Court on the same facts.

As the resolution 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Ramarayaningar has been accepted by the Government 
of India, the committee that is to be appointed according to its terms will 
be for suggesting improvements in the administration of Indian jails. ‘The 
offenders are convicted and sent to jails being given a chance of improving 
their character and not solely for being subjected to hardships which should 
be the lot of only those who could not be improved by jail discipline. So it 
is desirable that prisoners should be grouped according to their character 
and that work most suitable to each group should be allotted to it. ‘This 
will lessen the hardships of well-conducted prisoners and put a stop to the 
injustice now prevailing within the jail walls. We therefore think that the

The ryots, on 
the other hand, have to pay more than half of their income as land tax, 4 
man earning Rs. 20 in Government service does not pay any tax; while 4 
ryot getting a monthly income of Rs. 5 from his land has to pay near); 
Rs. 2-8-0 as land tax. About 90 per cent. of the agriculturists pay not less 
than Rs. 30 as land tax to Government; but only 926 persons out oj 
3,859,000 persons in the public service are paying income tax. How long is 
this to continue and how can the agriculturists improve, if they are ground 
down by taxation like this? In England, no tax is levied upon one-fourth 
of the agricultural lands, for the annual income of the owners of these lands 
does not exceed £700. But in India which 1s also under the rule of the 
British, there are no agriculturists, who do not pay any tax. The Govern. 
ment will do well to note this difference. It should also remember that our 
ancient kings collected only one-sixth of the produce as land tax.

affording every possible facility to the agricul-

ment have issued these rules with a view to 
enable the poor people to own some property. But it is questionable whether 
the lower classes such as Holeyars will be able to take advantage of them. 
These people generally have, from time immemorial, been something like 
hereditary slaves. They are permanently attached to some estate or other, 
where they will have their own huts with a small garden attached thereto. 
And they will earn enough to maintain themselves and their families by 
working on their landlord’s property. If such a Holeyar, now makes a 
dirkhast application, he will probably be ousted by his landlord from his 
tenement without any compensation being paid for any improvement he may 
have effected. And if he does not erect a house within a year on the land 
newly granted to him, that land will lapse to Government. It is not enough, 
thercfore, that some land is assigned to him. He should also be provided 
with bamboos, etc., free of cost for erecting a shed. On the coast line where 
the available space is limited, half acre may be fixed as the maximum. But 
in the interior each person should be allowed two acres at least ; otherwise 
it will not be possible for him to eke out his livelihood by cultivating his 
own property. The period of ten years during which the patta-holder is 
precluded from alienating his land should be raised to twenty years so that 
the chances of benami transactions may be minimised. In disposing of 
adurkhast application, the Revenue authorities should hear all the parties 
concerned and explain the new rules clearly. And wherever the ‘Tahsildars 
ful this work heavy they should be given an assistant. 


28. A correspondent to the Vrittanta Patrike, of the 5th March, in giving 
a description of the journey to the Nilgiris, 
makes the following observations with regard

34. The Bharatamia, of the 25th February, has the following in its 
English columns on the subject of the Medical 
Registration Bill :— 


‘Tt should not be supposed that we are in the least against the advertised 
aim: of the different Bills. We are quite in sympathy with them, and we 
wree with the supporters of the Bill that every possible step should be taken 
‘to protect the public from quacks’. We know extremely well that the 
viacks are a danger to the happiness of the people, and should be eliminated 
in every possible way. But these advantages are not likely to result from 
li proposed Bills. We are quite certain that they will, in no way, discourage 
‘le quacks. Even the Madras Act is not at all so stringent as the English 
one, and there is still in England a very large number of quacks. Similar is 
the experience of the continental nations and also of America. While the 
hill is not likely to prove useful in that direction, it is sure to do much harm 
to those very institutions and persons whom a more far-sighted Government 
would have sought to encourage. ‘The many eminent native physicians, to 
whom a vast majority of the people go for aid in distress, are certainly 
worthy of the assistance of the Government of India. Far from encouraging 
then, the Government are now engaged in a task which aims at their ruin. 
Under the Act, even the most eminent among them has not the right to grant 
even a certificate of sickness, and he is once for all debarred from enjoying 
the patronage of the Government. 


‘ The Bill is, so far as we can foresee, very likely to be a failure, at least 
concerning its useful functions. It seeks to encourage, it should be noted, 
a viry handful of persons whose assistance is not sought for even once a year 
by more than, at the most, 15 per cent. of the people. ‘Their number 1s so 
snulland their locality of practice so situated that they are inaccessible to 
avery large majority of the people of this country. The Government may 
uot recognise the certificate of a hakim or a vaidya, but the poor villager 
will tind it impossible to abandon him. The Bill may record the names of 
th individuals who pass out of the Government Medical Colleges or are 
imported from England, but of what use is that to the poor villager whose 
liistortune—or perhaps good fortune—it is to see the face of no such adver- 
need individual ? Moreover, the villager or even the townsman is not likely 
to give up his trusted physician, because he does not find his name in the 
reister, The vaidya has been of great use to him in the past, and the ban 
Which the Government intend to place upon him is quite unintelligible to the 
weustomed patient. ‘I'hen comes the question of increasing the stringency 
ot the Act. Weare sure that such a cry will be raised very soon after its 
hissing. The registered doctors will say that the Bill is too harmless to be 
‘tuny use to them, and the Government, once wedded to the policy of 
‘ueouraging them, will very likely undertake the next piece of legislation. 
i that is not done, the Act will remain a dead letter except where it aims at 
‘Iscouraging the native physician by refusing to recognise his merits. 
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Whether his position will be seriously weakened is rather doubtful, espe- 
cially since the people in general have no alternative but to resort to Nie 
unadvertixed assistance. These statements may seem slightly contradictory, 
but a little reflection will show that they are not so in substance. ‘Ihe 
whole situation is best summed up in the following statement of the Hon’ble 
Dr. Nilratan Sircar: ‘ The privileges conferred by the proposed registration 
are absolutely nil ; that is a registered practitioner will not get anything 
that he does not possess now, though, of course, an unregistered practitioner 
would lose ruch.’ 

‘‘The present decision of the Government would have been reasonable 
only if ass had pursued a policy different from their present one in two 
respects. “irstly, they should have created a large number of men qualified 
in western medical science. If each town had its qualified doctor, the 
Government could, with reason, ask the people to resort to him in times of 
need, The sufferings which their present Act will impose on the people by 
the absence of such qualified men are obvious. If a village Government 
servant applies for sick leave, or if a witness, litigant of juryman, is too sick 
to attend the Court, he cannot hope to be excused without a certificate from 
a registered practitioner who may not be found within 20 miles of his 
residence. ‘This unnecessary hardship may not figure in the estimation of 
the supporters of the Act, who are blissfully ignorant of the difficulties or the 
sufferings of the villager, but to the latter 1t 1s of the utmost consequence. 
Another step which the Government should have taken before introducing 
their Bill is the encouragement of the indigenous systems of medical science. 
At present they do not spend a pie on that task. ‘The Madras Government 
told one of the Members of the Legislative Council some months ago that 
if the people would take steps to encourage those systems, the Government 
would think of sssisting them. Such a proposition is hardly fair to the two 
ancient sciences whose votaries are now relieving the misery of millions of 
the people. The provision of medical aid to the people should be the verv 
first duty of the Government in any country, but in India they have sadly 
neglected it. ‘They are not, even after a century and a half of British rule, 
accelerating the production of medical men trained in western science and 
are now engaged in the unholy task of discouraging the growth of the 
indigenous systems. 

‘There remains only one aspect of the Bills to which we wish to refer. 
The Medical Council which they create will be official, and the Hon’ble Dr. 
T’. M. Nair had avery trying time of it when the Hon’ble Mr. Srinivasa 
Shastri moved his amendment to increase the non-official element. ‘Though 
not now, the number of independent medical practitioners is sure to exceed 
the Government servants in the near future and, following the example of 
Kygland, the Government would have done better to make the council more 
representative. The presideut 1s an official, as is also the majority of the 
members. ‘lhe plea for such a constitution is that it is beneficial to keep it 
official. That argument, though it came from the lips of one of the non- 
oflicial members, is hardly convincing. Dr. 'T. M. Nair was also pleased to 
criticise the Llon’ble Dr. Nilratan Sircar, who is fighting hard to strengthen 
the non-oflicial element in the proposed Bengal Medical Council. Consider- 
ing the nature of the powers which are bestowed on it, Dr. Sirkar’s 
contentions appear to us to be quite reasonable. The Council seeks to 
control the actions of the non-official practitioners, and even if it be merely 
for the sake of self-respect they should have fought for adequate representa- 
tion in its constitution. The official cry of infallibility is inexcusable even 
in an official and it loses all its dignity and sincerity when it is repeated by 
a non-official.” |

decision at a time when the people are striving to turn the surplus funds of 
temples into useful channels. The public, says the paper, are grateful to 
the Hon’ble Mr. ‘T. V. Seshagiri Ayyar for the introduction of such a Bill. 
There may be many protesting against the Bill, but their views are perverse 
and are in consonance, neither with ancient civilization, nor with modern 
public opinion. Temple funds could not be used for better purposes than 
education. The paper, in conclusion, appreciates the action of the Mahant of 
Tirupati in maintaining the two schools in question, and remarks that any 
—— step will be deemed to be a catastrophe both to the country and 
to humanity. 


IV.—NAtTIVE STATES. 


37. In reviewing the Mysore administration report for 1412-13, the

The 
Government will therefore do well to pay more attention to the restoration of 
tanks that exist in all the villages and thus increase the facilities for irriga- 
tion. The decrease in the area under sugarcane cultivation may partly be 
due to the insufficiency of water in the canals during summer, the available 
Water having been utilized for the generation of electricity. The number of

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38. Referring to the Diwan of Cochin a leader in the Lokaprakasam, of 
the 2nd March, writes in English as follows :— 
‘¢ After a stormy, eventful and noisy adminis- 
tration extending close toa period of about seven lyears Mr. Albion Rajkumar 
Banerji, M.A., C.LB., 1.C.8., relinquished to-day the Diwanship of :this Native 
State and entered on nine months’ combined privilege leave and furlough on 
medical certificate from the British service. By his capacity for work and 
devotion to duty throughout, he has amp'y exhibited the best interests of the 
Darbar he had so zealously at heart, though opinion might strongly differ as to 
how far the young Civilian has proved beyond cavil, when taking into con- 
sideration his 5 por sr for the millions consigned to his care. We do not at 
present deem it advisable to cover again ground which we have 80 very freely 
traversed in reviewing the reports of his administration and in criticising at 
length the proposed ‘Tenancy Legislation which has been hanging fire since 
1908. It is a matter of common knowledge as much to the Madras Govern- 
ment as to the Cochin Darbar and the public at large, and the articles of 
‘ Bheemasena’ continuously extracted elsewhere will| go to show how far the 
people are justified in assuming the present attitude. We are not prepared 
to say that he has done nothing good to Cochin or its people, but our serious 
doubt arises only when we take stock of his deeds and strike the balance. 
Mrs. Banerji has been of immense help to Mr. Banerji in his arduous task of 
administration, and her efforts in the direction of creating a free social 
atmosphere by drawing her Malayali sisters from retirement have met with 
grand success. Surely they will be remembered in Cochin for long to come. 

‘Mr. James William Bhore, I.C.S., who was till recently Sub-Collector 
at Chicacole, has assumed charge to-day of the administration, and we may 
hope to witness a new era of activity, reform and progress. A comparatively 
young Indian gentleman of the Mahratta country, Mr. Bhore entered the 
British service on the 22nd of October 1902, and joined duty as Assistant 
Collector and Magistrate on the 30th of December following. He acted in 
1910 as Under Secretary to the Government of Madras in the Revenue 
Department, after being Assistant Secretary for a short period, when Sir 
William Meyer was Chief Secretary. At his own request he has subsequently 
been employed in district work in the Northern Circars. A very keen 
sportsman, he earned the gratitude of the people there at the time of the 
Ristne floods, and showed his judicial independence in questioning the 
security proceedings against Appanna Patnaik of Parlikimedi Maliahs during 
the troublous days of Swedeshtsm, boycott and deportation. From the 
little knowledge we have of him we are glad to observe that the responsible 
authorities have bestowed their best attention on his selection as pointed out 
in these columns on the 22nd of December last, and that this is likely to 
prove suitable and good. 

“In Mrs. Bhore, too, our ladies will find a very sympathetic and genial 
personality of high social ideals. Her meritorious service as Lady Doctor 
when she was attached to the Zenana Mission is remembered with feelings 
of affection by all who come in contact with her. Surely, she is bound to be 
a superior and rare acquisition to our ladies here. From all accounts, it is 
therefore pleasing to observe that both Mr. and Mrs. Bhore join us with 4 
creditable and enviable record carrying with them the esteem and love of 
the people amidst whom they lived all along. 

‘We are not, on principle, for encouraging the policy of a Feudatory 
State to be dependent on the British Government, even for its chief adminis- 
trative officers, and we know that of late this is the fourth Diwan in succes- 
sion imported from a foreign service to guide the destinies of the Cochinites. 
We also admit that the system will not stimulate the State officials to exert 
or aspire for the highest post available in the land. But Cochin, as every 
one would readily admit, 1s a place peculiarly circumstanced, and a careful 
view of the present state of affairs as well as the official ranks, bereft, of 
course, of the over-patriotic and glimmering glasses, will more than justify 
the action of His aoe in bringing a Mahratta Civilian to succeed

We learn that the Indians in Portuguese Africa are subjected to as many 
hardships as those in South Africa. The Government of India should 
immediately interfere and take steps to prevent the Indians in Portuguese 
Africa being treated like this. Though the British Government is unable to 
have any control over the actions of colonies subject to its rule, it can boldly 
interfere in the case of a foreign Government.

50. In commenting on the death of Lord Mino, the Sasilekha, of the 3rd 
March, makes the following remarks :—Lord 
ian Mra. Curzon ruled India for seven years and pained 
the minds of its people. He called them liars and incapable men, and stated 
that they could not expect more privileges under the British rule than what 
they had then been enjoying. He created the difference between Imperial 
aud Provincial Services, and did not admit even the ablest Indians into the 
former. He asserted that even those Indians who had put in long and meri- 
torious service must work under the elbow of young European officers. He 
raised the school fees and placed English education out of the reach of the 
Indians. ‘Then came Lord Minto, in the early part of whose Viceroyalty in 
lndia, the evil results of Lord Curzon’s policy had asserted themselves in the 
shape of extremism and the consequent outrageous actions. Lord Morley and 
Lord Minto had, on the one hand, to enact repressive measures, and, on the 
other hand, to give the Indians greater opportunities of associating themselves 
with the administration of the country. Had it not been for Lord Minto, the 
retorms of Lord Morley could not have been possible. They helped each 
other in establishing the prestige of the British rule and restoring peace in 
India. They carried out the pledges of Queen Victoria and King Edward. 

Lord Minto’s name will ever be remembered by the Indians. 


Writing on the same subject, the Andhrapatrika, of the 4th March, 
remarks as follows:—Lord Curzon violated public opinion and caused dis- 
satistaction to the Indians. He divided Bengal and caused much commo- 
tion. He removed the Universities from the people’s control and placed them 
under that of Government. He placed obstacles in the way of self-govern- 
ment and strengthened the bureaucracy. Dissatisfaction was visible every- 
where in the country. As time went on, it developed and secret societies 
Sprung up. Under such circumstances Lord Minto took up the reins of

Government, and had to put down the unrest and maintain the prestige of. 


Government. Though kind by nature, ho had to pass certain repressive 
laws, but at the same time he adopted certain reforms enlarging the Legis- 
lative Councils in India. There may be defects in them, but one thing 1s 
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certain, and that is that he endeavoured to associate the people with the 
administration of the country. By his death, India loses a great benefactor 
who has sown the seeds of self-government in India.

the new changes, and we are constrained to say that the South India: 
Railway management have acted in a hasty manner and without a proper 
regard for the opinions, feelings or requirements of the bulk of their 
missengers—indeed without giving any notice of the impending changes. 
(he real crux of the situation is that by the new arrangements the through: 
main route is altered from the old long-established Madras to Tuticorin 
line to the Madras to Dhanushkodi line, and this has relegated two of the 
important districts traversed by the railway to the position of being served 
by a branch line, the Madura-Tuticorin branch. Through passengers not 
occupying through carriages, if any—and third-class passengers have little 
facilities even in this way on the South Indian Railway—have to ‘ change’ 
at Madura for stations due south, while passengers to Dhanushkodi are to 
travel through. This is an innovation by no means justified by the present 
or prospective traffic on the Dhanushkodi section, a8 compared with the 
heavy traffic which has always existed on the Madura-Tuticorin section. 
The special favoured treatment in respect of the former is thus apparently

One reason why such a state of things, in which the interests 
of the companies and of favoured classes obtain precedence over those 
of the mass of the people, consists in the fact that the control and supcr- 
vision of traffic and working is concentrated in the hands of European 
ofticers brought out from England or trained locally and the sons of the soil 
have neither part or lot in the higher functions or offices of railway manage- 
ment. ‘That railway men trained in Britain in British methods are by 
means the best class of people to deal with modern railway problems, |: 
proved by the latest action of the Great Eastern Railway in London 1: 
importing an American as General Manuger to carry out new schemes and 
reforms.”

The Government order, which is 
piblished elsewhere, says that the views of the majority of the third com- 
mittee were that another suitable site should be chosen, preference given to 
the tollowing sites in the order mentioned :—Ordnance Lines maidans, the 
unitentiary and the Spur Tank. And as, for various reasons, set out in the 
Government order the first two sites could not be had, Government say they 
have decided on the Spur Tank site. There is absolutely no warrant for the 
iiterpretation, which has been placed on the report of the committee 
The question of site is the principal issue, and any fair-minded person who 
reils the related papers can, in our opinion, come to only one conclusion, 
that is in favour of the present site. The non-official opinion is in its favour 
cutirely and weighty medical opinion is against the removal of the hospital. 
Surycon-General Lukis, Surgeon-General Benson, Lieut.-Colonels Robertson, 
Thompson and Giffard are authorities which even Government cannot ignore, 
iui they have all expressed themselves emphatically against the removal. 
In one place, Government say that they could not disguise from themselves 
th lability of expert opinion to undergo change. This is an argument

Ih ‘he Government order, the Government, while recognising the un-official 
“yPosition, state that the medical officers consulted are unanimous in their 
Viiww of removing the two institutions to the Spur Tank. This is not a 
Conplete statement. It is the present-day officers of the General Hospital, 
“onsulted by the Government, that are for the removal. On the other hand, 
4. !iwan Bahadur Karunakara Menon has pointed out, the opinions of older 
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officers are entitled to as much weight. Experienced officers, like Surge... 
(General Lukis, Surgeon-General Benson, Lieut.-Colonels Thompson, Rober’. 
son and Giffard have expressed themselves against shifting the ty, 
institutions. . . . . It passes our comprehension why opinions ik. 
these should have been set aside. In considering the proposals of other site, 
the Government plead military considerations, which at best, is a very lam. 
excuse. . . . . It is much to be regretted that the Government shou! 
have decided to embark, in deference to the opinion of some faddists and i), 
opposition to strong professional and public opinions, on a scheme involving 
a heavy expenditure, while more urgent needs in a number of directions ar. 
being starved. ‘I'he question, whether we can afford to spend so huge a sum 
—the £30 lakhs would in course of time double itself—does not seem t. 
have received a sufficient consideration. . . . . We cannot congratn- 
late the Government on their decision and the non-official members of th: 
committee might have been saved all the bother and trouble of an inquiry, ij 
this is the weight to be given to their unanimous verdict, supported as it is 
hy a strong professional opinion.” 


The Indian Patriot, of the 11th March, remarks:—‘‘ The Government 
have decided to adopt the Spur Tank site for the construction of the new 
General Hospital ; the Collector of Madras has been requested to submit to 
Government, at a very carly date, a draft notification for the acquisition of the 
site ; the Surgeon-General has also been requested to subinit for the considera- 
tion of Government preliminary proposals, accompanied with rough plans 
and estimates, for the construction of a General Hospital and Medical College 
on the Spur Tank. This is the final result of an agitation that began over 
four years ago. . . . . In 1909 Government appointed a committee ; 
and that committee pronounced the expert opinion that ‘the present hospital 
buildings should be abandoned and that a new hospital should be erected on 
the Spur Tank.’ But the Government would not attach any value to this 
expert opinion. It appointed a second committee, and that committee 
expressed themselves against the scheme for the construction of a new 
hospital and college on the Spur Tank site. . . . . The Government 
was not quite satisfied, and, therefore, appointed the third committee, on 
whose report the order is now passed. 

‘“We congratulate the Government on not having to appoint a fourth 
committee ; but it is a very narrow escape, indeed, for the report of the 
General Hospital Committee is a wonderful document, bearing the signature 
of twelve members, of whom eleven have written minutes of dissent. We do 
not know on what grounds Government proceeded to frame the order of 
removal of the hospital to the Spur Tank. It must surely not have been 
based on the conclusions of the committee, for they point to quite another 
decision. . . . . It is evident from the Government order that Govern- 
ment relied on the opinion of medical officers—that is to say, of the Surgeon- 
Gencral and Major Webster. On the other hand, we have an expert of the 
standing and reputation of Lieut.-Colonel Giffard, voting against the resolu- 
tion that ‘the present site is open to such strong sanitary objection as to 
render the removal of the hospital to another site highly desirable.’ ‘This 
can only mean that he was in favour of the retention of the present site. We 
have thus the opinion of only two medical officers to warrant the decision of 
the Government—three, if we add Dr. Nair, who, of course, is no officer. 
Mr. Butterworth’s opinion has the value only of any other layman’s views,

They should give instructions to the ryots in 
jereulture and cattle-breeding and help them as in Europe and America. The 
,tuorities are enacting any number of measures to impose taxes, collect 
‘ein, and punish the defaulters. But no efforts have been made by them 
i instruct the ryot as to how best to raise crops or breed cattle. We regret 
ti.it the Ongole cattle are deteriorating and request the authorities to wake 
up iviore the good varieties of cattle become altogether extinct. They 
sjvild provide them with ample ground to move and graze in freely, and 
prevent’ to some extent their being purchased by foreigners. In ancient 
dys, each family was maintaining some cows and buffaloes, but this has 
discontinued ever since the Forest department came into existence. There is 
yn rovin for the cattle to flourish in the Kistna and the Gidavari districts, but 
th Government should assign large forest tracts for tne Nellore and the 
(ded Districts to enable the cattle therein to improve and flourish. ‘lhey 
should not try to derive a large income from forest. In our presidency, the 
price of milk, ghee and curd has risen high. Children are dying in great 
numbers for want of good milk, and adults are growing weaker and weaker 
tur coud curd and ghee are not available. 


30. The Andhraprakasika, of the 7th March, says that the Government 
promised to introduce necessary reforms both 
in the Provincial and in the Indian Civil 
Services on receipt of recommendations of the Public Services Commission 
revurding the Indian Civil Service. It is at a loss to understand how they 
could pass orders concerning the Provincial Civil Service on the basis of 
recommendations relating to the Indian Civil Service. 


Sl. Referring to the appointment of the 8th Prince of Cochin in 
succession to Mr. M. Krishnan as Malayalam 
Translator to Government, a sub-leader in the

icrerring to the same subject a correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of 
the ‘th March, states as follows:—It will be admitted by all thinking men 
thit it is derogatory to members of ruling families of Native States to accept 
petty irresponsible posts under foreign Governments. . . . .I hear 
that this T’ampuran has been trying for this appointment for the last five or 
six years. Although the Tampuran may be congratulated upon the success- 
ful t-rmination of his attempts, yet I cannot but pity him for having brought 
disgrace upon the ruling family of Cochin. ‘The ‘ Patrika” also is seen to 
have stated that this gentleman is in every respect qualified for this appoint- 
met. But it is not known why his qualifications were hidden under a 
bislel for such a long time. Beyond the fact that he was once an University 
Examiner in Malayalam, some four or five years ago, nothing has been 
Known of his scholarship.

IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


32. Referring to the Travancore Diwan a leader in the Bhagyodayam, of 
the 6th March, writes in English as follows :— 
‘One of our contemporaries has thought it 
necessary to enter in its leading articles its most emphatic protest against

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what it conceives to be the vagaries and weaknesses of the Diwan but when 
it proceeds to proclaim *‘in the name of the people of Travancore” that this 
shall be no more, in tones that savour rather too much of the grandiloquent, 
we find it difficult to suppress an involuntary smile at its assumption of self- 
importance and superiority. Nevertheless, we would have been only tov 
glad to concur with the opinions and sentiments expressed therein, if only 
we could have been convinced that these conclusions have been arrived at 
after due deliberation of facts and figures. But, ona careful re-perusal of 
these articles, we are uot able to fiad anything to justify or even to tolerate 
the inferences presented to us, ‘T'o assert that a man’s influence in public life 
or politics 1s harmful and contaminating is easy enough, however high flown 
or exaggerated may be the terms in which the idea is conveyed. Such a 
remark has to be justified before it can gain credence, and proof of it is possible 
only by citing specific instances. All we meet with is a series of accusations 
of a dangerously broad and vague character, from which it is difficult to draw 
any inferences at all. Again, before attributing motives to conduct or actions 
of a particular kind, we have to remember that a person in the Diwan’s position 
is girt round with difficulties which even talents and capacities of a high order 
can but partially overcome. The attitude of the public and of responsible 
organs of public opinion on such occasions ought to be guided by less personal 
considerations. tt behoves them to take a judicious and reasonable view of 
things and to render all hearty and cordial assistance to the officer who is trying 
to carry out measures of far-sighted policy and undoubted benefit to the com- 
munity at large, rather than, pass harsh and pungent criticism oz all that he 
says and does. ‘lhe remark that demoralisation of public service begins with 
the present Diwan is shockingly atrocious. We fail to perceive the relevancy 
of criticism of this kind, when discussing matters of political import. We 
cannot understand why one should ever descend, in passing opinions over 
similar matters, from the serene atmosphere of fair comment and constructive 
criticism, to the chilling and uninviting topic of personalities and motives. 
Our plea, therefore, is one for tolerant and fair-minded criticism—criticism of 
the sort that seeks to improve, while it inflicts its salutary dashes, not of 
the sort which ineffectually vapours forth in vehement accusations and 
econdemnatory declarations. Co-operation, friendly criticism and amicable 
feelings between the rulers and the ruled lighten the load of all statesmen, 
and it is to be hoped that if we show a sufficiently tolerant and accommodat- 
ing spirit, affairs will soon take a turn for the better, which will ultimately 
end iu the accomplishment of the one desire of all civilized Governments— 
the greatest good of the greatest number. 


33. Referring to the letter of Mr. H. Baker, Consul, United States, 
Ssdacshed. America, in which he speaks of the richness 
and magnificence of His Highness the Nizam’s 
Dominions, the Saszlekha, of the 6th March, remarks as follows:—We regret 
to state that in such a rich country as Hyderabad, the people do not enjoy 
many of the privileges that are enjoyed by those of British India. There 
are no good roads. Schools and hospitals are rarely to be met with. Plague 
has carried away many of its inhabitants of late. The post and telegraph 
conveniences have not been extended to the various parts of the country. It 
is strange that in such a wealthy country, the people are uncivilised and 
uneducated. We request that His Highness will have an English Civilian 
officer for his minister, appoint able Indians as heads of the several depart- 
ments, administer the country properly, and promote the well-being of his 
subjects.

As the Bill could not be 
passed without omitting the ITI Chapter in tolo and making certain alterations 
in its other parts, we invite the attention of the new Diwan and Madras 
Government to this matter. 


3h, The Sahifa, of the 11th March, comments on the order of His 
Excellency the Viceroy directing the grant 
Uniers of His Excellency _ of over thirty lacs and a similar fixed annual 
ar asi — beret ages sum to the State of Mysore from the surplus 
es revenues of Bangalore, and says that taking 
esa aa into consideration the fact that the con- 
ciliatory policy of His Excellency the Viceroy has generally been approved, 
the objection raised by certain Anglo-Indian papers in the matter of the 
rrant of this amount to Mysore appears hardly reasonable. 

The paper adds that the position of the Cantonment of Bangalore is 
similar to that of Secunderabad, Aurangabad and the Residency oi Hyderabad 
which were made over to the British Government for military purposes and 
thut the surplus revenues of these places were given to the Government of 
the Nizam and a portion also of the pay of the Medical department of Hydera- 
bad was being paid therefrom. ‘The payment of this surplus to His Highness 
the Nizam has, says the paper, of late been stopped. ‘The Government of 
the Nizam pays Rs. 12,000 annually to the Secunderabad civil hospital, a 
portion also of the pay of the Residency Police, and the Residencies at 
‘ccunderabad and Bolaram are maintained at its expense. Moreover the 
State incurs expenses towards supplying water to the inhabitants of Secun- 
derabad. It would be but just, therefore, if similar orders are passed as 
regards the Cantonments in Hyderabad. Hyderabad is a very ancient State, 
and it has effectually assisted the British Government in establishing its 
supremacy in India, and it has always continued a staunch and historic ally 
ot the British Government. Hyderabad is also rich in traditions to the like 
ot which the State of Mysore can never lay any claim. These few lacs 
irom the enormous Imperial Exchequer are of little or no consequence to 
the Imperial Government but are of immense importance to the Native 
Stutes. It hopes that His Excellency before leaving India will be pleased 
'o pass similar orders as regards the surplus revenues of other cantonments, 
and thus place them under a debt of gratitude. 


VI.—MIScELLANEOUS. 


31. The Swadesamitran, of the 5th March, writes :—We understand that

. against the appointment of Indians in the 
service of the State, on the ground that the aboriginal tribes of the place find 
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it impossible to get employment, owing to the influx of Indians in both tho 
commercial concerns and Government service. If this agitation proves 
successful, the Indians can go to the Malay States only to work as labourers 
and cannot hope to have any other employment there. But, fortunately, for 
us, the Malay States do not form an independent colony like South Africa 
and so there will be nothing wrong in the Government of India and the 
Secretary of State interfering in time to prevent any such mischief as is 
contemplated. We hope this will be done as early as possible. 


$8. The Swadesamitran, of the 6th March, observes :—We learn that the 
Commission, appointed to inquire and report 
upon the desirability of allowing the immigra- 
tion of Asiatics into Canada, has recommended the prohibition of such 
immigration, on the ground that the people of Canada cannot mix with the 
Asiatics. This recommendation will affect the Indians very much. When 
the people of every country have the privilege of settling in India perma- 
nently, the hardships suffered by our countrymen in the British Colonies are 
gradually increasing. 

39. After instituting a comparison between the number of Universities 
mo in Great Britain and Ireland and that in India 
A ecparate University forthe 4 correspondent to the Kis(napatrika, of the 
Andhras. 28th February, remarks that it is necessary 
that new Universities should be founded in the Madras Presidency. He says 
that the Hon’ble Mr. Sivaswami Ayyar has expressed the opinion that each 
linguistic division of the country should have a University of its own. The 
vernacular of a country and the knowledge of its people are closely related 
to each other, and the insignificant place given to the vernaculars by the 
Madras University in the University curricula, is very much regretted by the 
people, who are now endeavouring to revive their study in schools and 
colleges. ‘The correspondent is of opinion that the present backward condi- 
tion of the country will to some extent be bettered if education be imparted 
in the vernaculars even up to the B.A. classes, by the establishment of a 
separate University for each territory where a separate language is spoken. 

AQ. The Sasilekha, of the 6th March, writes as — :—- Kuropeans were 

loving Indians formerly when they were 

a not educated in English. But now that the 
Indians pass examinations and rise in eminence, the Europeans are growing 
more and more jealous. We regret to learn that in England, the authorities 
of the various colleges do not admit Indians into them. It appears that in 
Lahore and Agra the English Professors of the Medical Colleges do not teach 
Indian students with all their heart. In India professorships in Medical 
Colleges are conferred on Europeans only, and not on Indians, however able 
they may be. ‘These European gentlemen do not teach the Indians properly 
out of jealousy, and when Indians, sell away their property, and with the 
help of the proceeds manage to go to England, they do not get admission 
into the schools there. ‘The Indians are, therefore, obliged to take up small 


appointments, work under the elbow of the Europeans, and earn their 
livelihood. 


41. Referring to the letter of Mr. Macleod published in the Capi/al 
protesting against the removal of the metro- 
polis to Delhi, the Sastlekha, of the 6th March, 
say's that the English are a tenacious people, and so will always be cursing 
Lord Hardinge for his having removed the capital to Delhi. 


42. The Swadesamitran, of the 3rd March, sincerely deplores the demise 
Tho late Lord Mint of Lord Minto, the late Viceroy of India, and

wth many of the repressive laws introduced by him in order to curb the 
(aviical spirit in the country caused great dissatisfaction among the 
7 Sans. it should be admitted that 1f the Governor-General at the time had 
-. 4 man of the stamp of Lord Curzon, he would have become excited and 
+ tie whole country ablaze by adopting harsh and repressive measures. 
<n Englishmen condemned Lord Minto as being a weak Viceroy, who had 
ot tue courage to cross the views of Lord Morley. But who can say what 
wild have been the fate of India, if Lord Minto had acted upon the advice 
ot these Englishmen ? 

(‘ming to the details of the regemé of Lord Minto, one of the important 
measures adopted by him was the enhancement of the powers of Native 
(yids and the curtailment of the interference of the British Government in 
‘} internal administration of these Native States. He alsv sought for and 
voured the hearty co-operation of the Native Princes in suppressing anarchism 
, British India. It cannot be said that Lord Minto took no interest in 
;jatters of education or sanitation. All his attention had to be centred on 
rooting out anarchism from the country and he had therefore no time to 
devote to any other subject. This is why he could not even take into 
cousileration certain subjects on which he had strong opinions. For 
exuuple, he thought that protective duties were necessary for improving the 
industries of India and that it was necessary to confer some of the higher 
appolitments in the army on Indians. But he could not give effect to these 
opinions. Though Lord Minto had not the bright intelligence or edu- 
cational qualifications of Lord Curzon, it cannot be denied that he had the 
necessary statesmanship and tact to control the administration of a big country 
like India in such @ manner as to win the adiniration and love of the people. 


The Dravidabhimani, of the 6th March, also comments in the same strain 
oi this subject and adds:—The only feature of his regimé which caused 
ne dissatisfaction to the Indians was that he introduced a number of 
repressive laws in order to root out anarchism and sedition from the country. 
Even this feeling could have been removed, had Lord Minto abolished or 
modified these laws when he left India. The credit of having annulled the 
partition of Bengal, which now rests with Lord Hardinge, could also have 
been taken by Lord Minto; but he had not the courage to undo the mischief 
done by his predecessor. 


The Lokopakari, of the 9th March, and the Zamilian, of the 11th March, 
wlso express their regret at the demise of Lord Minto, and comment upon his 
requié I the same strain as the Swadesamitran of the 3rd March. 


43. In a leader on the death of Lord Minto, the Ravt, ot oe a 
says that when he came to India he hoped to 
: nana ala es the people enjoying the benefits of Lord 
Curzon’s administration of the country, and to carry on the Government 
peacetully. But soon after he landed, the people began to show signs of 
unrest, and great commotion prevailed in Bengal and in many other parts of 
india. The paper then makes remarks similar to those contained in the 
latter part of the article in the Andhrapatrika of the 4th March reported on 
in page 321 of the weekly report. 
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The Bharatamata, of the 4th March, has the following in its Englis: 

Lord Minto. columns :—“‘ It is with deep regret and sorrow 
that we have to announce the demise of Hj; 
Excellency Lord Minto, ex-Viceroy of India. His Lordship was ailing jo; 
some time past and his death was keenly watched by his friends and admirer; 
but his sudden demise plunged the whole circle into a gloomy sea of sorrow: 
His Lordship was called on to fill the high and exhalted office of the Vice. 
royalty of India, when the whole country was seething with discontent a; 
the result of the Viceroyalty of Lord Curzon and to which office his abilities 
were well tested by the various offices he held before coming to this office. 
He was trained in a conservative school of politics and had to serve under 
a Liberal Party. He bent his views sufficiently well to the necessity of the 
times but not to the degree required. His repressive acts, deportations and 
the like may point him to be an unsympathetic ruler but his ardent trials 
and acts to promote the welfare and the interests of the people placed under 
his rule clearly point out that he is a great statesman and that his acts were 
always tempered with mercy. The British Empire has lost a great statesman 
and India would never fail to remember one of their Viceroys who tried in 
spite of the conservative training that he had received, to promote the welfare 
of the people. May the Almighty grant peace to the departed soul, and we 
offer our sincere condolence to the bereaved family.” 


44. The Mysore Siar, of the 9th March, after expressing profound 
The death of Lord Minto. sorrow at the death of Lord Minto, observes :— 
He came out to India at a very critical period. 
The whole country was in a state of fermentation, owing to the partition of 
Bengal and such other unpopular measures of Lord Curzon. And it was his 
firm grasp of the situation that saved India then. The exigencies of the 
time, no doubt, drove him to pass some repressive measures in order to put 
down anarchism. But at the same time it should not be forgotten that it 
was he in conjunction with Lord Morley that, by enlarging the councils. 
enabled the people to associate themselves more largely with the administra- 
tion of the country. His name will, therefore, stand most prominent in the 
long list of Viceroys who have rendered lasting good to India.

Pentland, the Governor of Madras, we incidentally drew attention to certain 
puints of similarity between Lord Pentland as a public speaker and his 
distinguished predecessor, Lord Carmichael, in the same capacity. Both 
these able and deeply sympathetic administrators are noted for the simplicity 
of their speeches. . . . . The outstanding feature, however, in Lord 
Pentland’s utterances is the depth of @terest and sincerity they reach. It is 
manifest in everything he says that His Excellency has the whole of his 
heart in his great and difficult work, that he has no other object than to 
minister to the welfare and happiness of the many millions committed to his 
care. ‘l'lis is seen not only in his public speeches, but in the manner in 
which he goes about his great and responsible task. Apparently, he docs 
not spare Iimself. Whether in Madras or on the heights of the summer 
capital, or touring in the mufassal, Lord Pentland goes in for labourious 
days, and there is reason to suspect also that his nights are frequently devoid 
of ease, as the result of the serious manner in which he interprets in practice 
the responsibilities devolving on him.” 


8. Referring to a letter from a correspondent, giving details of a caso 
in which a cooly was killed, after being 
assaulted by a planter, the Madras Standard, 
of the 18th March, observes :—‘' ‘he Indian spleen seems to be a special 
creation. It is extremely brittle and especially at the touch of a European’s 
foot, it goes to pieces. ‘This is, however, a matter for medical research, but 
judicial decisions and executive views in this country have on many occasions 
enunciated this theory. Lately, there was an instance of it. Our corre- 
spondent at Coorg, whose letter 1s published elsewhere, reports a typical 
case of much interest. Mr. J. A. Graham, Superintendent of Haleri Estate 
in Coorg, lost lis temper, as many do, and kicked his cartman—an exercise 
in which some Anglo-Indians in this country take a delight. As the result of 
this pleasant pastime, the cartman was clean bowled over and soon after he 
‘croaked.’ That was a pity. It turned out, we are told, on enquiry by 
the police and the District Magistrate, that the cartman had an eglarged 
spleen, which he had no business to have, and died accidentally from its 
rupture. Probably, it was argued that an enlarged spleen was an accident, 
the Sahib’s loss of temper another accident and the kick, an involuntary 
motion of the leg, was a third accident. Thus by a series of accidents, the 
man died—an occurrence which stands on a par with ‘the act of God.’ 
; Will the Government of India look into this matter ? Our corre- 
spondent’s remarks are likely to be regarded in higher quarters as merely 
emotional. In effect, he says, to use an oft-quoted passage :—‘ Hath not a 
Jew eyes? Hath not a Jew hands, organs, dimensions, senses, affections, 
passions ? . . . Ifyou prick us do we not bleed?’, and, perhaps, he 
would add, ‘If you kick us do we not die?’ All this might be maudlin 
sentiment, but it is hard to repress it in a case like this,”

Is it not the relaxa- 
tion of the rule that one should have passed the Matriculation examination to 
enable him to enter the collegiate classes ? It is because the Matriculation 
examination has lost its value as an entrance examination to the University 
that thousands of rupees which the University was collecting annually as fees 
for this examination have been lost by it now. ‘The students have now to 
pay the same fees for getting a school-leaving certificate as they pay for the 
Matriculation examination, and it will be a great hardship to them if they are 
asked to pay an additional fee of Rs. 5 for beginning the University course. 

Now coming to the higher examinations, the proposal of the Syndicate 1s 
to raise the fee for every examination. The fees which the students have to 
pay for the different collegiate classes are themselves heavy enough and the 
parents are feeling the pinch of it. The present proposal of the Syndicate 
will only have the effect of making it impossible for men of mediocre position 
tou give University education to their children. It is really surprising th: 
the authorities of the Madras University should complain about the reduction 
of income even when the Government of India has been making |iberal 
grants to Provincial Universities.

(e) Local and Municipal.

vested the people with adequate powers in the 
District and Taluk Boards. The authority of the Government prevails in 
them, and the people have no authority to exercise. Unless and until the 
number of the representative members in the Legislative Councils increase 
and the income and expenditure of Government are under their control, the 
Local Boards can only be quasi-independent. Unless the people themselves 
are enabled to carry on the administration of Local Boards, they cannot be 
said to have been benefited by them. As long asthe authority of the 
Government prevails, the members cannot be expected to act boldly, and as 
long as they have to wait for the orders of Government, no good cau be 
achieved at all. So, greater privileges have to be granted to these Boards 
within certain limits. Until that is done, the people cannot be said to be 
trained in local self-government. Although it is a long time since the Local 
Boards were established, the Government have still no trust in the people, 
which is very much to be regretted. Again, it is an anomaly that officials 
like Deputy Collectors and Tahsildars stand as candidates for election as 
members of these Boards. It is well known what chances of success the non- 
officials can have in the elections when officials compete with them.

Of the remaining 
twelve, seven were against the removal of the hospital to Egmore, four were 
for it, and one was neutral. ‘hus the decision of the majority was against 
the removal, and we are therefore surprised at the Government having 
decided to move the hospital to the Spur T'ank. If the Government was for 
the removal from the beginning, why did it appoint committees more than 
once? It could have quietly acted upon the report of the first committee. 
The fact that it has not cared to accept the decision of the third committee 
shows that it attaches no value to public opinion. This is indeed regrettable. 
It is a notorious fact that malaria is committing havoc in Madras and the 
water-supply of the city is getting scanty. A large amount of money is 
required for removing these defects. How can the Government, which has 
been pleading want of funds to undertake these necessary reforms, spare 
a large sum of money for building a new hospital in the Spur Tank? How 
is it that it has not struck the Government that the expenditure it proposes 


to incur on the construction of a new building for the hospital will be a waste 
of money °

Among those who have taken to drink, a godly 
number is sure to have gone to excesses ; there will also be many who hv: 
thereby reduced their families to destitution. The Government will do well 
to collect statistics on these points.

reduced the number of arrack shops. But the reduction is so very smal! 
that at this rate it will take about a hundred years to close all the shops. o 
also in the case of toddy shops, although their number has diminished, th» 
quantity consumed has visibly increased. The Government have asked the 
Deputy Commissioners to sce that the area occupied by wild-date palms does 
not decrease in extent and is maintained in good condition. It would be so 
much the better if energies were to be directed towards raising other crops 
which are beneficial to the people instcad of these trees, which are but a sourey 
of incalculable harm. Asa very large amount of money is being wasted on 
drink, to the detriment of useful works, attempts should be made to bring 
home to the minds of the people all the evil consequences of this vicious hilt. 
And side by side with it the number of shops also should be largely reduced. 

While the consumption of opium is gradually decreasing it is sad to sve 
that the use of ganja by the people is on the increase and what is worse, 
that the Government are actually encouraging its cultivation on a wider 
scale. Really speaking, it ought to be the primary duty of the Government 
to make that intoxicating drug unavailable in the market.

When the 
rulers and the ruled disagreed with one another, it is not strange if ordinary 
statesmen had gone wrong. Had Lord Minto been as able a statesman as 
Lord Hardinge, he would not have reduced India to such a miserable plight. 
He mistook the Swadeshi movement for sedition. During his regimé, certain 
innovent patriots were deported without trial. The freedom of the platform 
ad the press had been restricted. Institutions for physical culture and for 
tle service of the country had been suppressed. Many platform speakers and 
the editors of newspapers were sent to jail. There was no limit to the 
number of spies. The rulers and the ruled lost all confidence in each other. 
It looked as if the very foundations of the British Government were shaking. 
Th: Government were not patient enough to listen to the representations of 
tle: people. ‘The Bengalees prayed for the annulling of the partition of 
Bengal. But Lord Minto thought it was dangerous to respect the opinion of 
the people in this matter. Intolerance prevailed among young men, and 
outrageous acts were committed here and there. Lord Minto’s reforms in the 
Lezislative Councils were felt to have come late, and people were not satis- 
fied. It was doubted whether the country could regain peace in the time of 
Lord Minto at all. It may be said that his rule has not been a successful 
one. It happened fortunately for the Indians that Lord Hardinge, who is a 
creat statesman and who espoused the cause of the people, succeeded Lord 
Minto. He annulled the partition of Bengal, which Lord Minto held to be a 
scttled fact. He made His Majesty the King Emperor visit India, and 
proclaimed new ideals of local self-government. He considered the educa- 
tion of the people to be the first duty of the State and has begun to establish 
uew Universities. He restored peace to the country which was left in a 
chaoti¢ condition by Lord Minto. It is the liberal policy of Lord Hardinge 
thut brought about the present harmony between the rulers and the ruled. 
lle proved that it is not repression but a considerateness for public opinion 
that will add to the stability of British rule in India. ‘To adopt such a 
policy required great courage and tact. What Lord Minto was not able to 
actiieve by repressive measures, Lord Hardinge has secured by the aduption 
ota policy of peace.

Sir Edward Carson’s wild 
utterances, unlicensed and undignified, and the inaction of the authorities 
ure best calculated to give the extremist a handle to his weapon. ‘T’o gain 
p'itical ends, the extremist may say Ulster has taken to sedition and the 
liiperial Government are allowing them a free hand. He might also draw 
his own conclusions to suit his own purposes and to spread his nefarious 
pins... . .

7. In commenting on the Police Administration Report for 1912, the 
Susilekha, of the 24th March, remarks as 
follows :—It is our strong belief that efficiency 
cannot be secured in the Police Department unless Inspectors and Sub- 
Inspectors are recruited from B.A.’s and F.A.’s. The Superintendents should 
treat their educated subordinates with some respect. Educated men enter 
every other department but spurn the Police Department. ‘This department 
should be reformed so as to make it attractive to the educated classes. It has 
carned the ill-reputation that it is fit only for mischievous men, and the 
Inspector-General should now endeavour to remove that stigma. As the 
life, honour, and property of the people are as it were in the custody of the 
police, the Government should take real interest in reforming that department 
and making the people thereby happy.

8. The Janunukulan, of the 7th February *, writes:—We learn that 
Mr. Phillips, who was on special duty in this 
district some days back, recommended the 
establishment of a second District Court here, 
as the existing court was being overworked, and the question where this 
additional court is to be located is now engaging the attention of the public. 
The Vakils’ Association of Méyavaram wants it to be located at Mayavaram, 
while the people of Kumbakinam are for its being located in their town. 
We are, however, of opinion that Tranquebar will be the best place for this 
additional court. It should be remembered that there were originally two 
District Courts in the Tanjore district—one at Tanjore and the other at 
Tranquebar, and ever since the abolition of the court in the latter place, the 
people of Tranquebar have been repeatedly imploring the Government to 
re-establish the court in that place. It is a central place for the southern 
portion of this district, and there are good bungalows inside the fort which 
can be occupied by European officials. So it will be convenient to all parties 
concerned if the proposed additional court be located at Tranquebar.

‘The Government cares more forthe favour 
of these English merchants than for the benefit of the Indians. We do not 
si that railways are unnecessary. It goes without saying that railways 
creatly facilitate communication between the different places in the country 
and that they are very beneficial to trade and in times of famine. But the 
railways laid by Government do not serve this purpose. The aim of the 
(iovernment is only to improve the foreign trade of the country by connecting 
conmercial centres in it with important ports by means of railways. The 
Government thinks that by thus improving the foreign trade, it is helping 
tl» advancement of the local industries. But this is not a correct notion, 
for the raw products of the country and the articles manufactured in the few 
fuctories here are all of them sent away to foreign lands. This leads not 
only to the extinction of even the few industries which are still thriving in 

our country but also to a rise in the prices of articles.

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English people are not imaginative by nature, z.¢., they cannot place themselves 
in the position of others and judge of things. The arguments adduced },- 
Sir Harold Stuart and the Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth against this resolutic), 
reminds us only of this phase of the English character. Sir Harold Stuur 
said that there was no necessity for paying batta to karnams now, as they had 
been getting on without it for the last so many years. It is really curious 
to argue that, merely because certain officers have not been enjoying “ 
privilege for some time, they are to be denied this altogether. The state- 
ment of Sir Harold that these karnams were receiving small presents 
from village people is not quite true now. The villagers themselves are 
not now so ignorant as before and they are gradually giving up the habit 
of pleasing the village official by pecuniary presents. The comparison 
between the karnams and the police instituted by Sir Harold is not a happy 
one after all. The Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth observed that the office of 
karnam carries some dignity with it and that a karnam should not therefore 
be paid an allowance from the public revenue. We cannot understand thi 
rationale of this argument. Will the dignity attaching to the office of karnam 
be belittled by his being given a batta? It is really surprising that it did 
not strikes either Sir Harold Stuart or the Hon’ble Mr. Geticeoerth that it 
was necessary, in the interests of sound administration, that the karnams, 
who formed the basis of the Revenue Department, should keep up a respect- 
able position, enjoying the confidence and esteem of the people.

Officials and non-officials all joined 

together to appreciate the work of karnams, and pronounced their pay to 

be very low. But the utterances of the Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth, and the 

Hon’ble Sir Harold Stuart are most discouraging to the village officers. 

There is neither justice nor substance in their arguments. All the higher 

appointments are conferred on Europeans, who receive hunireds and 

thousands as their salaries. ‘They are paid batta too. Still they complain 

that they are not paid sufficiently, and the figures of the budyet are revised 

to satisfy them. But when the poor karnams ask for batta, unreasonable 

theories crop up. The Hon’ble Mr. Raman Menon said that batta need not 

be paid to the karnams, for they are all rich because one of them paid him 

a big fee ina certain case. This argument is most ridiculous. The days 

when karnams received their mamools are now gone. In these days when 

the ruin of Brahmans and karnams is earnestly desired, it 1s unreasonable to 

say that there are persons who pay the karnams any mamools. ‘The words ot 

the Hon’ble Sir Harold Stuart that he is not sorry for the rejection of the 

resolution in question will cause mental anguish to many in this country. It1s 

not right to say so with regard to the karnams whose work forms the founda- 

.tion of the administration of the country. It is not right to create discontent 

in the minds of the karnams. It is by their help that the huge British 

administration is carried on smoothly. The Government will do well to 

change their views regarding the karnams, who form the very heart of 

administration in India.

We cannot under- 
stand why they should be paid travelling allowance and batta when they 
simply do their duty. Unless thé karnams and the constables are paid these 
wllowances, they cannot be expected to discharge their duties properly. 
They will begin to curse the authorities, and so the Government should take 
steps to see that these low-paid servants of Government get a half meal at least 
every day. It cannot be deemed that the whole responsibility of adminis- 
tration is in the hands of the Europeans. It is in the hands of karnams 
and police constables too. If these latter are not paid adequately, they will 
receive bribes, and create a bad impression about the Government in the minds 
of the people. We represent that it is not proper on the part of Government 
tu spend lakhs of rupees for ap ointing and maintaining two Judges unneces- 
sarily on the High Court Bench and for the construction of a building for the 
(eneral Hospital, without providing funds for purposes of sanitation and 
clementary education.

by this vicious habit and is consequently reported to be taking steps to 
eruticate this evil. It is said that he has already issued orders to the effect 
that the custom which has been current in the army from time in.memorial 
or drinking the health of the Czar and the Czarina should be discontinued in 
future, Why should not the Mysore Government also prolubit drinking 
Within their territories? If such a step be not possible all at once, they may 
it least utilize the revenue derived from the Excise department for the 
purpose of educating the people so that they may be able to realize for 
themselves the evil effects of intemperance and to gradually put a stop to it.

35. The Kistnapatrika, of the 14th March, refers to the Ongole cattle 
show, and remarks as follows :—These shows 
instead of being a boon have proved to be a 
curse tu the country. The owners of cattle ure glad that they fetch a hich 
price, but do not realise that if they continue to sell their best cattle for 
some years more, the time will come when India cannot boast of having 
even one saleable ox or cow. Had the originator of the Ongole cattle show 
anticipated such a contingency, he would never have instituted it. It is 
to be regretted that the Hon’ble Mr. Sivaswami Ayyar, who presided at the 
cattle show this year, did not consider the question of preventing the sale 
of cattle to foreigners. What is the use of simply advising the ryots not to 
sell them? He said that the Government were contemplating to appoint an 
officer to improve the breed of cattle, but as long as rich foreigners buy 
the best cattle and take them to their countries, these steps will never 
— the desired result. The Government cannot be expected to enact a 
aw prohibiting the export of cattle from India. They hesitate to prevent — 
the export of indentured labour to South Africa. While that is so, can they 
ever prevent the export of cattle by legislation? Such a Jaw will affect its 
rclationship with the foreign countries. ‘Then how is the question anent the 
export of cattle to be disposed of ? India cannot afford to lose her cattle, 
for it is mainly an agricultural country depending upon them. We pray 
that the rulers and the ruled will pay more attention to this important 
question, and find out ways and means by which the Indian cattle may be 
protected. 


The Desabhimani, of the 14th March, reproduces the article on th® 
Ongole cattle show which appeared in the 
Andrapatrika of the 11th March, reported on 
in page 386 of the weekly report.

None of these considerations, however, have had any 
weight with the Government. The reply of the Hon’ble Sir John Atkinson.

light view of the whole case, as when he said that he who paid the piper hail 
the right to call the tune. The failure to pay a greater and more serivu- 
attention to the matter, which it so well deserved, is sure to be viewed |y 
the zamindars and the land-owning class, as well as by the public as a sign wi 
nervous apprehension on the part of the Government to part with any small 
amount of control in favour of the zamindars. Such an attitude of the 
(Jovernment towards the interests of the ‘ natural leaders’ of the country 
cannot help to increase the confidence of the latter in the professions of lov:

xr. Sivaswami Ayyar at the outset took his stand on the actual words of the 
resolution which related only to the grants made in the Budget of 1914-15, 
41] contended that the present Finance Committee became functus officio in 
-jation thereto, #.e., a8 SOON as the )raft Financial Statement ceased to be such 
and became the Revised Financial Statement and that as to the Budget for 
115-16, the Finance Committee to consider the same has not yet come into 
axistence. We do not think that such a narrow view of the functions of the 
tinance Committee is justified. In the despatch of the Government of India 
oj October, on which the present Budget Vebate Rules are more or less 
entirely based, the Finance Committee is referred to as ‘a Standing Finance 
Committee of the Council,’ with members nominated and elected ‘ once a year ’ 
and the appointment of Finance Committee in Madras in May 1913, for the 
oqsideration of the Budget of 1914-15, 1s proof that the life of the committee 
‘. hy no means limited to the seven days’ duration in January, the work 
during which period is specifically referred to in the rules. . . . The 
Hon'ble Sir Harold Stuart quoted sneeringly the old proverb ‘appetite 
comes from eating,’ but the complaint of the members was that they had 
little to eat, and why should Sir Harold grudge the food they deikan’, and 
have a right to demand by their having been brought into existence? We 
wish verv much that His Excellency, who spoke on the resolution before 
putting it to vote,—instead of dwelling on the great, complicated and 
constant work of administration and deprecating the extension of the powers 
of the Finance Committee—had dwelt on the wisdom of undertaking an 
improvement in the existing rules. Lord Pentland spoke as if he was jealous 
of the powers of the Council as against those of the committee, but the 
complaint is that neither the one nor the other has been given any useful or 
efiective power, and in urging an expansion of the powers of the Finance 
Committee, instead of those of the Council, the non-official members only 
hoped that it may find easier acceptance from the executive Government as 
more convenient to them for getting through business. The whole discussion 
has, as we said, raised an important constitutional issue, and His Excellency 
will, we trust, when it is next brought up, take x more liberal view than he 
has now chosen to do.”

Government and the Ulsterites. This is no exaggeration. Can the Ulsterit., 
threaten the Government with a civil war in order to get the laws they do 
not like cancelled? Can the Conservatives, who boast of their loyalty 
encourage them? If they do so, what is to become of the Constitutional! 
Government? Is it not seditious on the part of the Conservatives to induce 
the Military officers to disobey the orders of the Liberal Government, and tv 
promise to reinstate them when they come to power if they lose their offices 
now? If an Indian had spoken ever so much as a hundredth part of what 
Sir Edward Carson and certain others have py. he would have been 
already transported to the Andaman Islands. If the Government are obliged 
to adopt serious measures to put an end to these disturbances, nobody can 
blame them for it. 


With reference to the third course suggested by Mr. Asquith regarding 
the subject of the Home Rule Bill, the Kistnapatrika, of the 21st March, 
remarks that although it may not run counter to the wishes of the Ulsterites, 
yet if they accept it, they will not only be ridiculed but will also find the 
suggestions themselves useless. There 1s nothing strange in that Sir Edward 
Curson is opposed to the endeavours made by Mr. Asquith to bring about 
a peaceful settlement. The paper believes that the Imsh Home Rule Bill 
will be accepted according to law. It says that it must be settled in some 
way. If the matter is postponed for six years, the agitation, the paper 
fears, may grow fiercer, and the peace of the British isles be seriously 
jeopardised. 


9. Referring to the disabilities of the Indians in Canada and to the 
action of the authorities there in sending away 
an Indian religious preceptor from the country 
on the alleged charge of sedition, the Andhrapatrika, of the 25th March, says 
that the Indians could never bring themselves to believe that he was guilty 
of any sedition.

But it 
is astonishing that at a time when Turkey has concluded peace with the 
Powers, no mention has been made of the question as to settlement of the 
islands. Even assuming that something has been done in this case why have 
Girecce and Italy not given up the idande taken? If the matter is not settled 
it will bring about another outbreak of war and may bring about a worse 
site even than before. Seeing that Turkey as well as Greece and Italy have 
already lost thousands and thousands in men and money, it is not policy 
for the Fowers to allow them to entangle themselves in another struggle. 
W.« hope that the Powers may act rightly according to the dictates of religion 
aid will banish the idea of the renewal of war. They should remember how 
previous wars have affected trade and thereby brought about heavy losses.”

Fortunately, he ‘seems to have reached 

his house safely ; but all the same it is necessary to warn the Police not to 

be so negligent in their duty. No enquiry appears to have been made as yet 

by the Police either as regards the condition of the injured man or the cause 

ot this accident.

incurred for the Commission in England, which may come to another |1) 
lakhs, the total cost will be 20 lakhs of rupees. All this money will hay. 
to be spent from the Indian revenues, and so it will be a great disappointment 
if, after spending so much, no great results are achieved. If the recommend:- 
tions of the Commission do not lead to the Indians getting a larger numbe: 
of higher appointments than is the case at present, but simply to an increas. 
in the salaries and pensions of the European officials, the Indians wil] 
naturally feel that 20 lakhs of their money have been spent in vain. 


23. In a leader under this heading, the Hindu Nesan, of the 20th Marcli. 
says:—Murders, robberies and dacoities. 
which were of common occurrence in India for 
a long time, have disappeared after the advent 
of the British rule and the whole country is enjoying peace. Even Mother 
India, who had to witness her sons dying in war year after year, will heartily 
bless the British Government for having restored order in the country. A 
thrill of fear passes through our body when we think of the invasions ot 
cruel Muhammadan kings of the stamp of Muhammad of Ghazni and 
Muhammad Ghori. The Afghan marauders, who passed through India in 
those days, behaved most ruthlessly and did not scruple to murder in cold 
blood whoever came in their way. It is stated that Muhammad Shah, the 
Sultan of Gulburga, once vowed that he would not sheathe his sword until 
he had killed at least a lakh of non-Muhammadans and that he retired 
from the field of war only after he had taken away the lives of five lakhs ot 
people. People, who were always armed and carried their lives in their 
hands in those days, are now able to move about freely without any fear of 
mischief.

It only signifies that sufficient interest is not taken . any 
meiber with respect to this district. Properly speaking, it ought to have been 
the duty of the two members representing the west coast, to place before the 
Government the following matters with a view to proper steps being taken 
rezarding them, viz., the inconvenience caused in the villages owing to the 
want of proper postal arrangements ; plague in Mangalore and the proposed 
scheme of the Collector to improve the town, law relating to the assessment 
on mu/gent lands, the Mangalore-Arsikere railway, etc.

| business and to the recommendation of a 
Government member to give them a small increase of pay in lieu thereof, a

It is rea!l\ 
regrettable that the Government has chosen to force this law upon the pevpi: 
against their will. When the Government acts contrary to the wishes of tlic 
people, the latter naturally get discontended and this is not at all desirable. 
We hope the Government will note this point. 


In an English leader on the same subject, the Desabhimani, oi tli. 
25th March, says:—‘‘In the meeting of the Madras Legislative Couicil 
held on the 16th and 17th instants the motion of the Hon’ble Dr. Nair that 
the Bill be passed into law evoked a good deal of adverse discussion fro 
the non-official members of the Council. When the Bill was first introduced 
much apprehension was felt that it would interfere with the indigenous 
systems of medicine, such as the Unani and the Ayurvedic. But it was given 
to understand that these systems would not be affected by the Bill and that 
it was intended to control only practitioners under the European system. 
But when the Bill passed through the Select Committee, the necessary safe- 
guards to produce this result were not placed in the wording of the Bill and 
the doubt and apprehension created in the minds of the public and of thie 
Honourable Members of the Council with regard to the effect of the Bill on 
the native systems of medicine still remain as before. It is regrettable that 
in a matter like this the legislators responsible for the introduction of the 
Bill have not been careful enough to avoid future difficulties in spite of the 
protest raised by the Honourable Members of Council, some of whom are 
intimately concerned in the daily administration of justice and the inter- 
pretation of law and whose opinion is entitled to greater weight than the 
member in charge of the Bill who, in spite of his intimate connection with 
the medical world, cannot be expected to feel the difficulty which beset the 
Bench and the Bar in the interpretation of statutes loosely framed. The 
Hon’ble Mr. Narasimma Ayyar, the Hon’ble Dr. Zainulabdin, the Hon'ble 
Rao Bahadur V. K. Ramanujachariar, the Hon’ble Mr. M. Ramachandra Rao, 
the Hon’ble Mr. A. S. Krishna Rao, and the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai were 
among the speakers who opposed the Bill and their objections turned chictly 
on three points, viz. : — 


(1) That the preamble of the Bill was not clear enough to exclude 
from its operation practitioners of indigenous systems ; 3 

(2) that the elective principle was not freely adopted in the constitu- 
tion of the Medical Council which is to control the action and conduct of the 
medical practitioners, the majority of the members having to be appointed 
by the Government ; and 

(3) that the Government, instead of the High Court, were made the 
highest appellate authority over the decisions of the Medical Council. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. P. 5S. Sivaswami Ayyar ably replied to these objections 
and assured the Council that the language of the Bill was clear enough to 
exclude practitioners of the indigenous systems and that they could rely on 
the Government nominating @ sufficient number of non-official practitioners 
jy the Medical Council. He also pointed out that, though the constitution 
ot the Government as the appellate authority in the matter was a departure 
jm the English Act, it was only an express declaration of the practice of 
the English Courts which regarded the Medical Councils as a final authority 
for determining questions of professional conduct and etiquette and never 
interfered with their decisions on these matters. He also expressed the 
view that any order of the Council which is ulira vires would liable to 
appeal to courts of Justice. Thus he pointed out that there was really no 
departure st all in this respect from the spirit of the English law on the 
subject. The motion was put to votes and carricd by a majority of 23 
urainst 11. The consensus of public emg however, is to the effect that 
there Was DO fey f for the passing of this Bill and that it is more or less 
a piece of legislative luxury. 

30. A correspondent to the Kistnapatrika, of the 2lst March, quotes 

ee instances in which temple funds have been 

Tirupati Devasthanam Bill. spent from the remote past for purposes other 
than religious, and in supporting the Tirupati Devasthanam Schools Bill, 
savs that if the history of some temples be examined, the wisdom contained 
in the speech of the Hon’ble Mr. Seshagiri Ayyar and the expertness of the 
opinion of Sir 8.

Unless the Council 
Regulations are amended according to the principles of self-government, the 
people cannot expect any good from them, and their representations, says 
the paper, will, like the moonlight in the wilderness, go in vain. 


34. Referring to the recent Government notification regarding the 
introduction of the Hackney Carriage Act in 
certain municipalities including Calicut, a 
sub-leader in the Kerala Paitrika, of the 28th 
March, says:—The law seems to be beneficial 
to the general public, but its obnoxious effects, if any, can only be gauged 
after it has come into force. As the Superintendent of Police would be 
invested with the powers of the Commisgioner under the Act, the Police, will 
have special control over the hackney carriage drivers. It may be that the 
drivers might be put to some inconvenience by the police, but this can be 
reduced to a minimum if the superior officers exercise proper supervision. 


35. A correspondent in the Kerala Sanchari, ot the 25th March, writes: 
The Malabar Bill —On the 22nd March, a public meeting 
ee attended by more than 100 persons consisting 
of the local munsif, vakiis and landlords was held in the reading room 
attached to the Ottapalam High School to consider about the Malabar Bills. 
After discussing the Bills in details the following resolutions were unanimously 
passed :— ; 
(1) It is absolutely necessary that the two Bills consistent with the 
spirit of the age should be passed without any serious amendments ; 
(2) that some beneficial restrictions be placed on the powers of the 
karnavans ; 
(3) that these two resolutions be communicated by wire to the 
Secretary, Legislative department ; and 
(4) that Messrs. Koru Nayar and Ambat Sankunni Menon be 
authorised to do so and to do all other things necessary in the matter. 


36. The Mushir-i-Dakhan, of the 25th March, writes:—‘‘ Every one is 
fully acquainted with the fact that the enor- 
mous rate of interest has to a great extent 
ruined the people in general. The Hon'ble

VI.—MIscELLANEOUS.

Delhi in commemoration of Her Imperial 
Majesty’s visit to India in 1911, and the pleasant function of laying the 
foundation stone for this college was performed by Lady Hardinge on 
Tuesday last. In her speech on this occasion, Lady Hardinge observed 
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tat the management of this institution would be entirely in the hands of 
\adies, and that both Indian ladies and European ladies born and bred up in 
India would be trained in this college. The Indians cannot be too grateful 
to Her Excellency for her solicitude about the Indian women. But all the 

same we cannot help pointing out that women trained in this ee will be 

‘useful only to the rich. Crores of poor women will be still suffering for 
vant of trained lady doctors Neither the Government nor the Maharajas 
and Zamindars come forward to help these poor people. 


38 The Swadesamitran, of the 20th March, observes:—The recom- 
mendations of the Commission of Enquiry, 
appointed by the South African Government 
to suggest remedies for the grievances suffered 
by the Indians there, were announced by Lord 
Ilurdinge at the last meeting of the Imperial Legislative Council. Tho first 
-ecoummendation is that the capitation tax of £3 should be abolished and this 
will give immense satisfaction to the Indians. The other recommendation 
that a law should be passed by the South African Parliament securing the 
validity of the monogamous marriages of Hindus and Muhammadans, will 
also be welcomed by the Indians. There are certain other minor points on 
which the recommendations of the Commission are favourable to the Indians. 
But it does not seem to have made any recommendation regarding one 
important point, and this is the restriction against the Indians in South Africa 
moving from one part of the Colony to another. We do not know what will 
hecome of this restriction when the South African Government begins to 
act upon the recommendations of this Commission. It should be me sar De 
that, in spite of the refusal of the Indians to give evidence before this Com- 
mission, its recommendations are characterised by breadth of view and 
wisdom, as pointed out by Lord Hardinge.

The Vaisyamitran, of the 23rd March, also comments on this subject in 
the same strain. 


39. Referring to the election of the Revd. Mr. Pittendrigh to the Uni- 
versity seat in the Madras Legislative Council 
by a majority of votes, the Swadesamitran, of 
the 23rd March, says:—The apprehensions 
of the people regarding the result of this election have after all cess 
too true. The popular leaders tried their best to make one of the Indian 
candidates withdraw in favour of the other; but neither of the candidates 
would accept this proposal. It is regrettable that even the Indian members 
of the Senate did not care to give their votes to a single individual but 
divided them between the two contesting candidates, actuated by a party 
spirit. The result is that a seat which can best be occupied by an Indian 
has been lost to us and has gone to an Englishman. The English members 
of the Senate do not at present take any interest in its deliberations, except 
for the purpose of voting on behalf of the Government whenever necessary. 
We do not know if the Revd. Mr. Pittendrigh will also be of this type. 
Whatever regard he may have for the Indians, he cannot be expected to have 
the same opinion as the Indians regarding several important matters. 


40. The Swadesamitran, of the 26th March, observes:—A society has 
recently been started in Bombay with the 
object of helping released convicts to get 
employment and take to honourable pursuits. No such attempt has yet been 
made in our Presidency. Sometime back His Excellency Lord Pentland 
opened a home for released convicts at Sembium established by the Salvation 
Amy, with the object of affording facilities for these men to learn any work 
for eking out a livelihood. But this institution will be useful only to those 
who wish to avail themselves of it. Others have to shift for themselves and 
there should be a society to help these in this matter.

II.—Homwrt ADMINISTRATION. 


(d) Education. 


| The Indian Patriot, of the 6th April, writes :—‘‘ We consider it an 
evil omen that ‘the band of well-intentioned 
enthusiasts’ as the Hon’ble Dr. Nair called 
those who pleaded for the vernaculars, should have invaded the Council halls 
oj Government. . . . We are in entire agreement with the Government 
which refused to accede to this blind demand of the enthusiasts. We are, 
however, afraid that what the Government protested that it will be no party 
to uny such change will again come up for consideration in the Coasell and 
unless We have Stones and Pittendrighs and Nayanars ever on the alert, we 
may see the political educationists carrying the day. We shudder to think 
of the result if such a thing should happen. . . . In every place of 
authority and importance we want the English language. It is the language 
of the Government. No amount of enthusiasm can bring back to the verna- 
culars the importance that the band of enthusiasts would give them. 
In their well-intentioned enthusiasm these people fail to see that the changes 
proposed will work hardship on the youth of the country. The hands of the 
dial would be seriously set back, indeed if this craze for the vernaculars 
should not get a check. . . . Tocite Japan as an example is to confess 
to a lack of political perception. In Japan the language of the Court and 
the Government is the Japanese language. Japan must encourage its own 
language. The path of distinction and livelihood lies there. To us the 
pith lies in the knowledge of the English language. A Native State in India 
can do what Mr. Sarma pleaded yesterday—to give teaching in the verna- 
culars, enrich the vernaculars with all with which the Japanese have enriched 
their language from the West. But in British India it is not only impossible 
but suicidal. The poor wanta knowledge of English to live on; the 
ambitious must know it, as well as the best English student in an English 
University, to distinguish themselves. They are enemies of our youths who 
clamour for the vernaculars at any cost.” 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


2. The Indian Patriot, of the 8th April, writes :—‘‘ We have perused 
the papers published by the Government on 
what 1s known as the ‘five Councillors’ inci- 
dent’ in Vaniyambadi. We confess that it does not improve the situation. 
oS We find that the Government have stood by its officer against 
five respectable citizens some of whom it had nominated to the Municipality 
for their respectability and common sense. The Chairman is accused of 
having done a high-handed act; the Chairman is made the judge to pass 
judgment on the accusation against himself. The Chairman says that the 
allegations made against him:are false ; and the Government, in their turn, 
turn round and say that those who accused him did not place the facts truly. 
That is the simple procedure adopted. It is this against which we protest. 
Why should the Government treat the five Councillors with such scant 
respect? Are they so low and so vile that they can be disposed of as we 
dispose of children’s grievances? When a child falls down and begins to 
cry the mother sometimes beats the floor on which the child fell to assure the 
child that the punishment has been given to the agency to which it owed its 
fall; and the child is expected to be satisfied. That is exactly what is done 
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here. . . . . Was any enquiry made?’ Was any statement taken? 
Not at all. The Chairman says that it 1s incorrect, and the Collector says 
that itis false. And what are the relations between the Chairman and tie 
Councillors? These relations stink in the nose of every citizen in Vaniyam. 
badi. As an instance here is 4 method by which the notice of a meeting for 
the consideration of the administration report is issued three days before the 
meeting and not earlier. Why? Because that is so laid down in the law. 
The love between the Chairman and the Councillors is the love between 
Shylock and Antony. Shylock was particular about what was in ‘ the bond’! 
Mr. Sykes is particular about what is in the law.” 


(k) General. 


8. The Indian Patriot, of the 6th April, observes :—‘* The Hon'ble 
Mr. Horne, Mr. Carr and Mr. Gillman came 
for a good deal of praise from Mr. Kesava 
Pillai during his budget speech. From a public man of the description of 
Mr. Kesava Pillai, who has been the constant foe of erring officers and in the 
path of whose long popular achievements lie strewn the transfer or degrada- 
tion or even dismissal of unscrupulous men, who, in the guise of authority, 
ill-used his kind, praise of the kind that he gave is very valuable indeed. 
That showed how a generous officer is always found out, and once found out, 
always loved. . . . . The public know that Mr. Horne was not at all 
very remarkable for his sympathies towards the people. He made his mark 
in the Council by his speeches which were particularly ferocious, and which 
the representatives of the “ce thought brought them face to face with a 
foe of no small prowess. ‘ ‘The army of lawyers and the battery of law 
reports’ was an expression which at once showed the power of expression 
and feelings of the man. He was always looked upon as a formidable foe in 
the Council and whenever he rose to speak, the non-official back throbbed 
because it knew that lashes would fall upon it. No one opposed Mr. Kesava 
Pillai’s resolution on the forests, more fiercely, if we may say so, more per- 
versely than he. ‘Sympathy to the people is no monopoly of Mr. Kesava 
Pillai’ he said and directly brought the charge against the representatives 
of the people that they talked on subjects of which they knew nothing. 
It is impossible to forget the enraged non-official zone raging like the billows 
of the sea under the lash of the man. . . . . The public of Madras lose 
an official in the retirement of Mr. Horne in whom they could have always 
counted for ready sympathy the moment he was convinced that there is a 
real case of hardship. Of course his evidence before the Public Services 
Commission showed that he did not very much sympathise with the 
aspirations of the people. He never cared to know them and had no 
hesitation to even make mock at them. But he could not see human 
suffering without melting under it. ‘That is no small credit to an officer. 
. . Mr. Carr is transferred to another place. 

‘‘ Indeed the emphatic protest that Mr. Kesava Pillai placed against the 
transfer of Mr. Gillman from a place where he was doing much and doing what 
the people liked and were anxious to be done showed how closely the people 
watched the officers at work and how they warmed towards them as soon as they 
knew that they carried a good heart. As Inspector-General of Police Mr. 
Gillman entered into the problem of crime with enthusiasm and knowledge 
of the various problems tha: awaited him. The Police Department felt 
that an experienced hand held the reins. He brought into play to his 
work, a regard for the reputation of the Police and a regard for the con- 
veniences of the people, which at once made him popular with the service 
and the people. Above all is his interest in the criminal settlements which 
showed that he could take up any schemes with favour if they made for the 
advancement of the people. He had just made his mark when he was taken 
away from the hole and placed in another hole; as Mr. Kesava Pillai said, 
the Government liked to place square men in round holes and round men into 
square holes. We do not think that there is any hole anywhere in the

IV.—NatTIvE STAatTEs. 


1. In commenting on the rumoured appointment of Mr. Narayana 
. Menon, B.A., B.L., to be Officiating Conservator 
‘ficial appointments = 12 Gf Forests, Travancore, the Malabar Hearld, 
bien for the week ending 4th April, says :—** The 
Government of Travancore have lost much of their modesty in the matter of 
oficial appointments; and with the advent of the present Diwan it has 
reached @ climax that 1s truly unbearable. In other words, several of the 
appointments made by him are more after the model of family arrangements 
than that warranted by the principles of a constitutional Government. Any 
fool can be @ revenue, judicial or other officer, provided that he fulfils certain 
conditions, the nature of which need hardly be explained as those who are 
familiar with the vagaries of the present regime, are fully acquainted with it. 
It must, nevertheless, be said that the head of an administration, who is 
responsible for the appointment of a municipal overseer drawing Ks. 7 a 
month as a temple manager on Rs. 50 to Rs. 70, is capable of doing anything, 
whether it be right or wrong. This is one out of the many instances which 
cin be marshalled out, 1f need be, for the special delectation of those who 
admire the present reg¢me for its notoriously unpopular character. . . . . 
No doubt, we admit, as we had already done on a previous occasion, that 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari is one of the ablest Indian statesmen; but, to the 
misfortune of the people of Travancore these abilities he has misused durin 
the seven years of his regime in Travancore with the result that he is caked 
upon as one whose presence there has become undesirable even for a moment. 
To speak briefly, the public service is demoralized, public expenditure has run 
up hy leaps and bounds by way of increased salaries to a section of officials 
whuse qualification, if qualification it be, is that the Diwan is indebted to 
them for favours which can hardly be regarded as having any direct or 
indirect relation to the administration of the State.” 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


5. The following appears in the People’s Weekly for the week ending 
4th April :—‘‘ Cases of miscarriage of justice 
wherein the European comes into conflict with 
the Indian has of late been steadily on the increase. . . . . The latest 
in the list hails from Coorg. The victim in the present case happens to be a 
cartman in the employment of Mr. Graham, the Superintendent of a coffee 
estate near Mercara. Mr. Graham remonstrated with the cartman who was 
engaved in feeding his bullocks on the ground that the latter did not feed 
another pair of bullocks which were there. ‘The cartman said that he had 
bo tin cans and that it was not part of his work. ‘The Sahib was enraged 
aud pushed him by the neck and kicked him. The man fell heavily to the 
ground and expired soon after. According tu the correspondent the case was 
enquired into by the Police and the District Magistrate. Asa result of the 
enquiry the case has been put down for accidental death brought about by 
the rupture of the spleen. | 
“It need not be said that cases of this kind are, as a rule, disposed of in 
favour of the offending party either by acquittal or by inadequate punish- 
ment. The procedure adopted by the authorities concerned in the present 
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case, if what the correspondent states is true, seems to be exceptionally novel. 
The accused has not even been tried and the case has been put down to 
accidental death due to the rupture of the spleen. We invite the attention 
of Lord Pentland’s Government to this important matter.” 


6. The Indian Patriot, of the 7th April, remarks :—“In the excellent 
speech with which His Excellency Lord 

entland concluded one of the most fruitful and 
important of the legislative sessions that has ever been held, His Excellency 
gave expressions to feelings and sentiments that would, for long, be 
remembered. As the Hon’ble Mr. Pittendrigh said, the Council felt that His 
Excellency was taking his duties too conscientiously. But a fortnight ago 
the whole Presidency was waiting for the bulletins describing the state of 
His Excellency. But as soon as the fever had abated and, we are afraid, 
long before His Excellency had quite regained his health, he was fulfilling 
almost all his engagements. . . . . Muchasone would wish that His 
“xcellency, in the present state of his health, had not exerted himself so 
much, what would have been the fate, we ask, of Mr. Kesava Pillai’s resolution 
on racial distinction in the General Hospital if it had come up for considera- 
tion when, instead of Lord Pentland, Sir John Atkinson nevengpont i 3 
To His Excellency’s presence in the Council, to a very large extent, is due

We do not believe that 
tis unjust resolution would meet with the approval of the British Cabinet, 
tut feel the advisability of conveying a timely and humble warning to our 
(iovernment to move immediately in the matter, rather than sleep over our 
jchts and then be put to many troubles to ward off our humiliation as in 
South Africa. | 
s. In an article headed ‘‘ the ape 3 of med yo mem ge the Aistna- 
or , airika, of the 28th March, says:—Never 
The threats of the Ulaterites. den the days of the Stuart Sinus, has such a 
crisis arisen in the history of the English. ‘The Prime Minister has offered 
t the Ulsterites every course calculated to conciliate them, and give the 
British Isles an opportunity to arrive at a satisfactory solution of this hard 
problem; but they were‘all rejected. A leader of theirs is persisting in his 
ubstinacy. He is trying to upset. the English administrative machinery, and 
is forcing his way against public opinion. He is even trespassing the 
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imperial laws. Not stopping with it, he has mustered an army of once . 


hundred thousand men, and is declaring that it 1s better for his party to rely 
on their volunteers, than to trust-in the Parliament. Their efforts have been 


subversive of all — By false reports they have prevailed upon some 


military officers charged by the Government with the preservation of peace 
in Ulster to desert their posts. Under no circumstances is a perilous situation 
created if civil officers resign; but nothing is more anarchical than that 
iiilitary officers who are bound to preserve peace and uphold the Govern- 
ment should disobey orders and resign at such a critical juncture. Such 
oficers deserve to be blown up at the cannon’s mouth. Another country 
under similar circumstances would - have been converted into a seat of 
revolution and anarchy and witnessed scenes of persecution and bloodshed, 
which is what the Ulsterite leaders aim at to inflame their own party and 
crush the popular faith in the Liberal Government. The Government is 
justified in sending Sir E. Carson and his party to prison and chastising their 
futhless officers; but, consummate in their statesmanship, they have pursued 
the path of conciliation, while remaining firm in their resolve. ‘They never 
forsook their cool heads and unruffled hearts to seek the protection of the 
sword, and are resolutely tiding over the crisis. The Home Rule Bill is sure 
tv pass through the House of Commons and become law and the Ulsterites 
must be gradually reconciled to their lot and accept their position sooner or 
later, | 

9. After detailing the circumstances connected with the Home Rule 
crisis, a leader in the Pracheena Taraka, of the 
4th April, says:—The British are the most 
civilised people, and their Government, the most civilised Government, on the 
tace of the earth. It is, therefore, both painful and surprising that England 
should have to face such a crisis now. We cannot at this stage form an 
opinion as to what will be the probable effect of an Ulsterite victory over the 
Government. Besides lowering the prestige of the British Government in 
the eyes of the world, such-a victory may possibly make other Powers bold 
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enough to attack England. The Indians, who are firm upholders and sincere 
well-wishers of the British Empire, ought to pray God to save England from 
her present troubles and turmoils. We, however, hope that these troubles 
will not stand in the way of Ircland’s securing Home Rule for herself. 


[[.—Home ADMINISTRATION. 
(a) Police. 


10. In a leader under this heading, the Jananukulan, of the 7th March, * 
observes :—When unrest began to appear in 
India some years back, numerous persons were 
suspected by the Police and convicted. There is no unrest in the country now 
i yet the Police continue to suspect peuple unnecessarily. Some have 
settled in Pondicherry and other French Dominions, on account of the teasing 
by the Police. But even there they are being shadowed by the Police. Some 
months back, Mr. N. K. Ramaswami Ayyar of Tanjore had an occasion to 0 
to Pondicherry aud finding the conduct of the British Police stationed there 
to be very unsatisfactory, wrote to the English papers in Madras about it. 
We learn that a young man of Madras named Narasimhan was being shadowed 
by the Police wherever he went and that, as a result of this, he was not able 
to secure an employment anywhere and eventually committed suicide. It 
appears the Police are still watching the movements of a friend of this youth, 
by name Srinivasa Moorthi. The latter has now taken up a job under 
N. R. Subramania Ayyar, son of Mr. N. K. Ramaswami Ayyar, and all these 
facts have been reported to the Collector. We hope our benign Government 
will soon put a stop to this Police espiunage. 


(6) Courts. 


11. The Janxanukulan, of the 14th March,* writes :—Certain cases, which 
have come to our notice, show that a number 
of reforms has to be introduced in the machi- 
nery for administering justice in this country. 
Recently a case in which one Ramanada Ayyar, the grandson of the famous 
Raju Sastriar, and some others were charged with rioting, was transferred for 
trial to the court of Mr. T. R. Krishnaswami Ayyangar, the Sub-Magistrate 
of Nidamangalam. ‘The defence of the accused Ramanada Ayyar was that 
this case was concocted by the complainant, who was a close friend of his 
enemy, and that this enemy was visiting the complainant often at the Mannar- 
gudi hospital where the latter was an in-patient. During the trial, Dr. Mullins, 
the Medical Officer in the Mannargudi hospital, was asked whether he had seen 
the enemy of the accused in the hospital and he replied in the affirmative. 
The Magistrate noted down this reply, omitting the word hospital. Then in 
reply to a question from the Magistrate himself whether he could identif 
the man (enemy), the Doctor said that he could and in reply to a further 
question as to how he was able to identify him after such a long time, the 
Doctor stated that, as he (the enemy) was coming to the hospital-constantly 
and worrying the complainant, he had to drive him out and that therefore he 
remembered his face well. These replies were not at all noted down by the 
Magistrate. Besides this, the deposition of this witness was not read out to 
him. It appears that the name of Ramanada Ayyar was not mentioned in 
the first report to the Police about the occurrence of the riot and that his 
name was included for the first time only when a formal complaint was laid 
before the Magistrate. Under these circumstances, the accused thought that 
he might not obtain justice in the court of the Sub-Magistrate of Nida- 
mangalam and both the Deputy Magistrate and the District Magistrate were 
moved for a transfer of the case to some other court ; but this application was 
refused by both these officers. From all this our readers may have a clear 
idea as to how justice is being administered in the Tanjore district. 
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12. Referring to the proposed increase in the number of the High Court 
is Bish Court. Judges in Madras, the Sasilekha, of the 31st 
lhe Madras Hig March, remarks:—Tlhe people say that the 
prevent-day Judges do not discharge their work as efficiently and as expedi- 
tiv sly as those of formerdays. They take a long time to decide small cases. 
Cy.not they work on Saturdays too as in England ? ; Pensioned Judicial 
otteers may be 7 as Honorary Judges with jurisdiction over ‘small 
vil and criminal suits. This will reduce the expenditure on Courts. We 
Lelieve it is improper to = pee high officers without limit and overlook 
the claims of petty servants pf Government like the karnams. 


(d) Education. 


13. In welcoming the proposal to establish a Sanskrit College as an 
adjunct of the new University at Patna, the 
Swadesamitrun, of the 4th April, says :— 
‘Though the Government of Madras is actuated by a genuine desire to 
improve Sanskrit education in Southern India, we are afraid it does not take 
as much interest in this matter as the authorities in Northern India. Apart 
irom Sanskrit, the other vernaculars, such as Tamil, have also to be improved. 
The Tamil language is not a dialect of Sanskrit as the Hindi and the 
Bengalee. It has got a history of its own and there are numerous works 
in this language. So it is very necessary to improve this language with 
vreat care. It will be desirable, in the interests of the stability and 
development of both Sanskrit and Tamil, to arrange for instruction being 
~ imparted in both these languages in separate schools and colleges. 


14. The Andhrapatrika, of the lst April, says that the course of L.M. &S 

LM.&8 has been raised from four to five years, and 
geo regrets that the by-laws affecting education 
are being so altered that the progress of higher education has been very 
much impeded. | 


15. The Sastlekha, of the lst April, says that the Madras Law College 
which contains 600 students 3s badly in want 
of a hostel attached to it. 


16. The Sasilekha, of the 31st March, says that in the last meeting of the 
Madras University, Mr. S. Srinivasa Ayyangar 
proposed the inclusion of the Indian Economic 
History and the Indian Constitutional History in the curriculum for the B.A. 
Honours examination. All the European gentlemen opposed it. It is 
stringe that. Indians are taught things relating to Europe. Africa and 
America, and not those relating to India. The authorities, says the paper, 
are indeed teaching the Indian boys the English language compulsorily to 
tl exclusion of the Indian languages. 


17. The Andhrapatrika, of the 3rd April, has the following observations 
on the proposed college :—The Government 
the Ceded has been thinking of a suitable place for the 
college. The choice may fall on Bellary or 
Kurnool. The former is as removed from some parts of tle Ceded Districts 
as the latter from others, but Kurnool has some advantages over Bellary.

It, therefore, behoves 
the Indian Members of Council to see that this increase in the examination 
fees, which will add one more to the list of the poor parents’ hardships, is 
not allowed to be carried out in the manner now contemplated.

sonata ied only has gathered strength during the seven 
years of Lord Curzon’s administration. In his time, it was declared that the 
Indians should not be given high posts. But the Indians place great faith 
in the pledges of the English sovereigns. Lord Ripon and Lord Morley have 
stated that these pledges were not false and held out the hope that the 
administration of the country will gradually pass into the hands of the 
people themselves. Lord Hardinge also has stated that the lion’s share 
of the Indian administration will be left to the Indians. In spite of these 
pronouncements, says the paper, even the Municipalities and the Local 
Boards are under the administration of the officers of Government. The 
people have no voice in them at all. In 1882, Lord Ripon was in favour of 
the appointment of non official Presidents for District Boards, and it is to be 
regretted that the Government of India have not as yet given effect to his 
view. It therefore appears, says the paper, that it will take an inordinately 


long time for the Indians to get even the power of administering the 
Municipalities and Local Boards.

94. A leader in the Kerala Sanchari, of the Ist April, writes :—The 
of @Ppointment of non-officials as Presidents of 

certain Taluk Boards in this Presidency is an 

experiment (quite in keeping with the spirit 
orthe age. If this experiment proves to be a success, it is to be inferred 
that the Presidents of all Taluk Boards will in course of time be non-officials. 
We hope that the Government will gradually take steps to appoint non- 
officials as Presidents of District Boards also, provided that the present 
non-official Presidents of Taluk Boards prove themselves to be competent and 
worthy of the confidence bestowed on them. We have reason to believe that 
tli administration of the Boards by the Presidents of Calicut and Mangalore 
Taluk Boards, who are capable pensioned Sub-Julges, will be efficient and 
satisfactory. As, however, the orders of the Presidents are at present as before 
carried out by the Revenue officers, there is apparently no other change what- 
ever in the character of the administration than that we have non-officials in 
place of officials for the Presidents. Unless, therefore, some such arrange- 
ment as the one that obtains in the case of municipal administration be had 
recourse to, and the Presidents’ orders be executed without the help of the 
Revenue Department, the results will in no way be commensurate with the 
expectations.

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between the different classes of people. We are, therefore, left in the dark 
as to what offence we have committed under the Press Act to deserve thi; 
treatment at the hands of the Government. We humbly pray that the 
Government will be pleased to enlighten us on this point. 


27. Referring to a resolution pro to be meee ge forward in the 

Punjab Legislative Council that a Bill should 
be introduced to prevent grown-up persons 
and minors taking to begging as a profession, the Swadarmam, of the 22nd 
March,* observes :—Such a Bill will be welcomed by all the people in this 
country. ‘The scale of wages has been rising day by day, only because a 
sufficient number of persons are not available for work in the different indus- 
tries. A large number of able-bodied men and women are leading lazy lives 
as beggars and are not prepared to take up any work entailing manual Saboes 
The economic condition of this country will therefore improve a great deal 
if a number of factories are opened in the Presidency towns and these people 
are compelled to work in them. A similar problem about beggars has been 
solved successfully in England by the opening of “ work-houses,” as they are 
called, in which all able-bodied persons are made to work for certain hours 
in the day. This system can be adopted in this country with advantage. 


28. The Mahavikatadutan, of the 4th April, says that the only remedy 
for the frequent occurrence of famines in India 
is for the Government to have an effective 
control over the produce in the country and to make arrangements for the 
distribution of this produce at a steady uniform price throughout the country, 
before it 1s exported to other countries. 


29, The Andhrapatrika, of the 2nd April, bas the following remarks 
under a cartoon:—What a fate has befallen 
our karnams! They say that the Govern- 
ment have ears and not eyes. In regard to us, they seem to have neither. 
Even that is our misfortune. Why are karnams who have finished preparing 
their accounts taken from village to village? Cannot they be sent home 
after inspecting their accounts? Do they give us any batta? How can we 
pay As. 8 each to the hotel-keeper every day ? We must extract money 
trom somebody. Moreover, we are to encamp in villages where houses 
are not available. They, of course, get supplies. It is we that suffer. ‘lhe 
Government are considering the question of batta. Oh! that has come 
to nothing. It will be well if they at least raise our pay. We must ask 


again and again. Our people fear that the Government may thereby be 
displeased. 


30. The Andhrapatrika, of the 4th April, while noting with satisfaction 
the general improvement that is discernible in 
the matter of the various proceedings of the 
Council, makes the following remarks :—The 
official members answered the interpellations with but a few short replies, 
owing to their overwhelmingly large number, or perhaps out of an inclination 
on their part to follow their usual practice in such cases. If the non-official 
members confine themselves to a few questions briefly proposed, they are 
sure to obtain satisfactory replies. Thé encouragement shown by the official 
members and His Excellency in particular, with regard to the propositions 
relating to industrial schools and agricultural farms 1s worthy of praise.

Further if the 
anicut be located at the site of the ferry, making provision for a roadway 
over its crest, the double purpose of a bridge as well as an anicut will be 
served and the danger and inconvenience arising from the want of a bridge 
across this river will cease to exist. 


35. A correspondent to the Satyadeepike, of the lst April, writes :—The 
ae karnam recommends the dismissal of most of 

Darkhast epplioetions. the darkhast applications simply to minimise 

his work. In the case of applications from ignorant people especially, this 
is sure to happen, unless some gratification is offered. Even as regards 
applications from educated persons, the karnam will find some pretext or 
other to submit such a report.

39. Referring to the very high rate of mortality from snake-bite in 
Travancore and to the absence of well-equipped 
hospitals for the treatment of persons bitten by 
snakes, a long leader in the Nazetram Dipike, 
of the 8rd April, says:—The Government spends every year an enormous 
sum of money on medicines, both European and Native, and also incurs 
expenditure in the matter of sending to Coonoor, persons bitten by mad dogs, 
whose poison is not half so fatal as that of the snake; still nothing is done to 
save the people from the ravages of snakes. There is not a single hospital in 
‘Travancore to treat cases of snake-poison, nor does the Government give any 
encouragement in this direction to the few skilled curers of snake-bites. who 
are too poor to prepare and keep in stock the very costly medicines that are 
required to successfully treat victims of snake-bite. Itis therefore to be hoped 
that the Government will without any delay establish such hospitals ina 
few places to begin with, where deaths from snake-bites occur most, and help 
those who practise this art with substantial money grants. 


40. Referring to the exclusion of the editor of the Peoples’ Wee ly who 
on a former occasion was deprived of the 
privilege of attending the deliberations of the 
Legislative Council, from the sittings of the 
last session of the Srimulam Popular Assembly, 
a correspondent in the Sathianadam, of the 3rd April, writes as follows :—The 
editor of a newspaper, being a representative of the people in every sense of 
the word, has a right to be present at an assembly of the representatives of 
the people. ‘To deny him this nght was nothing short of an insult to the 
people.

43. In the course of a long article under this heading, a correspondent 
of the Swadesamitran, of the 2nd April, divides 
criminal offenders into six different classes on 
the basis of the psychological causes leading to the commission of crimes, and 
observes:—The first class comprises persons who have committed political 
offences. Political offenders are mostly those who, though aauael by the 
best of motives to help the public cause, lose control over their tongue in a 
moment of enthusiasm. This type of offenders are found almost in every 
country. Was not Jesus Christ, the Founder of the Christian religion, 
Himself suspected of being an agitator against the Government of the day 
and crucified for it? ‘‘ Truth finds foes where it makes none” goes the 
aleve and this proved quite true in the case of Jesus.

Those who do not scruple to commit murder and other heinous crimes, 
simply on account of racial difference, are not men but demons, and they will 
never be countenanced in this land of Bharata, which is known for its devo- 
tion to God, sympathy for fellow-beings, brotherly love and such other noble 
virtues. It is indeed a divine ordinance that even the Aryas, who were 
once the preceptors of the world, have begun to commit such crimes and it 1s 
the duty of our countrymen to prevent the recurrence of such crimes.

+o the visitors has not received any notice, as yew from the following com- 
munication sent to him by the Superintendent of the Asylum :--‘ Your letter 

duly received. I thank you for your kind expressions of regard. Discharge 

certificates are issued to certified patients who recover, not to uncertified 

cases. Hence none was made out in your case. No action was taken by the 

visitors upon the representation you left behind at the Asylum.’ This makes 

it clear that a representation has been made to the authorities upon which no 

action has been taken. We need only say that the matter deserves the serious 

attention of the Government, and should be fully investigated. There can 

le no grosser outrage than, as is alleged to be in this case, the clapping of a 

sane youth into the Lunatic Asylum on the pretext that he is a lunatic. 

There seems, primd facie, something very fishy about the action of the Police 

in the matter.” 


Writing on this subject, the West Coast Reformer, of the |2th April,Vss Coast Razonuas, 
says:—“ A Brahman youth named T. Jayaram relates an amazing bit of apr om 116. 
autobiography in the Mindu. He says he was shut up in no better place than 
the Madras Lunatic Asylum for having irritated a Police officer! But he 
seems to be Jayaram the Unlucky. For not only one Police officer but another 
too, and further more a Presidency Magistrate were persuaded to believe in 
his lunacy, and, what is still more astounding, his protests of sanity were 
not taken seriously by the visitors of the Asylum, and the poor youth spent 
one month in a place which he did not deserve. How he came to displease 
the Police in so extraordinary a manner as to be led straight to the Asylum, 
though he was quite sane, is a pathetic mystery. The whole story reads like 
a page from Gil Blas or Les Miserables or Dasakumara Charitram. His 
allegation against the Police is most serious! it is doubtful whether what he 
states to have happened in Madras could have happened even in Russia ; it 
beats the record of the most mysterious political deportations”. 


The Indian Patriot, of the 17th April, observes:—‘‘ We do not think !>uw Paruior, 
that the law allows the police to arrest a person whom they come across in April 17th, 1914. 
the manner that they came across Jayaram. The latter appears to usa 
frank, honest and straightforward man, and, according to the story that he 
tells, he had complained against the police before in matters affecting not 
himself but others, whose cause he espoused out of a sense of nghteous indig- 
nation. . . . . Itis obvious that the burden lies on the police to show 
that they had ample justification for their action, that they did not act in & 
reckless manner in restraining the liberty of a subject, and they did not send 
him to the Madras Lunatic Asylum out of any but perfectly honest motives. 
lhe matter is grave enough, and an enquiry is called for, alike in the 


iniouonte of the police, of the person who complains against them, and of the 
public.

So far as this district is concerned, we hope the 
District Magistrate will check unlicensed language in courts subordinate to 
his.”

Wer Coase Senn, R, 8. The West Coast Spectator, of the 11th April, writes :—‘‘ The Hon’ble 
April 11th, 1914 } Mr: Justice Miller is shortly to inspect the 
local courts, and we take this opportunity to 

lace before His Lordship certain suggestions and facts relating to the work- 
ing of these courts, which we trust, will receive his sympathetic aitention. 
. . . . Litigation is on the increase in the Palghat circle, and we think 
that some relief ought to be given to the Sub-Judge and the District Munsiff 
of Palghat by opening an Additional Munsiff’s Court in that town. Now 
turning to the staffs of these courts, there 1s widespread complaint that pro- 
motions come in tardily, that merit rarely gets encouragement and that in 
making appointments to higher ministerial posts, round men sometimes get 
into square holes. The recent appointments of Sarishtadar and Nazir, made 
over the heads of several seniors, several of them deserving, have very 
naturally created considerable heart-burn. Mr. Justice Miller would do well 
to institute a searching enquiry into tliis state of affairs and also into the 
causes that contributed to the reversion of Mr. Anantanarayana Ayyar, late 
Sarishtadar, after giving him two chances for qualifying himself for his new 
duties. . . . . Wesuggest that Mr. Justice Miller should hold an informal, 
but confidential, interview with the vakils with a view to understand how some 
of our Munsiffs and other Judges are moving with the bar and the litigant 
public. ‘l'here is a growing feeling in this town that the method of work of the 
Additional District Munsiff, his treatment of vakils and litigants and his general 
behaviour while on the bench admit of much revision. Another subject we 
desire to bring to Mr. Justice Miller’s notice is in the matter of transfers of the 
ministerial officers of the District Court. Their promotions are few and far 
between ; and the question has more than once been asked why some of the 
deserving who have displayed at least marked ability should not be transferred 
to the High Court whenever vacancies occurred. . . . . The most 
important subject that we desire to raise at this juncture relates to the recruit- 
ment of District Munsiffs. . . . . Briefless vakils vegetating at the bar, 
well-connected nonentities and juniors who have put in the ‘regulation 
period’ at the bar are now indiscriminately selected to fill the important and 
responsible post of Munsiff. Backstairs influence and recommendations play 
an important part in the selection. . . . . The nett result of this state 
of affairs is that the administration of civil justice, being in the hands of the 
type of men we have mentioned, does not command that public confidence it 
used to, and the work of appellate courts is steadily on the increase. . .. - 
We hope and trust that Mr. Justice Miller will carefully go into the questions 
we have raised, and that his visit of inspection will result in tangible and 
much-needed improvement in the working of our law courts which constitute 
the strongest bulwark of British rule in this country.”

The question of practical training has still to receive 
attention, and this point was also fully discussed and the defects clearly 
pointed out. On account. of the uncompromising attitude of the Madras 
Government, the Mysore State is obliged to take students without the prac- 
tical training, and a student does not get his diploma since training in the 
Mysore Public Works Department is not recognised by this college. The 
Mysore Public Works Department is at present one of the best in the whole of 
India. Jt is now working in all branches of engineering, Buildings, Irriga- 
tion Projects, Railway Schemes and big Power Schemes. Such a glaring 
defect in the rules of the administration of the college ought not to have

The Government of Madras 
seemed to have gauged the situation when it agreed to give a paid official 
chairman. We think that the Madras Government showed great diplomacy 
when it went out of its way to suggest the name of Moulvi Murtuza Sahib. 

But the spirit of Vaniyambadi municipality blew like a blasting 
storm at the meeting. According to our report, Mr. Sykes asked : ‘Is there 
any amendment ?? And there was an amendment. Some one proposed that 
the Civil Assistant Surgeon of the place be recommended for the chairman- 
ship. Wasit an amendment? It was, said the Chairman, and the official 
ring, aided by some of the nominated and other Councillors, flew to the 
support of this amendment. The amendment was carried, and the Madras 
Government is bound down, in the name of local self-government, to appoint 
Mr. Nadar. He has been recommended by a majority ; to pass him over 
will be, we suppose, interfering with local self-government. . . . What 
sins have the people committed that they should be kicked between a Sykes 
to-day and a Nadar to-morrow? And entrenched behind Councillor 
Murugappa Chetti and officials, lo, the seal of local self-government is upon the 
action of the Viniyambadi municipality. Can mockery go further? Have 
the people no protection from the spirit. . . . When the Government 
itself, in its statesmanship, would throw oil on troubled waters by going 
out of the way to suggest the name of Moulvi Murtuza Sahib, Mr. Sykes 
gives his vote to another against whom the people have protested. Is this 
disrespect to Government, or exultation to oppose the people? The 
proceedings of the Vaniyambadi Municipality Mie 5: to open the eyes of the 
Government to the situation. . . . Who is this Nadar? hat is his 
salary? What are his qualifications? Why this delight among its officials 
to oppose the people?

he doit? The poll, which Mr. Quarashi calied, shows the beginning of a 
most far-reaching movement—the Hindu as opposed to the Moslem in the 
municipal council. Vaniyambadi is now a harmonious whole, but it will 
very soon cease to be if Government will not interfere and twist the ears of 
those who would dig the gulf between the communities.” 


The Madras Standard, of the 18th April, remarks :—“ It is strange that 
the Government should have gone out of their way, and against their own 
decision, to suggest the name of a Muhammadan non-official, as being 
acceptable to them, if the Council should decide to have him. Be that as it 
may, the Council decided by a vy ed to recommend the name of Rao 
Sahib J. G. Swami Dass Nadar, the Medical officer in Vaniyambadi 
Now, something like an agitation, we learn, has been set afoot against the 
Council’s recommendation and the usual messages have been flashed from 
Viniyambadi to the Government. . . . . The present agitation is 
avainst a specific person, who in the opinion of the majority of the Council- 
lors is, in everyway, fit to discharge the duties of a Municipal Chairman. 
The persons concerned in this fresh squabble ought to have thought twice 
before they commenced this new excitement. ‘They would have been b 
far wiser, if they had refrained from throwing further difficulties in the 
way of the Government and had loyally accepted the Council’s recommenda- 
tion. It is all nonsense to talk of a Hindu-Muhammadan problem in this 
connection. The Government know what such hobgoblins mean. Let us 
sec the end of all the unwholesome municipal agitation in Vaniyambadi, 
which strengthens by no means the municipal administration and which, 
consequently, does in a way injury to the people themselves. We trust the 
(Jovernment will stand firm and accept the recommendation of the Council. 
This may be a temporary solution of the Vaniyambadi municipal problem, 
but let the unfortunate people of Vaniyambadi have peace for sometime at 
least.” 


6. In commenting on the stoppage of the water-supply in Madras, from 
Sastre ene oe the evening of the 16th April to the morning 
re water Zamng in mNaeres- of the 18th idem, the Madras Standard, of the 
18th April, writes:—‘‘ The danger of depending solely upon the modern 
system of pipe water-supply was only too well demonstrated in the last two 
days to leave any doubt in our mind.. We have a rack-renting Corporation 
with a highly-paid President of the heaven-born class at its top. Our city 
fathers are elected to represent and safeguard the interests of the citizens. 
When they seek the suffrage at their hands they promise them a good many 
good things and thus pave the Corporation, like some other place, with good 
intentions. ‘lhe executive of the Corporation consists of highly-paid profes- — 
sional experts whose abilities and attainments are never allowed to go 
without proclamation ; and there are, besides, numerous myrmidons attached 
to every one of the many departments of the Corporation. With all these 
costly paraphernalia, the Corporation had the kindness to see that the people 
had a terrible time of it for an unbroken gpell of thirty-six lon se 
during every one of which they were expecting relief. For the people could 
not get a drop of drinkable water tor love or money. ‘The case of cattle was 
still worse. . . . . We would ask the executive of the Corporation to 
answer three questions. Why did they fail to notify previously the stoppage 
of water-supply by such means as would make all classes of people know of 
it? Why was not the supply resumed at 5 a.m. yesterday as had been 
announced in the local papers? Who had estimated the time that took for 
connecting the old main with the new pumping main without providing for 
unforeseen contingencies ? ” 


Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 18th April, says :— 
‘¢ The wonderful Engineering department of the Madras Corporation have 
added a feather to their cap by completely cutting off the water-supply 
throughout the city for nearly forty hours. We wonder whether such an 
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a ent would have ever been possible in any large Municipality, which 
meer he an} costly Engineer who knew his business . . . . Womon 
and children were running on all sides “ee for wells; and a wise Cor 
-ation has been vigorously engaged in filling up the wells on the ground that 
they bred disease. Many of the wells that saved people in the city yosterday 
have the halter of a municipal notice round their neck. They have to be closed. 

., Meekly have the citizens borne many a drawback of the Corporation ; 

but when the water supply is cut off for a whole day and five millions (?) are 
thrown to the few wells that, unused, have no good water at all, and the 
kind of explanation that has been made is forthcoming from a man whom 
we pay a princely salary for his expert knowledge, we lose all faith in the 
Sorporation. 
a This shows with what scant regurd the condition of the people is 
considered. . . + ~ While the people yesterday were struggling for 
water the Presidency Magistrate was fining the residents of the Second 
division for not closing their wells. People everywhere were rushing for the 
wells; but, for not having closed their wells, the inhabitants were being 
fnel. . . + « A memorial is going up to His Excellency the Governor 
which, we hope, will draw from him the sympathetic consideration that, ever 
since he seotched racial distinction in the hospital, the public have learnt to 
expect from Lord Pentland.”

If he is 

not prepared to ‘ make things lively,’ to turn over a new leaf, we think it is 

better in the interests of all parties concerned, that he tenders his resignation 

and makes way for another who has the necessary time, energy and grasp 

of public questions to make a useful member of our provincial )arliament.”

In fact, one use to which the know- 
ledge of the vernaculars could be best utilised is by studying the indigenous 
medicine that would enable the learners to earn their living. ‘gina. 
‘Those who say that the Ayurvedic and Unani systems should be encourayed 
by the Government ask for no alms. ‘They only want that the Government 
should do its duty in the field of medical relief. With one college and one 
medical school that give imperfect instruction to students to be sub-assistant 
surgeons, the Government of the country is going on. . .. . We 
should consider that the medical service of India is not enough to attend on 
the Government, if by Government we should count not only the superior 
officers of the Government but also the peon and the clerk and all. What 
has the Government done to relieve the people ? What has it done to afford 
medical relief to the Indian woman in the throes of childbirth in the village ? 
What does the Government do when it is told that a woman died because 
there was something wrong in the childbirth which a scientifically. trained 
doctor would have set right? What does it feel when it is asserted that 
hundreds and thousands of women are patients for life because their child- 
birth has been mismanaged ? What does the Government know of the 
misery and perpetual invalidation of thousands and tens of thousands of His 
Majesty’s subjects in the villages who have no medical attendance at all ? 
The Government have not lifted one little finger yet. . . . . Either the 
Government should open ten medical colleges and be able to panel out the 
whole Presidency under a sick insurance system ; or it should take advantage _ 
of the existing facilities and, instead of snapping its fingers at the systems, 
seriously improve them because a majority of the people depend upon it for 
relief and will have to so depend.” 


9. The Hindu, of the 15th April, writes:—‘‘ The address delivered by 
the Hon’ble Mr. B. Chakravarthi as President 
of the Bengal Provincial Conference which met 
at Comilla on Saturday last, is a striking 
production, lifting the subjects of which it treats ahove the level of the 
common place.

~~ It was indeed at a somewhat critical juncture in its history that 
Travancore had the exceptional fortune of securing the valuable services of 
this catholic-spirited, strong and experienced British Indian officer for the 
head of its administration. . . . . The finances of the country were at 
a perilously low ebb, various measures of reform and reorganisation which 
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had been previously initiated were dragging along as though with the 
painful, exhausting effort of a wounded snake, various other administratiyo 
and general reforms and schemes of public utility were urgently called for. 
and, to crown all, even the normal routine of every-day departmental! 
administration had sunk down to the level which is best described in the 
phrase ‘marking time.’ The work of restoration, reform and revitalising 
necessarily called for a strong man, a safe man, a sympathetic man, one 
who would not set the Karamanai on fire, but who could be relied upon to 
kindle and keep alive the flame of progress. The Madras Government. 
with a far greater degree of discrimination than it had displayed a little 
previously, selected Mr. Rajagopala Achari for the manifestly difficult 
undertaking, and the selection received the cordial and gracious approval of 
our enlightened and discerning Maharaja. ._. . . In all that he has 
accomplished or attempted, Mr. Rajagopala Achari has manifestly been 
impelled by the desire, above everything else, to elevate the moral standard 
of both the people and the administration, to quicken the national life, to 
give the ierter consciousness to every limb of society, to purge the social 
and administrative fabrics of tenacious parasitical excrescences. oe 
If his regard for our gracious Sovereign and for the people of this country 
may be measured by the service he has rendered them, we may be certain 
that the pang of severance will be as bitter to him as it will undoubtedly be 
tous. . . . .

After the scheme had reached a certain stage of 
maturity, the iy had an inkling of the affair and addressed the Govern- 
ment to let them have a voice in the decision of the question with a view to 
have their interests properly safeguarded. Now they had an opportunity to 
repair their origina] mistake. Here again the Government bungled the 
whole thing by refusing to place the correspondence before the representa- 
tives of the people and to allow any iuterpellation on the subject. We do 
not say that so far as this question is concerned the interests of the Madras 
Government are in any the least degree different from those of their ryots 
inhabiting the Cauvery basin. ‘There is no reason why they should be more 
solicitous of promoting the welfare of the Mysoreans than that of their own 
subjects. With all their good intentions albeit they are liable to err quite 
unwittingly like any other unmitigated bureaucracy in the world. An error 
made in this case will affect adversely more the cultivators than the Govern- 
ment, for, since the latter have entrenched themselves not behind statutory 
enactments, but their own standing orders or regulations regarding inade- 
quate irrigation and remission of land revenue, any diminution of water 
supply is bound to affect the ryots directly and more intensely. We have, 
again, to guard ourselves against one presumption: Nothing can be more 
unfair than to think that either the Mysore Government or people would be 
sO monstrous as to win for themselves advantages accruing from the project 
to the detriment of their fellow-countrymen lower down the basin. We have 
every confidence in the sense of justice and fairplay of the present 
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_nlizhtened ruler of Mysore, and his good Engineer Diwan. We need 
_nilv tell our friends on the British side that the discussion of such delicate

It 1s quite essential, therefore, that England should 
take steps to enter into a treaty with Turkey and thus save Turkish interests 
as well as her own. 


Janipan-1-Rozaar, 15. The Jaridah-i-Rozgar, of the 8tli April, says that Syria is a very old 
bo te Islamic State and is regarded (after the tw 
April 8th, 1914. garded (after the two 
sacred cities) as the next sacred country of Islam 
and hence the Mussalmans have adeep interest in it. The paper is astonished 
at what is recorded on the authority of the Near East, viz., that in political 
circles in France it is alleged that Syria is anindependent State under 
French influence. 

The paper adds that France has had its eves on the country for many

to actually take possession of it. The paper (Wear Hast) also observes that 
the Turks are negligent not only in the matter of Syria but also as regards 
many other places. If treaty engagements continue to be as at present Syria 
will gradually fall into the hands of France and Russia will occupy the 
borders of the Black Sea and Germany will extend her rule over Anatolia.

under the administration of the British Government. What has happened 
t. Jayaram to-day may happen to any one to-morrow. We should, there- 
fore, like to know that the Government has made an enquiry about this 
matter and punished the Police officers who have been at fault. Some 
lected member should also make an interpellation regarding this in the 
Legislative Council. 


17. The Sastlekha, of the 10th April, writes as follows:—To avoid the 
censure of the higher authorities of the Police 
Department for failing to find out crimes and 
bringing the offenders to book, their subordinates do not scruple to involve 
the innocent in trouble by charging them with crime. The case of the 
murder of the Inspector in Calcutta may be quoted as an instance in point. 
In it the accused was tried twice and at each time the jury returned the 
verdict of not guilty. Mr. Norton has suggested that the law relating to 
the composition of the jury should be so amended that all thejnine men 
empanelled or the majority of them should be Indians in cases in which 
Indians are the accused. There is a rule that when the accused is a 
European the Jury should be composed of Europeans only. ‘The soul in both 
the -uropean and the Indian being the same, the authorities should enJeavour 
to save the soul in the Indian and not rest satisfied with merely saying that 
it is improper to appoint Indians to the jury.

18. The Swadesamitran, -of the 9th April, writes :—'l'elegraphic 
a a - information was received yesterday that 
a: Fs rig Mike jose aes Nirmalkanta Roy, who stood charged 
er ” with having murdered a Police Inspector at 
Calcutta, was discharged by Justice Stephen, 

on the Advocate-General informing the Court that the Government did not 
want to push the prosecution. Nirmalkanta Roy has been let off on the 
understanding that he should appear before the Court again whenever he is 
ordered to do so. Our readers know that he was tried twice till now and 
that on both these occasions the majority of the jury returned a verdict of 
“ Not guilty.” Justice Stephen disagreeing with the verdict of the jury, how- 
ever, decided upon a retrial of the accused on the 20th April. But somehow 
the Government has thought fit to withdraw the case. Ve hope this affair 
will not be allowed to stop here. The Police and some passers-by arrested 
Nirmalkanta Roy as the murderer and put him up for trial and this arrest gave 
general satisfaction that the murderer has been found. ‘I'he Government 
and the Police also thought so and gave rewards to those who were instru- 
mental in arresting him. It is to be noted that Justice Stephen differed 
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from the opinion of the majority of the jury on two successive occasions. 
This fact may give rise to the question in some quarters as to whether it is 
desirable to have a jury in cases of tbis kind, in which the accused are 
charged with political offences. We cannot understand the reason for 
bringing Nirmalkanta Roy to trial again. Perhaps this may be known on 
receipt of further particulars from Calcutta. As it is now clear that the real 
odd of the eee has not yet been found out the Police will be 
blamed for having been remiss in their duty. The Government will, how- 
ever, try to explain away the defects of the Police and shower enconiiums upon 
them as usual. The termination of this case in this manner and the fact 
that the person who threw a bomb on the Viceroy at Delhi has not been 
traced will cause anxiety tothe people and the Government. We believe 
there will be a discussion about this in the Parliament. 


In commenting upon the same subject, the Lokopakari, of the 13th April, 
says:—During the first trial of Nirmalkanta Roy, the jury gave a unanimous 
verdict of ‘‘ Not guilty” on the first count of murder, and they were divided 
as five to four in declaring him not guilty on the other counts as well It 
was therefore surprising to all that the Judge did not agree with this verdict 
and ordered a retrial before a different jury. E,ven in the second trial, the 
majority of the jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ Not guilty”; but, strangely 
enough, the Judge differed from the jury again and decided that the accused 
should be tried a third time. Judges are expected to base their decisions on 
law and they should not think that a person accused of an offence should 
always be punished. The conduct of Justice Stephen in having disagreed 
with the opinion of the jury in this case on two successive occasions has the 
effect of curtailing the liberty of jurors and is an insult to them. It is only 
after considering these things that the Government of Bengal directed the 
withdrawal of the case against the accused. If the Government had not 
interfered in this case, it would have caused great dissatisfaction to the 
Any one who goes through the arguments of Mr. Norton for the 

efence will clearly see that this case is a concoction. The Police of 
Calcutta having brought a charge against Nirmalkanta Roy without proper 
enquiry, the witnesses for the prosecution having broken down betore the 
cross-exaniination of Mr. Norton and the actual murderer not being traced as 
yet are points to be noted.

(e) Local and Municipal. 


2) In concluding a leader on the Tandiyarpet sewage farm, the 
Sasilekha, of the 7th April, feels highly grati- 
fied that the committee appointed to enquire 
to the causes of malaria in Tandiyarpet have submitted a very able and 
«ur report. It says that if as suggested by the three Commissioners for 
‘nat division, the farm had been removed hundreds of lives would have 
icen saved. It hopes that the Government and the Municipality will carry 
oi the recommendations of the committee and make the people of 
Tandiyarpet happy. 

»3, The Andhraprakastka, of the 8th April, refers to the subject of Union 
Panchayats, and observes that the arbitrary 
officers of Government holding high appoint- 
ments, simply say that the Indians should be granted the. privilege of election. 
;t in practice they are not .given any such privilege at all. Tho paper 
wisiies that this matter may be discussed in the Legislative Council, and 
revrets that the present method of administration by the Union panchayats 
is tar from satisfactory. As most of the members are illiterate, they seek the 
favour of the union clerk, who in his turn wishes to be in the good graces 
of the officials. The paper prays that the authorities will free the Union 
pinchayat of this official domination. 


2}. A correspondent to the Sasilekha, of the 10th April, traces the cause 
of the prevalence of small-pox in Bellary to 
the supply of foul water, and remarks that 
from the way in which the Municipal Councillors discharge their duties it 
would appear that the Indians are unfit for that position.

(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


25. Referring to the orders of Government regarding the resettlement of 
Chittoor, Chandragiri and Palmaner, the 
Sasilekha, of the 7th April, remarks that the 
people of these taluks are too poor to meet the hardship of a resettlement. 
As the Government depends for its support on the labour of these poor 
subjects, they have to secure for them greater conveniences than what they 
at present enjoy. 
20. A correspondent to the Andhrapatrika, of the 9th April, complains 
that va assessment is being charged for the 
use of drainage water in the Divi taluk of the 
Kistna district. The ryots use this water in times of drought for chillies 
ind millet in small quantities. A chilly plant, for instance, requires only half 
a seer of water for its growth and to charge for such small quantity 1s very 
much to be regretted. When. floods from the drainage channels spoil the 
crops, the ryot bears the whole loss himself and the Government do not share 
any responsibility. So it is but right, says the correspondent, that he should 
cnjoy any benefit derivable from the drainage channels without being charged 
tor the same. The authorities impose the penal assessment because they fear 
that if the ryots use the drainage water for their dry crops, the Raja of 
Chalapalli may not get sufficient water for his wet lands which he irrigates 
by the help of an engine. Inthe opinion of the correspondent this 1s no 
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sufficient reason for depriving the poor ryots of the use of water, which in 
the absence of euch use, flows into the sea. He praysthat the Government 
will consider the matter and discontinue imposing any assessment on the ryot 
for using the drainage water. | 


(h) Railways. 


27. Referring to the difficulties experienced by the travelling public in 
the matter of alighting from the train an 
getting into it at the Taliparamba Road Rail- 
way station which is growing in importance 
day by day, owing to the existence therein of many public offices and tw, 
important temples, a correspondent in the Kerala Sanchari, of the 8th April, 
says :—If, in the existing state of things, no accident has taken place in this 
station, it is simply due to good luck and nothing else. As the company 
derives a large income from this station, it is a matter for regret that it has 
not yet deemed it necessury to erect a platform there. It is, however, hoped 
that the authorities will see that a suitable platform is built there at 1. 
distant date. 

In this connection it may be remarked that the road, which leads to the 
station from ‘Taliparamba, takes a rather circuitous course. As the distance 
covered by the proposed road will not be very great, the cost of constructiny 
a direct road from J‘aliparamba to the station will not be considerable at all. 
2 is believed that the authorities will give due consideration to this matter 
also. 


° (7) Salt and Abkari, 


28. A correspondent of the Satyadipike, of the 8th April, complains that 
the abolition of the rule that all applications 
for licenses for tree-tapping should contain the 
signature of the wargdar on whose land the tree lies 1s causing @ great deal 
of annoyance to the wargdars in as much as licenses are applied for and trees 
tapped without their permission, with the result that these aggrieved 
wargdars have, not infrequently, to go to law and prove their title to the 
trees besides. ‘The correspondent says that, as the wargdars generally preter 
to settle these disputes by arbitration, the authorities are probably unaware 
of the real extent of the annoyance thus caused and finally urges that the 
old procedure of insisting upon the countersignatures of wargdars on all 
applications for licenses should be re-enforced. : 


(i) General. 


29. Referring to the deliberations of the Religious Endowment 
Conference held at Delhi on the 16th March, the 
Vaisyamitran*, of the 30th March, observes :— 
One very important conclusion come to by the 
conference is that the trustees in charge of temple funds should publish their 
accounts periodically to the satisfaction of the public. We have often laid 
stress upon the necessity for such a publication, as we think that, otherwise, 
there is no possibility of the temple funds being administered properly. 
The next item dwelt upon by the conference is the period for which one can 
be a member of a Devastanam Committee. At present membership of this 
committee is for life and so members do not care for public opinion and 
handle the charitable funds in their charge as they please. The conference 
has therefore done well in deciding that one can be a member of a Devastanam 
Committee only for five years. This time limit is sure to make these 
members do their work with a fear for public opinion. The other proposals 
made at the conference are also excellent ones. We trust that, before under- 
ania legislation upon this question, the Government will take into 
consideration the present condition of the charitable endowments of Hindu 
temples and the popular opinion regarding their management.

_ The Congress deputation to ast year that a deputation, consisting of some 
England. rominent Jndians, should proceed to England 
to lay before the British piblie certain important matters affecting India. 
But some of our leading men seem to have thought that a deputation pro- 
ceeding to England at the present juncture would not serve any useful 
purpose, and Sir William Wedderburn, our sincere friend in England, was 
wired to by Mr. N. Subba Rao and hus advice sought for. He appears to 
have replied that it would be better if two or three leading men go tv 
Kngland now. We, too, think that a deputation to England now will not 
prove useless, and are therefore glad to learn that the Hon’ble Mr. B. \. 
Sarma is leaving for England. Representatives from the other Provinces 
are also going and the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale is already there. So it will le 
possible for some representatives of the Indians to stay in England in the 
months of May, June and July and to point out to men in position the 
grievances and aspirations of the Indians. First of all they can represent to 
Lord Crewe and others the resolution passed by the Congress regarding 
the reform of the India Council. India will not be benefited much by 
reforming it on the lines suggested by Lord Crewe. The Congress has also 
resolved that at least three members of this Council should be elected by the 
non-official members of Legislative Councils in India. Our representatives 
should impress on Lord Crewe the necessity for this reform. The liberty of 
the press in India has been greatly curtailed by the unnecessary restrictions 
imposed by the Government. Our deputation should plead for the removal 
of these restrictions. The abolition of the system of sending out indentured 
labourers to the British Colonies snould be advocated, seeing that though 
there is a chance of the condition of the Indians in South Africa being bettered 
the Indians in other Colonies are still being treated as slaves, without any 
rights whatever. The deputation should also plead for the Indians in the 
Colonies being given equal privileges with the other British subjects there. 
The necessity for the separation of the executive from judicial functions and 
for the grant of further privileges to the Legislative Councils should also be 
dwelt upon. ‘There are numerous other matters like this which deserve to 
be immediately brought to the notice of the British public and the Parlia- 
ment. So there is no room for the question whether there is any necessity 
for a deputation of Indians to proceed to England now. We need not say 
that it will not only be useful but is also necessary that Indians should, as 
often as possible, be going to England, which is the seat of our King- 


Emperor—the country of our rulers and a place unparallelled in civilisation 
and power. 


The Lokopakar’, of the 18th April, comments in the same strain on this

_ , that no one among us feels ashamed of the fact 

The condition of industries 19 that we are getting all articles for daily use, 
Is, tia. . such as nails, needles, cloth, etc , from western 
cntries. Though every kind of -material from gold down to iron, coal and 
-atton is available in India, we send it away to foreign countries for very 
,w prices and buy the articles required by us paying ten times their value. 
Ives this not show our stupidity? Comparing our land with a European 
country, we see that the latter does not er even a hundredth part of the 
aterials available in our country and that, while the daily wages of a 
j4hourer in @ European country amounts to 8 shillings or 6 rupees, labourers 
‘1 our country are content with 8 annas a day. Sceing that the Europeans 
have also to incur import and export charges it looks strange that they are 
able to sell their articles here at a cheaper rate than ourselves. There are 
<-veral reasons for this. First of all, our people have not that enterprising 
spirit to improve matters which the Europeans have. For example a non- 
oficial European comes down to India to be an agent for importing 
uropean goods ona decent ealary and amasses wealth. It is regrettable 
that no Indian thinks of being an agent himself and making money thereby. 
A European who cannot compare at all with the jaghirdar of Arni insulted 
the latter and got off witha light punishment. Does this not show the 
cuterprising spirit of the European? Though you are all genuine lovers of 
vour country, there is one important duty which you owe to your mother 
land and that 1s, you should have confidence in each other. If you do not do 
this, your wealth will be frittered away in no time. You invest all your 
money in banks for a low interest. These banks lend out this money to 
[uropean merchants for a cheap rate of interest and to our merchants for 
a higher rate. You enjoy your time pleasantly and are perhaps unaware 
of all this. Why not you yourselves start a bank with your money and 
conveniently enjoy the profits accruing therefrom? There is another 
way in which you can better benefit yourselves and the country and that is 
hy opening industrial schools and factories of your own. Following the 
example of Japan, you should send for industrial experts from the western 
countries and make them impart industrial education to our men and after 
tle latter have learnt everything they can themselves be left in charge of 
these institutions. Some of our big merchants are now in the habit of 
scnding their money to Germany and other western countries and requesting 
the manufacturers there to have their names impriuted on the articles sent out 
to them. Cannot these people manufacture these articles themselves and 
establish their reputation? ‘The persevering westerns deem the inactive 
Indians to be a helpless set pf people and imprint the names of Indian 
merchants on the articles sent to them as follows: ‘‘ For R. Chetty & 
rothers, Madras; made in Italy or Germany.” When are you Indians to 
wake up from your lethargy and becone active? Every article wo come 
across is made in a western country and no article is made in India. Till 
now, we thought that brass vessels were made only in India; but now we 
sec brass cups being imported from Germany by an Indian merchant in 
Kumbakinam. If the articles we are now getting from foreign countries, 
alter paying freight and conveyance charges, are made here alone, we will 
not have to pay for them so heavily as we do now. Weare not able to do 
this, because we have had no industrial education. So it is very necessary 
that industrial schools should be opened first and then factories also. The 
matathipathis, zamindars and other rich men in our country should form 
themselves into committees, establish banks and open industrial schools in 
different centres. If this is not done now, our country will be immersed in 
poverty and we will be trodden down wherever we go Our Government 
has also opened industrial schools in some places. But their number is not 
enough for such an extensive country like India. ‘There is no use. of our 
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keeping quiet expecting the Government to do everything for us. W, 
should start such schools ourselves in all the important towns in Our 
country and then we can expect the Government also to help us. Wy, 
hope that some of the rich men in Madras will soon make a move in this 
direction. 


48. Referring toa statement, said to have been made by Sir Harold 
Stuart at the last meeting of the Madras 
Sir Harold Stuart on the Tegislative Council, that there are no poor 
condition of the poorer classes. =», .5 16 in India, the Swadesamitran, of the lth 
April, observes :—In spite of the figures in the last census showing that 80 per 
cent. of the people are labourers, Sir Harold Stuart asserted that there were 
very few labourers in India that even these lived only in towns and that 
they not only got enough to eat but were also able to lay by something for 
their comfoits. By this he meant that a labourer earned so much that he was 
able to spend some money on drink every day, after providing the necessaries 
for himself and his family. He added that it was not the labourers but the 
agriculturists who formed the major portion of the population. We are 
really surprised at these statements. First of all, it 1s not true that labourers 
in towns earn as much as is required to maintain their family. Their earnings 
will cover only one meal for them. Apart from meals, they have other 
expenses to incur on clothes, etc., and on festive and mournful occasions. 
There are also expenses to be incurred on account of illness or old age. 
For all these expenses, the labourer has only to borrow. If he cannot get 
a loan, he and his family have no other go but to starve. It is true that a 
labourer spends some money on drink. But it is not true that he satisfies his 
hunger fully and spends the remainder on drink. It is because he is not able 
to satisfy his hunger fully that he resorts to drink. Moreover it is not truc 
that agriculturists are not labourers. Three-fourths of the so-called agri- 
culturists do not get paddy for even six months in the year. During the other 
six months they make a living only by working for wages. Even their 
avocation as agriculturists is not far different from work for wages. Not more 
than 20 per cent. of the agriculturists have a larger income than what is 
required for their maintenance. The remaining 80 per cent. are only 
labourers, working for wages either in their lands or elsewhere. That such 
“un experienced person as Sir Harold Stuart is not aware of this lament- 
able fact generally known even to ordinary men among Indians, only 
shows that English officials, whatever experience they may acquire, cannot 
understand the inner details of an Indian’s life. 

Sir Harold Stuart also stated that, though cotton, ground-nut and other 
marketable commodities were now produced in larger quantities the extent 
of cultivation of paddy and other foodstuffs had also increased. We also 
admit that this is true; but the question is not about the extent of culti- 
vation but about the increase in the yield. Sir Harold Stuart has nothing to 
say regarding this. Our opinion is that the quantity of food stuffs ‘ele ver 
has not increased in proportion to the increase of population and to the desire 
of the people to adopt modern civilised ways of living. This is true not only 
in the case of the Madras Fresidency alone but throughout India. Sir Harold 
Stuart, thongh an official conducting the Government, did not quote any 
figures in support of his statements. While it is very necessary that the 
Government should go deeply and carefully into the questions whether the 
condition of the majority of the Indians is ‘* gradually maps ” as stated 
by our rulers and whether the Indians are ‘“‘ enjoying phenomenal prosperity ” 
as it was put by Lord Hardinge, it is still fighting shy of it and postponing 
such an enquiry. 


49. In an open letter to M.R.Ry. N. Subba Rao Pantulu, a correspond- 

ent to the Andhrapatrika, of the 8th April, 

M.R.Ry. N. Subba Rao refers in terms of praise to his proposed visit 
Pantalu. to England as a representative of the Indian 
National Congress and encourages him thus :—The responsibility which you 
have now to bear is very heavy. But there are many to help you. ‘They 
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are looking for the leader. The Andhra mother has laid this burden on you 
pecause you are her eldest son and a veteran in the field of public activity. 
There is no reason why you should fear. You need not care for others’ 
f,vour. ‘I'he Government cannot suspect your intentions. 


50, Referring to the transfer of M.R.Ry. J. Ramayya Pantulu, late 
Presidency Magistrate, Madras, who discharged 
his duties meritoriously, the Sasil/ekha, of the 
“th April, remarks that in Madras all the higher appointments are in the 
hands of the Tamilians. It says: We hoped that with the transfer of 
WARRy. J. agernge fh Pantulu, the Government have begun to confer high 
ap porntments on the Telugus in Madras, but that hope has now been blighted. 


51. The Andhrapairika, of the 11th April, writes on the subject of the 
eam of the Andhra movement as 
ollows :—The evolution of the world is going 
on rapidly and by leaps and bounds. The ideal of federal government is 
appealing to all hearts and is prompting men to resolute action. The ideal 
has met with the approbation of the Conservatives as well as the Liberals. 
As knowledge spreads and popular representatives arise that are prepared to 
devote their lives to the service of the — our political institutions must 
undergo a timely expansion, and the day will then be not very far when the 
British statesmen wiill find it to their advantage to cast Indian administration 
in the mould of a federal government. It goes without saying that in the 
beginning our Legislative Councils are bound to expand viaklly and local

matters engage special attention. This is the first step in the organisation of 
a federal government. It is admitted on all hands that language constitutes 
the main basis for the division of a country with a view to federation. To 
aspire for an Andhra province and an Andhra University becomes thus a 
positive duty. To be devoted to this cause is in no way inimical and pre- 
judicial to the interests of our brother races. It is, on the other hand, leading 
the way to them. It 1s a striving to pts 9 with them, later on with 


greater efficiency and enterprise. Let our leaders, therefore, understand that 
the motherhood of the Andhra land is in no way inconsistent with that of the 
Bharata land, and realise that the two ideas are but aifferent aspects of tne 
motherhood of the whole earth, and firmly pilot the Andhra movement. May 
victory attend us and our Bharata land. 


52. The Andhrapatrika, of the 11th April, says that the London Times 
3 : and the State:man ot Calcutta recommend the 
- ae and the grant of magisterial powers to the Police for 
| suppressing the riots in Bengal. It remarks :— 
In order to avoid conviction without enquiry, the Government are deciding 
even such cases as the murder of the Inspector with the help of the jury. 
We hope that the British who are lovers of popular freedom will set about to 
put down the riots with a liberal heart rather than follow the advice of certain 
shortsighted men and involve the country in trouble. 


53. The Kistnapatrika, of the 4th April, in the course of a leader on a 
Telugu daily, has the following observations : 
—In Europe no books inculcating high ideals 
and no papers attempting to reform the heart find favour with the readers. 
The people there have no time for serious study and no relish for spiritual 
peace and bliss. They pass their lives in the enjoyment of what appeals to 
the senses. What they worship is not the real Saraswats (the goddess of 
learning), but her idol. Breaches of the conjugal tie entertain them more 
than matrimonial love. They feel themselves happier in the artificial life of 
the theatre, the dance, the cinematograph, the cricket ground, etc., than in the 
midst of the caim and quiet coantry life. Some western thinkers themselves 
have looked upon the daily newspaper asa pest. The artificial knowledge 
imparted to the masses disposes them to luxury and fosters in them an 
insatiate thirst for amusements and sports of passing interest. India has 
never suffered from this fever nor forsaken her soul.

States of America containing a fifth of the population of India has forty-fiur 
States. ‘The Presidency of Bombay, containingjonly a half of the population 
of that of Madras, has been a separate province since 1793. If the Telucu 
country is constituted a separate province, its extent will be twice as much: «is 
Treland which is now given self-government. The provinces of India were 
not constituted on any political principles. They were not formed so t!:at 
the different races may have an opportunity to develop by themselves, tht 
the administration may be carried on conveniently, and that self-government 
may be ultimately granted. ‘Three divisions of the Central Provinces have 
been brought under the Gédavari district because they are Telugu divisions. 
Certain great statesmen have expressed the opinion that the Indian provinces 
were not rightly constituted. ‘T’he constitution of the Presidency of Madras 
is in no way satisfactory. Of all the provinces of India, Madras is the 
largest in extent, and contains ,the largest population. The a of 
Bombay is one crore and fifty lakhs. The Andhras in the Telugu districts 
number not less than one crore and sixty lakhs. There are five vernaculars 
in the Madras Presidency, all of which officers and teachers cannot be 
expected to learn. So it is not possible to administer this Presidency 
satisfactorily and justly. Lord Hardinge has stated that in constituting a 
province, not only administrative efficiency, but also the beliefs of the people 
should be taken into consideration. Has he not stated that the Beharis required 
aseparate province and that it should be given to them to satisfy them? 
India should be divided into territories based on a linguistic classification, 
and granted self-government. Only then can India shine as a country 
governed by tle people themselves. There are certain Uriya taluks in 
Ganjaim. ‘The Andhras, who do not know Uriya, are the officers there, and 
Telugu jis the official language. In Bellary, too, the Canarese-speaking public 
are under a similar grievance, for the officials thereare Telugus. A redistri- 
bution of such taluks according to the languages spoken therein will obviate 
these difficulties. 

95. The Kistnapatrika, of the 11th April, represents the|Chairman of the 
fs i it Mac Reception Committee of the Second Andhra 
ee na darerene’: Conference to have stated as follows :—-It is my 
belief that a knowledge of the present condition of the Andhras, and the new 
spirit awakened by western education and a study of the growing vernacular 
literature have blended into a whole and manifested itself as the Andhra move- 
ment. As it is the outcome of just aims, it deserves the encouragement of not 
only the Andhras, but also of others and of the Government. The reason why 
the Andhras are in a backward condition is the want of facilities for the spread 
of education in their districts. ‘The Andhra country is not progressing, lor 
progress can only be possible by education. The idea that the Andhras 
should unite and ameliorate their condition should spread all over the country. 
The English language is very difficult to master and so it is to be hoped that 
vernaculars will be made the medium of instruction in the colleges. It will 
be natural to divide the country into provinces, the languages spoken being the 
basis of classification. The question of a separate Andhra province has chiefly 
to be decided by the Government. When a portion of a country has sufficient 
population, and yields sufficient revenue, its constitution into a separate 
province will surely tend to the increase of the knowledge of the lay ge and 
their prosperity. | Fred in such a province, provincial autonomy, | think, 
will soon prevail. The various sentiments contained in the despatch of 
Lord Hardinge, and an examination of the’present condition of the Andhra

It 
rinains to be seen how far the result of the enquiry, recently instituted into 
the South African situation, will influence the opinions of gentlemen like 
this Judge. 

58. In a leading article dwelling on recent events in connection with 
the Home Rule crisis, the Swadeshabhimani, 
of the 10th April, observes :—There are many 
things which we Indians may learn from this strange behaviour of our rulers. 
Appalling as is the pitch to which these party strifes are sometimes carried, 
they never disturb the machinery of Government, the one marvellous quality 
of the British people being their readiness to submit to what will ultimately 
Le for the good of the Empire. It is this identity of interests which is at 
the bottom of all their feuds that has raised them to the eminence which 
is theirs. 

59. Referring to the enormous loss suffered by the ‘‘ Kole” cultivators 
adjacent to the Knamakkal dam by the 
entrance of salt water into the fields, owing to 
the extremely bad condition of the temporary mud bund, for which the 
superintending officers are largely responsible, a correspondent in the Kerala 
Pa/rika, of the 4th April, says:—The Government will do well to appoint 
r (‘ommissioner to inspect the place and do what is necessary in the matter. 
Chis is the most proper time to repair the bund, as in the rainy season no 
work can be undertaken on account of the flood. If the Government fail to 
take necessary measures this year also, both the Government and the people 
will be subjected to considerable loss. Hence it is huped that the District 
Collector and the other officials concerned will pay their particular attention 
tu the subject. )

\Mudras Government shunted off Mr. Justice Miller to inspection duty, 
leaving room for Mr. Spencer to act as Judge during his absence—a proce- 
jure which was of very doubtful legality, as we pointed out.in these columns 
at the time, a8 in effect it amounted to the exercise of the power of appoint- 
ing an eleventh J udge by the Local Government. . . . . Ifthe Local 
Government’s view was well founded that the deputation of Mr. Justice Miller 
on inspection duty was legal, the period of such deputation might and ought 
to have been extended, as Mr. Justice Miller has not yet done any substantial 
portion of the duty of inspection of the subordinate Courts to which so much 
importance was attached ; and the fact that the High Court sittings had been 
so arranged that Mr. Justice Spencer was to continue as Judge indicates that 
the High Court and the Local Government reposed in the calm confidenceijthat 
their scheme would be given effect to by repeated extensions of the period 
of deputation for Mr. Justice Miller and of acting incumbency for Mr. Justice 
Spencer. So much was this the case that the Local Government appointed 
another Civilian officer to the office of District and Sessions Judge of ‘l'anjore 
which had belonged to Mr. Spencer. All this shows that even a Local 
Government cannot have all its own way in everything.”

This distinction 
between the two classes of schvols keeps the higher elementary schools at a 
double disadvantage over the lower; for, in the first place the teachers of 
the former are disallowed the emoluments which now form the exclusive 
privileve of the teachers of lower elementary schools and further in order 
to attract the children to the lower divisions of their school they have to 
invite pupils paying their fecs from their own purse, as they have not the 
power of remitting the fees even in the case of poor pupils. The result vi 
this invidiousness is that these institutions which are obviously intended for 
the benefit of the poor lead to a popuiar impression that education among the 
poorer classes beyond the third standard is looked upon with positive dis- 
favour by the authorities. It 1s, therefore, both just and desirable that this 
obvious impediment to the progress of higher elementary schools should be 
removed by the adoption of a uniform procedure under which no fees should 
be levied up to the third standard. 


19. A correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of the 18th April, says :— 
The condition of the teachers of the fourth 
class in the clementary schools is extremely 
pitiable. In most of these schools there are 
five classes, but only four teachers with a salary of Rs. 15, 12, 10 and 10 per 
mensem, Their pay in these days of famine condition prevailing everywhere 
is quite inadequate. ‘The matter ought, therefore, to receive the special and 
instant attention of the authorities concerned.

It will not be enough to publish sucha notice ina few English 
newstapers. Copies of the notice should be duly printed and distributed 
Lroaieast through the Municipal servants. ‘There should also be an announce- 
int throughout the eity by means of tom-tom. Even such a publication 
wi.) net remove the inconvenience caused to the people entirely. In every 
division, there should be a number of reservoirs according to the population 
an {these should be full of pure pipe-water, whenev>r the heath water- 
supply is stopped. The Municipal officials should kecp these reservoirs clean 
ani they should always be covered. Unless this is donc, the inconvenience 
to te people cannot be removed. Relying upon the pipe-water, the majority 
ot tie wells in the city have been filled up, and there are some Commissioners 
wii propose to fill up even the few wells that still remain. One can only 
iivine what would have been the fate of the people yesterday and to-day, 
it this had been done. If the Commissioners do not insist upon their officials 
discharging their duty without inconveniencing the people, the rate-payers 
themselves will have to secure their convenience. 


While commenting in the same strain on this subject, the Lokopakari, 
of the 20th April, observes:—Ninety-nine per cent. of the people did not 
know anything of the notice issued by the President regarding this stoppage 
ot water. All people in the city, both rich and poor, had to suffer in- 
describable hardship for two nights and a day on account of this stoppage. 
There was no water available even to clean latrines and the whole atmosphere 
was stinking. We do not know what will be the effect of this stench upon 
the health of the city, which has become an abode for epidemics. The res- 
pousibility for any evil consequences which may result from this rests solely 
upon the Municipality. It is now clear that the Municipality committed a 
great mistake in having forcibly filled up several of the wells in the city. It 
Is inost unfair on the part of the Municipality to have suddenly stopped the 
supply of pipe-water in the city, without giving the people any previous 
notice of such stoppage either by means of handbills or by means of tom- 
tom, . 


22. A correspondent of the Satyadeepike, of the 15th April, complains 
that as a result of the system of compulsory 
vaccination which is now being resorted to in 
many of the yillages in South Canara, purdah ladies and others, who have not 
the convenience to carry their children to the place appointed by the 
vaccinator for the purpose, are put to great hardship owing to thie general 
ignorance among the villagers of the provision that the payment of a fee of 
four annas entitles them to have the vaccination done in their own homes. 
The correspondent thereupon urges that the notices issued by the vaccinators 
calling upon the parents to get their children vaccinated should contain 
explicit reference to the option of getting it done at their own residence on 
payment of the prescribed fee. |

The Government know that they have been there 
for many years past. In a meeting at Tenali on the subject of the increase 
of land cess, all the ryots began to complain against this penal assessment, 
but they were not allowed todo so because the matter was outside the scoje 
of the meeting. Sometime ago the Collector of Guntir convened a meeting 
of the ryots, who were asked to represent their grievances except in the 
matter of the abovesaid penal assessment. A certain officer said that the 
Brahmans should not speak. We request that the members of the Legislative 
Council will endeavour to remove the said difficulties of the ryots.

(g) Forests. 


21. In commenting on the review by Government of the report of the 
Forest administration for 1912-1914, the 
Andhrapatrika, of the 20th April, says that the 
Government are of opinion that the system of selling the forest produce to 
private contractors is working satisfactorily. It observes that the defects ot 
the system are already manifesting themselves, and unless the Government be 
cautious in the matter, troubles will surely arise. ‘The forests are-the property 
of Government, and the people have no other source for the forest produce. 
It is therefore not just on the part of the authorities to adopt a commercial 
policy in the disposal of the produce. ‘The paper prays that the authorities 
will fix the prices before allowing the contractors to bid. In conclusion, the 
paper requests that the Government will, in accordance with the recommend- 
ations of the Forest Committee, appoint village panchayats, invest them with 
powers relating to forests and thereby help to reduce forest crimes. 


Forest Administration Report. 


(k) General. 


25. While expressing the hope that the resolution, proposed to be moved 
by the Hon’ble Mr. B. V. Narasimha Ayyar at 
the meeting of the Madras Legislative Council 
in May next to the effect that the present 
practice of the clerks in the Government offices in the city and the mufassal 
attending to office work even on holidays, and out of office hours, should be 
checked, will receive the hearty support of the other members of the Council 
and be accepted by the Government, the Swadesamitran, of the 20th April, 
says :—This bad practice affects only the subordinate officials, The Kuro- 
pean officers never attend office before 11 a.w. and usually leave it quite early 
to enable them to attend to other engagements. There is no one to question 
the uropean officials regarding their attendance. It is only the subordinate 
Indian officials that have to attend to office work even out of office hours, 
owing to the absence of any regulations regarding their hours of work. 
Besides working beyond office hours, they have also to take work home. 
Both the clerks and the Government should be deemed to be responsible 
for this bad practice. Our people foolishly spend all their time on office 
work, with the object of getting promotion and gaining the good graces of 
their superiors. ‘he Government knows it and yet does not take any steps 
to put a stop to this practice. In many offices, the work is being carried on 
by a limited number of clerks, though a larger number is necessary to cope 
with it. This is done with the object of securing a saving for the Government.

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W) iJe the Government is very liberal in regard to the salaries and other 
‘j.avances paid to the higher officials, it wants. to be cconomical only in the 
"of the subordinate officials. If the Indian officials work beyond office 
con account of their ignorance and avarice, the Government should 
... encourage this. Tn these days when the workmen in the western 
outries claim as a matter of privilege that they should not be made to 
«rx for more than eight hours a day, it dues not become a civilised and 
-nathetie Government to allow the Indian officials to turn out brain work 
;,, 12 hours a day. These over-worked clerks find no time to attend to 
‘jy ir domestic duties and the training of their children and have no leisure 
., have any physical exercise. Numerous are the Indians, who die at a 
pranature age on account of overwork and the Government is not unaware 
aptiis. Moreover the Indian officials are not able tv have privilege leave 
_asilv, nor do they avail themselves of it. There are numerous Indians who 
i, not avail themselves of any kind of leave. The Government should 
‘ysist upon these persons taking leave in their own interests. It can expect 


vpous serving under it to do good work von | if they are healthy both

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‘hysically and mentally. Every big office should have a recreation ground 


atriched to it. Facilities should also be afforded for the education of the 
cuildren of public servants. When these are serving in places where there 
are no facilities for such education, the Government should make it possible 
for these children —— education at convenient centres. There are lakhs 
or people who are employed under the Government for very low salaries 
and it behoves the Government to attend to the physical and mental well- 
being of these men with as much cure as is bestowed in the case of the highly- 
proud officials. 
0. The Swadesami(ran, of the <2nd April, writes:—Our readers are 
aware of the existence of a society in Calcutta 
‘Tne Government and the gajied the Scientific and Industrial Association, 
sips ecb which has been sending out a number of 
Beigali youths to foreign countries for the purpose of industrial education. 
Till now this society has sent out 300 youths like this. When these return 
to India after having the necessary training, they find that there are not 
industries enough to engage them. ‘This is the case throughout India. In 
Hengal at least, some young men have started certain industries with a small 
capital. Even these are not found in other Provinces. It will be very 
leneficial to start petty cottage industries in our villages. But it is also 
necessary to open large factories in towns with large capital and thus offer 
facilities for youths trained in foreign countries having an avocation after 
their return to India. Raj Bahadur Raisitanath, who presided at the anni- 
vursary of this society, rightly observed that, if colleges for imparting 
iniustrial education on scientific lines are established at every important 
centre ina Province, it will soon help to revive our old arts and industries, 
which will in turn enable our people to become rich by the sale of the 
articles manufactured here and then poverty will disappear from this country 
and our people will live happily without any unrest or discontent. We have 
been crying hoarse about this in the Legislative Couneils, public platforms 
and the press. But the Government of India is, as usual, moving as slowly 
us a snail, Schemes which are completed in one year in other countries are 
‘till under consideration in India for the last so many years. The idea of 
converting the Civil Engineering College at Madras into a scientific indus- 
trial college has been hanging fire for the last several years, and we learn that 
the orders of the Secretary of State approving of this course have been 
received only now. The Government of India seems to be as lethargic as 
the Indian people. :

Even in our ordinary life, nothing can be don, 
if there is no confidence. The father has to confide in his son, the husban 
in his wife, the master in his servant and the King in his subjects. So if . 
Government is to be conducted properly, confidence is very necessary, 
This confidence is indispensable even in a despotic rule; because those whiv 
are willing instruments in carrying on a despotic rule, will do their work 
only if confided in. It was recently pointed out by Mr. Chakravarthy that 
confidence was one of the most suitable methods of putting an end to anar- 
chical crimes. The students, who showed a rare capacity for doing goud 
during the recent floods at Burdwan, can be confided in and their services 
utilised for finding out the anarchists and rooting them out. Why should 
suspicious methods be adopted, instead of utilising the aforesaid students 
who are a strong support to the Government and who are the best people to 
cet rid of anarchism from the country? The Englishman, however, savs 
that, though the love which all these students have for their country has been 
brought out clearly, no clear proof is yet forthcoming of their loyalty towards 
the Government of India. But it is the opinion of many farsighted men 
that those who love their country are also loyal towards the British rule. 
Moreover loyalty is not an article to be had for money. It is a feeling 
vrowing naturally in every man, according to his circumstances and environ- 
ments. So we hope the Government will act upon the suggestion of Mr. 
Chakravarthy and, confiding in us, create opportunities to ascertain, if we 
deserve, the confidence reposed in us.

The present day liberal-hearted rulers: heartily believe 
tht harshness is the cause of many evils and that the relations between the 
rulers and the ruled will be most friendly and happy if the Government 
enlists on their side the confidence and the love of the people.

Much unrest has been created amongst the Mussalmans 
of Calcutta on this account and every one is astounded at the conduct of the 
authorities.

It is our opinion there is sufficient 
cone for framing such a law so as not to be an impediment to commerce. 
We pray that the Government will consider the matter and do the needful. 


44, A correspondent to the Andhraprakasika, of the 15th April, says :—

‘This Bill consists of two sections to te added after section 228 of the 
Indian Penal Code, and are to be known as sections 228-A and 228-j. 
Section 228-A runs as follows :— 


‘““* Whoever, by worda, either spoken or written, or by signs, or by 
visible representations or otherwise brings or attempts to bring into contempt, 
or lowers or attempts to lower the authority— 


‘©¢(a) of any Court of Justice, or 
‘© (5) of any person empowered by law to record or direct the record- 
ing of evidence on oath (when exercising such powers), 


shall be punished with simple imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
six months, or with fine, or with both.’ 


‘The language of this section 1s almost the same as that of 
section 124-A of the Indian Penal Code, though some exception is made in 
clause (6) with reference to comments that are in substunce frue and are made 
in yoo! faith for the public good. Section 124-A deals with sedition against 
the constituted authority, while the new section will introduce a new offenco 
against courts of justice. We cannot say at present that the proposed addition 
to the existing law of contempt of court 1s due to the presumed inadequacy 
of the present law to protect subordinate courts, but we can clearly 
perceive that it is sufficiently comprehensive and clastic so as to bring almost 
any careless reference to a court of justice under a charge of contempt. 


“Section 228-B, which is the second additional section proposed by the 
Bill, runs thus—‘ Whoever, during the pendency of a judicial proceeding, 
by words, either spoken or written, or by signs, or by visible representation, 
or otherwise makes or publishes— 


“(a) a false or misleading report of such proceeding or any stage 
thereof, or 

‘““(b) any comments relating to such proceeding or regarding the 
presiding officer, the parties, witnesses, assessors, jurors or 
pleaders concerned in such proceeding, knowing or having 
reason to believe that such comments may cause or tend to 
cause prejudice in the public mind in regard to such proceed- 
ing, or prejudice or tend to prejudice the trial thereof, 


shall be punished with simple imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
six months, or with fine, or with both.’ Some justification may be seen for 
clause (+) of this Bill and comments on a@ case sub judtce or any one concerned 
with such a case may be forbidden. But clause (a) appears dangerous and 
is calculated to make it unsafe for newspapers to report even the proceedings 
of atrial. We do admit the explanation that a true, full and fair report of a 
judicial proceeding or any stage thereof does not constitute an offence under 
this section. But we cannot clearly understand what is meant by a false 
and misleading report. Nor is it necessary and possible that a érue and full 
report should be a fair one! Newspapers cannot be expected to have their 
own reporters throughout India, and ail these journals have to rely more or 
less upon mufassal correspondents who report cases of those courts. Accord- 
ing to the present Bill if any of these several correspondents commits a 
mistake or if their reports happen to be not quite accurate, any newspaper 
may be hauled up for publishing a false or misleading report. 


‘¢ This Bill will no doubt be another sword of Democles over the head of 
newspapers, and we must regard the innovation with very great misgivings. 


‘‘We fully endorse the pertinent remarks of our Bengal contemporary 
which observes ‘that the Bill will have the effect of excluding courts and 
proceedings of courts from the purview of the press in the same manner 10 
which abuses in Native States are peremptorily barred against ventilation in 
the press or discussion in the Legislative Councils ’.”

Although the Cauvery has its source and a few of 
its tributaries in British territory it must not be forgotten that the river 
ussiues its proper magnitude only after entering the province of Mysore. 
Be-iles, if the Madras Government should make up their mind to utilise the 
cuormous quantity of water that now runs to waste into the sea they can 
have reservoirs much larger than the present project. We are, therefore, 
constrained to observe that it is what may be called a “dog in the manger ”’ 
policy that actuated the speakers at the Tanjore District Conference to 
object to the project in the face of such obvious possibilities that would still 
exist for their benefit. We do not need even that 80 feet embankment. 
There are nearly 40,000 major and minor tanks in our province. If the 
thir crores that will have to be spent on the Kannambady project should 
be utilised for the restoration of these tanks, we should doubtless find our 
cipitul a hundred times better invested. If means can be devised for 
accumulating all the rain water of our Own province it will be more than we 
need for our purposes; and there will then be no cause for heart-burning 
among our neighbours. We are confident that the arbitrators will effect a 
tur scttlement, Even if it should prove otherwise and they show themselves 
iuciined to favour the noise-makers, we can do very well even without the 
0 tect embankment. It is true we have already incurred enormous expense. 
hut it would be well to abandon the project now at least. 


‘4. In the course of a leading article commenting on the annual report on Veumaniosns Parern, 
public instruction in Mysore for the year April 22nd, 1916. 
1912-18, the Vokkuligara Patrike, of the 22nd 

April, observes : —It is deplorable to find that private enterprise in the matter 

ot maintaining educational institutions is fast disappearing in the province 

ot Mysore. It behoves the authorities therefore to give a fresh stimulus to 

the growth of private schools by means of liberal grants-in-aid. The report 

shows that among the Hindus the school-going population forms only 2-4 per 

cont. of the total strength of the community, while among the Muhammadans 

itis ¢ per cent. This discloses that the Hindus are in truth the most back- 

ward community in education. It further tells us how erroncous is the pre- 

vailing belief that the Muhammadans are among the backward classes. One 
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reyrettable feature of the educational policy of Mysore is that while in Madras 
and Bombay the Government are devising fresh means of encouraging 
education among women by instituting separate first-grade colleges for girls, 
the Mysore Government is doing away with even the existing institutions 
and has reduced the one first-grade college to the second grade. We are 
vlad to find that primary education is making steady progress in the State, 
although the extent of it does not come up to popular expectations. But we 
have no doubt that we shall see better results in the near future. One other 
important shortcoming is that only 520 out of the 3,880 teachers of primary 
schools are trained men. Arrangements for the spread of technical education 
in the State are doubtless elaborate and satisfactory. But by far the most 
important feature of the present educational policy is the provision made 
for imparting moral and religious instruction. The growing disregard for 
authority of all kind is too well known to admit. of any doubt as to whether 
such instruction is necessary. But we should like to point out that the 
manner in which it is now imparted can hardly bring about the desired effect. 
What we wish to lay stress upon in particular is the fact that no system of 
moral or religious instruction can be effective unless it fully takes into account 
the bearing of modern discoveries and scientific advancement on our tradi- 
tional beliefs. ‘Ihe moral instructor must therefore be one who combines in 
him a good knowledge of Sanskrit and ancient lore as also a firm grasp of the 
trond of western thought. 


Referring to the same subject the Vritlanta Patrike, of the 23rd April, 
repeats the comments noted above in regard to the disappearance of private 
enterprise in the direction of spreading education and the extreme paucity ot 
trained teachers and urges the early removal of these two shortcomings.

In the neighbouring British territory although the recent reforms in the 
councils both Imperial and Provincial have resulted in a considerable enlarge- 
ment of these bodies, the working of these reforms has failed to be regarded 
by the people as wholly satisfactory. ‘The reason is that many a popular 
reform proposai introduced into these councils is either defeated or has to be 
withdrawn because of the absence of a clear non-official majority whose 
support can always be counted upon, as it invariably happens that the 
nominated non-official members side with the Government. In the Mysore 
Legislative Council this possible shortcoming has been obviated by providing 
a non-official element which clearly outnumbers the official. Besides provision 
has been made, as in British territory, for placing the financial statement 
before the council and the mght of interpellation too has been granted to it. 
The value of this latter privilege it is hardly pussible to overrate, as in its 
absence the council should have remained content with being merely a body 
for framing numerous measures of which only a fraction are actually Rea 
We cannot be too highly grateful to His Highness’ Government therefore for 
instilling fresh life into this body by means of these liberal reforms. We feel 
sure that the non-official members will always endeavour to justify the 
confidence reposed in them and pave the way for further advancement.

April 17th, 1914. important resolutions passed at the Conference 
held at Tanjore under the presidency of the 

Ifon’ble Mr. Rama Ayyangar referred to the land assessment. In every 
country in the world, any additional money which a Government may require 
can be raised only with the consent of the Legislative Council. But in India 
alone, the xecutive Governmont increases the land assessment as it likes, 
without the consent of the Legislative Council and raises the money it wants, 
As the very officials, who levy the assessment, spend the amount collected by 
them, they prepare an estimate of the expenditure first and then raise the 
assessment in proportion to this estimate. ‘They do this once in 20 years in 
certain provinces and once in 30 years in the Madras Presidency. ‘This leads 
to many people, depending for their livelihood only upon the land, becoming 
victims to penury and debts, without any possibility of mn Moy their 
condition. When a suggestion was made in the Imperial Legislative Council 
that the assessment should be revised once in 60 years instead of once in 30) 
years, it was stated that, if this was done, it would benefit only the Mirasi- 
dars and not the ryots cultivating the lands. The Government should not 
make this difference between the Mirasidars and the ryots. If there ‘isa 
reduction in the assessment paid to the Government by the Mirasidars and 
the latter make a saving, it will be useful for the advancement of agriculture. 
There will be a free flow of money in the villages and this will enliven thie 
agriculturists. If the Muirasidars acquire profits, the ryots working under 
them as labourers will not refrain from asking fora share init. The ryots 
and labourers of the present day will not quietly abide by everything done 
by the Mirasidars as in the olden days. The people are now becoming more 
intelligent and independent in their views and this spirit 1s actuating even 
the ryots in villages. Sothe argument of the Government is not a sound one. 
Moreover, all those who cultivate lands and pay an assessment to Government 
are not Mirasidars. ‘Three-fourths of them are cultivating their lands them- 
selves. ‘The pattas stand in their own names and they pay the assessment to 
Government. The extent of their lands is mostly less than five acres and 
therefore the least reduction in assessment will really benefit these poor 

eople. 

é  haihes resolution passed at this conference referred to the fact that 
the work turned out by the petty agriculturists mentioned above on their 
lands is not taken into account at the time of the settlement in calculating 
the expenses of cultivation. ‘The procedure adopted at the time of the settle- 
ment is for the Government and the agriculturist to divide by halves what 
remains after deducting these expenses. The agriculturists complain that 
this calculation of the expenses of cultivation is not done properly. Such 
being the case, it will be most unfair if even the work IO | out by them 1s

By working on his lands he loses such wages. A petty agriculturist 1s 
vencrally no better than a wage-earner.

Unless we follow the example of Japan and 
nina work in the direction of educating the re and establishing 
industries by bringing together the funds now uselessly locked up in different 
places and bring about the union of the people by doing away with the 
distinction of caste, our country can never improve. 


The Lokopakari, of the 20th April, also refers to the speech of 
Mr Chakravarthy in eulogistic terms and observes :—The effect of this speech 
will be to create an enthusiasm and a new spirit in the minds of the people for 
the progress of the country. It is quite certain that India can never advance 
in any way, as long as the Indians are disunited, weak, ignorant and selfish. 
This country can never hope to become better as long as the Indians are 
content with cking out a \;velihood by doing slavish work. Even those 
having a smattering of English education deem it derogatory to take up 
trade or agriculture as a profession and to engage in industries. This feeling 
should disappear and every facility should be afforded for our people having 
n good. training in industries and agriculture. It 1s only then that our 
country will become rich, As no business can be carried on without money, 
it is highly essential that our people should adopt all possible ways of 
increasing the wealth of the country. 


61. The Swadesamitran, of the 20th April, observes:—In accordance 
with the proposal made by an elected member 
in the Madras Legislative Council some days 
aro that care should be taken to see that District Board Engineers have 
certain prescribed qualifications before they are appointed to these posts, the 
Government called for the opinion of the Presidents of District Boards on 
the matter, specifying the qualifications which a District Board Engincer 
may be expected to have. ‘The District Board of Madura has expressed its 
opinion that the present system works well enough and that, if additional 
qualifications are required, competent I:ngincers will not be available. This 
was the view of the President, and the District Board merely endorsed it. 
The District Board of Tanlore has, however, accepted the view of the 
Government that District Board Engineers should have the specified qualifi- 
cations. We cannot understand why the Madura District Board has expressed 
the opinion noted above. We cannot agree in its view that competent Engin- 
ecrs will not be availabie, if the possession of the qualifications noted in the 
Government circular is insisted upon. It is true that European Engineers 
will not be available in such large numbers as is the case now. In many 
districts Englishmen who do not know anything about Engineering are 
appointed as Engineers, owing to the favouritism of the President and these 
are paid Rs. 500 to Rs. 1,000 as salaries. or such decent salaries, will not 
Indians be available, who have passed examinations in Engineering and who 
have the requisite experience? Will not Indians, who hold responsible 
Knginecring appointments under Government, be available for employment 
as District Board Kngineers? The repairs undertaken by: District. Boards 
are such as could be done by ordinary maistries. These do not therefore 
require an extraordinary knowledge or experience. So there is no reason 
why the majority of the District Board Engineers should be Europeans. 
This question is not a new one. It was raised when Lord Connemara was 
the Governor of Madras and he promised to consider about it. But in those 
days public opinion did not weigh much with the Government and Presidents 
of District Boards acted as they liked. ‘The position has changed now. ‘The 
opinion of the people is now being regularly made known to the Government 
by their representatives in the Legislative Councils and the administration is 
also said to be conducted in accordance with this opinion. It is therefore 
stranve that the District Board of Madura has quietly endorsed the view of 
its President, without spending the least thought over the subject. This 
may be quoted as another illustration to show that our District Boards do 
not consist of the representatives of the people.

Therefore, when the 
U'lsterites declare that they will defend their rights even at the risk of a war, 
th lovernment cannot hope to suppress them with the aid of the Military, 
ys the sympathies of the latter are with the Ulsterites. Matters have been 
hrowcht to this serious pass by Sir Edward Carson and others. The 
Ministers have decided to get the Home Rule Bill passed by the House of 
(:nmons and, according to the law recently passed, it will receive the 
assent of His Majesty the King, without being approved by the House of 
(ards. Wedo not know what the Ulsterites or even the Government will 
da then. 


63. The Andhrapatrtka, of the 16th April, states t':at one Mr. Armstrong, 
the owner of a plantation in Natal, caused two 
Indians who were walking along a road to be 
<-ized, and belaboured them with a stick. When they asked him to take 
thin to a Magistrate he said that he was himself the Magistrate and the place 
where he beat them, the Court. During the trial of the case, he is reported 
to have stated in the cross-examination that for 22 years he had never vone 
to the Court, that he had been inflicting punishment himself, that he never 
liked Indians being punished by anybody under him, and that he himself 
punished them. 

In a leaderette, the same paper draws the attention of its readers to the 
facts of the above case, for it is their duty to know what sort of treatment is 
accorded to the Indians in foreign countries and what hardships they are 
subjected to there. 


64. Ina leader on the subject of the Muhammadan deputation that 
waited on His Excellency the Governor-General 
last month, the Andhrapatrika, of the 15th April, 
sys that certain persons who consider that disunion between the Hindus and 
Muhammadans will contribute to the stability of British Government in India 
are endeavouring in India and England to impress on the minds of the 
authorities that the Mubammadans are growing disloyal to the British throne, 
on the grounds that they expressed their sympathy with the Turks in the late 
Balkan war and regretted that the British Government did not help them, 
and that they joined the Hindus this time in the Congress. But the Muham 
madans, says the paper, should not mind such an accusation, for it is destined 
to end in smoke. It then says as follows:—It is fortunate that India 
containing diverse races and creeds fell under the rule of the British. It is 
the duty of everybody to pray for the permanence of that rule. If India has 


ever to forego that rule, the different races will surely fight with one another 
aud‘ perish in the struggle. 


65. The Sasileka, of the 17th April, says as follows:—The pis of 

England is only a figure-head in the kingdom, 
whereas the Sataeant is the real raling 
power. As the British Empire has developed, the Liberal members have 
wished to effect certain changes in the British administration, and are endea- 
vouring to give separate Parliaments to Ireland and Scotland. At present 
there are 70 members in the British Parliament representing Ireland. If this 
country be given self-government, the number of parliamentary Liberal 
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members will be reduced by 70 and the Conservative members may form the 
majority. Indian leaders should take this opportunity to go to England and 
request the Liberals there to take at least 40 of the Indian representatives into 
the Parliament to strengthen their party. ‘The Secretary of State for India 
may make any number of good laws and reform the Legislative Councils - 
but the Civilians would never allow any administrative privileges to the Indian 
subjects. ‘lhe number of Indian representatives in the Legislative Councils — 
has increased, but they have not had an iota of power. This is the best 
opportunity and the Indian leaders should ponder over the matter. 


66 Referring in its leader to.the letter of Sir W. Wedderburn to the 
Secretaries of the National Congress, the 
Andhrapatrika, of the 17th April, says:—We 
have also perfect confidence in the English 
people. It is the English that have uprooted slavery from the face of the 
earth. It is the English that have helped on the restoration of independence 
in Greece and the regeneration of Italy. It is the English that have 
established the United States of America and published to the world the 
equality of man. It is the English that are going to grant Home Rule to 
Ireland. It is the English that are bent on suppressing the iniquities of the 
Portuguese Government. In shurt, it isthe English that have spread over the 
whole world, and with their innate love of liberty are serving as the beacon 
light for the evolution cf the human race. These English people have assumed 
the rule of India and are helping on our evolution. 


There is no doubt, therefore, that we must prosper under their suzeraint 
and we feel that we are. But, there being a wide gulf separating the rulers 
and the ruled, and some members of the ruling body that are accustomed to 
rule and be respected being unwilling to easily surrender their advantages, 
while the ruled that are slaves to superstition are plunged in crass ignorance, 
it is true that some evils have come to a head. The darkness has, however, 
been dispelled by the dawn of western education, and the ruled have been 
gradually shaking off their superstitions and have already begun to show 
themselves in their ancient native splendour. I:ngland has been recognising 
her work in the dawn of this new spirit, and it behoves our leaders to take 
this opportunity for laying before the people of England to whose care we 
have been providentially committed, the sweet and bitter experiences of the 
Indian people and their ideals and aspirations, and for praying that they may

extend to us the same help that they have accorded to sister countries so that 


we may joyfully take our place among them. Whether our leaders will be 
able to awaken the English people in the near future or not, if they go to 
England and conduct a political agitation there, they will learn the methods 
of English politicians and become political experts.

Hindu lady, in which she says :—Allowing

what happiness men in foreign countries derive from women and what 
conjugal affection obtains between husband and wife among them. In our 
country, the woman occupies the position of a dependant and isnot free. It 
is the foremost duty here to protect the moral character of the woman. You 


might have known what freedom women enjoy with men in England, America, 
Japan and Burma. 
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x0, Referring to the disabilities of the Indians in the Federated Mala 

ited, iis inelis States, the Andhrapatrika, of tho 21st April, 
|: jiane in the Atalay otets: —_ says as follows :- If our coolies are informed of 
1» real state of things in the Malay States, they would never like to go there 
~ cl The recruiters who impose on them and send them to foreign coun- 
., «do not represent facts but hold ont high hopes tothem. ‘The methods 
employed by the agents are undoubtedly objectionable, and it is high time 
‘hat their conduct is mended. ‘The employers send some Indians who are 
air-ady working in the Malay States to India for recruiting coolies. They 
nv called Kanganis. The employers are not responsible for the dishonest 
practices of the Kanganis. But they are aware of such practices and do not 
warn the Kanganis against them, and so they must be considered to bo 
-ountenaneing such things. When the Kangani comes across an Indian 
cooly whom he wishes to recruit, he would pretend to love him very much. 
ie ‘hen takes him to a toddy shop, makes him drunk, and pays him a couple 
of rupees. He says to the cooly, ‘If possible take with you a nice young 
woman, but do not take your wife and children If you take a handsome 
young woman, she will not only cook for you, but she will also make money.” 
Ife will instruct the coolies to tell the Commissioner at Negapatam that they 
are agriculturists (which they may not be) and that the women accompanying 
them are their wives, sistets or mothers. They will instruct an English- 
knowing man to tell the Commissioner that he does not know English and 
that he is an agriculturist. If they meet an astrologer they hold out the 
fulse hope that he can earn Rs. 125 a month in the Malay States and induce 
him to exchange his happy life here for a life in those States without the 
knowledge of the other members of his family. They make the women to 
point at strangers as their husbands, brothers or fathers. After the arrival of 
these women in the Malay States, nobody cares for them and their fate is 
sealed. They spoil their bodies and are ashamed to return home. Supposing 
they come back to their native villages, of what use are they? ‘They are 
full of diseases and are ready to die. A certain man believing in the words 
of an agent went to the Malay States without informing his wife and children. 
In his absence, another agent went to his village. The wife asked him if he 
knew her husband. He told her a lie that her husband knew him and sent 
some money by him to be paid to her for clearing off her debts and for meet- 
ing the steamer charges required by her to go to her husband with him. He 
then paid the money and asked her to be ready to go with him the next day. 
She did go to the Malay States with the Kangani. Sometime after her 
hushand returned to his native place. His sorrow knew no bounds when he 
was told that his wife had been taken to the Malay States. How could he 
knuw which agent had taken her? He wept long and again went to the 
Malay States. Nobody knows what has happened further. Kanganis do 
many such horrible deeds by which many families are ruined. ‘They are the 
cause Of many such separations. Indians should set about to suppress the 
cvil practices of these great sinners. 


70. Referring to the Mexican crisis, the Andhrapatrika, of the 22nd April, 

says that it is the policy in Mexico for the man 
who has been wed rich by foreign traders to 
murder the existing President and become President himself. Huerta caused 
lis predecessor to be so murdered and became President himself. It is the 
vpinion of Dr. Wilson that it is not just to be indifferent to such a state of 
things. He is determined, says the paper, to shut out all scope for the 
machinations of foreign traders, to maintain the independence of the Mexicans 
and others, and to strengthen the Republics. _

The Andhra Province. plea for an Andhra Province in particular, ti, 
Mysore Star, of the 20th April, writes:—The value, from the standpoint 
of popular progress, of dividing a country into separate provinces on th:

Curzon effected the partition of Bengal. The admirable tenacity of the 
Bengalis bore fruit in time, and they gained their wish. Next to Bengal 
stands the Mahratta country in = of patriotism and the love of vernacular. 
But the Marathi-speaking population being, for the most part, already in one 
province, namely, the Bombay Presidency, it suffers none of the disadvan. 
tages of being sundered by administrative divisions. ‘The oe 
population is equally fortunate in not being scattered over different 
provinces. ‘Then there remain the Andhras, the Dravidés and the 
Karnalukés. Of these three, we are glad to find the Andhras are in the 
forefront and their recent strides of progress in almost every possible 
direction ought to prove a noble example to their neighbours, the Canarese- 
speaking classes. We are aware that this agitation of the Andhras for a 
separate Andhra Province is adversely criticised in some quarters. But the 
movement, we are convinced, is characterised by such a wholesome desire for 
popular progress that the advantages of granting their wish will doubtless 
outweigh the disadvantages if any. It must be remembered that self-love is 
the true motive power for all human activity, and history shows us no 
instances of a nation or individual having risen to eminence im the absence 
of this quality. It is therefore our earnest desire that these efforts of the 
Andhras originuting from their self-love to create a love of the motherland 
and a love of the vernacular should be crowned with success. When we see 
our neighbours, the Andhras, exhibit such a passionate desire for the deve- 
lopment of their vernacular, how deplorable it is that we, the Canarese- 
speaking classes, who can count on the cordial support of no less a personage 
than the Ruler of a State, should be guilty of such gross indifference to thie 
improvement of our mother tongue! Although His Highness’ Government 
ure doubtless solicitous to stimulate the growth of the vernacular of the 
province, it is the absence of efficient leaders and a proper organisation 
among us to profit by such sympathy that has brought Canarese to its 
present degraded condition. The truth is that the people of Mysore are 
pampered children so unlike those brought up by foster parents and therefore 
blind to their opportunities.

1. The Hindu, of the 27th April, has the following :—‘‘ News has been 
wired from Simla that Diwan Bahadur C. V. 

The Madras High Court. Kumaraswami Sastri, District and Sessions 
Judge, Ganjam, and Mr. C. F. Napier, Bar.-at-Law, Government Pleader, 
Madris, have been appointed to the two additional temporary Judgeships 
on the Madras High Court which were recently sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment of India. We have already expressed our view that these additions 
ot temporary Judgeships to the High Court are not justified in the present 
tate of the work in the High Court, and that a good deal remains to be 
done in regard to the improvement of the quality and so of work 
turned out at present by the Judges before any addition could be thought of. 
There can be no doubt, however, that the choice of Mr. C. V. Kumaraswami 
S.stri will give general satisfaction, and we congratulate him on his elevation 
ty the high office. Mr. Kumaraswami Sastri has already earned his reputa- 
tion as an able, upright and efficient Judge, and both as Judge in the Madras 
City and as a Judge in the Mufassal, his work has been such that the public 
have every reason to expect that he will prove a very desirable acquisition to 
the High Court. Mr. C. F. Napier has once before acted as Judge and hus 


presumably been selected now to augment the strength of the European 
Barrister element in the High Court.” 


(¢) Public Works. 


2. In reviewing the Administration report of this department for the 
year 1912-18, the Jiindu, of the Ist May, 
remarks :—‘‘ The petty and annoying exactions 
of the lower class of officials in the Public Works Departments almost through- 
out the Presidency is notorious, and Government have themselves admitted 
the existence of the evil, though they may not be prepared to go the same 
lneth in this matter as non-official representatives in the local Legislative 
Couneil or the public. This phenomenon against which apparently the 
authorities are helpless, is a most fruitful source of irritation to the people. 
Complaints of bribery are rife everywhere, and as regards the distribution of 
water, the amount of discontent that is prevalent is enormous, which could 
be casily ascertained if well-directed inquiries are -caused to be made in 
deltaic districts. . . . . Within the last two or three years, an amount 
of criticism, well-informed, quite accurate aud nee questioned seriously, 
has been directed against the methods and ways of officers of the department 
in the Trichinopoly, Tanjore, Godavari and Kistna districts, and though 
Government have directed inquiries into some of them, the prevailing 
tendency has been to question the gravity of the issues raised. If an impar- 
tal committee were appointed with instruction to pre this matter to the 
bottom, we are sure much damaging evidence would be forthcoming which 
will be an eye opener to Government. . .. . There is so much im- 
provement to be effected and so much reform to be introduced in the 
department that we cannot but regard the tone of self-satisfaction pervading 
“overament pronouncements on the administration with apprehension as to 
the tuture.”

“Tf the Government would ignore this lawlessness and would not march 
a large army and send some Dreadnoughts to the scene of war then shame on 
Sngland and end to her order and peace. The world will laugh at her. 
eee Anarchy and sedition have been led to think that they can 
flourish undisturbed under the protecting wings of Sir Edward Carson. The 
drilling of a rebel army was seeu and the Government affected to laugh: at it. 
The braggings of the champions of Ulster were taken to be mere bluff. The 
Government openly said so. In fact, prestige must have hidden its head 
when it heard the Government of the day facing a band of seditionists and 
lawless enthusiasts and said: ‘ We know that you do not mean what you say. 
Oh yes, that we are sure of. You are only trying to terrify us’. . pS 
The situation is a sad reflection of the advance of civilisation in the West. 
Britain went to the first place in the gallery of the European nations when it 
boldly proposed Home Rule. But the rude sight comes to all the world that 
there is plague spot in the best surface. If the spirit of Home Rule is the 
highest that any Government can show the spirit of Ulster is the lowest depth 
of human fall. . . . . The death from excitement of one of the Coast 
Guards has created a powerful impression in all the confines of the Empire. 
The admiration for the greatness of diplomacy and consummate statesimanship 
of Liberalism rising above every destructive wave will change to contempt 
for its cowardice 1f no action 1s urged in the name of all that is sacred to 
Liberalism in the face of this affront to law and order.” 


Writing on this subject the Mfadras Standard, of the 28th April, says :—- 
“The Government of Mr. Asquith are now face to face with what is, in fact, a 
rebellion. Nemesis 1s ever close at the heels and it is hard to hoodwink her. 
If the Government had taken a truer and more courageous estimate of the 
situation, had they realised their responsibilities earlier and stopped the 
mad carcer of Sir hdwara Carson with a resolute hand, the mischief might 
have been nipped in the bud, The situation now has become far more serious 
and nothing short of a civil war seems to be the melancholy prospect.”

The constitution of the Jail Commission is 
the most important of the measures now under consideration by the Govern- 
meut of India. The Provincial Governments are being consulted on this 
subject, and it is expected that the suggestions of the Government of Madras 
will be of immense value on this occasion, because the Jail Administration 
is at its best in this Presidency. ‘The two persons, who have earned a name 
in connection with the Jail Administration in this Presidency, are Sir Harold 
Stuart and the Hon’ble Rao Bahadur P. Kesava Pillai, and these can well 
be appointed members of the Jail Commission. Sir Harold Stuart has a 
great deal of knowledge regarding crimes and criminals, and, as he has 
already been one of the Secretaries of the Government of India, he is 
eminently fit to be made the President of this Commission. As the members 
of the Imperial Legislative Council will have an opportunity of discussing 


the report of this Commission, none of them should be members of this 
Commission. 


11. Referring to an incident in which a Muhammadan in Bombay, while 
being discharged from the prison, paid to a 
fellow prisoner whom he was leaving behind a 
sum of two annas, for which he was sentenced to one week’s rigorous 
imprisonment, the Andhraputrika, of the 24th April, remarks : —It is no doubt 
juet that proper steps should be taken to see that prisoners do not possess any 
money. But to punish the above-said Muhammadan again for giving two 
annas to a fellow prisoner out of compassion cannot but pain any cultured 
heart in the twentieth century.

misfortunes affecting this country that the proceedings of every institution 
from the Government downwards are conducted in the English languace. 
with which the generality of the people are unacquainted. Such a system 
does not obtain in any country. The necessity of translating into thc 
vernaculars the resolutions and discussions in the Legislative Council has 
been impressed upon the Government on several occasions. But thie 
Government did not approve of this course. As the Bureaucracy, by whom 
the Government is conducted, are always used to maintain secrecy about 
anything they do, the anxiety that the people should know what is done by 
them is never felt by them. This Bureaucracy consists of persons who 
argue that the people are so ignorant that they do not know even what is 
beneficial to them and that the Government need not care much about the 
ignorance of the masses. But the Corporation of Madras is not an institution 
conducted by Bureaucrats. It is, on the other hand, conducted by the 
representatives of the people, and so the people have a mght to know what 
is being done by it. We are really surprised at some of the Commissioners 
having said that the people need not know anything about the important 
public questions discussed in the Corporation. ‘hese do not realise that the 
wisdom of the people will improve in proportion to the knowledge they 
have of public questions. The comforts, and also the life of the people, 
depend upon the work of the public institutions. ‘The money for con- 
ducting these institutions is contributed by the people. So it is very 
necessary that they should know how the Corporation is utilising the 
money given by them to secure their comforts. There is nothing 
strange in Dr. T. M. Nayar having spoken against this resolution. We 
know that it has become his second nature to stick to his own opinions 
even when they are against the interests of the people. He argued that 
it would be useless to translate the proceedings of the Corporation as the 
pores were illiterate. But all the people are not illiterate. There may 
e thousands of literate people anxious to have an idea of these proceedings. 
As observed by Mr. Natesan, there are nearly 10,000 voters in this city 
and though it is true that some of them are illiterate, there are a number 
of people in the city who are literate, but not voters. It is not a fact that 
voters alone take an interest in the work of the Corporation; nor is the 
Corporation bound to guard the interests of onlythe voters. The Corporation 
is responsible for securing the comforts of every one among the six lakhs otf 
poops in the city. All of these contribute towards the expenditure of the 
orporation, either directly or indirectly. That all of them have not the 
power of electing representatives tu the Corporation shows only the wisdom 
of the Legislators! So the question is not how many of the voters are literate, 
but how many of the people are literate. It is the duty of the represen- 
tatives of the people on the Corporation to offer every opportunity to those 
among the people, who are anxious to have an idea of Municipal matters, to 
gain such knowledge, and this will, in turn, enable them to take a real 
interest in the affairs of the country. It is a rudimentary principle that the

to ie done by the editors of newspapers. Considering the importance and 
otility of this work of publishing the proceedings of the Corporation in the 
ceruaculars it does not matter much even if it cost tens of thousands of 


rupees. 
The Lokepakari, of the 27th April, also lays stress on the necessity of 
trauslating the proceedings of the Corporation into the vernaculars.

This Act clearly 
states that a meeting can be adjourned only on a resolution being passed to 
this effect by a majority of the members present at the meeting. The usual 
practice in the Corporation is that one Commissioner proposes an adjourn- 
ncnt formally, another seconds it and the votes of the Commissioners are 
tuken on the subject. We are at a loss to know why both this practice and 
the provisions of the law have been set at naught by Mr. Moore. Whatever 
may have been the experience of Mr. Moore in the mofussal districts, the 
Commissioners of the Corporation of Madras have got their own self-respect. 
It is really surprising that Mr. Moore did not realise this.

er would be closed from 7 p.m. on Thursday the 
16th April to 5 ps. on Friday the 17th April in Purasewalkum, Vepery, 
Egmore, Chintadripet, Georgetown and Tondiarpet. As there are but few 
in the city who can understand English, and this fact every one admits, not 
only was it necessary to have had the notice published in all the vernacular 
languages of the city, but also by beat of tom-tom. God alone knows why 
the Corporation neglected to have this done and why the water pipes remained 
closed for the whole of —o till nightfall. Onthe Friday there was water 
famine in Madras, and people were found wandering about here and there 
for water; the price of soda-water increased from 3-anna to 1 anna and even 
to 11 annas and a few petty tea clubs were closed ; only 54 out of the usual 72 
tram-cars could run owing to the scarcity of water for filling up the boilers; 
not to mention the healthy, the condition of the sick in both the General 
Hospita! and the ns a Hospital grew worse until water was drawn 
by means of a pump from the Surgeon-General’s Office ; owing to this pump, 
the second portion of Peter’s Road leading to the sea was closed thus stop- 
ping the traffic of carriages. 

Though the Corporatioh sent water on carts to be distributed to the 
public, yet this was futile for none got water without being abused by 
subordinates. 

It is not yet known why the Engineers made a wrong estimation of the 
time that would be required to reopen the pipes. If the President or his 
subordinates saw the state of the city on Friday, can he or they kindly let us 
know what name should be given to such carelessness on the part of the 
Corporation ? 

We hope that the Corporation will pay speedy attention to this and will 
also try to prevent like occurrences in future. In conclusion, we cannot but 
say that the keeping up of private weils, etc., is absolutely necessary. 


The Mukhbir-i-Dalhan, of the 22nd |April, writes:—‘“ There was 
oe a water famine in Madras from the night of 
Temporary closing of the water the 16th to the night of the 17th instant. 
2 “Fhis calamity had been caused not by the 
closing of the pipes but by the carelessness of the Corporation itself. No one 
could have raised any objection if pipes had remained closed only for the 
period fixed by the Corporation. But as there was great delay before the 
pipes reopened the oe of the people was enormous. The notice of 
this closure had been published only in English papers with the language 
of which most of the citizens are not acquainted, and further the notice had 
then been published in just an ordinary way, so that even those who do 
peruse the English papers could not see the notice. It is not known how far 
the regulations of the Corporation permit such action on their part. The 
unusual closing up of all the pipes of the city all of a sudden is a very 
regrettable occurrence. 

The paper adds that for the last few days the Corroration had been 
engaged in a general closure of the wells and if these had been actually 
closed it is not known how many fatalities would have occurred. 

Had there been neither athe nor tanks many people would have suffered 


much as the water distributed by the Corporation to the public was quite 
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ywuheient. It asks the Commissioner to tind out the reason of delav in 
re-opening the pipes and suggests to the President to have important notices 
at lished in future not only in English but also in the vernacular papers of 
. city. It further requests His Excellency the Governor in Council to

In the recent budget meeting the question of giving better accommodation 
tor Indian patients admitted to this hospital was discussed by the Council at 
the instance of the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai who moved a resolution to this 
eltect. In the course of the debate which followed, certain facts were 
brought to light by the Honourable Members which went to show that racial 
difference had much to do with the facilities which patients obtained at this 
hospital. In an undertaking which has to cost lakhs of rupees out of the 
public money, it is but just that the Indians who contribute the largest 
portion of it should be given an adequate share of the facilities and conveni- 
ences available in this institution. Mr. Kesava Pillai pointed attention to 
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the difference that now exists in the kinds of food, drink, accommodatj.);.

A 
furopean named Heath employed in the workshop of the North-Western 
Railway assaulted a cooly working under him so severely that the latter died. 
Even in this case the European got off with rigorous imprisonment for three 
years and a fine of Rs, 200. These incidents show that Europeans assaulting 
and otherwise ill-treating Indians are not punished as severely as they are 
liable to be under the law. ‘Though the newspapers have been crying them- 
selves hoarse on this subject, matters have not improved in any way. There 
is no reason to think that the number of such incidents is decreasing. As 
these incidents have the effect. of wounding the feelings of the Indians, it is 
very necessary that Eurcpeans committing such offences should be taught a 
salutary lesson and prevented from committing them again. ‘The Govern- 
ment should show by its action that it does not view such conduct with 
favour. 

26. ‘Phe Desabhimoni, of the 23rd April, says as follows :—The Govern- 
ment of India are spending large amounts for 
the payment of pensions. As the Europeans

During the enquiry, the Indian workmen stated that no serious riot had 
occurred, that no dangerous weapons were used by them and that they simply 
wanted to compel the managers to redress their grievances. The Kuropean 
oflicials, however, were alarmed at the situation and used firearms to protect 
their own lives, thereby causing injury and death.. At the inquest held 
revarding the death of the two workmen noted above, the assessors declared 
that the European officials had acted in self-defence in causing these deaths 
and that they should not be blamed for this and subsequently the same opinion 
was expressed by the Police. In submitting the report of the Police to the 
Government, the District Magistrate of Chingleput said that he entirely 
avreed with their opinion. The report of the District Magistrate was dated 
the 25th January 1914, and it was disposed of by the Chief Secretary on the 
27th instant. with a single word ‘ Recorded’. On the same date questions 
were asked in the Legislative Council on this subject, and it was suggested 
that a committee should be appointed to enquire into this affair. But the 
reply of the Government was that there was no necessity for the appointment 
of a committee. This shows that the Governor and his Councillors did not 
go through the records connected with this case. If this had been done, a 
‘vmpathetic Governor of the stamp of Lord Pentland would not have allowed 
such a reply to be given. An incident which involved the wounding of 
several Indians and the shooting of two of them so as to cause their death 
and in which other Englishmen too used their revolvers in such a manner as 
was likely to cause death, though death was not actually caused, has been 
closed with a single word ‘ Recorded’. The Government is so gracious in the 
matter of the personal safety of the Indians! It is only in India that it 1s 
possible to treat the death of human beings as lightly as that of beasts. We 
have often expressed our regret that it has become usual to shoot down 
Indians during riots. We admit that it may be necessary for Magistrates 
and the Police to use revolvers, subject to certain strict rules, for the purpuse 
of quelling a riot and restoring order. Regretting, as we do, that certain 
irresponsible non-official Englishmen should have stiot some Indians, either 
through fear or negligence or an idea that they could use revolvers with 
impunity, it is really surprising that a Government, which is responsible for 
the protection of the Indians and which is bound to discharge this duty 
impartially, should dispose of such cases in this manner, without any anxiety. 
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Is there no court of justice to which the Indians can appeal against the orii- 
of the Government ot Madras? We hope that questions will be asked in 1}... 
Imperial Legislative Council and the British Parliament about this use 
revolvers by certain non-official Europeans, the order of the Government vj 
Madras in this matter and the idea generally prevalent that Indians could te. 
shot down with impunity. 


In commenting upon the same subject, the Lokopakari, of the 27th 
April, observes :-—We learn that the Government has quietly accepted th: 
reports of the Police and the Distmct Magistrate in this matter, without 
making any independent enquiry. It is really regrettable that the Govern- 
nent should have taken for granted the words of the Police and the District 
Magistrate that the Railway officials had acted in self-defence in shooting 
upon the workmen and causing the death of two of them. When workmen 
in England create a disturbance, the Police do not use firearms against them, 
but try their best to quell the disturbance, putting up with the attacks of the 
workmen. The Ulsterites have been committing several misdeeds in opposing 
the grant of Home Rule for Ireland. The Government itself seems to be 
helpless in the matter of checking these misdeeds. When the military were 
ordered to proceed to Ulster to be ready for preventing any not that might 
occur, the Commanders refused to attack the Ulsterites and resigned their 
appointments. Comparing the privileges of the people in England with those 
of the Indians, the latter can be said to have no privileges at all. In 
England the Government directs the army to suppress certain seditious 
disturbances ; but the Commanders who are responsible for protecting the 
country, refuse to obey this order. In India irresponsible Englishmen shoot 
down helpless workmen, treating their lives so lightly. The Government is 
causing lasaiteah among the people by not making any enquiry into this 
matter. ‘I'he cause of the riot in the workshop is the delay on the part of the 
Railway officials to redress the grievances of the workmen. On the date in 
question, the workmen seem to have gathered together only to represent 
their grievances and not to kill their officers. ‘That these officers should 
have shot down the workmen, instead of calmly listening to their 
wrievances, only shows that they attach no importance to the lives of the 
Indians. [ven the Police do not shoot at a riotous crowd at the very outset. 
Thev do so only after obtaining the permission of a higher official], such as a 
Magistrate or the Commissioner. But in the Perambir nots, the Railway 
officials took the law into their own hands and used their revolvers freely. 
It will be causing serious terror in the minds of the Indians, if the Govern- 
ment does not enquire into this unjust conduct of the Railway officials. It 
will also lead to irresponsible Englishmen indulging in this human hunting 
as a pastime. The Government should, therefore, satisfy the people by 
making an impartial enquiry into this affair. 

38. A correspondent to the Andhrapatrika, of the 25th April, remarks as 
follows :—The results of Congresses and Con- 
ferences is that some educated men among us 
have got high appointments. Foreigners also have got some more appoint- 
ments with salaries of thousands of rupees. For every member of the 
Legislative Council, there are now three. Their questions are many but 
the answers are a7. As Conferences meet again and again, new members 
may perhaps enter the Councils at the rate of one for every district. I doubt 
if they have resulted in anything more useful than that our countrymen have 
got a few appointments. There is no doubt that there are many agreeing 
with me in this opinion. 

389. The Andhraprakasika, of the 18th April, says as follows:—In

sot is after all useless, and may it be so for ever. Sometime ayo, the 
Hon'ble Mr. Sivaswami Ayyar said that there were not competent officers to 
resent to Government the claims of eastern medicine. But this is not so. 
1; the Government intend that the eastern methods should flourish, there can 
aver be a dearth of pundits and doctors to tench them. The Government 
pave neglected this matter. They have a sort of Se oe ana and so they do 
not mind to advance eastern methods. In pursuance of t e advice of a doctor 
. the General Hospital, who stated that the patients therein do not get well 
because of the dust from the road, the Government are prepared to spend 
lawe amounts. The public should request them to adopt less costly methods 
‘1 treating patients and to introduce into the Medical College the study of 
the Avurvedic and the Unami systems. 


30. The Andhraprakastka, of the 18th April, says that the hogrible 
deeds perpetrated at the Pondicherry elections 
are not deemed punishable by law. 


4]. Referring to the difficulties of the Insh in getting self-government 
for which they have been fighting for the last 
ee 25 years, the Sasilekha, of the 24th April, says 

that the Conservative leaders are contending that military force should not 
le employed against the Conservative public who are trying to maintain their 
rights. It says that certain gentlemen ask if the Conservative leaders will 
sav the same thing in case the Indians endeavour to take up arms for gaining 
independence in the administration of their country. 


42. The Sasilekha, of the 24th April, represents an English paper to 

have written thus:—The unrest in odie 
which is due to poverty, is dangerous to its 
aiministration. Just as the people in Ireland rose in revolt and killed the 
land agents, so also certain people in India have formed themselves into 
associations, and are endeavouring to defy Government. T'o quench this 
uirest, moral education should be given to the Indian subjects, endeavours 
should be made to stamp out plague, and the Government should take 
the people into their confidence. 


The Audhrapairika makes remarks similar to the above in its issue of 
the 25th April 1914, 

43. The Andhrapatrika, of the 23rd April, refers to the question of 
eT } Sir John Rees in the House of Commons 
bir J. Hess. whether the recent fires in Bombay and 

Calcutta were to be attributed to any conspiracy against the British rule, 
and remarks that the reply of the Under Secretary that he saw no grounds 
fur such an imputation, is satisfactory. ‘The present action of Sir J. Rees is 
a striking illustration of the fact that there are still persons who, with a view 
to prejudice the Government and the English people against the Indians, 
venture statements without taking care to verify them. 


44. Referring to the rumour that the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai means 
to obtain the help of Government through the 
Collector for raising a memorial at Vontimitta 
in the Cuddapah district, to perpetuate the name of Potaraju who translated 
the Bhagavatam, the Andhrapatrika, of the 25th April, invites the attention 
of Government to the doubt entertained in some quarters whether Vontimitta 
was the place where the Telugu poet actually lived. Of late evidence has 
been forthcoming to show that Warrangal is the place referred to by the 
poet as Ekasilanagaramu and not Vontimitta. The paper prays that the 
Government will appoint a committee of pundits to consider and settle the 
question before helping the promoters of the memorial with funds which 
may serve to perpetuate an historical error. 


15. In a leader on the subject of the Andhra Conference, the Sastlekha, 
A ; of the 28th April, says as follows :—Certain

thoughts, some people there wish to separate themselves from the ‘lamilians. 
and are loudly crying for a separate Andhra Province. | 


48. A correspondent to the Andhrapatrika, of the 28th April, says that 
Captain Hart, who appears to be touring in tlie 
, Andhra country in connection with the questivy 
of enlisting the Andhras in the army, would have done better if in Guntir 
he had not put up with the Collector as his guest, but had stayed somewher: 
else and sent for gentlemen who wished to see him. It is regrettable that le 
did not confer with the members of the Andhra Committee and the District 
Association, but was satisfied with what the Collector or his subordinates 
told him. 

In criticising the view of Lord Roberts that the Andhras, having been for 
long under the peaceful government of the British, have lost all their valour, 
the same paper asks how it happens that the Muhammadaus and the Christians 
living under the same conditions have retained their valour. Granting that 
the Andhras have lost their valour, it is the bounden duty of the rulers, says 
the paper, to revive it for the welfare of the people. If Captain Hart rests 
satistied as in Guntiir, with the information supplied to him by Collectors and 
his friends, no good can come out of his enquiry. It cannot be said that the 
Collector knows everything about the people placed in his charge Ii 
Captain fart should consult the District Associations and the leaders of 
society, he would be placed in possession of materials by which he could arrive 
at a solution of the problem on hand. The paper then urges the necessity of 
ordering Captain Hart to confer with the non-officials as well as the officials, 
and exhorts the Andhras who wish to serve in the army not to observe caste 
distinctions but to be prepared to adopt the customs of the army like the 
other Indian sepoys. 

47. In aleader on the subject of the Benson memorial, the Andhrapra- 
kasika, of the 25th April, refers to the protest 
of the Hindu against the proposal to place it in 
front of Sir Muttuswami Ayyar’s statue, and observes as follows :—Apart from 
the question of its fitness to be placed in front of the statue, it is not possible 
to prohibit an action set on foot whether by all or by some. What is the 
use of merely objecting ? Such things have happened in the past, are 
happening in the present, and are to happen in the future. Our only conso- 
lation is that we have objected. Itis, however, our wish that the (memorial 
should be put up ‘in front of the statue, for an opportunity will thus be 
afforded for the visitors to enquire into the respective merits of the persons 
represented by them. 


48. The Andhrapatrika, of the 29th April, says that in dismissing the 
appeal in the Burma Critic case, the Privy 
Council have expressed the doubt whether they 
form a criminal court of appeal or not, and have thus removed the restraint 
on the actions of arbitrary authorities. It remarks that this is really ominous 
to the countries included in the British Empire. The Zimes and other organs 
of public opinion are protesting against such a disposal of Mr. Arnold’s 
appeal, and the paper prays that the Privy Council will not give up their 
powers, and thereby help to promote arbitrary authority. 


49. Referring to the Imperial Naturalization Bill to be introduced into 
the British Parliament, the Andhraprakasika, 
; of the 29th April, writes as follows :—The

The Australian Government look upon the sons of India as 
seers Why could not the rulers of India pay the Australians in the 
ane coin? From this it will be evident that the Colonics under the British 
upire too do not concede British citizenship to the Indians. In these 
civilised days when men are awakened to their individual rights, no nation 
iiuded in an Empire can exist without, at the same time, enjoying the rights 
of Imperial citizenship. Self-government is the ideal of India Jts contact 
with western civilization has only confirmed the ideal, to attain which the 
leaders of the people are endeavouring. Even western statesmen have 
Jeclared the ideal reasonable. This is the goal of all constitutional ayita- 
tion, and it is certain that this will soon be attained. ‘The Indians should be 
accorded the same rights as are enjoyed by the self-governing countries 
under the British Empire. When once a law is a in the Parliament, 
itis not easy to get 1t amended. So before the abovementioned Bill is 
passed, the Indians should be careful to get their claim to the full rights of 
British citizenship settled. Itis true that the House of!iLords will not consent 
t. India being represented. If this Bill does not provide for the protection 
of oir natural rights of British citizenship, India will have a melancholy 
ifure. 


5). Commenting on a lecture recently delivered by the editor of the 
Statesman on ‘“ Journalism” at the Calcutta 
University Institute, the Auruvyaya, of the 
27th April, observes :— While much that the speaker said in the course of his 
lecture was doubtless complimentary to Indian journalists, it should be 
remembered that he also pointed out as a serious defect in Indian editors of 
1wspapers that they were always prone to look at the dark side of —_ 
There is admittedly much truth in this accusation. But if we should on 
bear in mind the curious situation in which an Indian editor always finde 
himself, 1t would be easy to see that it is hardly possible for him to make Is 
citiclsms more penetrating and thorough ; for, that implies a close acquaint- 
ance with the policy of our administrators which to Indian journalistic 
ciucles 1s unfortunately always enveloped in mystery. It is understood to 
be one of the cardinal principles of administrative policy at the present day 
tov keep the people ignorant of everything. This is why Indian journalists 
are content with merely pointing out the shortcomings of the administration, 
however fully alive they may be to the advantages of enlightening the public 
by a more comprehensive use of the critical art. Under the numerous 
rcstraints Imposed on them by the Press Act it is impossible to exercise the 
privilege of criticism with any sense of freedom. If the British press, too, 
were labouring under similar disabilities the quality of English journalism 
would doubtless have been far worse. Under the adverse conditions obtain- 
ing in India even the present attainments of the Indian press ought to be a 
latter for congratulation.

ENGLISH PAPERS OWNED BY INDIANS. 


lI.—Homk ADMINISTRATION. 


(a) Police. 


1. The Jndian Patriot, of the 6th May, writes as follows :—“Simul- lors Parasor, 
taneously from Madanapalli and Nellore comes May Oth, I16. 
the cry that the criminals from the criminal 3 
_tt}ement have escaped from the observation of their employers and have 
taken to theft and dacoity. If it is true, we are afraid that very prompt and 
very vigorous measures alone will ensure the continuance of these settlements 
on which we lay much importance for the solution of the criminal problem 
‘1 India, and much more therefore of the Presidency. We are afraid that 
burclaries attributed to the criminal tribes working in the settlements will 
rouse popular opposition to the scheme, and then the picture that we have 
jondly drawn will be smashed to pieces. . . . . ‘The police must watch 
thei, for some time to come at least, with exceptional vigour, it cannot bo 
concluded that the moment a settlement has been opened for the criminal 
tribes they would have settled down as peaceful citizens They require 
ciretul watching. The management of the farm can, of course, take care of 
them, but they do not treat them as the police are accustomed to treat. them. 
The criminals find that they can escape and they do escape, and 
it ray be even possible that the love which is lavished upon them may 
embolden them, in their ignorance, to the belief that their lawnessness would 
be exeused by the parental kindness froin the settlement. We hope that the 
Inspector-General of Police will at once turn his attention to the wail that 
comes from Nellore and Madanapalli, and if necessary, even by his presence 
instil into the minds of the police a sense of responsibility and enthusiasm 
for this new reform in our criminal administration. . . . . We would 
even suggest that Mr. Gillman be placed on special duty for some time until 
the settlements are in complete working order. He knows the work well ; 
he has the enthusiasm for the work which alone can guarantee success. Lord 
Pentland himself opened the Perambur settlement in a speech that showed a 
grasp of the situation and an enthusiasm for the subject which cries aloud 
fur some special step being taken in Nellore and Madanapalli lest those fine 
sentiments be belied. Continuance of the present conditions may damp 
public confidence in the reform, and may smother popular sympathy for it.” 


(6) Courts. 
2. The Madras Standard, of the 6th May, has the following :—‘‘ The pass Branpaap, 


Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, May 61h, to14. 
which began the hearing of Mrs. Besant’s 
appeal on the 4th instant, has decided in favour of the appellant, ho'ding 
that the High Court of Madras has no jurisdiction in the case. ‘The appellant 
has also been awarded the costs of this long drawn suit. Thus, the curtain 
falls on the last act of the drama. It is needless to recall the origin of 
the case; the circumstances that lent an undue importance to it, the extra- 
ordinary campaign of vituperation and vilification directed against Mrs. Besant 
and the strenuous efforts made to blacken the Theosophical Society and 
discredit its members, many of whom in the communities to which they 
belong command a high respect. Fora time Besant-baiting promised to be 
an exhilarating sport. . . . . During all these stirring times, Mrs. 
Hesant, the centre of many a poisoned dart, strong in the justice of her cause 
and the movement she leads, stood firm. Her attitude and conduct towards

Mrs. Besant’s appeal. 
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her opponents were fair, above board and unim peachable in every respect. 
Her only regret was that her legitimate, public work was being interfere] 
with. Now that the last act has been played out, let us ring the curtaiy, 
down on this episode in the history of the Theosophical movement and the 
melancholy display on the part of those who set to themselves the task vi 
wrecking «a useful movement and baiting its leaders.” 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


Inman Parnsor, 3. In publishing a * Citizen’s Protest’’ addressed to the President of thie 
May th, 1914. Madras Corporation, the Indian Patriot, of the 
8th May, writes:—‘‘ Tondiarpet has not yet 
ceased to be Cinderella. It is still suffering. The sewage farm is stil] 
there; and the publication of the expert opinion and the order of the Govern- 
ment on the subject has not taken away the stench from the sewage or the 
wings from the mosquitoes. On the other hand, there 1s sewage at the very 
nose of the rate-payer fur the Works department is at work at the gutters, 
We know how the whole city was deprived of water; we know what is 
happening at Tondiarpet. ‘he sympathy of all will be for the helpless 
people who have to pay the tax, who have to close their wells and have to 
wander for water. ‘Uhat is the penalty that Tondiarpet has to pay for past 
sins. There is no other explanation. In any other country which lays claim 
ty civilization, the state of affairs that prevails in Tondiarpet would not 
have been tolerated even for aday. . . . . We have had no instance 
of such complete failure of local self-government to face the hard situation as 
the attitude of the Madras Corporation towards the Tondiarpet problem. 
: All that one can say is that itis time that the Madras Corporation 
had some active mind at the head of its affairs. There is no other explana- 
tion of the present state of affairs. We have stoppage of water for hours 
together without any warning, and without any explanation of it until after 
some days. We have had missing important papers. We have repeated 
wails from Tondiarpet unheeded. What more is necessary to open the eyes 
ot the people to the hopeless condition within ? One feels discouraged at the 
confusion and indifference ;'and all that one can say to people, who are 
suffering in the way that Tondiarpct is suffering, is that they must appeal 
to God alone. ‘They have appealed to the Corporation; they have appealed 
to the Government ; they have appealed to the public.”

5. In an article under this heading, the /ndian Patriot, of the 4th 
ae May, writes :—-‘‘ There 1s to be no Civil War. 
Ulster and Civil War. That is the reassuring news that comes from 
the hot-bed of sedition and anarchy. The Liberals have resolved to forget 
the unprecedented outrage of smuggling arms by moonlight. The peacc-at- 
auv-price policy is being pursued with an absolute disregard of consequences.

As it is, 
nothing has been gained except that lawlessness has triumphed in Ulster. 
lexceful citizens will hereafter be haunted with the suspicion that the Gov- 
ernment will afford no protection to them. Here is an army that would not 
obey orders; here is a Government that would not move against what it 1s 
able to describe as an unprecedented outrage. . .. . We tind the 
braggings of the law-breakers couched in language dripping with irresponsi- 
hility and sedition. The latest accession to these ranks of irresponsibility 1s 
no other than the great Balfour himself. We found him the other day justi- 
ving the stirrings of the private soldier’s conscience ; we find him to-day 
warning the Government against Civil War, the wings of which are strongly 
held in his arms—in the arms of every Conservative.”

When France was once aggressive and tricd to extend her 
duiinions all over the world, the other European Powers combined to 
subiue her ainbition, and England was at the head of them. ‘The whole of 
Murope became divided into two parties in order to restore the balance of 
power. When the power of France was at its zenith, the union among the 
other Powers served to crush her strength; but subsequently when her 
ower began to decline, a similar combination became a source of protection 
to her. Just as France, Russia and England joined to form the Triple 
Alliance, Germany, Austria and Italy became united under the ‘Triple 
utente. Now His Majesty’s recent visit to France will doubtless serve to 
strengthen the goodwill among the former. As France is a Republic, the 
corhiality that is thus established will remain unaffected by any change 
either In the presidentship of the Republic or in the party in power. Such 
strenuthening of the relations between the Powers in accordance with the 
wishes of the people is indispensable for the progress of the Empire. His 
Majesty the late King Edward VII exerted himself with uncommon energy 
in this direction and hence his fame as a peace-maker. Now the whole world 
rejoices to see our beloved King follow in the footsteps of his father in 
securing the blessings of peace to the entire continent.

No 
doubt they are intelligent and well educated, but we cannot but express our 
gencral grievance that Mussalmans do not compare with Europeans or 
Hindus as to their appointment or number in the High Court. There have 
_been three Hindu Judges and only one Mussalman Judge; and now a 
Christian and another Hindu have been added to the list of Judges. It would 
have been better had the Government appointed in this instance one Mussal- 
man as a Judge. We have expressed this previously. And we cannot 
approve the policy of the Government under which it overlooks the rightiul 
claim of Mussalmans. We hope that in filling the likely additional appuint- 
ment which, we hear, is under consideration regard will be had to this 
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aurvestion. It is also heped that, now that Mr. Sastri has vacated the post 
or the District Judge, the Government will kindly give it to a Mussalman. 


(d) Education. 


14. Referring to the Telugu question paper on hygiene in the Govern- 
ment Technical Examination held on the 28th

In his younger days, he translated 
a l'amil workinto Telugu. He rendered into Tokura many a Sanskrit work. 
[+ is a born poet. He wrote many works, besides editing others. He 
contributed his share to the history of the country by writing the history 
of the forgotten poets. He contributes articles to papers occasionally. 
Rescarches have to be made, recommends the paper, not only in Prakrit but 
also in Pali and such other languages. It should be urged, it says, that out 
of the six readers, two at least ought to be Telugu pandits. The papor 
revrets that Mr. M. Ramakrishna Kavi, who has made extensive researches 
in the philology of the Dravidian languages, is not one of the six. he paper 
prays, in conclusion, that the ‘T’elugu Fellows in the Senate will deeply 
consider this matter.

Northern India where many a factory has been opened seems to be much 
better off. It is a matter of Joy that some enthusiasm is now being created 
in this Presidency, and it is assumed that the people are inclined to act up to 
it. A factory for matches has been established in Travancore. But it 15 
astonishing and regrettable that no like attempt 1s being made in other Native 
States. Many cities aspire to higher education, but, in the matter of Indian 
trades and arts, no attention is paid nor is any aid given to stimulate them. 


20. The Jaridah-1-Rozgar, of the 28th April, writes:—There was a hot 
discussion in the University of Madras as to 
whether the appointment of a Professor for the 
teaching of Urdu is necessary or not. As the 
University is appointing Professors for the teaching of Tamil and Telugu, 
ete. why should not a Professor be appointed for Urdu? Khan Bahadur 
Aziz-ud-din Husain Sahib, the Collector of Cuddalore, raised this question and 
strongly advocated that along with the other languages some arrangement 
should be made for Urdu. Every Mussalman or even a Hindu who is 
acquainted with the history of the Urdu language may agree with the 
Khan Bahadur’s suggestion. But it is very astonishing that in the meeting 
of the University some members spoke against the suggestion, and put forward 
Persian and Arabic as against Urdu. As @ matter of fact this attempt to set 
Persian and Arabic against Urdu is quite unreasonable. The opinion that 
there would be a great number of men in favour of Arabic and Persian is also 
not sound. Urdu bears on the secular question; and Arabic deals with the 
religion especially. It should be remembered that the Mussalmans who regard 
Arabic as an important language and one to be learned, do so not for this 
reason that, as the religious works are generally written in Arabic, it 1s impos- 
sible to understand them without a knowledge of Arabic, but because the 
Arabic language is pure and, further Arabic is the mother tongue of the Pro- 
phet. Though many Arabic religious books have not been translated into Urdu 
it does not matter for the general public. Now-a-days those whose mother 
tongue is Persian, can understand Islam as well as those who know Arabic. 

The statement that it is difficult to discover even one qualified Professor for 
the teaching of Urduis also wrong. It is a mistake also if the Madras Mussal- 
mans who have a good knowledge of Urdu agree with the University in saying 
that there is no branch of philology in Urdu. 

We hope that Urdu will not be disregarded in Madras and that by placing 
it in a position as opposed to Arabic and Persian its dignity will not be 
lowered. The appointment of an Urdu Professor in the University is quite 
necessary and many names of qualified persons can be suggested.

The condition of cattle in this years ago that an enquiry should be made 
weeranes & regarding the condition of cattle in each 
Presidency, the: Government of ‘Madras deputed Mr. H. C. Sampson, the 
Deputy Director of Agriculture, to conduct this enquiry. This officer has 
now submitted his report and the Government has issued its orders thereon. 
We shall now discuss certain important items in this order. It is stated 
therein that, during the last 20 years, the number of cattle in the different 
Presidencies increased from 14,970,813 in 1890-91 to 20,089,397 in 1909-10. 
An enquiry should be made whether this number is sufficient for all the 
purposes for which cattle are used, viz., agriculture, drawing carriages, etc. 
The Government should not rest satisfied with the fact that it will be 
sufficient for agricultural purposes. Cattle are required for other purposes 
also; but this fact is not at all referred to in the Government order. This 
order contains no reference to the question of facilities being afforded for the 
storage of drinking water for cattle as also water for cleaning them. This 
subject was brought up for discussion at a recent meeting of the Madras 
Legislative Council by the Hon’ble Mr. Chidambaranada Mudaliyar, and he 
suggested that the Government should set apart 2 lakhs of rupees for this 
purpose. ‘l'his proposal was opposed by the Government on the ground that 
it would entail enormous expenditure. But water is as essential for the 
welfare of cattle as pasture, and the necessity for affording facilities for the 
supply of water should not be ignored on the score of expenditure. The 


Government 1s bound to safeguard the lives of cattle with as mucii care as 
those of human beings.

poverty of this country can be removed by laying fresh lines of railway. 
tv thousand miles of railway have been laid till now and the Indians still 
cntinued to be poor. There is only one way of getting rid of the poverty of 
ti Indians, and that 1s nothing but spreading education among the people

Unfortunately, in this matter the Government were placed in a rather 
delicate position. The version given by the five respectable Councillors of 
the Vaniyambadi Municipality, and that given by their Chairman, who belongs 
to the Indian Civil Service and occupies a responsible position, are at 
varrmce. ‘lo choose either version would necessarily imply discrediting the 
other and the Government have preferred Mr. Sykes’ version. ‘The action 
ot the Government may possibly be interpreted or misinterpreted as their 
upholding the prestige of an Indian Civil Service officer and belittling the 
representatives of the Vanyiambadi rate-payers.. The latter have probably 
understood the action of the Government in that way and as a result we sce 
som: outspoken correspondence going on about this matter in the public 
press. Popular opinion does not seem to be satisfied with the Government 
order in question. The Government would have done well, before issuing 
thir order, to have made a fuller enquiry into this important matter, sceing 
that the honesty and the straightforwardness of five gentlemen who represent 
i larger number of rate-payers in a municipality are involved in “i. 1h 
anxious tone in which the Councillor who supports Mr. Sykes has written 
Is apparently unsolicited letter and the statement that every word of the 
administration report was read and srierpreted in Tamil to the Councillors 
(run the beginning to the end, which is very rarely done in these councils, 
and the absence of any clear motive for the abovesaid five Councillors to 
make a false report to Government against an official Chairman belonging 
to the ruling race and the Indian Civil Service order, added to the 
allegations made in the public press recently about the perfunctory way in 
which My. Sykes is said to have disposed of several of his criminal or revenue 
cases, all go to show that this is not a matter in which the statement of 
Mr. Sykes should be entirely accepted and the allegations of the five Coun- 
cillors summarily rejected as unfounded misrepresentations. We hope that 
the Government will not stop short of this Government order, but will make 
4 lurther and more satisfactory enquiry into this matter and allay the public 
lecling over the matter.”

Butthe Hon’ble Sir John Atkinson disposed it of 
with the remark that since the resolution applied to zamindari tracts, it was 
not desirable that the Government should render any help in the matter. 
This is not satisfactory and the question should not be dropped at this stage. 
Tie sufferings of the cattle on account of drought, whether in tracts belonging 
ty (covernment or in those belonging to zamindars, are the same. Sanitary 
(‘onterences und Famine Commissions have laid great stress on this important 
question, but the Hon’ble Sir John Atkinson has stated that the Government 
have under consideration only the question of providing grazing grounds for 
cattle.

This fact plainly shows 
that after all the Government has understood the difficulties in which the 
poor Indian subjects have been enmeshed by cruel creditors and is directing its 
attention to redress the grievance. The clutches of debt mean destruction tw 
the subjects in the end, and this calamity is in no country more fatal than in 
India. ‘The ignorance of debtors in India has led the creditors to deal with; 
them without check, and the Government has hitherto never interfered in +h: 
matter. The cultivators are the hereditary slaves of such creditors and tlic 
public in general have not fared much better. Mussalmans who are forbidden 
by their religion from lending money on usury, cannot refrain from breaking 
this prohibition. ‘The people when in hard difficulties have to satisfy their 
necessities and when they are reduced to straits for want of money thicy 
stretch out their hands to get it from their creditors. 


Mvsnie-1-Daxuan, 44. The Mushir-t-Dakhan, of the 5th May, writes:—As the milkinen 
Hyderabad, . 
May Sth, 1914. and cowherds, who have for long been sellin 

milk mixed with water with impunity, are now 

being watched by the Inspector appointed for this purpose in Bombay, they 

have all joined together and struck work. They urge that they should be 

‘allowed to sell milk mixed with water and to use the dung, oil-cakes, etc., 
for teeding their herd without any restriction. 

As milk 1s a thing which is useful in any form, milkmen are not a little 
proud of it. They console themselves with the thought that if the milk be 
not sold as such, 1t does not matter, for butter can be made out of it; and if 
the butter is left unsold as such it can be converted into ghee and sold. 

Their pride will have no end unless the Government introduces thie 
dairy farm system so that it is quite essential that in every large town a 
dairy farm should be introduced and by this means arrangement should be 
made to supply the public with pure milk and ghee.

—— 45. After referring to the high rate of the marriage dowry obtaining 


May lst, 1914. among the Brahmans and other Hindus, which 
very recently led to the suicide of two young 
girls in one of the most civilised provinces ot 
India, and after describing the causes of the prevalence of such high rates in 
Malabar and the evil effects thereof, a correspondent in the Manorama, of the 
Ist May, says :—Lastly we have to state that Government interference may 
be found to be necessary, but it is not very easy to suggest how the Govern- 
ment should proceed in the matter. Hindu Sastras do not permit of 
Streedhanam (dowry) being entirely done away with. It is, therefore, to be 
hoped that a law would be passed declaring that anything beyond a certain 
fixed amount should not be given or received by the parents of the bride or 
of the bridegroom on the occasion of their marriage. This alone can stop 
the growth of this pernicious-system, and the attention of the members of the 
Legislative Council and of the Government is therefore drawn to the matter.

Simultaneously 
wit the passing of such a law it would also be well to take steps todo away 
with the existing practice of sending to civil jails persons who are unable to 
av oit their debts. ‘There is neither rhyme nor reason in locking up in jail 
, iebtor whose inability to repay the amount borrowed can in no way be 
‘ken for an offence. If the creditor should insist upon his being so locked 
1, even when there is no ineans of recovering what has already been 
ajvanced to kim, it 1s evident that malice is at the bottom of the whole thing, 
and we are not sure that it 1s either fair or becoming on the part of the 
(;.yernment to help the creditors in their vindictive course. Lord Pentland, 
‘Governor of Madras, who never omits to inspect the civil sections during his 
visits to jails, 18 reported to have expressed surprise at the practice of sonding 
persons to jail even for small debts. It is therefore to be hoped that early 
action will be taken to put a stop both to the exorbitant rates of interest now 
prevailing, and to the practice of sending debtors to civil jails, which will 
teach the Sowears to lend money only on sufficient security and thus save 
themselves and others.

It behoves the authorities as well as the capitalists of the 
country therefore to provide openings for industrial pursuits for our educated 
youth and thus to dissuade them from entering the public service. 


49. After referring to the scarcity of water in Malabar owing to want of 
rain in the current year and to the resultant 
sufferings of the cultivators, and atter 
expressing satisfaction at the enquiry now 
going on in the matter of constructing a dam at Meenkarai near Kollencole

VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


50. The Dravidabhimani, of the 24th April, says :—Recently a member of 
the Burma Legislative Council drew the atten- 
tion of that Government to the evil consequences 
arising from the large influx of Indian beggars into Burma, and prayed that 
steps should be taken to putastopto this. In replying to this, the Government 
said that the Police Act in force in Burma was enough to check the nuisance 
caused by these beggars and we now learn that, under the orders of the 
Commissioner of Police, Rangoon, 300 beggars were arrested in Rangoon on 
Thursday last and that the majority of them are healthy enough to do some 
kind of active work. It is reported that these would be charged with leading 
a bad livelihood and that they are sure to be punished. We will only say 
that this punishment should not take the form of imprisonment. A man who 
takes to begging shamelessly will not feel the ignominy of a prison life. 
Imprisonment will only make him a confirmed criminal. It is needless to 
point out that an increase in the number of criminals is more undesirable 
than an increase in the number of beggars. As long as there are no institu- 
tions, as in England, where the able-bodied beggars can be made to work, 
there wili be no use in imposing unnecessary restrictions on beggars. ‘They 
take to begging as they have nothing else to do. So if beggary is made 
a crime, those who beg should be provided with some other means of 
livelihood.

If the necessary machines and ef articles 
ar sent for, the only question to be decided is about the experts who are to 
manage the business. If these are not available in India itself, one can be 
crt tor from Japan. We prefer Japan to Europe for more reasons than one. 
Firstly, a European expert will not like to be controlled and will manage 
-yery thing in his owo way. But a Japanese will act according to the wishes 
ot the Indians. Moreover, a Japanese will be content with a lower salary 
thin a European. There are some Indians who have undergone a training 
iv wateh factories in foreign countries. One or two of these may be 
appouited as assistants to the Japanese expert and an agreement entered 
into with the latter that he should give a practical training to these assistants 
fur some time. After the period mentioned in the agreement is over, the 
Japunese expert can be replaced by these trained Indians. ‘This is what was 
done in Japan, Even in Mysore, the Diwan has entered into such an 
avreement with the European expert employed in the State Bank. 

The next point we will lay stress upon is that the Directors of the Match 
Factory should not hesitate to spend moncy liberally whenever necessary, if 
they want their undertaking to be a success. As we are assured that this 
enterprise has the active sympathy and support of the ‘Travancore State, 
there is no doubt about its being worked successfully, if the Directors manage 
the business with a whole-hearted zeal. At present, match boxes are being 
imported from Japan and Sweden. When the latter country, which is 
situated in the northern portion of Europe, is able to make a profit by 
sending match boxes to this distant Jand and selling them at 2 pies per box, 
what doubt 1s there that the manufacture of these matches in our own 
country will be a profitable business ?

Still the educated among us are unable to 

speak in their own mother tongue. ‘This is pitiable indeed. Sir Louis Dane, 

the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, once addressed an audience of Punja- 

bees in the Urdu language and the late Mr. A. O. Hume could speak well the 

Hindi language. It may be said that there is nothing surprising in these 

foreigners having mastered an Indian language as they had served in Inilia 

for a long time. But Lord Carmichael has been in India only for three 

years and yet recently he was able to address a Bengalee audience in their 

own language. Why should our people then be ashamed to speak in their 
mother tengue ?

May 4th, 1914. is the largest Bank in South India and the 

I Ph Madras Bank and the Government has invested nearly one crore of 

ene rupees in this Bank. The amount of deposits 

by private people comes to 83 crores of rupees. As the amount of money 

to the credit of the shareholders in this Bank is only 75 lakhs of rupees and 

the Reserve Fund of the Bank is only 74 lakhs of rupees, the business of the 

Bank is carried on only by means of the deposits made therein by the 

Government and private people. Seeing that the money invested by the 

Government is the money of the people, it is clear that the Madras Bank 1s 

able to do such a large business only because such a large amount of the 

money of the people is invested therein. Even as regards the shareholders 

in this Bank, a fourth of their number are Indians and nearly three-fourths 

of those, who have borrowed money from this Bank, are Indians. Thus the 

solidarity and influence of this Bank depends mainly on the support of the 

Indians. Still who are its Directors? Though ‘o. Government invests 

a large sum of money in it, it does not nominate even one Director, nor do 

the Indians elect one. 'Though there could be nine Directors according to 

law, there are only seven and all these seven are Englishmen. This state 

of affairs has continued for the last 75 years. It is not conducive to the 

interests of the Indians. As all these Directors are English merchants openly 

competing with the Indians in the mercantile market, they cannot be 
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vad to be fair in the matter of granting loans tu Indian merchants. 
aaa ill have themselves to take loans f{ Le 

yc eover, these Directors will have th es to take loans from the Bank 
“») the capacity of merchants and in this case they themselves fix the amount 
san to be sanctioned and the rate of interest to be charged. This should 
'. je done. If the Directors are persons, who have borrowed money from 
- Bink, how ean they have an effective control over the conduct of the 
vevijs in the Bank, such as the President, the Secretary, etc.? ‘These 
caeics will rhanage everything in their own way. ‘Then again, as the 
_ority of persons borrowing money from the Bank are Indians, it is very 
essary that the Directors of the Bank should be well acquainted with the 
sition, character and status of the Indians. What do the Englishmen 
iyw about the Indians? The English merchants move with the Indians 


so faras it is necessary for their businese transactions and they have 
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neither knowledge nor mpg of the Indian community as a whole. All 
‘hese things were clearly explained by Mr. Vidyasagar Pandya, the 
s.p-tarv of the Indian Bank, in his evidence before the Indian Finance 
Commission. We learn that the South Indian Chamber of Commerce has 
ais addressed a memorial to the Government that there should be some 
Iditns among the Directors of the Madras Bank. ‘i‘hough the Government 
his uo power to dictate that any particular individual should be a Director 
ot this Bank, it is expected that the Bank officials will act upon the sugyes- 
tion of the Government in this matter. If they do not do so, it will be 
better to modify the existing law so as to give the Government the power of 
vominating the Directors. 

Meanwhile the Secretary of the Madras Bank has addressed a circular to 
the shareholders that, as Vidyasagar Pandya and the South Indian Chamber 
of Commerce are trying to change the constitution of the Directorate, it will 
hv necessary to renominate the existing Directors at the next meeting to be 
held on the 8rd August so as to secure their position as such and that share- 
holders, who cannot be present at the meeting, should appoint the President, 
Vice-President, Secretary or Deputy Secretary of the Bank as their proxy 
ail communicate the same to the Secretary in writing. The sharcholders 
know that they can appoint proxies if they cannot be present at a meeting. 
The Secretary is not justified in asking them to appoint only such persons, 
as are specified by him, as their proxies.

VERNACULAR PAPERS. 


I.—Forerien Potitics. 


) Referring to the reported crucifixion of 200 Muslims by the Christian alent > “aga 


inhabitants of Epirus, the Swadesamitran, of 
the 9th May, observes :—The Commission 
appointed by the Powers to fix the boundary of Albania after the Balkan 
war decided that Epirus should become part of Albania. But the people 
or Epirus, who were Christians, did not like this, as the majority of the 
people of Albania were Muhammadans. Sothey began to create disturbances 
for obtaining self-government and seem to have wreaked their vengeance on 
the Muslims in this cruel manner. ‘This brutal behaviour on the part of the 
so-called. civilised Christians makes one doubt if civilisation has made any 
progress in the world. The people of Epirus based their unwillingness to 
join with the Albanian Muslims on their being more civilized than the latter. 
But if we are to judge of the civilisation of the Epirodes from this brutal 
act, the Albanian Muslims will be justified in refusing to be joined with 
them. It is the duty of the Powers to teach a salutary lesson to the Epirodes 
in this matter. If it 1s true that Greece has been secretly helping Epirus 
Lefore this, it will do well to cut off all connection with the latter hereafter. 


3. In reporting that the Epirodes who are Christians have subjected 
a the Albanians, who are Muhammadans, to many 
the Balkans. ‘inhuman ” and ‘diabolical ” acts of violence, 

the Andhrapatrika, of the 9th May, says that 1t remains to be seen what action 

the Kuropean Powers are going to take in the matter. | 


4. After referring to the report of the South African Commission which 
was recently appointed to enquire into the 
grievances of Indians in that country, and to 
the most important recommendations of the 
same, viz., the abolition of the £3 tax which every Indian settler is liable to 
pay, and of the law that refuses to recognise a plurality of wives, and after 
observing that even the Indian public organs in South Africa admitted that 
almost all their grisvances would be redressed, should the Union Govern- 
ment act on the lines suggested by the Commission, a leader in the Kerala 
Patrika, of the 9th May, says:—This will in a way end the unrest and 
disquiet in South Africa. Be that as it may, the system of taking indentured 
coolies from here to that country should be put a stop to. If the planters in 
South Africa or elsewhere want Indian coolies to work in their gardens there 
is no objection to their taking them under some direct contract with the 
coolies themselves. But no law can be tolerated, which, as is now the case, 
treats these coolies as if they were mere slaves. The Government and the 
leaders in this country will do well to think over this matter carefully.

It will not be desirable to appoint a 
Tamilian for Telugu and an Andhra for Tamil. Again among the Readers, 
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the number of the 'amilians should not be disproportionate to that of +), 
Andhras. May the University authorities consider this matter and take step 
to sve that their object in appointing these Readers is fully realised. 


6. In its leader on the subject of the Educational Department, 4),. 
Andhrapairika, of the 8th May, says :—(},,.., 
The Department of Education. the ee of ‘the Government of fia 4. 
Educational authorities have arranged to publish a full report once in every 
five ycars and « short one annually. There may be some good grounds j. 
this arrangement; but, on the whole, it is not a useful one. ‘This year. 
report is very meagre and does not contain some important matters. It do. 
not contain any clear statement about the progress of industrial educati:,:,. 
which deserves our utmost attention in the present condition of our country. 
It dues not make mention of free elementary education, which is one of oi; 
chief concerns. It is not known what Dr. Bourne has done in the matter «jf 
elementary education, and what plans he has chalked out for the future. 1; 
that is known, not only the non-official members of the Legislative Cour:j} 
and the editors of papers, but also all the leaders of the people will be enablud 
to co-operate with the Government as best as they can on this matter. If any 
liberal policy initiated in the time of a noble-minded Governor like Lord 
Carmichael or Lord Pentland is not published clearlv for the information oj 
the people for a space of five years, the people will not be afforded an oppor- 
tunity for helping to carry out that policy. Our Government and the people 
should, therefore, bring home to the mind of the Government of India the 


necessity of the Educational Department publishing a full annual report 
instead of a quinquennial one.

The pay and prospects of teachers of the Local Board schools depend, 
LeROnENS UE LANE! TURES SHNOE.  t saek Gases, wetter upon their educational 
qualifications, nor on their length of service nor on any special merit. ‘The 
number of teachers in a school is determined by the strength of the school, 


and the pay of the teacher is fixed according to the strength of the class. 
This state of things has given rise to much discontent among those teachers. 
Again, in many cases, what is ostensibly a promotion operates as a punisli- 
ment and is, therefore, declined. Many a teacher has, at the end of a long 
term of service, to retire on the very pay on which he started. While even 
menials in Government service get a subsistence allowance in the shape of 
i pension, these teachers have all along to work under the dread of utter 


destitution alter retirement. It is easy to sec how efficiently a teacher can 
be expected to work with such a gloomy view of the closing years of his life, 
and how this gloom which haunts the teacher’s mind will in its turn affect 
the impressionable minds of his pupi!s. There is besides the danger of the 
discontented teacher seeking subsidiary sources of income. Another great 


evil of the meagre prospects offered to these teachers is that the profession 13 


now so totally wanting in attraction that only these who are incapable of 
getting on in any other work of life choose to be teachers. It is easy to see 
what progress 1s possible in the direction of education so long as this state of 
things prevails. If greater efficiency is desired to be secured in this class of 
schools, it 1s necessary—({1) that the pay of teachers should be commensurate 
with their educational qualifications, ( 2) that there should be progressive 
scales of pay, (3) that the * capitation grant” should be replaced by 
a ‘special grant” for approved merit, (4) that provision should be made tor 
the grant of a pension to retired teachers, and lastly (5) that these schools 


may be more efficiently managed they must be made over to Government 
and placed under the absolute control of School Inspectors.

10, With reference to the three model houses for the Anglo-Indians 
constructed by the Madras Municipality near 
the Pantheon Road, the Andhrapatrika, of the

arranvement should be made for this sect only, while in this city there are 
numberless poor basking in the sun for want of shelter. 


11. In its leader on the subject of the new plague regulations, the 
Andhrapatrika, of the 11th May, refers with 
gratification to the changes that have been 
introduced into them relieving the passengers to some extent of their serious 
responsibility under the passport system. In the opinion of this paper, the 
changes are undoubtedly just, but it suggests that the new rules sould not 
In; «ntorced with any harshness. 


12. After a refereace to the present miserable condition of the foot-pathe 
and culverts in the Calicut taluk and to the 
fact of the former being encroached upon by 
the neighbouring landowners, and after paying 
x handsome tribute to the readiness and willingness of the present non- 
official President of the Taluk Board to do everything possible for the good 
of the people, a sub-leader ir the Manvrama, of the 8th May, says: --The 
toot-paths should be carefully re-surveyed, repaired and widened. It will 
ha mere waste of money if the whole allotted amount be spent, as is now 
done, on the repair of all the foot-paths in the taluk. It will certainly be 
infinitely better if instead of doing so afew paths are selected for repair 
every year and the work done thoroughly and efficiently. It is also desir- 
able tbat the present practice of entrusting the repair of foot-paths and 
culverts to village officers should be done away with, and that it should be 
executed through the Public Works Department. We hfve reason to think 
that the existing state of things is brought about largely by the mismanage- 
ment of the whole business by village officers. If the work is carried on 
under the direct supervision of an honest and truthful overseer, it is likely to 
be more thorough, efficient and satisfactory. We, therefore, hope that the 


matter will receive due and careful consideration ‘at the hands of the 
President.

Home industries in the United

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15. The Swadesamitran, of the 7th May, observes:—Some days back we 
referred to the proposal made by an English 
company to start a cement factory at Lahore 
at the request of the Punjab Government, which had agreed to make certain 
special concessions to the company. 1t was arranged that, in all Government 
works, the cement used should only be that manufactured by this factory ai 
that the Government should pay a lump sum to this company as a set-off ti; 
this. We now learn that the association called the Indian Merchants’ 
Chamber and Bureau in Bombay has objected to this proposal of the Punjal 
Government and addressed a memorial to the Government of India on this 
subject. It is stated therein that no Provincial Government should active! y 
help a foreign company to establish a new trade in this country and that tlic 
present move of the Punjab Government will have a serious effeet upon private 
enterprise in this direction. If the Government wants to help the starting of 
new industries, it should publish a notification in the gazette specifying the 
concessions it is prepared to grant and sce if Indian capitalists do not come 
forward to start such industries. When some merchants in Bombay proposed 
to start a cement factory and sought the support of the Punjab Government 
therefor, the latter replied that it was making its own arrangements for the 
supply* of cement. When Indian merchants are prepared to manufacture 
cement and supply as much as may be required by the Punjab Government. 
how is this Government justified in entering into an agreement with a foreign 
company for the same purpose? There are many industries in India which 
do not thrive for want of help and support on the part of the Government. 
But the Government of India used to say that it should not interfere in the 
working of such industries. How is then the Punjab Government justified 
in actively supporting the establishment of a cement factory? Instead of 
helping the Indians to start industries, the Government is offering pecuniary 
support to a foreign company to establish an industry which can well be 
managed by the Indians. ‘This is very unreasonable. We hope ueither the 
Government of India nor the Secretary of State will approve of the action of 
the Punjab Government. English capitalists raise a hue and ery, if any 
work, which can be done by them, is entrusted to the capitalists of Germany 
or other countries. Have not the Indians even this privilege which the 
Englishmen have? Is the Government of India being conducted only with 
the idea of securing advantages to the English capitalists ? 


A cement factory at Lahore. 


16. The Andhraprakasika, of the 6th May, writes as follows :-—In the 
matter of imposing water rate, the village 
officers and the Revenue Inspector join together 
in annoying the poor ryots in the name of Government. The poor ryots are 
unable to go to Courts and obtain justice there. God alone knows how many 
cases of such annoyance have not reached the ears of Government. In a case 
in which a rich ryot of Tanjore sued the Government for imposing water 
rate on lands for which he could not have possibly used Government water, 
the Sub-Judge has ordered the refund of the water rate. If provision has 
not been made for the Government to be sued against in their own Courts, 
great injustice may be done to the people.

But we 
recommend that they may be granted to proper persons after consulting the 
vilage officers. 

The Jaridah-i-Rozgar, of the 6th May, writes :—It is understood that 
there is a warlike dispute between the Mussal- 
manus and Christians in Atmakur, Nellore 
jjstrict. The Missionaries scoffed at the Prophet Muhammad while the 
\ussulmans spoke against the Christians. ‘There would have been no cause 
fora complaint had the misunderstanding stopped at this phase. But it is 
. srettable that this religious dispute has come into court and nobody knows 
what will be the result. 

We cannot describe the circumstances of the struggle with any confidence 
hut from various sources Wwe have come to know that the Missionaries have 
printed a 2-pie paper in Telegu making regrettable attacks on Muhammad 
thereby wounding the feelings of Mussalmans.

It is unfortunate that our enthusiasm for improving the economic condition 
of the country is everywhere confined to the platform and the press. If it 
had only oceurred to His Highness to have these same schemes, for which he 
lis granted concessions, worked out through State agency, the contribution 
to the industrial advancement of the country would doubtless have been 
considerable ; or, if the organisation of « State agency were not found 
possible, a company could be formed under State patronage so as to give 
full play to indigenous enterprise and capital. Instead of adopting either of 
these obviously preferable courses, to give away these privileges to a foreign 
company, even to the extent of exploiting the mineral wealth of the State, is 
a policy the wisdom of which we are altogether unable to see. 


21. Referring to the farewell addresses and entertainments given to 
Mr. P. Rajagopila Achari, the retiring Diwan 
of ‘l'ravancore, and to the statements in some 
of the newspapers of South Travancore, which 
contend that these demonstrations are meaningless and only such as aro got 
up by certain interested officials, an editorial note in the Kerlu Patrika, of the

enemies of Mr. Achari must admit that he is a capable officer. Probably he 
is severely attacked because of certain defects in his character. ven though 
such be the case, a perusal of the administration report will show that we are 
uot at all justified in concluding that his administration has been a = 
fuilure. Ags party feeling is rampant in ‘Travancore, we cannot accept all the 
assertions made by one party or the other. At the same time we cannot help 
believing certain statements made in all seriousness and earnestness.

Post and the Telegraph have spanned distance and time, the people cannyt 
always afford to travel far to represent their grievances. In view of thi-so 
difficulties, cach Province m India can be granted self-government, 1},. 
Government of India reserving to itself the power of having the final say op 
all matters affecting the country as a whole. Under this system, oc} 
Province will contribute its quota towards the expenditure of the Government 
of India. Though it may take some time for all this to come to pass, the 
tendency of the Government of India is only in this direction, Madras and 
other Presidencies are now having a greater amount of independence not 
only as regards the executive administration, but also in the matter of 
financial control. 


23. Referring to the abnormal rise in the price of firewood in Salen, 
the Swadesamitran, of the 7th May, observes :-- 
The cry of the people of Salem on this subject 
has proved to be a cry in the wilderness. ‘I'he 
price of firewood is rising day by day. Fuel contractors, who bought 
firewood at Rs. 3-12-0 and Rs. 5-0-0 4 ton in the forests last year and sold 
it out for profit, appear to have bought it this year for Rs. 7-0-0 and 
Rs. 8-0-0 a ton and therefore the price is bound to be raised accordinely. 
We learn that the Hon’ble Mr. 3. V. Narasimha Ayyar will move a resolution 
on this subject at the next meeting of the Madras Legislative Council. It 
remains to be seen whether the responsible Government officials, who now 
secretly note down that the Forest authorities are not bound to supply 
firewood to the people at moderate rates, will make an open statement like 
that, when a resolution is moved on this subject. 


24. In expressing its satisfaction at a weavers’ association having been 
started at Dharwar in the Bombay Presidency 
the Swadesamitran, of the Yth May, says :— 
This association has been started with the object of helping the weavers to 
carry on their trade by buying yarn for them at wholesale rates and supply- 
ing the same to them at asmall profit. ‘They need no longer be at the mercy 
of the Sowears for buying yarn. The association offers other facilities also tor 
the advancement of weavers as a community. It is really regrettable that 
the weavers in the Madras Presidency show no signs of progress. here 1s 
only one association for weavers for the whole Presidency and this is at 
Conjeevcram. ‘There are several persons belonging to this community, in 
affluent circumstances, in Madura, Kumbakénam, Salem, Coimbatore and 
other places, and it is not difficult to make these people co-operate in improv- 
ing the condition of their community in general. Ifthe Director of Industries, 
the Registrar of Co-operative Credit Societies and the popular leaders in this 
Presidency will evince a greater interest in this matter, the weavers are sure 
to progress rapidly.

It rOes 
without saying that, if Lieutenant-Governors, Governors and Viceroys in 
India are able to address the Indians in their own vernaculars, it will vreatly 
wvhanee the affection between the rulers and the ruled in this country and 
will afford greater opportunities for the two moving with each other closely. 
We wish very much that all heads of Provincial administrations follow the 
example ot Sir Charles Bailey in Behar and Lord Carmichael n-Bengal and 
learn the vernaculars of their respective Provinces. 

9. The Swadesamitran, of the 12th May. writes ---There is a rumour 
that Mr. Nugent Grant will be offered the 
Pablic Prosecutorship of Madras. If this 
rumour turns out to be true, we can safely 
conclude that the policy of the Madras Government in the matter of filling 
up legal appointments in Madras has undergone a change. ‘The British 
Parliament wants that all the higher appointinents should, as far as possible, 
hb conferred upon Indians and the British Ministers and the Government of 
India share in this view. It is surprising that the Government of Madras 
alone should act against this opinion. We had to complain in these colunms 
more than once before this that certain appointments which should have gone 
to Indians had been given to Englishmen. If the Public Prosecutorship is 
now given to Mr. Grant, it will mean that certain appointments, which te 
been recently held only by Indians, have been wrested from them and given 
to Englishmen. The appointments of the Advocate-General, Government 
Pleader, Administrator-General, Official Assignce and Law Reporter are 
held by lawyers. There was a time when these appointments were held by 
English Barristers for want of capable Indians to fill them. When vakils of 
the stamp of Sir V. Bhashyam Ayyangar appeared on the scene, the mania 
for English Barristers faded away and these appointments were given to 
Indians one after another. Sir V. Bhashyam Ayyangar was the first Indian 
Advocate-General. He was succeeded by Sir C. Sankaran Nayar and 
he by Mr. Sivaswami Ayyar. After him, this post was conferred upon 
Mr. F. M. Corbett, and we do not know why. We are yet to kuow what 
revolution Mr. Corbett has brought about after |is appointment to this 
post. Wedo not see what improvement has been effected in the adminis- 
tration of law by the English Advocate-General which the Indian Advocate- 
General was not able to do, and what new advantages the people or the 
Government have derived from the Advooate-General being an English 
Barrister. First. of all, there is no restriction that this and the other appoint- 
nents mentioned above should be held only by English Barristers. Next, 
there is no reason to believe that English Barristers are better than the 
Indian vakils in capability or legal knowledge. Itven the best friends of 
the present-day English Barristers will not compare them favourably with 
the Barristers in olden days, like Mr. Norton, Mr. Mayne, Mr. Spring 
Branson, ete. Even granting that only Barristers can be appointed to these 
posts, are there not Indian Barristers practising in the High Court? The 
Government is not justified in ignoring them altogether in filling up the legal 
appointments. ‘The present-day Indians will never concede tu the principle 
that only one class of His Majesty’s subjects are entitled to the support of 
the Government, whatever their capability or intelligence may be, and that no 
other class has this privilege. It cannot be said that Indian Barristers who 
have passed the necessary examinations in England after incurring a good 
deal of expenditure, and Indian vakils, who have long been enjoying a 
lucrative practice, are inferior to English Barristers. 


27. In a leader on this subject the Andhraprakusika, of the 6th May, 
observes:—-It is difficult for the Indian 
Indian students in England. st dents to get admission into the Oxford and 
Cambridge Universities. The rules of admission are very restrictive. If 
any budy*secures admission, he is made light of by his college mates. ‘The 
methods adopted by these famous universities during these times of enlight- 
enment are very much to be regretted. If such differences c-op up in 
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educational institutions themselves, worse things may be expected in oth..; 
quarters. The disgraced Indian students may incite their countrymen ty 
hatred against Englishmen. It is unnecessary to state that such acts would 

rove a misfortune to the country, especially at a time when India is advanci;,. 
in all directions and the relations between the rulers and the ruled ar. 
growing more friendly and harmonious. It is therefore necessary to submit 
a memorial to Lord Hardinge in this metter. 


Writing on the same subject the Andhrapatrika, of the 7th May, remark; 
as follows:—-The English students in the Oxford University are causing tli. 
Indian students much trouble merely because of the difference in colour. 
The Indians are not allowed into English society. 

In another page, the same paper refers to the subject and says that as 
the contagion of disregard and colour hatred now obtaining in the chiej 
centre of English education may spread from the English to the Indians, th: 
authorities should try to set mght this matter which is dangerous to both 
England and India. 


98. With reference to the remark of the Statlesman that most of the 
Indian vernaculars are not fit for the ex pres- 
sion of profound thoughts, the Andhrapatrika, 
of the 7th May, says:—-This view of the Sfatesman about the Indian verna- 
culars must be due to either ignorance or thoughtlessness. To those who 
have their cyes open, it is evident that the Indian vernaculars have already 
begun to develop like Kaglish.

African Commission of Enquiry. May, writes:—Of all the recommendations, 


the two most important ones, namely, the one regarding the repeal of the 
£3 tax and the other about the removal of disabilities concerning the 
marriage question, may well be expected to improve materially the condition 
of the Indian settlers in South Africa. I€ is the spirit of co-operation 
displayed by all classes of Indian emigrants, their resolute attitude in 
carrying on the campaign of passive resistance, the sympathy for their cause 
so widely exhibited by their brethren in India, and above all, it is the 
cordial support received from His Excellency the Viceroy, that is responsible 
even for the comparatively small measure of success with which they have 
now been favoured. Even the little that is now expected to be gained from 
these recommendations must be deemed to surpass our expectations. But it 
remains to be seen to what extent the Union Government will actually act 
upon these recommendations. 


38. In reviewing the report of Mr. Sampson of the Agricultural depart- 
ment who was appointed to enquire into the 
rrowing deterioration in the condition of cattle 
in this presidency, a leader in the Manorama, 
of the 8th May, approves of the measures proposed to be taken by Govern-

‘The appointment of such a committee by the 
Legislative Council would have certainly been resented by the High Court, 
and we are not sure that it would have been quite within the power of the 
Government to force an inquiry into the work of High Court J ses 
Honourable Members of the Legislative Council as well as the public are 
equally alive to the independence and dignity of the High Court, but the 
Hon’ble Mr. V. K. Ramanujachari’s resolution exceeded this conception 
when it demanded the appointment of a committee to enquire into the 
internal affairs of the Court. . . . . The Government were, theretore, 
quite right in the attitude they adopted. ‘They were right in the view they 


took that the High Court itself must have an opportunity to deal with the 
matter as it thought fit.”

Mico as of the State on the reorganization of the Madras 
: Secretariat and the creation of a fourth Secre- 
taryship to the Government of Madras, which were published in a Press 
Communique early this month, will, according to the news received to-day 
from QOotacamund, be given effect to in July next by the Madras Govern- 
ment. We have repeatedly urged in these columns the essential justice 
and administrative necessity of appointing an Indian and a member of the 
Provincial Civil Service to one of the Secretaryships to Government which 
are by law reserved for the Indian Civil Service. . . . . We believe 
that the Madras Government have obtained orders from the Government of 
India in regard to the manner of recruitment to the new post. But there 
cannot be any finality to a matter of this kind, which affects the status, 
position and prospects of members of the Provincial Civil Service, and it 
is always open.to the Local Government to rectify the injustice which a 
continuous exclusion from higher offices has involved that service. 
We have so often adverted in these columns to the claims of the 
Provincial Service and the manner in which they have been ignored for 
over 23 years, that it is unnecessary to repeat the arguments once again. 
The number of listed posts notified at the outset of the organisation of that 
service has not been enlarged even up to the limit which the last Public 
Service Commission thought it necessary to recommend. With the claims 
of Indians to equal treatment recognised in respect of highest offices under 
the Crown in India, with the recognition of their capacity to discharge the 
functions of those high offices unreservedly, by our rulers, it is an anomaly 
of a most glaring kind that the prospects of Indians in this organised service 
should be blocked by the perpetuation of principles which have been nega- 
tived for the higher offices. ‘The presence and the value of Indians in the 
India Council have been appreciated in no grudging terms by successive 
Secretaries of State. The appointment of one Indian each to the Executive 
Councils, Imperial and Provincial, though all of them have not com- 
manded public confidenve, has nevertheless been admitted to be a success, 
while among the judiciary the superior merit of Indians is so far taken 
for granted that with the very large and often unnecessary additions 0 
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the High Court Benches in the several Provinces, Indians have had very 
much faire treatment in the matter of the new appointments than their 
brethren who elected to enter the Executive Service direct by com petition 
aud merit and ho by dint of superior ability and zealous work to obtain 
prospects much higher than those who joined the ranks of the Bar and 
struggled their way up the profession. . . . The result of the existing 
state of things 1s, we are afraid, not conducive to the promotion of con- 
tentment and zealous work among a most deserving class of officers. 

| We do not think .it is right policy on the part of the Government 
to maintain a situation of this kind. We trust that the matter is not vet 
concluded or even if it is, that it will not be difficult to reopen it to 
consider the claims of the Provincial Civil Service to have one Secretary- 
ship listed. . . . The new appointment is after all only to rank with thut 
of Collectorships with a local allowance attached and there are Indians 
holding appointments as Collectors or appointments of the rank of Collectors. 
There is no reason why an I.C.S. Collector should be deemed to possess 
superior qualifications to a P.C.S. Collector, merely because he got his 
appointment from the heaven-born service. Indian Collectors have been is 
successful as European Collectors and in choosing a man for the Secretary- 
ship no considerations on the particular service from which he came need 
or ought to be considered, so long as he possesses the necessary capacity 
for the work. To say that none of the Indian Collectors possesses such a 


capacity would be, we think, a wholly unjust and unmerited slur on them. 


3 If the Government is now really sincere about adapting itself to 
the changed spirit of administration which is believed to have come about 
with Lord Morley’s Reforms, they should, we think, appreciate the immense 
advantage of having an Indian Secretary who will give them what Lord 
Morley prized as the Indian point of view. It is not statesmanship to fix a 
badge of inferiority of a service because of its local recruitment and we are 
afraid that Lord Pentland’s Government will not be considered to have 
followed liberal principles in shutting up reasonable and natural prospects of 
a capable class of public servants, leaving the public to infer that legitimate 
ambitions of the people to participate in the administration of their own 
country have not been encouraged .” 


The Wednesday Review, for the week ending 20th May, remarks :--‘‘ It is 
scarcely necessary to tell the Madras Government that their proposal to 
appoint a fourth Secretary has been welcomed by the public in the hope that 
the appointment will go to a member of the Provincial Service. re 
There is no want of competent officers for the place, and we can count at 
least half a dozen of them who can hold their own against the members of 
the Indian Civil Service. Here is an excellent opportunity for the Madras 
Government to mark their appreciation of Indian talent in a tangible manner 
and we trust that they will not let it slip.” 


IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


3. The Karnataka, of the 23rd May, has the following :—‘‘We can at 
last breathe a sign of relief that the long and 
anxiously awaited decision in regard to the 
Kannambadi question has been finally announced by the Court of Arbitration 
and that the settlement is on the whole likely to give satisfaction to both the 
Governments concerned, whatever sworn fomenters of discontent might have 
tosay. . . . . All reports agree in saying that the final award is favour- 
able to Mysore--that is, that it permits the construction of the second stage 
of the Cauvery Reservoir, holding that such construction does not interfere 
with the prescriptive rights of the agriculturists in Tanjore. It is also stated 
10 some quarters that the conditions which have been imposed upon Mysore 
80 as to guarantee the supply of the prescribed quantity ot water to Madras 
are somewhat hard and overwrought. Anyhow, it 1s a mattec for distinct 
gratification that the great project is not going to be given up in the middle 
simply on account of our neighbour’s obstinacy and unwillingness to let us 
enjoy our rights.” . |

6. The Mukhbir-i-Dakhan, of the 13th May, writes :—In order to spread 
a misconception regarding the Mussalmans 
some liuropean newspapers make a habit of 
parading Turkish calamities, and even have 
recourse to fabrications so that ill-feeling might spread against the Mussal- 
mans, and press heavily upon the Ottoman Government. But it is a matter 
for regret that at a time when insufferable and barbarous atrocities are being 
committed on Mussalmans, these very same fair-minded papers and other 
papers too either maintain silence or do bare justice by expressing these 
frightful atrocities in but a few lines and with reluctance. 

Ten days have not yet elapsed since Reuter’s Agency wired the cruci- 
fixion and burning of 200 Albanian Mussalmans. Such a terrible and 
important occurrence has been expressed in but a few lines to the effect that 
the Christian subjects of Epirus have first crucified 200 Mussalmans and then 
burnt the bodies.

Will the Lords and statesmen of England not advise Sir Edward Grey 
even now that he should ask the Government responsible for this incident for 
an explanation? Our enlightened Foreign Minister has many a time 
expressed in speeches that he has regard for the thought and feelings of the 
Indian Mussalmans and if this is a fact he cannot but give some practical 
proof of it at this juncture. We don’t mean that the British Government 
should at any time adopt actual coercion.

It is 
said that the breasts and hands of the Mussalmans were nailed and in 
addition, women and children were killed without money. What more, the 
ur innocent children had their fingers cut off first. This act has been 
committed by those who boast of their nobility and their religion, viz., 
(Christianity, and who say that none can equal them in sympathy and justice. 
Christians of the globe in general are indeed of this nature. ‘The Christians 
of Khudra however have proved that they are bringing Christianity into 
ill-repute by their atrocious actions. No sign of Christianity at all exists 
inthem. This their action calls to mind the hard heartedness of the Jews 
who in the old days crucified Jesus Christ. 


The rebellious Christians of Epirus first demanded that Albania should 
1» made independent as the Mussalmans had not been on friendly terms with 
them, and that they could not hope for mercy from Turkey. It was then 
declared independent, and the Christians committed the crime in question in 
Kludra, Can any Albanian or any Christian of Epirus plea that any 
Christian has been crucified by the Turkish Government or had the fingers 
of their children chopped off.

It is quite wrong to say that some part of the Koran had been written 
by some poet or some learned man before Muhammad became a prophet. 
And for a period of 1300 years, no one has been able to prove this as a fuct. 
It is a matter for wonder that Christians have not been able to discover these 
manuscripts for this long period of time. And even if these were discovered 
in 1885 A.D. they were only got from a lady from whom we are legally 
entitled to ask certain questions.

15. ‘The Lokaranjani,* of the 28th March, writes: — Our popular leaders 
have long been pleading for the establishment 
of village panchayats in every portion of 
India. There can be no doubt about the utility of such panchayats to the 
villagers. These will be useful chefly in bringing about union among the 
villagers and thereby preventing unnecessary expenditure: So the (tovern- 
ment will do well to try this system at least experimentally in certain 
districts. 

16. The Swadesumitran, of the 12th May, observes:—A circular is 
reported to have been issued by the Govern- 
ment of Behar that all officials staying in the 
quarters intended for Government officials at 
Ranchi should report to the Registrar of their department or their Head 
Assistant the fact of any guests having come to them, giving the names, 
addresses and designation of such guests. It is stated that this should be 
done within six hours after the arrival of such guests and that the report 
should specify the number of days the guests intend to remain there. The 
circular adds that this report will be submitted by the Registrar to the higher 
authorities, who will decide whether the guests can be allowed to remain in 
the Government quarters. It is also mentioned in the circular that officials 
who fail to submit this report or who fail to remove any guest, who had been 
directed to be removed, within 24 hours of such order, would be summarily 
dismissed. Does this not show want of confidence in its officials on the part 
of the Government of Behar? ‘The newspapers in that Province are raising 
a hue and cry over this circular and demand that it should be withdrawn 
immediately if the prestige of the officials is to be maintained. We hope this 
cry will not go in vain and that the Government of Behar will act upon the 
suggestion of the newspapers of that province.

The paper 
protests against the proposal to start a Rajkumar College for the education of 
the minor Zamindars exclusively, and suggests thut these Zamindars should be 
made to mix freely with the ordinary people and learn to love them and not 
be carried away by the idea of their gh birth.

The Court of Wards. separated as it were from the outside world 
and trained in the company more of Europeans than Indians. ‘Thev are 
thus no better than so many parrots imprisoned in a cage. It will be well to 
send these minors to ordinary schools to receive education there like ordinary 
boys. It is only then that they will be intelligent and wise, and capable of 
entering into active life with sufficient worldly knowledge and ex perivnce 
and a desire to help themselves. Though the minor Zamindar of Vu yur has 
been under the care of the Court of Wards for the last seven years, he is not 
in a position to set right his affairs which are somewhat complicated. Is 
this creditabie to the Newington establishment ” 


26. Referring to the cancelling of plague passp:rts and the new 
system, the Jaridah-i-Rozgar, of the 13th May, 
says:— We cannot rest content in this instance 
without expressing the fact that we are not quite clear as to the method of 
medical examination that the passengers will now be subject to. If the old 
system of examination by stretching a rope on the platform and making the 
poor passengers stand in a row like slaves, and allowing the ordinary con- 
stables to watch them, 1s still to prevail the systein will not be welcomed.

Though Travancore always stands first in the matter of education, 
the progress in this direction was very rapid in the time of Mr. Rajagopala- 
chariyar. He was the first Diwan who improved the status and condition 
of the backward classes in the State and removed the restriction that they 
should not hold any appointment under that Government. Mr. Rajagopala- 
chariyar is still young ; and we fully trust that, by the grace of God, he will 
succeed the Hon’ble Mr. P. S. Sivaswami Ayyar in the Madras Kxecutive 
Council. 

The new Diwan is a subject of His Highness the Maharaja and is sure 
to acquire as good a reputation as the out-going Diwan, if he continues 
the policy enunciated by the latter. But ne has had no experience as an 
administrator. 

28. Referring to the appointment of Mr. Justice Miller as Chief Judge 

: of the Mysore Chief Court, the Andhrapatrtka,

“met Court. the three Judges of the Mysore Chief Court 
were Indians, and the time may soon come when all these Judges will be 
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Europeans. The claims of educated Indians are overlooked and European;

Judges with all grandeur. This is a bad policy which ought to be nipped in 
the bud. Mr. Visveswara Aiyya will do well to be just before he is generous. 


29. In an article dwelling on the danger of miscarriage of justice where 


the Judges have to examine the parties with 
rt ay oe 7 a the help of Interpreters, the Sadsvi, of the 15th 
of Mye Bog — we May, observes :—It must be admitted on al] 
hands that unless the Judges have a fair know. 
ledge of the vernaculars spoken within their  ytonag nara. their administration 
of justice can never be uniformly efficient. It has, however, been the custom 
in Mysore for some years past to appoint to the Chief Court at least one Judge 
whose exceptional merit in other respects outweighs the language disability. 
Nevertheless we are inclined to think that it would tend to greater efficiency 
if all the Judges of the Chief Court were to possess a knowledge of the 
vernacular of the province. It may, perhaps, be difficult under the present 
circumstances to give up the prevailing practice in regard to the Chiei 
Judgeship. But it can, by no means, be found difficult to insist on this 
indispensable qualification at least in the case of the Puisne Judges. We 
earnestly hope that His Highness’ Government will bestow their due attention 
on this subject. 


30. The Sadhvi, of the 15th May, writes :—It 1s now seven years since 
we began the Swadeshi movement in order to 
revive our industries. But neither our indus- 
tries nor our agriculture can point to any 
appreciable progress at the end of these seven years. We have a population 
of 3,015,000. Our lands are, for the most part, unsurpassed in point of 
fertility. ‘The variety of produce is so complete that we can grow practically 
everything that we need. We export the cotton that we grow and it 1s 
brought back to us as piece-goods. We export our raw wool and flex and 
we get them back as textiles. We export our rice, millet and ragi and they 
are sold back to us in a different form at four times the original price. 
We export hides and these are returned to us in the shape of leather goods 
at nearly thirty times their original value. Who will not laugh at our 
indolence and distress! A mvre effeminate nation on the face of the earth 
there is none. Even foreigners who settle here temporarily go back to their 
country as millionaires, while we, the sons of the soil, remain in perpetual 
poverty. What is the cause of this? Our resignedness. Unless every one 
of us shakes off his indolence, believes in the gospel of work and learns to 
be self-reliant, our country can never attain greatness. 

The same paper, in another similar article, deplores the influx of foreign 


plece-goods into the Indian market in spite of the abundance of the raw 
produce available for indigenous manufacture. _

Referring to the Cochin Tenancy Bill, an editorial note in the Sathra- 
nadum, of the 15th May, says :—In the absence of definite information many 
people have begun to think that the whole affair must have ended with the 
departure of Banerji from Cochin. The tenants firmly believe that Mr. Bhore 
will not be a party to allowing the measure to die a quict death—a measure 
which created a unique and unprecedented sensation, which engaged the 
attention of the keen statesman. Mr. Banerji, during nearly the whole period 
of his Diwanship and which strained the relations between the landlord and 
the tenant to a very high degree. ‘The only safeguard which the tenants at 
present have, 1s His Highness’s proclamation, namely, that the Civil Courts 
of the State should not entertain suits for the eviction of tenants for three 
vears. ‘This period is about to expire and the tenants are therefore extreme! 


anxious to know as to what the Darbar’s intentions are in regard to this Bill. 


A ‘Trichur correspondent of the Hindu says that the Bill in question is now 
under the consideration of the Government of India, that, inasmuch us a 
majority, 1f not all, of the present ministers in I-ngland are for equality of 
privileges which 1s also the principle underlying the Bill in question, the 
Government of India is said to have issued a circular that it is the duty of 
all the provincial Governments to lessen the power of the landlords and ae 
the tenants as far as possible, and that all Indian Civil Service officers are in 
favour of the Bill. We have no doubt that Mr. Banerji, wherever he may be, 
will leave no stone unturned to bring to a successful issue a Bill which may 
he regarded as the most important measure of his administration. 


VI.— MIscELLANKOUS. 


33. The Vatsyamitran *, of the 4th May, says:—We learn that an oil- 
painting of Sir Ralph Benson, prepared at 
the expense of the officials belonging to the 
Provincial Service, was unveiled by the Honourable Chief Justice on the 
27th April and that it is hung up opposite to the statue of Sir T. Muttu- 
swami Ayyar in the Madras High Court. This appears to us to be a novel 
way of commemorating the name of a retired Judge. Neither the bar nor 
the public ever credited Mr. Justice Benson with any extraordinary capabi- 
lity. He was an ordinary type of civilian Judge and never exhibited any 
breadth of view in the administration of justice. He was always partial in 
cases in which the Government or the Crown was concerned. It is to be 
noted that, though he has been on the High Court Bench for a long time, he 
received no address from the Barristers or Vakils practising in the High 
Court on the eve of his retirement. The ieiicatel Judicial officers have 
perhaps to be thankful to this Judge for having secretly upheld their claims for 
preferment against the interests of the practising Barristers and Vakils. lhe 
Hindu raised its voice against the portrait of Sir Ralph Benson being hung up 
in the High Court, especially opposite to the statue of Sir IT’. Muttuswami 
Ayyar and observed that this would be resented by the people. @Mr. Ayyar 
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was the first Hindu Judge in the Madras High Court and was considered t,,;, 
an embodiment of justice. Therefore he eminently deserved a statue in, 1}, 
High Court. But many civilians like Sir Ralph Benson have retired iyo 
the High Court Bench till now and none of them have been honoure like 
this. So the people are bound to be dissatisfied on account of this ciyilj,) 
Judge alone having been honoured in this manner. 


34. In commenting upon the proceedings of the T'anjore District (:.,,. 
page ae ne ference recently held at Mayavaram, ti, 
he Tanjore District Conference. Lokaranjani*, of the 18th April, observes: 
Excellent as was the speech of the President, the Hon'ble Mr. K. Rana 
Ayy@agar, we wish very much he had spoken in Vamil. It is really 
regrettable that, though he had published his speech in Tamil in the form « 
a book, he spoke at the Conference only in English. A District Conferen.. 
should try to encompass within the scope of its work the needs and con. 
veniences of every village in that district. Representatives from every 
village should attend the Conference and give expression to their grievances. 
It is only then that we can expect the Government to attach any importance 
to the resolutions passed at these Conferences. Such Conferences are not 
now attended by villagers, only because the proceedings are conducted in 
English —a language unknown to the villagers. 


35. The Lokopakart, of the 11th May, writes:—The women in our 
country suffer a great deal of hardship during 
the period of their confinement for want of 
proper medical assistance. The midwives in our country are only the 
illiterate women of the barber caste and the ignorance of these people not 
often leads to cases of confinement proving fatal. Strenuous efforts are being 
made in Bombay and the Punjab for giving Indian women a scientific train- 
ing in midwifery. But in Madras, neither the Government nor the Munici- 
pality takes any interest in this matter. It is the duty of the representatives 
of the people to impress on the Government the necessity of taking steps to 
vive our midwives also a scientific training. 


36. The Lokopakari, of the 1lth May, comments as follows upon the 
report of the Commission appointed by the 
South African Government to inquire into the 
grievances of the Indians in the Colony :—- 
We are glad to note that the Commission has, on the whole, recognised the 
justice of the claims of the Indians in South Africa. But the recommenda- 
tion of the Commission that an Indian should not proceed from one portion 
of the Colony te another is an unreasonable one. This is entirely against 
the settlement come toin 1911. It is really regrettable that the Commission 
has made no recommendation to help the Indians who are carrying on trade 
in Cape Colony and other Provinces under a license. But, as we stated 


above, it cannot be gainsaid that the report of the Commission is on all main 
points favourable to the Indians. 


37. The Swadesamitran, of the 12th May, writes:—There are many 
kinds of recreation for the people in Kuro- 
pean countries. Every big town has parks 
and open grounds, where the people assemble after the work of the day 1s 
over, and spend a pleasant evening. Many towns have museums, coD- 
taining collections of works of art, etc., by visiting which the people 
improve their knowledge. There are also free libraries, which can be utilised, 
with advantage, by the literate among the poor. But have the poor people 
in India any such facilities? The only recreations for the Hindus are 
pilgrimage to sacred places, famous shrines and festivals and marriage and 
other festive occasions in their houses. But these cannot occur every day 
and especially so in the case of poor people. So the Government and the 
popular leaders should devise some means whereby the poorer people cat 
spend a pleasant hour at some common place after their day’s labour 1s over- 
It is on acéount of the absence of any such recreation that our poor people 
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take to drinking as the only pastime they can have. Every big town should 
have a park or other open-site near it where these people can gather after 
their work and spend time pleasantly. Free libraries heeid be opened in 
,|] important towns for the benefit of the poor. In western countries, even 
»wur people are accustomed to take part in games such ax cricket, tennis, ete. 
But this is not possible in this country. Instead of this, arrangements may 
te made to have annual sports in every town, on the lines of the ‘Sports in the 
People’s Park here. If the Government and the local authorities afford such 
tacilities for recreation to the poor, it will not only reduce the consumption 
ot liquor by the latter but also improve their physique and knowledge. ‘The 
labourers should be made to work only between S a.m. and 5 p.w. In 
England and other western countries, they refuse to work for more than 
s hours a day, even though it is possible to work for a longer time in such a 
cold climate. But ina hot country like India, one cannot work for a long 
time at a stretch. Sothe Jndian Jabourers should not be made to work for 
more than 7 or 8 hours a day, and they should be given sufficient rest. after 
their working hours. ‘The scale of wages should also be higher, if these 
labourers are to have sufficient food for their stomach. 


58. The Muslim Mitran, of the 16th May, expresses its profound revret 
in tabs Land Milets at the demise of Lord Minto and observes :— 

re Lord Minto was a man with liberal views and 
an affection for his subjects, and it was admitted on all hands that he was a 
capable administrator. He was the first Viceroy who laid down the dictum 
that classes, which formed a minority of the population, should be given the 
right of separate representation. He received the Muslim deputation that 
waited upon him in 1906, and expressed his hearty sympathy with the 
representations made by it. The results of this interview are clearly seen 
even to-day. When Lord Morley proposed to reform the Legislative Councils 
in India, it was the sincere co-operation of Lord Minto that enabled the 
lormer to work out his proposal successfully. The Muslims have to be 


thankful only to Lord Minto for the rights of separate representation in the 
Indian Legislative Councils now enjoyed by them. ‘The dark cloud of sedition 
which appeared in the time of Lord Curzon was dispersed only by the storm 
of the capable administration of Lord Minto. He, therefore, eminently 
deserves the gratitude of the Indians in general and the Muslims in particular. 


39. ‘The Swadesamitran, of the 16th May, publishes a cartoon in which 
the suns of Bharata, both Brahmans and non- 
Brahmans, are depicted as quarrelling with

40. Referring to the interview granted by Lord Crewe to the Members 
a of the Congress Deputation who are now in 
_The Congress, deputation in England, the Swadesamitran, of the 16th May, 
pages. says :—In discussing the question of reforming 
the India Council with the Members of this deputation, Lord Crewe appears 
to have given an assurance that the views of the Congress on this question 
would be duly considered. Once they are taken into consideration, we do 
not think they will be rejected. Both Lord Morley and Lord Crew havea 
good opinion of the Congress. ‘The former was the first British Minister 
who spoke about the Congress in the British Parliament. When Lord Curzon 
was the Viceroy of India, he refused to permit Sir Henry Cotton, who 
presided in the Congress, to present him in person a copy of the resolutions 
passed by that body. But times have changed now. The misdeeds of 
certain wicked people in the country have induced the Government to place 
confidence in the Congress, and it has therefore changed its attitude towards 
this body. It is on account of this change that the Congress deputation was 
received well by the Secretary of State.

The British Government and regarding the administration of the Gaekw,, 
the Native States. of Baroda gathered during his recent visit +, 
that State, the Lokopakari, of the 14th May, observes:—We see trom thj, 
letter that the following five reforms have already been introduced by th, 
Gaekwar of Baroda in his State! (1) compulsory free elementary educatio),. 
(2) prohibition of marriage between boys under 16 and girls under 12 year, 
of age; (3) separation of judicial from executive functions ; (4) abolition o; 
imprisonment as a punishment for juvenile offenders. It is really surprising 
that these reforms, which are the outcome of western civilisation and whic, 
have already been introduced by an [ndian Prince in his State, have not yet 
been introduced in British India, though it 1s now more than two centuiics 
since she came under their rule. Educated people will naturally be loyal to 
their Sovereign and will never act against the policy of the Government. Sy 
it is the duty of the Government to make education compulsory amony its 
subjects and to arrange for its being imparted free. It is not justified 
in pleading want of funds to carry out this necessary reform. The same plea 
is put forward for separating the judicial from the executive functions. ‘The 
Congress has been crying hoarse over this subject from the time it was 
started. ‘Though the Government is aware of the evil consequences arising 
from the judicial functions being discharged by the executive officers, it is 
not making any attempt to redress this legitimate grievance of the people. 
Our rulers quote the dictum of Queen Victona that the Government 
should not interfere with the religion of its subjects and stand aloof. This 
leads to much of injustice and the impoverishment of the people. Is 
the Government following the principles of Queen Victoria in all respects ’ 
No! The Government says that it 1s not bound to act upon the principles 
of (Jueen Victoria, as they were not embodied in a Statute by the British 
Parliament. Why should it then follow the advice of Queen Victoria 
only in religious matters? It does not behove a good Government to be 
unconcerned about things which are harmful to the people and to be 
indifferent in the matter of introducing reforms beneficial to them. Can 1! 
be said that things which are possible in a small Native State, subject to the 
British will be impossible in British India? The desire of the Indians to 
acquire equal privileges with the Englishmen is only the outcome of the 
British rule and the experience of the world shows that this desire will only 
increase in its intensity day by day. So our bemgn Government should treat 
its Indian subjects on the same lines as their British subjects. 


42. Referring to the advice of a certain Muhammadan paper that the 
Muhammadans should first of all remember 
that they are Indians and that there should be 
reciprocation of kindness between them and the Hindus, the Andhrapatrika, of 
the 1th May, observes :—We believe that such advice will tend to promote 
the welfare of the country. In the absence of profound brotherly feelings 
between the Mussalmans and the Hindus, there cannot be true Indian 
nationality. The Muhammadan leaders are opening their hearts to us in 
token of these feelings growing among them. Unless these two communities 
combine with zeal, their friendly feelings cannot increase. Our leaders

. should therefore endeavour to honour our Muhammadan brethren and to

Lord Curzon’s utteranves might have pleased 
certain English merchants; but they could never meet with the approval 
at the Indians and their friends. 


41. The Bharatamata, of the 13th May, says:—The recommendations of 
the committee appointed to enquire into the 
situation of the South African Indians have of 
course taken away the ngour of the-restrictions imposed on the Indians; but 
they have not given them any share in the privileges enjoyed by the 
Colonists. Perhaps the present state of things cannot come to an end unless 
the colour bar is removed in the Volonies. Lord Hardinge and the members 
of the committee deserve the praise of the Indians for bringing about the 
present reforms at least, and we hope that these recommendations will soon 
be adopted and the Indians made happy. 


Referring to the same subject, the Desamata, of the 13th May, remarks 
that the Indian public should gratefully recognise the fact that had it not 
been for Lord Hardinge, who, out of his kindness and mercy, took such an 
important part in this matter and evinced such interest, they would not have 
had such beneficial reform so soon. 


45. The Andhraprakastka, of the 16th May, contains the following note :

Lut the authorities of this Bank seem to be opposed to any such right being 
given to the Indians. It is but proper that there should be a larger number 
of European Directors, because the majority of the shareholders are Kuropeans ; 
but it is not just that there should be no Indian Director at all, though the 
Bank receives the support of the Government and some of its sharcholders 
are notable Indians. —

18. In the course of a leader on this subject, the Kistnapatrika, of the 
2nd May, says:—In response to the agitation 
of the Bengalees, the rulers have placed them 
all under one Government. They satisfied the wishes of the Beharees by 
separating them from the Bengalees. From this it will appear that the 
policy of the rulers is not opposed to the cry of the Andhras for a separate 
Andhra Province. There is no reason to suppose that the Government will 
not grant the reasonable request of a crore and eighty lakhs of Andhras. A 
perusal of the famous despatch of Lord Hardinge and of the opinions 
of certain English statesmen raises in us the hope that the wishes of the 
ndhras will surely be fulfilled.

51. Referring to Sir Jan Hamilton’s statement that the Pacific Ocean is 
| a meeting place of continents and that here it 
may be decided whether the Asiatics or the 
Kuropeans will guide the destinies of the world, the Andhrapatrika, of the 
19th May, says:—The people of Australia, New Zealand and Canada are 
already shutting out their countries against the Asiatics. A Japanese steamer 
is taking 600 Indians to British Columbia. But the Government of British 
Columbia have already passed an order against the landing of labourers in 
their country. So these Indians will have to return to India. Sir Jan 
Hamilton says that foreigners living on rice have monopolised business and 
that this is a real danger. Is it a fault to be peace-loving and abstemious in 
diet 2? Why should not the Europeans learn such virtues from the Asiatics ’ 
Unless they do so, the world cannot enjoy peace. The Indians will play 
an important part in bringing about such peace. ‘The colour differences will

certainly not last long, and Europeans like Sir Ian Hamilton will do well to 
realise this. 


£2. Referring to the case in which a Mahratta named Narain Raghiu has 
been arrested ‘by the Aurangabad police on 
a charge of having committed a series of 
murders by dattura poisoning, the Sadhvi. of 
the 15th May, writes :—The duty of helping one to eke out his livelihood, 
no doubt. rests primarily on his parents. But where the parents fail in this 
duty, it devolves on the Government. That is why in many countries the 
State forces the hands of its idlers to some useful occupation, recognising 1t 
as its duty to provide such citizens with some source of living. It 1s neces- 
sary that this duty should be recognised in this country as well. Where the 
struggle for life by honest labour becomes keen, the people are often deluded 
into thinking that some criminal occupation such as theft is a surer and 
easier road to wealth, and the children of the persons who are thus driven 
astray naturally follow in the footsteps of their parents. It is therefore the 
duty of the Government to provide settlements and workhouses where such 
destitute or criminally inclined people may find a comfortable living by their 
own honest labour. A few years of such discipline and training 1s bound to 
restore to the right path any mind however perverted. Another equally 
effective method of reclaiming these perverted minds is by imparting some 
kind of moral instruction to them. In all these matters the Government has 
a distinct duty and this duty it must never fail to perform. 


03. Referring to Lord Curzon’s recent reference in Parliament to the 
cost of building the new capital and to Lord 
Crewe’s reply thereto, the Mysore Star, of the 
18th May, observes:—QOur readers are well aware that Lord Curzon, who 
sowed the seeds of discontent in this country, is now a Member of Parliament.

After 
much opposition to these changes in Parliament, he was at last silenced b 
the reply that His Imperial Majesty’s announcement was irrevocable. It is 
surprising to find that Lord Curzon’s extreme tenacity of purpose made him 
re-open the subject once again in Purliament a few days back, and in return 
he vot a trenchant reply from the Secretary of State. 


54, After referring to the many inconveniences and hardships to the 
travelling public from the plague passport 
system, a leader in the Kerala Patreka, of the 
lith Mav, welcomes the system of plague notification as being far less 
troublesome and annoying to the people travelling from plague-infected 
areas, adding, however, that people in this presidency are still without that 
freedom which those in other presidencies enjoy. 

A sab-leader in the Manorama, of the 15th May, and an editorial note in 


the Sathinadam, of the same date, also refer to the disadvan'ages of the old 
system, and express satisfaction at the introduction of the new measure.

5). In connection with the statement that the University of Cambridge 
is shortly going to publish certain discrepancies 
alleged to occur in the Koran the Mushir-e- 
Dakhan, of the 14th May, writes :—There is no doubting the fact. that news 
to this effect is spreading amongst all the Mussalinans of the globe. But so 
long as they remain true to their faith on no occasion will they abandon the 
belict that not a dot or a particle of the Koran can ever possibly be proved 
to be false. ‘The Mussalmans who have a firm faith in the Koran and who 
regard it as the word of God, are so confident of its accuracy and perfection 
that leaving those of Cambridge on one side the non-Mussalmans of even the 
whole world can never prove any part of it to be false im spite of all their 
wire pullings and cunning devices. 

uropean investigations in regard to Islam are always found to be simply 
ridiculous. For instance, the substance of an old poem was copied in the 
“ Historian History ” published in 25 volumes, some eight or ten years back 
and this was represented as a specimen of the Koran It is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that the point on which the University of Cambridge 
foolishly relies, in order to show up certain alleged discrepancies in the Koran, 
will after all turn out to be some specimen of the writings of some poct or 
prose writer of the period of darkness (before Islam). 

‘The united or individual strength of the whole world can never, by any 
pretence or trick, shake the faith of the Mussalmans in the correctness 
and purity of the Koran. Even if any man should publish news of the 
descending of a tablet from Heaven showing discrepancies in the Koran, no 
Mussalman, who is of firm faith, would value it in any wise. The teachings 
and rules of Islam are not such as can be upset by the rotten writings of the 
University of Cambridge. 

Relying on its spiritual power, Europe looks on that of the Mussulmans 
as mere child’s play. But it is totally wrong in its presumption. Whatever 
character the Mussalmans may bear in a practical way at any rate they have a 
firm belief that they can merit the name of illusions only so long as they 
have a perfect confidence in the purity of the Koran. As such is the fact, 
the foes of Islam should bear in mind that a more powerful attempt even than 
that of the University of Cambridge cannot and never will shake the 
confidence of the Mussalmans in their Koran.

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ENGLISH PAPERS OWNED BY INDIANS. 


[f.—Home AbDMINISTRATION. 
(h) Railways. 


1. In an article under this heading the Zndian Patriot, of the 29th May 
observes :— ‘* To any one who travels with his 
eyes open the treatment accorded to the Indian 
third-class passenger in the railways must be revolting. Times without 
number has this inhuman treatment been described and protested against in 
the Indian press and platform, but with no good result—indeed without any 
result et all. . . . . In the first place, we think that something should 
be done to solve the problem of the overcrowding of the third-class compart- 
ments. . . . . It isascandal and nothing less that day after day in 
every train that starts to run a long distance the systematic overcrowding 
should be a settled fact. Is there no remedy? Why should nota sym- 
pathetic railway expert like Mr. Muirhead apply himself to solve the problem 
for alIndia? His name will go down to posterity if he should take steps 
to scrupulously abolish overcrowding. ‘To see respectable men and women 
huddled together in a compartment that has been constructed, as we are told, 
to seat ten passengers but seating fifteen or even twenty is not at all a rare 
occurrence; the rare occurrence is when we see a compartment that is 
constructed to seat ten passengers seating only ten and not more. If 
Mr. Muirhead will travel, say, by one of the passenger trains in the third 
class, he can see for himself not only that there 1s overcrowding, but also 
that the insolence of the staff adds insult to injury.” 


(k) General. 


2. In reviewing this resolution, under the heading ‘* A jejune resolu- 
tion,” the Madras Standard, of the 26th May, 
remarks :—‘‘ The resolution of the Govern- 
ment of India on Indian sanitation, far from 
impressing us as one of importance, raised in us a doubt as to the very 
necessity of such a ponderous publication and a regret that so much time 
and trouble should have been wasted on it. Elsewhere too the opinion seems 
to be the same and both Indian and Anglo-Indian newspapers agree in con- 
demning the resolution as jejune and a thankless task. . . . . The 
resolution throws no light on any definite, future sanitary policy. It com- 
mits itself to no undertaking and holds forth no definite promise of rapidly 
pushing up those measures which it deems important and urgent. . . . . 
If 2 comprehensive system of elementary education, with the principle of 
compulsion embodied in 1t, were introduced, most of these things could be 
done. ‘The Government of India knocked on the head the one great pro- 
posal, that would have made the solution of our sanitary problems more 
easy. Now they expatiate eloquently on the diffusion of sound education 
and deplore the ignorance of the people, their superstitious and immemorial 
customs. ‘That is adding insult to injury.”

7. The Andhrapatrika, of the 23rd May, states that in a case in which 
Teuali Bench Court certain students were prosecuted for fouling 

the water of a well, two of the Bench Magis- 

trates of Tenali differed from the presiding Bench Magistrate, who is the 
Sub-Magistrate of the place, in their judgment. The Sub-Magistrate there- 
upon left the Court without pronouncing any judgment on the students. 
On the next Bench day, the Sub-Magistrate asked two of the Bench Magis- 
trates to leave the Court. The latter reported the matter to the Collector, 
who referred it to the Deputy Collector for enquiry. The paper prays that 
the Government will institute a thorough investigation into the matter. It. 
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savs that on a subsequent date, the Sub-Magistrate and the other Bench 
Magistrates agreed in convicting two of the students and fining them. It is 
ut a loss to know how the Bench Mayistrates who moved the indignation of 
the Sub-Magistrate by differing from him in opinion, now changed their 
opinion, giving room for the fear that the people may not get justice at the 
ands of the Bench Magistrates of ‘lenali. 


(d) Education. 


s. A sub-leader in the Kerala Patrika, of the 23rd May, says :— 
The Secretary of State for India has sanctioned 
the proposal of the Madras Government, with 
which the Government of India is in agreement, to revise the order of Lord 
Morley appointing a Superintendent of Technical Education under the 
Director of Public Instruction and refusing to establish a Department of 
Industries on the score that it would have a deleterious effect upon private 
industrial institutions. The duty of the new department to be established is 
to collect information about existing industries in these parts, to discover 
means of improving them, to introduce new ones, to superintend the indus- 
trial education of children, to give proper instructions to manufacturers and 
soon. It is to be hoped that an increase in the number of industries of this 
country will be the result of the new arrangement. 


The Department of Industries. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


9. A correspondent to the Andrapatrika, of the 23rd May, says that a 
gravel road has been sanctioned some six vears 
ago to connect the village of Namkipadu in 
the Gudivada taluk with the main road, but 
that the construction has not yet been taken on hand. Ife prays that the 
work may be expedited, and that another road to the Dosapadu Railway 
station may be sanctioned. 


10. In view of the present water scarcity at Guntir, a correspondent to 
the Ardhrapatrika, of the 20th May, suggests 
that the municipality should arrange to sink 
wells by the side of the Kistna near Sitanagaram, and pump up water to two 
reservoirs, one high up on the hills and the other in the town, and minister to 
the happiness of the people by providing a free supply of water to them. He 
is sure that the Government will help the municipality with funds if it 
undertakes to carry out the above scheme. 


A correspondent to the above paper, of the 25th May, expresses the same 
views on the same subject. 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


11. In criticising the speech of the Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth in the 
Rest} Madras Legislative Council on the question of 
csottlement. the resettlement of the Chittore district, the 
Andhraprakasika, of the 23rd May, remarks as follows:—Mr. Butterworth 
belongs to the class of arbitrary officials who believe that the system of perma- 
nent settlement in vogue in Bengal is wrong. Those who settled the lands at 
first were not mad men. They examined all the cruel systems that had been 
in existence before the British rule, and then settled the lands. The hard 
life of the ryot is indescribable. He is growing poorer as civilisation advances. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the ryot has been benefited very little by 
the reforms of Lord Morley and Lord Minto. We regret the adverse attitude 
of the Government in the matter of reforms affecting the ryot. The content- 
ment of the people and the strength of the rulers are interdependent.

The legislature in this country has no 
control over tie levy of land-tax and the Government acts as it likes in this 
matter. So, when the representatives of the people criticise the action of the 
Government about the increase of assessinent on lands, the official members 
are provoked. The arguments of Mr. Krishna Rao provoked the official 
members so much that the Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth and the Hon’ble Mr. 
Atkinson spoke lightly of the mirasidars, while praising the ryots, and used 
language derogatory tu the prestige of the elected members in the Council. 
The Hon’ble Mr. V. K. Ramanujachariar, who is one of the richest. mirasi- 
dars in Kumbakénam and an elected member of the Legislative Council, 
could not put up with this and made a vehement attack upon the official 
members, saying that it had become usual for the Bureaucracy to speak 
disparagingly of the elected members in the Council, whenever an opportunity 
occurred, and that, if it was the policy of the Government to do away with 
the mirasidars gradually, it could as well declare it openly and publish it in 
the Gazette, as no rich man would then invest his money upon land and 
become a mirasidar. 


In continuing its comments upon the same subject, the Swadesamstran, of 
the 22nd May, observes :—After we went to Press yesterday, we read 
through the speeches of the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai, the Hon’ble Mr. 
Ramachandra Rao and the Hon’ble Mr. Rama Ayyangar. Each of them has 
given a blow to Mr. Butterworth. In his last reply, Mr. Butterworth 
admitted that he had been severely cudgelled by the elected members for 
nearly 23 hours and that he had to put up with all that. We really cannot 
understand why Mr. Butterworth was so much provoked. ‘There was 
no necessity at all for dragging in the mirasidars, the newspapers and the 
elected members during this discussion. Seventy-three per cent. of the agri- 
culturists in the Chittoor district are cultivating their own lands and paying 
assessment to Government. There are no mirasidars there, as in the ‘l'anjore 
district, who take away a portion of the profit from land. Mr. Butterworth 
argued that the mirasidars are taking away the major portion of what remains 
to the agriculturist, after paying the assessment to Government, and that this 
causes loss to Government. But this is a futile argument. ‘The mirasidars 
spend large sums of money for improving the land, supply cattle and other 
accessories to agriculture and generally take a great deal of trouble to make 
the land productive. The land belongs to them and they let it out to other 
people for purposes of cultivation and take a share of the produce either in 
cash or in kind. Is the Government doing any such thing ? It is the duty 
of the Government to provide for an unrestricted supply of water for purposes 
of irrigation. At times it does not discharge even this duty. The money 
received by the Government from the agriculturists is only a tax and so there 
is nO meaning in placing the Government and the mirasidars on the same 
level. Even this argument need not have been brought forward in this 
discussion, as the majority of the agriculturists| of the Chittoor district are 
ryots cultivating their own lands. Though we sympathise with Mr. Butter- 
worth in his having received this cudgelling on account of his, unnecessary 
attack upon the mirasidars and the elected members, it cannot be said that he 
did not deserve it. Though the arguments on the side of the Government 
were futile and the representatives of the people made out a strong case, this 
important resolution was lost, as the officials are in the majority in this 
Council. It should be noted that the Rev. Mr. Pittendrigh, the Salversiie 
Member, Mr. Savege, representing the English merchants and Mr. Richmond, 
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representing the Anglo-Indians, remained neutral. We have often com- 
plained in these columns that itis a wrong policy on the part of the members 
ot tue Connell to reinain neutral. In this case, the three members would 
hive voted on the side of the Government, if they were convinced that the 
jai): was in the night. But their conscience did not permit this. So they 
<ion | have recognised the justice of the claim made by the people; but 
they did not vote for the resolution for fear of incurring the displeasure of the 
Anzlo-Indians. These three members, therefore. attached greater importance 
ty the displeasure of the Anglo-Indians than to the love and esteem of the 
Injians. We will say that this is the first fruit of the unpatriotic competition 
between Mr. Govindaraghava Avvarand Mr. S. Srinivasa Avyangar, which 
mae it possible for the Rev. Mr. Pittendrigh to get into the Couneil. 

14. The Swudesamitran, of the 23rd May, writes —The nature of the 
replies given to the interpellations of the elected 
members in the Legislative Council and the 
way in which the resolutions brought forward 
by them are treated by the Government are not very encouraging either to 
these members or to the public. We do not forget that some of these resolu- 
tions are accepted by the Government. But the matters involved in such 
resolutions are not so very important For example, the proposal of 
Mr. Ramachandra Rao that the report of tie settlement scheme should be 
published also in the vernaculars was accepted by the Government; but the 
proposal that, when the Government decides to raise the rates mentioned in 
the report, it should do so after ascertaining the popular opinion in the 
matter, was not accepted by the Government. It was stated that such a 
procedure would be derogatory to the prestige of the Executive Government. 
A greater importance is attached to the prestige ‘of the Executive Govern- 
ment than to the happiness or otherwise of lakhs of people! ven in 
accepting the proposal above mentioned, His I:xcellency Lord Pentland said 
that he accepted it as the President of the Council and not as the Governor 
of this Presidency We cannot understand the difference between the two 
capacities. Heis President of the Council only in the capacity of the Governor 
of the Province and therefore what he accepts 1n one capacity he should be 
deemed to have accepted even in the other capacity. If the majority of the 
Council accepts a resolution, but the Government members do not accept it, 
the Government is not bound to act according to the resolution. But when 
the Goverament itself accepts a resolution 1n the Legislative Council, we think 
the Government is bound to act according tothe resolution. Then again the 
Governor and the official members declared that, though many resolutions 
were not accepted by them, the discussion about them in the Council and the 
arguments of the non-official members were not entirely lost upon them and 
that these liad on several occasions been used with advantage in the adminis- 
tration of the country. Though this may be true, we cannot but point out 
tht it will be more encouraging to the people if the resolutions are accepted 
by the Government. Mr. Austen Chamberlain once observed in the Louse of 
Commons that it was not a wise policy on the part of 1 Government to gather 
the popular representatives, grant them the right of putting interpellations 
and moving resolutions and then to use its executive powers to disregard such 
questions and oppose such resolutions systematically. This is quite true and 
the Government knows it. This unwise policy cannot last long. Still, our 
representatives in the Council should not lose heart. How long can the 
Government continue to ignore the words of the elected members unjustly ? 
When public opinion begins to be expressed more openly and gains in strength, 
it will not be possible for the Government to do so. So we should all try 
to strengthen public opinion. As our people have now greater opportunities 
of discussing important questions in the Legislative Council, their knowledge 
and capability has improved a great deal and they have become bolder. 
When the official members take advantage of their position in the Council 
and treat our representatives with scant curtesy, the latter no longer put up 
with it, but pay them in their own coin. The fact that the elected members 
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in the Council have often to join together and attack the official member, 
upanimously makes them more self-reliant and courageous. This ig a new 
hase in the character of the Indian members of the the Legislative Council. 
Vlen these members are able to count upon the co-operation and support of 
the people to a greater extent than is the case at present, this phase of thj, 
character will shine more brilliantly. Then the Government cannot affor 
to disregard the opinion of the non-official members and the latter will }. 
able to do real good to the people. 


In commenting upon the same subject, the Lokopakart, of the 25th Mav. 
observes :—The way in which resolutions brought up in the Council by thie 
elected members are treated by the Government members is bound to cause 
great dissatisfaction among the people. The official members being in the 
majority in the Council, they find it possible to oppose every resolution 
brought forward by the non-official members and prevent its being passed. 
The Legislative Councils have been established only to ascertain and redress 
the grievances of the people. ‘The clected members frame their interpella- 
tions in the Council after carefully ascertaining the wants of the people. The 
official members, not having this special knowledge, are provoked at these 
questions and use bad language regarding the elected members. T'his should 
not continue. It will not be conducive to good government, if the official 
members make it a point to oppose every proposition brought forward by 
the representative members. ‘The number of elected members in the Legisla- 
tive Councils has been increased only with the object of allowing a greater 
share to the people in the government of the country. But the attitude of 
the official members in the Council does not help the accomplishment of this 
object. The official members are no doubt bound to be on the side of the 
Government. But, as the Government itself is bound to redress the grievances 
of the people and secure their comforts, the officials responsible for the conduct 
of the administration should help the Government in the discharge of this 
duty. 


15. In its leader on the subject of religious education in schools and 
colleges the Andhraputrika, of the 27th May, 
says as follows:—The aim of education is to 
form the character of man. If the present day education is examined, it 
does not satisty this end. Those who received higher education and were 
influenced by the lofty ideals contained in English literature might be 
virtuous although they might be atheists. But those who have not drunk 
deep from its fountains become neither theists nor atheists, but develop in 
them a selfishness, which excites them to mischief, especially when they 
have no source of livelihood. The present system of education therefore 
needs to be reformed. As India consists of a large number of creeds and 
sects, it is of course difficult to fix the kind of religious instruction to be 
given In non-sectarian schools, but it seems to us that a beginning might be 
made in this direction by basing the religious education in such schools on 
the lives of ancient saints and prophets of all creeds.

16. Ina leader on the subject of sanitation, the Ardhrapatrika, of the 
27th May, writes:—It is a fact that famine, 
pestilence and ignorance have all combined to 
ruin India. ‘The indifference of the rulers accounts ‘for this state of things 
to some extent. The Government attribute the horrible mortality among 
infants in villages to the crude methods of ignorant midwives, but they forget 
that the villagers have no better aid. The sanitation of villages is not looked 
ater even once a year. Is there any sanitary officer who gives timely help 
to the villagers? The local authorities are to blame for this. The Govern- 
ment should not forget that famine and ignorance are the enemies of 
sanitation, aud are therefore to be rooted out. We believe that Lord 
Hardinge will carry out his educational policy so that the darkness of 
ignorance may be dispelled, and perfect sanitation enjoyed by the country.

irregularly delivered to the inhabitants of Karumuru, is three miles distant. 


18. A correspondent to the Andhrapatrika, of the 25th May, quotes a 
case in which a last grade constable was sent 
to hold the coroner's inquest on the dead body 
of a woman in a certain village, and infers therefrom that the Government 
honours @ police constable more than a respectable village panchayat. the 
constitution of which the correspondent proposed. though unsuccessfully, for 
holding the inquest on the decomposing dead body and disposing it of. 

He also points out that the reorganisation of the police has, with all its 
advantages, made it difficult to get the immediate aid of the police in cases 
of accident, some villages being situated very far away from the nearest 
police station. :

Proposed enhancement of tax Muslim Association, Bombay, have in a cer- 
o PSTMe. tain meeting declared that the intention of the 
Turkish Government to raise the passport tax on pilgrims going to Hedyjaz, 
from Ks. 3 to Rs. 6, is unreasonable as this enhancement will bear hardly 
on the poor and, further, the British Government does not impose a tax of 
this nature. Though this increase (the paper says) seems to be inadvisable 
to some extent, yet, if proper attention is paid to it, this fact is evident 
that it is in no way illegal. The British Government, for instance, 1mposes 
various taxes, such as the income-tax, customs duties, land-tax at. 60 per 
cent. and house-tax at 20 per cent., taxes on motor vehicles, fees on cows, 
sheep and dogs, taxes on dealers in oil, fire-wood and leaves. Morcover, 
Britain is not the only Power which levies such taxes but all the civilized 
Governments of the globe have to resort to this. And the amount, after all, 
is, to a certain extent, spent in supplying the requirements of the subjects 
themselves. Assuch is the case, it seems inadvisable to oppose the proposed 
enhancement of tax on the pilgrims.

III. —LEGISLATION.

| existing law regarding the interest chargeable 
_ A law to regulate the rate of op loans, the Varsyamitran, of the 11th May,* 
ene a ee ee observes : —It is stated that such a modification 
of the law is contemplated with the object of saving debtors from bein 
ruined on account of the interest they have to pay. But it is not all debtors 
that are ruined. People who borrow money for the purpose of improving 
trade or agriculture easily repay the loans from their profits. If, at times, 
they are not able to do so owing to the bad state of the market or want of 
rain in any particular year, they repay the loans in the next prosperous year. 
If, on the other hand, people borrow money to be squandered on drink and 
prostitutes, how can the creditors be blamed for it? Bankers and others who 
deal in money lend out not only their own money but also money left with 
them by others at a lower rate of interest than what they demand from others. 
It a uniform rate of interest is fixed by law, how will it be possible for bankers 
to borrow money at a cheap rate and lend it out at a higher rate, making a 
profit thereby. Agriculturists and merchants are always in need of money 
and have often to seek the aid of money-lenders. ‘The number of the latter 
will naturally become reduced if such a law, as 1s contemplated, is brought 
into foree. ‘The hardship to the debtor arises not so much from the rate of 
interest. as from the heavy costs which falls upon him in case he is sued. 
The heavy stamp duty and vakils’ fees raise the amount of these costs very 
much. So a law reducing the stamp duty and vakils’ fees will benefit the 
debtors more than one fixing the rate of interest at a uniform level. India 
will never lose on account of money passing from hand to hand among 
Indians themselves. It is the drain of Indian money by foreign countries 
that is really causing loss to India. ‘The Government will do well to pre- 
vent this drain, if it wants to help the Indians. 


26. The Andhrapatrika, of the 20th May, states that in response to a 
request of the Hon’ble Mr. Krishna Rao to 
enquire into the increase of thefts at Madana- 
palli due to the criminal tribe settlement at Bommanigadda, the Government 
have stated that criminals have been settled there as an experiment and that 
more time must be allowed before any judgment can be passed on it. It 
remarks :—We would have acquiesced in the view of Government if the news 
of increase of thefts had come from Bommanigadda alone. But similar news 
has been received from Nellore, near which there is the Kalichedu settlement. 
If the Government take this also into consideration, we venture to say that 


they will agree with us in thinking that something has to be done to redress 
this grievance of the people. |

which thinks that there is no reason to believe that thie officials of Mysore 
will act against the interests of the Government of Madras.

The Kapnambady reservoir yexervoir project in favour of Mysore, the 
project. Mysore Stur, of the 25th May, observes: — 
Although the conclusion arrived at by the Committee has not yet been 
officially announced, each party in this conflict of interests between the 
people of Madras and of Mysore is heard to say that the award is in favour 
of the other. Even granting that the raising of the second dam has been 
recommended by the arbitrators, we are afraid that Mysore cannot be 
congratulated on this result, as it 1s believed to involve a more vital issue, 
namely, that Mysore ought to ensure a supply of not less than 62 feet of 
water beyond the embankment. Those at least who know how scanty the 
flow is in the river during summer in years of drought, cannot help fearing 
that the acceptance of this stipulation involves a heavy responsibility on 
Mysore. It must be realised that this is not a matter the consequences of 
which can be lightly regarded. For, it places Mysore under a perpetual 
obligation to guarantee a minimum supply beyond the province and in 
default, to make good the loss to the Madras Government. If, therefore, 
Mysore is allowed to undertake the project on this condition, the result from 
her point of view is by no means a matter for congratulation. The original 
object of this project was to get a sufficient supply of water during the 
summer for power purposes. The Cauvery power scheme has no doubt been 
a source of large profit to the Mysore Government; but the injury done to 
irrigation is also considerable. Sugarcane cultivation has been largely 
abandoned owing to the scarcity of water during summer. At the same time 
the piling up of sand bags has been slowly weakening the dam. It is to 
remove these defects that the Mysore Government had undertaken this new 
project. ‘The first portion of the dam will prove useful only for power- 
generating purposes and may possibly give some water to the old canals. 
It is the second part of the project which can be really useful for bringing 
new areas under cultivation and thus prove equally profitable to the people 
as well as the Government. But if the Government is to gaurantee a 63 feet 
supply to Madras, then, in seasons of drought, Mysore will bave to close her 
own canals for the benefit of her neighbours, and in that case, our irrigation 
schemes ought to prove more disastrous than ever. We therefore venture 
to caution His Highness’ Government against investing crores of rupees on 
this huge project with this sword of Damocles over their head, when they can 
utilise the same money far more profitably on the restoration of the existing 
tanks of Mysore, and the latter proposal has the advantage of benefiting the 


peopie of all parts of the province and not merely of a limited area as in the 
case of the Kannambady project. 


Writing on the same subject, the Sadhvi, of the 22nd May, observes :— 
It is understood that the decision of the Arbitration Committee is not 
regarded with satisfaction by the people of Mysore and that the award will 
be appealed against. We wish to urge on the attention of His Highness’ 
Government that they would do well to abandon the project for the present 


and direct. their activity towards the restoration of the major and mor 
tanks of Mysore. |

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83. The Mysore Star, of the 25th May, writes : —It will be remembered 
that consequent on the agreement that the 
surplus revenue of the Civil and Military Sta- 
tion of Bangalore should be made over to the 
Mysore Government, only 40 lakhs of the 
surplus which accumulated until the year before last had been so paid But 
now, either because this surplus goes to the Mysore Government. or perhaps 
for some other reason, the local authorities of the station have shown. an ex- 
penditure of Rs. 1,116,801 during the vear ending 31st March 1913, while 
tie expenditure of the previous year was only Rs. 2.63, 660.

VI— MISCELLANEOUS, 


35. ‘The Swadesamitran, of the 19th May, writes:—Some days back two 
Conferences were held at Vizagapatam, one 
political and the other industrial. Though 
many important resolutions were passed at both these Conterenees, no 
attempts were made to work out in practice the proposals embodied in these 
resolutions. As soon as resolutions are passed by these Conferences, a copy 
of the same should be submitted tothe Government and questions asked in 
the Legislative Council as to what action the Government ttends to take on 
the suggestions contained in the resolutions. ‘The Government will as usual 
reply that they have read the resolutions, but are not prepared to take any 
action on them. If such a reply is given, the people should not keep quiet. 
They should make strenuous efforts to remove the obstacles in the wav of 
such resolutions being carried out. 


30. Referring to the recent discussion in the House of Lords about the 
5 _ appointment of Mr. Hornell as Director of 
Indians and discussions in Pyblic Instruction in Bengal, superseding the 
artiamnent. claims of Mr. James, the Swadesamitran, of the 
2th May, observes :—- This discussion has no interest for the Indians. They 
are bound only to contribute the amount required to be paid as salaries of the 
officials, but have no right whatever to demand that any particular individual 
should be appointed to any particular post. There is a proverb in English 
that ‘* one who pays the piper has the right to ask him to play a particular 
tune.” ‘The Indians have no such right. As long as Mr. Hornell, Mr. 
James or some other individual gets the post of Director of Public Instruction 
and it is not conferred upon Indians, the latter need not concern themselves 
much about it. 


37. The Swadesamitran, of the 32nd May, writes :—We entirely agree 
with the statement of the London Times that 
the consumption of beef and mutton is gradu- 
ally increasing throughout the world The natural result of this is that 
cattle are being exported from India in large numbers. This can perhaps be 
prevented by levying an export duty on cattle taken out of this country. 
but we have not the power to do it and as our rulers themselves are not 
vegetarians they do not take any interest in this matter. 


Conferences at Vizagapatam.

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88. The Swadesamitran, of the 25th May, writes:—Lord Crewe wilt 
to-day move a Bill in the House of Lords 
embodying the proposed reforms in the consti- 
tution of the India Council. The Indians are 
not vet aware of the exact provisions of this Bill, as a copy of it has not been 
published in this country. ‘Thus the Indians have no opportunity of express- 
ing their opinion about it. So this iniportant measure, affecting the Indians 
materially, will be brought up for, discussion in the House of Lords and will 
even be approved by it, without any steps being taken to ascertain the opinion 
of the Indians regarding it. ‘Che British Parliament and the Secretary of 
State for India have so much regard for the Indians ! 


Tie Bill to reform the India 
Council. 


39. Referring to the strenuous attempts made by the British Ministers to 

get an Act passed by the Parliament for bene- 
The poor in England and in fiting the poor in England, the Swadesmitran, 
India. of the 25th May, observes:—The British 
Ministers themselves take an interest in the poor people in England. Who 
cares for the poor in India? ‘There are lakhs of people in this country who 
have not even one full meal a day. Apart from relieving their distress, what 
are we to say of the cruelty of the assertion that they are prosperous ? 


40. Referring to the hostile attitude of the Ulsterites towards the Home 
Rule Bill, the Andhrapatrika, of the 20th May, 
states that they are training 12,000 volunteers 
as warriors and have landed rifles and cartridges clandestinely and distributed 
them among the volunteers. It is strange that such things take place in an 
educated and civilised country like the United Kingdom. This unfortunate 
situation, fears the paper, is likely to result in a serious evil, and it remains 


to be seen whether the song of peace will be heard or the roaring of 
cannon,

41. In commenting on the proceedings of the Vizagapatam District

45. Referring to the above subject, namely the immigration restrictions Varranys Params, 


in Canada, the Vrittunta Patrika, uf the 28th Mey 26th, ite. 
May, in a leading article under this heading 
observes: — This question of Indian immigration into Canada is bound to 
raise the very same difficulties which appeared in South Africa and which 
were settled only recently with entire satisfaction, we hope, to both parties. 
It is true that, as citizens of the British Empire, the Indians have a right to 
go to any part of the dominions, and it would, by no means, be just to place 
any restrictions on this right of theirs. But there are several matters which 
the Indians on their part ought to bear in mind. In the first place, the laws 
and customs of the various parts of the empire are not always identical, und 
consequently every emigrant must be prepared to abide by the law of the 
place where he settles. There are marriage laws, and laws of sanitation, as 
also labour restrictions in other countries, which ure often alien to the Indian 
mind. If therefore an Indian emigrant breaks these laws and is punished 
for it, we must not deem it an act of injustice ; for parts of the same empire 
may differ in local legislation and it is only natural that each such part should 
insist on obedience to its own laws. But the people of this country have 
generally a mistaken notion that they are free to observe their own customs 
wherever they go. This is at the root of all the misunderstandings, hostilities 
and sufferings. ‘Thus, for example, in most parts of the empire, the marriage 
law insists on monogamy. If therefore an emigrant who scttles in such a 
place has more wives than one, he is naturally punished for polygainy. 
Another source of restraint to the Indian emigrant is that he has ceased to give 
up his caste observances on his advent to a new country and the people among 
whom he settles have no sympathy for these observances. If the Indian 
were to learn to adapt himself to the customs of those places, he should no 
longer meet with opposition or ill-will. 1t will be scen, therefore, that while 
we admit the right of the Indian emigrant to go to any part of the empire, 
we must, nevertheless, press the point that he must teach himself to abide by 
the laws and customs of the place where he settles.

The development of the verna- 90th May, observes: —It will be admitted that 

mlene- a pure vernacular education is by no means 

to be despised ; nor is one to be regarded as uneducated merely because he 

does not know English. Even the English language became rich oaly with 

the advancement of education. It therefore follows that z:he duty of develop- 

ing the vernaculars rests on the educated leaders of the country. But if the 

desire to improve the vernaculars should be based on the antipathy to the 


western peoples which is now visible in many quarters, the movement can

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hardly be expected to thrive. We are apt to forget however that thos« 
so-colled patriots who profess a hostility to evervthing western, are, of 4}] 
yeople, the closest adherents of western methods. Nevertheless, all true 
love of the country have a duty towards the rising generation, namely, of 
providing easy school books in the vernaculars on all branches of science. 
Che difficulty of acquiring knowledge through the medium of a forcign 
tongue is obvious enough. ‘The movement therefore for improving the 
vernaculars is doubtless laudable, and the Government have, for this same 
reason, made it a branch of study even in the ligher courses of education. 
But this is not sufficient encouragement. Those who have shown their 
proficiency in the vernaculars by passing dificult examinations in these 
languages should be placed on a par with those who have an English educa- 
tion. Ifthe better-paid appointments should always go to those having 
English education, we should uot be surprised to see too much attention paid 
to English : and so long as knowledge gained through the medium of the 
vernaculars is neither paying nor held in high regard, either by Government 
or by private employers, we should not expect to see any great eagerness on 
the part of the people to improve their vernaculars. 


17. A leader in the Kerala Patrika, of the 23rd May, disagrees with the 
view taken by the last Co-operative Conference, 
namely, that co-operative credit  socities 
seldom tirive in Malabar, and contends, on the 
other band, that such societies will be multiplied if their advantages are 
brought home to the minds of the ignorant people. whose intention to save 
a part of their earnings is evidenced by their readiness to join ‘uries which 
serve to some extent the purposes of these societies, although the two systems 
differ in certain material respects. It adds that these Aurtes should be 
improved and tarned into co-operative credit societies, whose help is mostly 
needed by manufacturers and petty cultivators, and that the establishment 
of such societies, which cannot fail to improve the condition of the working 
classes and increase the wealth of the country, can be effected only if there 
be people to work in a most selfless manner. 

48. The Alham, of the 17th May, writes:—We have already received 
the news of the attacks on the British pos” 
session in Barbara made by the new Mulla of 
Somaliland. But an Aden correspondent of 
our contemporary the Al-Muwayyid says that the cause of the attacks is due 
to the wrong done by Missionaries in the country. Having settled them- 
selves there in great numbers, these Christians are attacking the Mussalman 
religion and are also using abusive language. It is on this account that the 
wild Somalis have risen. ‘The enlightened British authorities should direct 
their attention towards this and check the Missionaries for their fruitless: 
actions; otherwise unrest and bloodshed will ensue. :

(e) Local and Municipal. 


1. The Aindu, of the 4th June, has the folowing:—“ We publish 
elsewhere a communication from a corre. 
spondent signing himself “ Fact”, in regard 
to the extraordinary course of action taken by Mr. H. T. Reilly, [.CS., 
against the Union Chairman of Harpanahalli If the circumstances which 
led up to this quixotic order of the Magistrate as detailed by the corre- 
spondent are to be relied on—as we have every reason to believe they are to 
be--it scems a fair inference to draw that Mr. Reilly’s action is due toa 
colossal misapprehension of a law and code which he has had so often to 
administer, resulting in an unjustifiable misapplication of the provisions of 
law, so as to cause annoyance and ignominy to a respectable citizen dis- 
charging the duties of an honorary office . . . . We refrain from 
further comment on this matter and await further developments, but we would 
fain hope that Government will intervene end take due notice of such vagaries 
and prevent further exhibitions of this kind.”

2. In a leading article on this subject, the Madras Standard,. of the 
Ws Sndinn Mudieat Revel Ist June, writes:—“ Sir Malcolm Morris, 
PG ENON LEG SONICS k,C.¥.0,, is a staunch admirer of the Indian 
Medical Service and deplores the tardy recognition of the Service in the shape 
of pay and prospects. Our admiration for the Service is second to none, but 
with this difference, that the pay and prospects are good enough. We hold 
that the time has come for a complete division of the Military and Civil 
Service in the Medical Department and that the latter to a large extent should 
be recruited from among Indians while the former is not completely closed 
tothem. . . . . Given the same facilities, they can-hold their own 
avainst the Kuropeans in the Service. ‘There is no need as in other depart- 
ments for any large costly Kuropean element and the growing expenditure 
on administration can to a sensible extent be diminished by this reform. 

We have a costly Civil Service and we do not wish to add to it a costly 
Medical Service, to which would be recruited raw, young men, who study the 
science really by practising in India. We cannot have first-rate men from 
England to enter the Service, and there is nu use going in for inferior men at 


such a cost, when well-equipped colleges in India can train Indians in the 
science.” 


3. Writing on this subject, the Jndian Patriot, of the 3rd June, says :-— 
ie ‘To Lord Pentland was given to impart a 
‘ees little more seriousness to the tours that he has

4. After expressing regret at the inactivity of the Government of India 
in the matter of the hardships of Indians ip 
other countries and after a general reference 
to the Canadian deportation law and to the recent prohibition of Indians 
from landing in Canada in particular, a sub-leader in the Kerala Patrika, oi 
the 30th May, says:—This law is being rigorously enforced with a view 
merely to protect the natives of Canada against being thrown out of employ- 
ment by Indians, who, being accustomed to a simpler style of life, are able to 
work at cheaper rates. All thinking — will concede that the passing of 
a similar law by the Government of India must be immensely beneficial to 
the Indians. What shall we say of the failure of the British and Indian 
Governments to do anything to safeguard Indian interests outside India, 
except that their regard for Indians as their own subjects is less keen than 
that for those in other parts of the Empire. We consider that such an 
impression would be highly detrimental to the prestige of the Government 
who profess that Indians are citizens of the British Empire.

II.—Home ADMINISTRATION. 


(6) Courts. 


5. Referring to the discussion on this subject at the last meeting of the 
Madras Legislative Council, the Swadesamitran, 
of the 26th May, says :—Though the resoiution 
on this subject was withdrawn by the mover, 
on the Hon’ble Mr. Cardew pointing out that the Judges of the High Court 
were themselves anxious to clear off the arrears and that it would he 
derogatory to the prestige of the High Court to pass such a resolution in the 
Council, the fact of there being arrears in the High Court was not disputed 
by any one in the Council, inclusive of the official members, who opposed the 
resolution. The people believe that the High Court is the only tribunal 
where they can be sure of obtaining justice. The Judges of the High Court 
will never act against their conscience, the laws of the country or the 
maxims of justice. But these Judges are only men and not divine beings. 
Their number was originally six. ‘This was increased to eight and then to 
ten; it will now be raised to twelve. Still the arrears of work have not been 
cleared off. itis generally believed that the present Judges of the High 
Court are not as capable as the Judges in olden days. Though it is easy to 
say that there 1s no basis for such a belief, it is regrettable that such a belief 
should exist. Young, active and capable men should be chosen as Judges. 
Incapable men should not be appointed to this post, merely because they 
have been in service for a long time. The Government and the Judges 


should put their heads together in the matter of selecting suitable men for 
the [high Court Bench.

. Hina a a Pere Bn Anglo-Indian bailiff in Calcutta was charged 
7 with having assaulted a Hindu lady :—The 

facts of the case are that this bailiff kicked the lady in trying to execute an 
order of ejectment against her. She appears to have fallen down at the very 
first kick; but the bailiff seems to have kicked her again two or three times 
alter that. The Magistrate who tried the case originally dismissed the case, 
as he thought that the bailiff had committed no offence. Soa petition was

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presented to the High Court and as a result of this a retrial was ordered. 
‘his trial lasted for several months before the Chief Presidency Magistrate, 
Calcutta, who convicted the bailiff and sentenced him to a fine of Rs. 50. 
This clearly shows that the Magistrate was too kind to the accused in this 
case. The accused was also given six days’ time for puying the fine. An 
Indian, by name, Moulvi Leakat Hussain, was fined by this very Magistrate 
some time back and he refused to grant even an hour’s time to enable him to 
pay the fine. We need not say what we have to conjecture from this. It is 
ot course the duty of the Government to engage a vakil for the defence 
when a case 18 brought against a Government servant. But in this case a 
number — vakils were engaged for the defence and we think this was rather 
too 1nuUCcH.

first time that a resolution has been moved in an Indian Legislative Council 
concerning the internal management of a High Court. Whatever might be 
the cause, there can be no doubt that litigation 1s steadily increasing, and 
that there is more delay in the disposal of cases than before. If the number of 
Judges be increased out of proportion to the growth of litigation, the people 
of India have a right to question the propriety of it. On the whole, it has 
now become clear that the Judges shuuld be a little more strict in the discharge 
of their duties. It is not likely that there would be any difference of opinion 
as to the necessity of maintaining the prestige of the High Court. On the 
other hand, people continue to have great reverence for, and confidence in, the 
High Court which is the very fountain head of justice. It is, however, the 
duty of the people’s representatives to point out the defects in its constitution 
and work. ‘Though the resolution and the amendment have been withdrawn 
it is a matter for congratulation that the attention of the Government and of 
the High Court has been drawn to the subject in a manner that may lead to 
a satisfactory solution of the problem. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


9. A correspondent to the Andhrapatrika, of the 28th May, complains  4%?inaratarma, 
that in the Union of Tiruvoor proper attention — May 28th, ‘iyi¢. 
is not paid to the sanitation and the lighting 
of the village and to the repairs of roads. He protests against the proposal 
to close the tank called Subedarbavi which has been supplying water to men 
and cattle from time immemorial, and prays that it may be repaired and kept 
in good condition instead of being closed. He also com plains that the Hospital 
Assistant, who is also the Chairman of the Union, exercises powers which do

present liberal grants to provincial Governments shall be of a recurring 
nature.

_ Greivances of the poor living g Jeader in the Kerala Patrika, of the 30th, 
in Calicut. May, takes opportunity to dwell at length 
upon the hardships which the poor people will be subjected to by a strict 
enforcement of the same and savs:—The Municipal Council should be 
sympathetic when enforcing such rules and have due regard to local condi- 
tions. It is surprising and recrettable that it has not done so in this matter. 
A strict enforcement of this rule cannot fail to entail considerable hardshi 
on those that are unable to live outside the municipal limits. If in big 
towns here, as in other countries, the municipalities or some wealthy philan- 
thropists choose to provide houses for the poor, the enforcement of the rule 
need not be taken exception to. As it may not be possible for those poor 
people whom the rule affects, to bring the matter to the notice of the 
authorities concerned and get their greivances redressed, we are of opinion 
that the authorities themselves should move in the matter. We, therefore, 


bez to draw the Collector’s attention to it and hope that he will do the 
needful. 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


12. After a reference to the hot discussion on the MHon’ble Mr. 
Sitti iil Oli A. §. Krishna Rao’s resolution in the last 
| : meeting of the Legislative Council and to the 
system of resettling lands every thirty years, a correspondent in the Kerala 
Sanchari, the 27th May, says:—The last settlement has enormously increased 


the assessment and if the next settlement would result in a still further 


increase of the same, it cannot but be a source of great hardship to the 
people. Itis clear that the expenses of administration are increasing day 
by day as a result of the various progressive measures undertaken by the 
Government and that these can be met only if there be a proportionate 
increase 1n their income. But the Government should bear the following 
facts in mind on all occasions when a resettlement is contemplated. If 
rescttlement causes the assessment to be increased it must be a great hard- 
ear to the agricultural classes. Since the last settlement, there has not been 
sufficiency of rain in all years, and experience does not justify us in hoping 
that we shall have them in future. In many places there used to be failures 
of crops due to bad season. For some years prices have been steadily rising. 
The agricultural classes are generally in debts and the prevailing exorbitant 
rate of interest 1s ruinous to them. 

The correspondent continues :—It appears that the system of collecting 
kists is not the same in the several districts of the Presidency. In Malabar, 
kists are collected in four instalments beginning from December, and in 
South Canara in three commencing from March. As the collection in 
Malabar begins soon after the harvest is completed, cultivators are compelled 
to sell their articles at a great disadvantage to themselves so as to pay the 
first kist. Hence a change in the date of the first payment will be a blessing 
to the people in Malabar and an increase in the number of instalments cannot 
fail to be a source of relief to them and also to the people in South Canara.

; resolution :—We are not entirely satisfied wit! 
The oe of vo rn igagag this resolution. The eiveneaaans itself wliniie ete 
ment of India on sanitation. that it is the ignorance of the people which 
prevents them from co-operating with it in the matter of carrying out sani- 
tary improvements. But the resolution does not say what steps the Govern- 
ment proposes to take to remove this ignorance. Until this is done, no 
useful purpose will be gained by the Government making scientific researches 
and issuing resolutions. Every boy and every girl in the country should 
have education imparted to them free and such education should also be 
made compulsory. As long as this is not done, the sanitation in India will 
not improve. The death-rate in this country ranges from 30 to 40 per 1,000 
which is far above the average in any other country. This is due not only 
to the ignorance of the people as stated above, but also to their poverty. 
How can the poor people, who have to be content with half a meal a day, be 
expocted to be healthy ? The Indians are poorer than every other nation in 
the world. Nevertheless, the Government has been saying that the Indians are 
prosperous, without quoting any figures to substantiate this statement. ‘The 
Congress has been denying this statement and demanding an enquiry on this 
question. But the Government is still fighting shy of it, though it is now 
150 years since it came into existence. If the people are to co-operate with 
the Government in improving the sanitation of the country, associations of 
popular representatives should be started in different places and the duty of 
maintaining the sanitation of their localities should be entrusted to them. 
Panchayats should also be established in all villages to preach to the people 
the advantages of sanitation. There is no mention at all in this resolution 


ot village panchayats. 


15. In commenting upon the proceedings of the last meeting of the Mvsuim Mrrmam, 
Madras|Legislative Council, the Muslim Mitran, May og OO 
The last meeting of the of the 30th May, observes:—In reply to a : 
Madras Legislative Council. question whether the Government would be 
pleased to direct that in all cases in which the body of a deceased Muslim, 
which had been interred, was taken out of the grave, it should be done by 
Muhammadans or the relatives of the deceased and that in all cases in which 
the body of a Muslim lady had to be examined, it should be done by a lady 
Assistant Surgeon, it was stated on behalf of the Government that these 
matters had better be left to the discretion of the local authorities concerned. 
We very much regret that the Government is of this opinion. T’he tenets of 
Muhammadanism clearly state that the body tof a deceased Muslim should 
not be seen by other religionists and that the body of a deceased Muslim 
woman should not be seen by any one except her father, husband, brother, 
son and some others. So the Government is not acting justly in leaving 
this matter to the discretion of the local authorities. In reply to the question 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Zynullabidin Sahib about the steps to be taken to prevent 
students smoking, it was stated that the Government could take steps to 
prevent it only inside the compounds of the schools and colleges, and that it 
was the duty of the parents to take care about it out of school hours. But it 
will be of no use to prevent smoking only inside the compounds of schools, 
as students may not find time to smoke during school hours and it is only 
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after school hours that they indulge in this bad habit. So they can 1, 
weaned away from this habit only by legally prohibiting their smoking any. 
where and sks the sale of cigarettes and the like to them. We understa;,j 
such a law is in force jin many civilised countries and no one will object t, 
the same being passed here. 


16. Keferring to the proposed establishment of an institution for the 
examination of candidates applying for certif.- 
cates qualifying them to be Auditors and 
Accountants, the Andhrapatrita, of the 2nd June, prays that the Madras 
Government may recommend and the Government of India may sanction

It is but proper to ask why so much money should be 
wasted upon new capitals.. In the days of the Moghuls, the construction of 
new buildings was a source of income to the Indian artizans. But the new 
Delhi is not to be constructed by them, and will not help to revive the old 
Indian handicrafts. At present India is the victim of perpetual famine and

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pestilence, and her sons are drowned in poverty and ignorance and are 
smarting under the shackles of superstition. If the nine crores of rupees 
proposed to be spent on the new Delhi be utilized for purposes of education, 
now many schools can be established, from how many homes can the darkness 
of ignorance be dispelled, how many villages cun be supphed with good 
iresh water, and now much barren land can be covered with good harvest ! 
Many an undertaking is nipped in the bud for want of funds. We cannot 
understand the propriety of spending, under such circumstances, crores of 
rupees on buildings. Although we are not actuated by the same motives as 
the Anglo-Indian papers in protesting against the enormous expenditure 
referred to above, vet it must be admitted that this unnecessary Waste Is a 
ereat hardship to the country under the present circumstances. 
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Referring to the same subject, the Andhraprakastka, of the 30th May, 4xpmmarnananea, 
writes :—Lord Curzon is at this distant date impressed with the poverty ot Dy igg Op 
India, While he was Viceroy he did not lend his ear to the representations ee 
of the poor ryots. The fire of disloyalty which he kindled was quenched 
only by the kindness of His Majesty the King-Empcror. 

The construction of the new capital at an enormous cost will in no wav 
benefit the Indians, for this is to be done in accordance with the western art.and 
there is little hope that the Indian architecture will have a chance of reviving 
in the construction of the new Delhi. Funds are not available for many 
urgent and necessary reforms in administration. The welfare of India depends 
upon education, sanitation and agriculture, upon which the Government have 
tv spend many crores of rupees. 

Another important matter in the debate in the House of Lords relates to 
the appointment of Mr. Hornell as Director of Public Instruction in Bengal. 

There are many who have put in longer service than Mr. Hornell in Bengal, 
and their claims have been improperly passed over. Mr. Bose of the Govern- 
ment College at Calcutta is 9 gentleman of world-wide scientific fame and 
the Government are indifferent to his claims. If his being an Indian be his 
disqualification, 1t must be said that the Government too often profess tie 
policy of neutrality while in practice they do observe the colour differences.

This no doubt was for the father of the holy 
child (they thought) whose death had caused the heavenly bodies to put on 
mourning and what else could be inferred from this but the fact that he was 
the true and selected Prophet of God Almighty ? | 
Owing to this belief men flocked to his residence and expressed their 
willingness to embrace Islam. But eliciting the reason of their desire he 
declared that nature’s phenomena such as eclipses of the sun or the moon had 
no connection at all with any one’s birth or death. If any one was wishing 
to embrace Islam merely on this idea that there really existed some casual 
relationship between events like this his Islam was of no avail. ‘T'his is a 
token of the sincerity and the dignity of the Prophet. 
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Hyderabad, 
May 28th, 1914. 
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The expression of these words in plain terms made some turn back from 
Islam, but this did not make the Prophet sad at all. Those who show 
their want of foresight by calling the 2 a liar and a lover of beauty, 
should take this incident as a warning and should consider whether a map 
who was deceitful would not have taken advantage of such a favourable 
opportunity. This -was in the early days of Islam and the number of its 
followers was very low. Even had the Prophet maintained silence many a 
man would have embraced his religion and would have thus served to swell 
the Mussalman community. But the Prophet wished that none should be 

ulled. 
y It is to be regretted that in spite of such proofs crooked-minded persons 
do not shrink from falsely accusing the Prophet. Is it likely that the 
Prophet, who would never gain his ends even by seizing a favourable oppor- 
tunity like that would have tried to convert people by means of the sword ? 
No, never; many like historical incidents in his lifetime clearly show that 
he never tempted any one to embrace Islam either by compulsion or by the 
sword. 

Such deeds have been done by holy Popes. The Pope has gained 
Christians in this way and the missionaries have, even up to the present, 
been adopting various stratagems to spread Christianity. History goes to 
show that holy Popes extracted rupees, jagirs, etc , from orthodox Christians 
in return for granting them permits, as they said, to enter into Heaven and 
to enable them to be pardoned from their sins. In the face of this it is 
astonishing in the utmost degree to find that the Prophet Muhammad has 
been accused of such conduct. 


23. The Sahifa, of the 28th May, observes :— The use of cocaine is very 
largely spreading in Calcutta. ‘Che educated 
peuple welcome and feel grateful for the action 
taken by the Government in putting an end to its sale. It thinks that the 
duty of concerting suitable preventive measures and of enforcing them 
devolves upon all nations. 


24. The Sahifa, of the 28th May, writes :—In a meeting of Mussalmans, 
held in Machva Bazar mosque, the under- 
mentioned proposal was unanimously passed : 
‘‘'This meeting informs all the Indian Mussal- 
mans that in spite of frequent petitions, the Government of Bengal has not 
given back the Lashkarpur mosque to the Mussalmans. It is hoped that all 
Mussalmans will hold meetings in their respective places to protest against 
the scoffing at Islam and the high-handedness of the Calcutta Port. It is 


also expected that they will send petitions to the Viceroy and the Secretary 
of State for India.”

III.— LEGISLATION. 


20. The Swadesamitran, of the 30th May, comments as follows upon the 

Wes Todie Cecil & text of the India Council Amendment Bill 
“ao mendment which has been wired by Reuter :—The most 
: important provision in this Bill is that which 
regulates the nomination of the Indian members of this Council. Reuter’s 
message 1s not quite clear regarding the details of this provision, for it leaves 
us 10 doubt whether there will be three Indian members in the Council here- 
after or only one. What we are able to gather from the message is that, in 
addition to the two Indian members already in the Council, there will be an 
Indian member, who will be selected by the Secretary of State from a list of 
persons chosen by the non-official members of the Legislative Councils in 
India. The demand of the Congress was that all the three Indian members 
of the Council should he so selected. But we are glad that the suggestion of 
the Congress has been adopted as regards at least one of the Indian members 
of the Council. The Indians have to be grateful to Lord Crewe even 38 
regards another reform and that is the grant of an allowance of £600 per 
annum to the Indian members in addition to their pay of £1,20C. Though 
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even this is not much when compared with the emoluments of English 
Civilian members, 1t 1s a substantial help to the Indian memters, which thev 
had not before. There is another provision in the Bill which needs our 
consideration. This is the rule that orders and communications sent to India 
tron the India Council need not bear the signature of the Secretary of State, 
but may be issued under the signature of the head of the respective depart- 
ments. ‘Chis 1s quite contrary to the wishes of the Indians. ‘This will 
practically muke the head of every department in the India Council the 
supreme authority over the Government of India in matters under his control. 
It will not be wise to entrust the final responsibility of controlling the 
administration of this country in the hands of individual Civilians. 


26. Referring to the high rates of interest prevailing in different parts 
of the country, which place the borrowers, 
nay, sometimes their descendants too, within 
the merciless grip of the monev-lenders, a 
leader in the Kerala Sanchart, of the 27th May, says:—We are of opinion 
that it would be a great boon to the people of India, if, as is now contemplated 
hy the Government of India, 2 measure regulating the rates of interest be 
introduced and passed into law. At present a major portion of the wages 
of the cultivators and manufacturers goes to swell the pockets of the money- 
lenders, and the former are unable to free themselves from the clutches 
of the latter. The poverty of India may in some measure be attributed to 
this. It must also be pointed out that the money-lenders are to some extent 
responsible for the growth of litigation throughout Judia and we are not sure 
that the high rate of interest and its consequences are not the causes of many 
family quarrels and other similar evils. In every village there are a large 
number of money-lenders from whose merciless Shylockian cruelties the people 
of India can be saved only by the passing of such a law. Though we do not 
expect the evils of the prevailing high rates of interest to be completely 
uprooted by the proposed law, it will go some way to mitigate the people's 
hardships, and it is therefore to be hoped that the Government of India will 
pass the measure and bring it into force at as early a date as possible.

29. The Swadesamitran, of the 26th May, writes :—We are glad that 
attempts are being made to put a stop to the 

Students and smoking. evil habit of students in Madras smoking. It 

is said that an elected member will seek the permission of Government to 
move a Bill on this subject. We do not see why such a Bill should be 
brought forward by a non-official member. What objection is there to the 
Government itself intiating such a measure? Still, if such a Bill 1s 
introduced in the Council and passed into law, it will greatly reduce the 
number of students who indulge in smoking. But it will not do away with 
this evil habit altogether. The students should themselves begin to have an 
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aversion to this practice. There are a number of them who hate smoking 
and these should join together and strive to wean away their brethren from 
this bad habit. ‘The elders also should co-operate with these students in 
starting associations in different places to check this growing evil. 


30. The Swadesamitran, of the 27th May, observes:—In reply to 4 
question by Mr. King in_ the House of Com- 
Indian Principals for Schools mons as to why the Principalship of the 
of Arts in India. (Calcutta School of Arts was not conferred on 
Mr. Abhinendranath Tagore, ¢.1.8., when a vacancy occurred some months 
back, Mr. Roberts stated that Mr. Tagore was receiving a special allowance 
as the Vice-Principal of this school and that he was himself of opinion that 
another man should be the Principal, as other arts than painting were taught 
init. As these Schools of Arts are intended to impart instruction in our 
ancient arts, Indians will be better Principals of these institutions, however 
low their educational qualifications may be, than Englishmen who are 
foreigners. No practical benefit has accrued to the country till now from 
these schools, only because the Principals of these institutions have always 
been Englishmen. 


31. Referring to the proposal to establish a college in London, for the 
study of the Oriental languages, the Swadesa- 
A colloge for the study of jpytran, of the 28th May, writes :—We doubt 
Oriental languages. very much whether the establishment of such 
a college will be beneficial to India to any great extent. _ When the British 
people are able to make money here without learning the Indian vernaculars 
why should they study in such a college? As long as English-educated 
‘a are available, the English merchants and planters cannot be impressed 
with the necessity of learning the Indian vernaculars. The same argument 
applies even in the case of the Iinglish officials. Moreover Englishmen, who 
come over to India, return to their native country once in every two or three 
rears and they cannot therefore be expected to have an affection for India. 
‘hen again Englishmen living in India do not like to associate with the 
Indians. ‘There are several institutions in which they can spend their time 
conveniently without associating with the Indians. There is also the fact 
that Englishmen have generally no regard for the Indians and as long as this 
fecling continues, the former will take no interest in learning the language 
of the latter. 


32. The Swadesamilran, of the 30th May, writes: ~It 1s suggested that 
Mr. Gandhi of South African fame should be 
Congress clected as President of the next Congress to be 

i sche held at Madras. We admit that Mr. Gandhi 
deserves a very grand reception at the hands of the Indians, when he goes to 
India in Deeember next for the magnificent deeds he has done on behalf of 
his Indian brethren in South Africa. But we doubt whether it will be wise 
to elect him as President of the Congress as he is not conversant with the 
details of the Indian administration. The President of the Congress should 
be one, who is fully acquainted with these details and is in a position to point 
out any flaws in them and suggest the necessary reforms. 


33. The Swadesamitran, of the 1st June, heartily welcomes the sugges- 

tion made by respectable Indians now in 
England that an oil-painting of Lordly Morley 
should be prepared at the expense of the 
Indians and presented to him in token of their gratitude for the reforms 
introduced by him in the administrative machinery of this country and 


eulogises his services toj India and her people during his regime as Secretary 
of State for India. 


34. Referring to the disabilities of the Indians in British Columbia, the 


British Colambia. Andhrapairika, of the 30th May, observes :— 
The Privy Council have already given the 
Government of Columbia the power to prohibit foreigners from landing in 


The President of the next 
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their country. Our contention is that the Indians are British citizens and 
not foreigners. It is curious that the Indians are treated as foreigners 
whereas the Chinese and the Japanese are not. If it is decided that the 
Colonists may prevent us from landing on their shores, we who enjoy, in the 
British Empire, rights similar to those enjoyed by them. may pay them in 
the same coin in our own country. Wecan also boycott their goods. But 
will the Government help us in doing so? Perhaps we may entertain some 
hope because Lord Hardinge is at the head of the Government. 


Writing on the same subject, the Desabhimani, of the 80th May, 
observes :—On the strength of the Emigration Act, the Government of the 
British Columbia are imposing greater restrictions on the Indians. They do 
not interfere with the Japanese for fear they may involve themselves in @ 
quarrel with the Japanese Government. ‘hey laid down the rule that the 
Asiatics should go straight to Columbia in the same vessel without halting 
anywhere. This is impossible and even the Judges there have declared the 
rule to be injudicious. 


35. The Andhrapairika, + 26th May, represents a representative of 
— the Transvaal Leader to have said as follows :--- 
Briton Baek Afres. Coolies must be imported into the British East 
Africa. After they come, lawz may be enacted retarding their progress, and 
protecting the interests of our childrea from generation to generation. Only 
coloured men should be made to work in the sun. Certain offices have been 
conferred on coloured men, which is a great mistake. Are not white men 
available here or elsewhere? It will be well to have the coloured men as 
coolies. 


36, In commenting on the India Council Bill, the Andhrapatrika, of the 
The India Council Bill 29th May, remarks as follows:—It must be 

stated that the India Council Bill is on the 
whole not a satisfactory one. It is no doubt gratifying that our non-official 
members are enabled to elect nominees, and that two members will represent 
foreigners domiciled in India. But no good will come out of the Bill unless 
the three members to be nominated by the Secretary of State are persons 
domiciled in India or belong to our party or are men of impartial judgment, 
who make no difference between England and India. If only those who had 
served in India be appointed as members as at present, the affairs will not 
improve, and under such circumstances, it will be well to abolish the Council 
altogether. We believe that the representatives of the Great Indian National 
Congress are representing this matter to our friends in the Parliament and 
are endeavouring to get the Bill amended before it is passed into law. 


Writing on the same subject, the Andhrapatrika, of the 30th May, says :— 
From a perusal of the contents of the India Council Bill, it will appear that 
the Secretary of State will exercise executive powers. It is plain that when 
the occasion arises, he may become arbitrary. The nature of the work of 
Governors and Governors-General requires Executive Councils for them. 
But the Council of the Secretary of State ought to be an Advisory Council 
and not an Executive Council. The proposed alterations are not to our 
advantage, and are likely to cause more hitch between the Secretary of State 
and the Governor-General than at present. 


37. Inan article deploring the absence of proper encouragement for the 
development of Indian vernaculars and refer- 
ring to the proposal to found a college in 
England for the study of these languages, the 
Mysore Star, of the 1st June, remarks :—When Mother India can bear to see 
the drainage of even her mineral wealth to foreign exchequers, is it ever likely 
that she will feel jealous if any strangers should profit by the inexhaustible 
wealth of her vernaculars ?

(e) Local and Municipal. 


1. The Jndian Patriot, of the 11th June, has the following :—“ The 
Chingleput District Conference, we regret, had 
to pass a resolution protesting against the high- 
handedness of the Conjeeveram Municipality. That such a body should have 
had to go out of the way to protest against the action of those who are 
responsible for local self-government in the town at once proves the phantom 
which stalks in the name of local self-government. Vaniyambadi and 
Madras have shown how hollow are the pretensions to local self-government. 
Conjecveram now is added to the list. . . . . Suddenly fascinated with 
the idea of beautifying the town, an expert or experts who, we fear, havin 

read in some books that the streets should not have what we cali koradus and 
steps leading up to them from the streets, have given the order that these 
evil things shall be destroyed. As it is, suddenly from the streets, 
the house will stand 5 or 6 feet high. How to get up? The steps are 
destroyed by an expert municipality with an eye on, let us call it, town 
improvement. Is it legal to doit? Lawyers and legal decisions cry aloud 
that it is not legal. Is it proper? Former resolutions of the municipality, 
the town survey which regarded the koradus as necessary adjuncts to the 
houses which they abutted, the Government order which confirmed the 
survey, all show that the municipality is now engaged in doing what is 
wrong. . . . . ‘lo enter houses where people live and to say that the 
steps leading to the houses from the street must be destroyed because, we 
suppose, houses in Switzerland have no such steps leading to the soradus, is 
nothing short of monstrous. The greatest enemy hereafter to progress will 
be the shallow bookworm who closes the hurriedly perused and _half-under- 
stood book and then bends down his head as if heavily laden with expert 
knowledge on municipalities and looks down with contempt on their 


‘ignorant’ countrymen. We must have relief from such showmen in the 
halls of local self-government.”

IV.—NatTIvE STAatTEs. 


2. In commenting on the proceedings of the fifth Annual Session of this 
Conference, the Karnataka, for the 10th June, 
says :—‘‘ Mr. Shama Rao, Inspector-General of 
Education, proposed that ‘an independent 
organisation be created for the encouragement of general literature in Kannada 
and for the standardising of the language’ and so on. Mr. Chatterton’s 
observations on this subject are extremely edifying. He is reported to have 
characterised it as ‘an impossible proposition and one that lay altogether 
outside the scope and power of the Conference, or indeed of the * Pe 87 
It was wasting the time of the Conference.’ Is there nobody in the State to 
teach Mr. Chatterton better manners? Mr. Chatterton said that ‘ the Verna- 
cular papers were not of the class that are likely to be of any use for the 
purpose of educating the public. They dealt mainly with servility and 
pandered to the more degraded tastes of the public. Moreover, the Vernacular 
public taste did not flow in the direction of informative articles and the style 
of Vernacular papers was likely to do more harm than good.’ The proposi- 
tion was passed. What have the Vernacular journalists and their patrons 


to say of the choice compliments bestowed gratuitously on them by the 
indomitable Mr. Alfred Chatterton ?

We cannot understand a gentleman like Mr. Visvesvaraya tolerating such 
arrant and arrogant nonsense as that uttered by his petted Director of 
Industries and Commerce. We cannot understand a self-respecting citizen 
ike Mr. Venkatakrishnayya quietly passing over a deliberate and disgraceful 
attack made on a class of His Highness’ loyal subjects to whom their daily 
work is more a mission than a profession. If there is public spirit in the 
country, let it now come out in the press and on the platform and shield the 
Vernacular journalists from the slanders circulated by one highly-paid servant 
of the State and countenanced by so many others. Kach one of the existing 
Vernacular organs of public opinion in the State is a high-class journal, 
conducted with much ability and at great self-sacrifice, and each one has 
done its very best for popular instruction and edification. The editors, 
whatever their views, are all men of sterling character and honour ; and they 
have carried on their thankless labours for years, some for decades, without 
vetting any kind of recognition from the public or from any one else. Is the 
crowning glory of the Conference to consist in getting Mr. Chatterton to 
calumniate such a profession? Does he know the A, B, C of journalism or 
a syllable of the Vernacular? Is it for abusing the Vetuiadan press and 


insulting heads of departments and proclaiming that our raiyats are hope- 
lessly ignorant, that he is paid Rs. 2,500 a month out of the tax-payers’ 
money ? We wait to see what the Government which was so indignant at 
Mr. T'ait’s half-truth will do to this author of wholesale misrepresentation.” 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


3. In a leading article under this heading the Hindu, of the 10th June, 
writes:—A hardening of feeling against 
Indians 1s the prevailing feature in the Colo- 
nies, self-governing or otherwise, of the British Empire, and the necessity for 
an organised campaign on the part of Indians for no greater task than that 
of reminding the British people of their duty to recognise the rights involved 
in the citizenship of the Empire, appears to be obvious. . . . . The 
debate in the Union Parliament of which Reuter has wired a summary, 
indicates the stiffening of the attitude of the white people to which we have 
referred and Natal Members of whom, it is significant to note, one only sup- 
ported the Kill introduced by Mr. Smuts, vehemently opposed the measures 
of relief now proposed to be granted to British Indians for the reason, among 
others, that it will be taken as weakness on the part of the authoritics and 
will be readily taken advantage of by the Indian community to demand 
more concessions. So, the only method of avoiding an Asiatic problem, 
however much the demands ot Asiatics may be right and equitable in 
theory, is to stoutly refuse to countenance them in any degree and drive 
them away bag and baggage. . . . . It is clear, however, that there 1s 
a dead set against any claims that may be preferred by Indians. In Canada, 
the situation created by the Komagata Maru incident has brought into 
prominence the intense racial prejudice and hatred entertained by British 
Columbians, . . . . The trend of affairs will, we are afraid, be in the 
direction of open legislative provision to keep out Indians by name, where, 
before, they were excluded administratively. The example of South Africa 
has caught, and only the other day we reproduced the more important 
clauses of the Bill introduced in the Rhodesian Legislature which are intended 
to prevent Indians from emigrating to that part of the Empire. The 
economic clauses proposed follow closely those of the Immigrants Regulation 
Act of the Union. There is proasenly speaking no Indian problem in 
Rhodesia, and the attempt to exclude Indians is under the circumstances an 
open insult which is most provoking. The Imperial Government do not, 
they say, find it possible to interfere actively with the affairs of self-govern- 
ing Colonies, even where, as in the case of South Africa, they may recognise 
the justice of the claims of Indians. If this is so, there can be no difficulty 
in asking Rhodesia, which is absolutely in the hands of the Secretary of State

4, The Jaridah-:-Rosgar, of the 2nd June, writes:—Servia and Greece Jaman-1-Roseas, 
have opened the door to fresh and violent Jane sed 1014. 
atrocities. It is astonishing the earth does not 
part asunder and the sky fall down. It makes 
one shudder to hear of the curious actions of the Bulgarians. News is being 
received in Sophia that oppressive action of Servia in the districts of new 
Macedonia is of a worse type than that of the old Sultan. It is known that 
the Turkish Government was not so unsympathetic or oppressive us is the 
Servian Government. 

Thousands of rupees are being extracted from the poor villagers. Owing 
to this violence, these poor men are dying for want of food. Men are prohi- 
bited from going outside the limits of their town. If they act against the 
rule, they are heavily fined and in case they fail to pay off their fines, they 
are imprisoned. In addition, those who don’t attend with the Servians the 
Synagogue on Sundays are also very severely fined. Those who don’t send 
their children to the schools of Servia have to suffer a like fate. 

The same condition of things prevails in the Grecian cities as well. 
(trecian agents enter into houses of Bulgarians in Salonica and compel them 
to join their standard. Those who lend a deaf ear to this are allowed a 
period of 24 hours within which to quit their city. The jails of places like 
Salenica, etc., are full mostly of Bulgarian prisoners and many have suffered 
death from the effects of these cruelties. The Powers have given scope to the 
young tyrants in Macedonia. The result of this after all has been the loss 
by murder of lakhs of lives and that the religion is being dishonored.

It is unfortunate that in these days they 
have made the latter exclusively their duty. In other countries the Police 
are the servants of the public, whereas in [ndia, the public are the servants 
of the Police. This, says the paper, is due to the weakness of the people 

rather than to their misfortune.

praising the Government of Bengal for having conceived and brought into 
force a scheme for putting juvenile offenders into separate jails and also for 
having created separate Honorary Bench Magistrates’ Courts for their trial, 
expresses the hope that these well-conceived measures will not escape the 
notice of the committee, when they draft their report and that before long 
some such arrangements will be made in our own presidency.

cost to themselves and their families. Is it not cruel that they should be 
subjected to still further hardships? The present complaint is directed 
against the Advisory Committee established for the protection and guidance 
ot Indian students in England, which, while neglecting to discharge any of 
the duties imposed upon it, 1s said to be exercising undue and unjust 
authority over them. They do not help the students at all, in getting 
admission to a’college, and the only thing that they do is to cause the Indian 
students to be unjustly suspected. We do not see the necessity of such a 
department, for the maintenance of which a lakh of rupees is spent every 
year. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the Government of India will kindly 
see their way to do something in the matter. 


(e) Local und Municipal. 


14. In commenting upon the proceedings of the last meeting of the 


Madras Corporation, the Swadesamitran, of the 
2nd June, says :—In opposing the resolution of 
Rao Bahadur P. Tyagaraja Chettiar that the 
proceedings of the Corporation should be translated into the vernaculars, 
Mr. G. A. Natesan observed that it would be a useless task, as 90 per cent. of 
the people were illiterate. If this is true, the number of English-educated 

eople should be still less. If so, what is the use of publishing the proceed- 
ings of the Corporation in English? Is it not enough, if at least 10 per cent. 
of the people understand what is going on in the Corporation? ‘Though the 
majority of the people are illiterate, cannot they learn about the work of the 
Corporation from those who are literate? The truth is that the majority of 
the Commissioners in the Corporation do not know their vernaculars. How 
can they be expected to argue otherwise ? 


15. After a reference to the withdrawal of the power of election from 
the Calicut municipality, and to the subsequent 
; granting of power to elect half the number of 
councillors, a sub-leader in the Kerala Patrika, of the 6th June, expresses 
satisfaction at the resolve of the council to petition the Government to raise 
the number of elected members from 12 to 18 and says:—In the whole 
presidency this municipality is the third in importance and the people of 
Calicut are fairly well educated and experienced. Hence they have a right 
to enjoy the full benefits of local self-government, which may in some 
measure be attained if the number of elected members be raised. We hope 
therefore that the people’s representatives will not slacken their efforts in this 
direction, and that the Collector will not fail to support them to the extent 
that he possibly can.

(g) Forests. 


16. In attributing the paucity of cows and she-buffaloes to the want of 
sufficient fodder, the Sasdlekha, of the 5th June, 
says:—In ancient days, each — was 
maintaining its own cow or buffaloe, which gave its members sweet milk, curd 
and ghee. On account of the rigour of the forest rules, the cattle have no 
ground to move about, no fodder to eat and no water to drink. ‘’he number 
of cows, buffaloes and sheep is therefore going down in India. Infants are 
dying for want of milk. Pure milk and ghee have become scarce. The 
Government ought to arrange for fodder being supplied at a cheap rate. 


17. Referring to certain forest areas handed over to certain village 
panchayats, a correspondent to the Andhra- 

Forest areas and village ygirika, of the 4th June, says that these areas 
ponepeyets. do not contain any trees useful for the ryots 
or any leaf manure; nor do they form part of any reserved forest. Although 
the villagers concerned have been freed, under the panchayat system, from 
the annoyance of the subordinate officers of the Forest Department, yet the 
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small extents assigned are not of much use to the ryots. It would have been 
more honourable for the panchayats if the Government allowed them greater 
freedom and administered the Forest Department with their advice. If 
that be not possible, the Government, says the correspondent, may help the 
ryot population by assigning better forest areas for administration by the 
panchayats. 


(:) General, 


18. Referring to the action of the Government in British Columbia in 


having prevented the landing of 600 Indians, 
who went there in the ship called ‘‘ Komagata 
Maru”, the Lokopakari, of the Ist June, observes :—It is really strange that 
Indians, who are British subjects, should be treated with contempt and 
subjected to numerous hardships within the British Dominions and it is

‘stranger still that the British Government is quietly permitting it. The 


Britishers know that the Indians are quiet by nature and that their own 
exalted position in the world is due to India. It is not, therefore, fair on the 
part of the British Government to allow the Colonies to treat the Indians 
with contempt. 


19. In a long leader dilating upon the necessity of the Government of 
| any country taking the the popular leaders 
Government and the popular inty its confidence and acting upon their advice, 


- leaders. the Sukhabi Vridhim, of the Sth May,* 
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we 
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observes :—It is because responsible officials under the British Government 
do not take the popular leaders into their confidence and act upon their 
sugvestions that the rulers and the ruled do not get on well with each other 
in British India. As long as these officials continue to disregard the popular 
leaders, there will be no peace in the country. 


20. Referring to an order issued by the Government of the United 
7 Provinces that the salaries of the certified 
teachers in elementary schools in that Province 
should be raised and that a Provident fund should be started for their benefit, 
the Swadesamitrun, of the 5th June, writes :—Though the teachers in elemen- 
tary schools are paid very low salaries, there is no doubt that they are doing 
a very important work. It is very necessary that they should do their work 
contentedly and without any pecuniary difficulty. As it is those that are 
trained by these teachers originally that take to higher education subse- 
quently, these teachers should, as far as possible, be above want. It is with 
this idea that the Government of India has made a liberal grant for the 
improvement of vernacular education. It is only the Government of Madras 
that has not moved at all in this matter. We hope this subject will be 
considered by the Conference, which will shortly be held at Ootacamund 
under the chairmanship of the Director of Public Instruction. Conferences 
held by ghly-paid officials do not usually pay much regard to the claims of 
their poorer brethren. Even the petty salaries of these poor teachers are not 
paid to them regularly every month. There has been no improvement in 
this matter, even after this subject was brought before the Legislative Council. 
If the work of the teachers in elementary schools is not appreciated by the 
Government and public bodies, who is to do it ? 


21. The Mahavikatadutan, of the 6th June, says :-—It is really regrettable 


oe duied woes that even though the Government has been 

: ae eee systematically reducing the number of toddy 

shops, the consumption of drink has been steadily increasing. The number 
of abkari cases before Magistrates clearly shows that the officials of this 
department have not been sleeping and therefore this increase cannot be 
attributed to their indifference. So an explanation for this increase can be 
sought for only from the undesirable location of the toddy shops. Though

the Government has strictly ruled that permission should not be given to 
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locate these shops in public places, amidst bazzars and near temples, schools, 
factories, etc., the licensing officers do not seem to pay much td to it. 
The only way to reduce the consumption of drink 1s to locate t toddy 
shops outside the limits of towns and never to permit temporary shops to be 
opened on festive occasions. 


22. The Swadesamtran, of the 6th June, writes:—His Highness the 
Gaekwar of Baroda recently announced to his 
subjects that he had set apart 15 lakhs of 
rupees for the purpose of starting new industries and helping those that were 
languishing for want of funds in his State and that private companies within 
his dominions could obtain pecuniary aid from this fund at a low rate of 
interest. Our readers know that similar steps have been taken in Mysore to 
help the industries thriving in that State. It is because the Ruling Princes 
of Native States are not bound to safeguard the interests of any other people 
that they are able to give every possible help to their subjects. But in 
British India different interests clash with each other and make it impossible 
for the Government to act as it likes. There are several industries in India 
which will thrive well, if they have the support of the Government. We 
may quote the manufacture of sugar, of paper and of matches as instances of 
such industries. In Germany, Japan and other countries, all industries have 
cot the support of the Government. But in those countries, the Government 
has to consider only the profit or loss to its subjects. The British 
Government has, on the other hand, to care not only for the interests of its 
Indian subjects, but also for those of its British subjects. The British people 
have always a keen eye upon trade and will therefore object to every measure 
of the Government of India, which is calculated to affect their trade. So the 
British Government has at times to act against the interests of the Indians, 
in order to please the British merchants. It was only recently that some 
capitalists of Bombay had to complain that the Punjab Government offered 
certain special concessions to a Kuropean cement factory started in that 
Province, which were denied to them. ‘Thus it has become the policy of 
those conducting the Indian administration not only to refuse pecuniary aid 
to the Indian industries but render that help to British merchants against 
the interests of the Indians. ‘This is the difference between the Government 
of India and the Native States. Patriots of the stamp of the Gaekwar of 
Baroda conduct their administration with the sole purpose of benefiting 
their subjects. But the British officials conducting the Indian administration 
are prevented from helping the Indians for fear of displeasing the British 
people. 


2%. Referring to the proposed reforms of the India Council, the Andhra- 
The India Council prukasika, of the 38rd June, remarks :—The 
— ee authorities may introduce any number of 

reforms, but they will never agree to India being represented by the Indians. 

Our countrymen believe that reforms without Indian representation will be 

useless. ‘They suggest that the India Council should be merely an advisory 

body and not an executive one. In these days of education and civilization, 
it is not a good policy to be indifferent to the introduction of the | praia of 
representation in the administration of a country. ———- and discontent 
will be thereby created in the minds of the people. ‘The utterances of the 
representative members in the Legislative Councils are already pepetieaty 
slighted by the authorities, so much so that the people are beginning to loo 

upon the proceedings of these Councils as a farce. We expected that Lord 

Crewe’s reforms of the India Council will advance the interests of the Indians, 

but we have been disappointed. We shall, however, await the full publica- 

tion of the India Council Bill, and its passage through the Parliament. 


In commenting on the same subject, the Desamata, of the 3rd June, 
writes :—Lord Crewe is converting the India Council into an Executive 
Council like that of the Governor-General. The Indians will never be bene- 
fited at all by such a Council. The Great Indian National Congress has 
been protesting against the Secretary of State for India being paid from the 
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Indian revenues, while the Colonial Secretary and the Foreign Secretary ar, 
paid from the English treasury. But the Bill contains nothing about it. |; 
seems therefore that the visit to England of the Hon’ble Mr. B. Narasim)vs. 
wara Sarma and Mr. Lala Lajpat Rai has not had:the desired effect.

June, remarks:—The povert -stricken Indian ryot will be required to bear 
all this cost. If this amount had been spent on railways, India would have 
had an annual income of one lakh. Or, if it had been spent on salaries and 
vrants, the Indians would have had an increase in their income of Rupees 
8,3338-5-4 per mensem. It is estimated that 30 elementary schools can be 
established at a cost of a lakh of rupees. If, at this rate, 600 schools had 
been established with the twenty lakhs referred to above, how many children 
would have tasted the sweets of knowledge ! 


KistwaPatRixa, 26. A correspondent to the Kistnapatrika, of the 30th May, refers to the 
Mey Sot, 1944, order of Government prohibiting the sale of 
Telugu books. the Telugu books, Tarasasanka Vijayamu, 
Radhika Samthvunamu and Hamsa Vimsati, and says that they contain moral 
lessons, that the amorous descriptions contained therein are not more out of 
taste than those contained in such books as Vijaya Vilasam, etc., which ar ¢ 
held to be classics.

tained before. Ever since they did so, they have fallen into disrepair and 

have silted up. Under the Local Boards Act, the responsibility of removing 

the foul water of the tanks and cleaning them, and of maintaining the health 

of the people, rests with the Taluk Boards. Tahsildars and others should 

not object to ryots using the residual foul water for irrigating seed-beds. 

But great injustice is being done in this matter. If permission be granted to 

this useless water being used for the said purpose, the hardships consequent 

on the classification of lands into A and B will be mitigated to some extent. 

It is strange that the Presidents of some Taluk Boards have prohibited the 

use of even this foul water for seed-beds and vegetable garden. If permission 

be granted for the use of this water, both the ryots and the Government will 


be profited. We hope that the Government will take sufficient. interest in 
this matter. 


Anpanerareens, 28. In commenting on the proceedings of the Guntiir District Conference, 
Juno 4th, 1914. the Andhrapatrika, of the 4th June, says :— 
We hope that the Government will do away 

with the unnecessary differences in the incomes of the schoolmasters of 

elementary schools pointed out by the President, and create facilities for the 

spread of elementary education.

among a list of persons selected by the members of Legislative Councils in 
India. Our opinion is that, whatever may be the number of members in 
the India Council, there should be not less than six persons in it, who have 
had experience of India. If the number of such persons in the Council 
is at any time less than six, new persons with such experience should he 
immediately appointed to make up the required number. These can be 
either Indians or civilian officials. If they are Indians, the number of 
Indians in the Council will be more than two. But the Secretary of State 
will in most cases appoint only English officials. 

Apart from the deleterious effect of the proposed rule that the head of 
every department in the India Council can issue final orders to the Govern- 
ment of India regarding the matters under his control, the present Bill, ii 
passed into law, will make it possible for the Secretary of State to dispose of 
several matters secretly without consulting his Council. The Secretary of 
State can himself frame the necessary rules from time to time for regulating 
the proceedings of the India Council. But these rules should be laid before 
the Parliament before being enforced. Ifthe Parliament does not approve 
of them, they can within 30 days recommend to His Majesty the King- 
Iimperor any modification therein. So the India Council will not have much 
power. But what little power it has may be sufficient to curtail the 
independence of the Government of India. We do not therefore think that, 
on the whole, this Bill will improve matters in any way as far as the Indian 
administration is concerned. We still adhere to our opinion that the India 
Council is a useless body. The responsibility for the conduct of the adminis- 
tration in India rests with the Secretary of State for India and he is in his 
turn responsible for his actions to the British Parliament. So if either the 
Cabinet or the Parliament issues an order affecting India, the India Council 


will have to abide by it. We hope this Council will be abolished in course 
of time. 


The Swadesamitran, of the 3rd June, continues its comments upon this 
subject as follows:—The Englishman of Calcutta severely criticises the 
the action of Lord Crewe in granting greater privileges to the Indians b 
means of his proposed reform in the constitution of the India Council. It 
asserts that the educated classes in India have always been inimical to the 
Government of India and that therefore the introduction of two Indians in 
the India Council will be as harmful as the introduction of a Tory member 
ina Liberal Cabinet. It fears that this proposal of Lord Crewe will lead to 
the secrets of the Government becoming known to the Indians. We are not 
surprised at this. Several Englishmen expressed a similar fear when Lord 
Morley’s reforms were introduced. It is now nearly five years since these 
came into force and no secrets of the Government have come out till now. 


H 
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nor has the British rule been endangered in any way. Wiser statesmen than 
the editor of the Englishman are now satisfied that the British Govern- 
ment has gained in strength on account of the Indians having been given a 
vreater share in the administration of the country. As there are no secrets 
of the Government in Great Britain which the British subjects should not 
kiow there can be no secrets of the Government of India which the Indians 
should not know. There will of course be some political secrets in every 
country which the people should not know. ‘The Indians conducting the 
administration wil! not divulge such secrets. Can it be said that the Indians 
have no interest in the welfare of their own country? It is equally hard to 
believe that British statesmen can have political secrets which are inimical 
to the welfare of India. 


35. A correspondent of the Swadeshabhimani, of the 5th June, writes :— 
It 1s rumoured that it has been recently ruled 
that in all criminal cases in which the com- 
plainant has been caused hurt, the accused, on 
conviction, shall be punished with ¢mprisonment. This seems hardly just, us 
the nature of the punishment ought to be decided according to the circum- 
stances of each case. ‘This evidently is the reason why the Penal Code in 
prescribing punishment states that the offender shall be punishable with 
imprisonment or with fine or both. It is understood that this will shortly 
form the subject of an interpellation in the local Legislative Council. It will 
be remembered 1n this connection that some time ago a similar order requiring 
that certain *‘ bailable” offences were to be regarded as ‘not bailable ” 
wasgubsequently reversed after a discussion of the subject in His Excellency 
the Governor’s Council. 


36. After pointing out in detail the difference between the constitutions 
of the present India Couneil and that which 
The new Bill of Lord Crewe. it wil] aca according to Lord Crewe’s new 
Bill, a sub-leader in the Manorama, of the 5th June, cays :—The Bill provides 
that there should always be two Indian members in the Council. ‘This 
cunnot be regarded as a new boon granted to the Indians, for Lord Morely 
made the appointment of Indians virtually compulsory and Lord Crewe’s Bill 
only legalises it. Nobody will have any objection to the new method of 
electing Indian members to the Council. But many of the provisions of the 
Bill are not of a very satisfactory character. ‘The effect of the Bill is merely 
to change the committee Government of the Council into a system of depart- 
mental Government, and as Indians have invariably been opposing Govern- 
ment by departments, it only tends to make their opposition all the more 
vigourous. 


After dwelling upon the changes in the constitution of the India 
Council which Lord Crewe’s Bill introduces and after referring in approving 
terms to the method of selecting Indians, and to their being given a salary 
of £1,800 a year, a leader in the Malayala Manorama, of the 4rd June, 
says :—The advantages or disadvantages of the reorganisation of the Council 
will for the most part depend upon the merits or demerits of the person who 
for the time being holds the post of the Secretary of State. But we have 
reason to hope that this departure will ultimately be of immense advantage 
to India, as it gives ample evidence of the readiness on the part of the 
Government to understand and respect indian aspirations, and as the states- 
manship of the British Government, which is justice personified, is of a kind 
that is never equalled by any other in the world. 3

IV.—NatTIVE STATES. 


37. Referring to the Diwan Mr. Visweswarayya’s presidential speech at 
the birthday session of the Mysore Economic 
The Mysore Economic Con- (Conference held last week, the Vrittantu Pat- 


ference. rika, of the lith June, observes :—It is three 
years since this new body, known as the Economic Conference, was organ- 
ised and no less than six lakhs of rupees have already been expended on 
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the working of this organisation. It 1s reasonable therefore to inquire what 
tangible results have been attained so far. It cannot be maintained that it 
is still tuo early to raise this question. Although the Diwan, in reviewing 
the work of the Conference, was evidently unable to point to any volid 
results, we must. yet confess that he has dwelt in a very able manner even o), 
those matters which were practically insignificant, but nevertheless service. 
able in making up the bulk of his address. The major portion of the work 
referred to must have been effected by the ordinary machinery of the 
administration, and we must frankly confess that we are unable to find 
anything which may reasonably be laid to the credit of the Conference. 
It is not surprising therefore that some of the non-official members of the 
Conference interpellated the Diwan as to what further length of time it was 
considered necessary that this costly advisory body should continue to 
exist. ‘here is however one feature of the Conference which we heartily 
welcome, and that is the opportunity it affords the officials and the 
representative leaders of the people to move with each other more 
closely, and discuss, with greater freedom, topics of material interest 
to the advancement of the State. With the intention, obviously, of 
opening the eyes of the people of Mysore to the conditions of progress 
obtaining in other countries counting nearly the same population as Mysore, 
the Diwan has compared this province with Canada and Australia. But 
we regret to okserve that the Diwan has lost sight of several important 
points of difference between these countries and Mysore which make it 
impossible to draw any parallels. The respective areas of these countries, 
the extent of railways determined by their geographical condition, and the 
average income of the people are all points which present such diversit 

that our conclusions from such comparisons are practically valueless. The 
average annual income of the ig in Mysore is perhaps about Rs. 30, 
while in Canada it is nearly Rs. 500. But this, by no means, proves that 
the lot of the people of Mysore is more hard or pitiable than that of the 
Canadians. Lastly, we must observe that the drift of the whole address 
leads to the impression that, according to our present Diwan, the well- 
being of a people is to be measured in terms of their material prosperity 
and their standard of living, or, In other words, that economic advance- 
ment constitutes the end and aim of life. Mysore is admittedly a 
poor tract of country; but the poverty does not consist in its lack of 
natural resources, but in the deplorable want of a strict regard for truth and 
general nobility of character. Mysore has abundance of mineral wealth, but 
the lack of enterprise and capacity for steady exertion makes all that wealth 
vo to enrich foreign countries. The natural resources of the province are no 
doubt vast but unless our people shake off their indolence, indifference and 
easy contentment, and cultivate qualities of truthfulness, diligence and 


nobility of character, it is useless to expect that their present poverty and 
degradation will disappear.

It is not easily possible to find either the men of extra- 
ordinary intellect and skill for directing or carrying out the many gigantic 
schemes, or even the requisite supply of unskilled labour. The Budget had 
no doubt made provision for much valuable progress, but at the end of the 


year what is actually found to have been achieved is neither considerable 
nor very promising.

cations in the Cochin Sirkar Gazette in particular, prohibiting Christians from 
using certain public roads and bathing in certain parts of the Chalakudi 
river, & leader in the Sathtanadam, of the 5th June, says: —On an examina- 
tion of these notifications, it will be found that they unnecessarily curtail the 
liberties of His Highness’s Christian subjects. Inasmuch as the Chief 
Court has decided, in criminal revision petition No. 8 of 1088, that such 
injunction orders could only be temporarily issued, with a view to averting 
a breach of the peace, and that the Magistrates have no power to make them 
permanent, it is to be hoped that the Darbar will not be slow to take such 
measures as Will protect the Christians in future from the persecution of ‘its 
subordinates who issue such orders without a proper grasp of the law on the 
subject. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


41. The Swadesamiiran, of the 4th June, says :—When Lord Morley was 
Secretary of State for India, he established a 
committee to supervise the education and con- 
duct of Indian students in England and also appointed an official to work 
under this committee. Recently some highly-placed Englishmen in London 
formed themeelves into .a committee to see that Indians in England receive 
good treatment and have good company. The Indian students in England 
do not like the existence of these committees. They say that the supervision 
of such committees will greatly curtail their liberty and wish that they should 
be left to themselves. If the Secretary of State for India and other English- 
men impose such restrictions upon Indian students in England, the latter 
will begin to prefer other countries to England for their education. There 
are already a number of Indian students in Germany, France, America, 
Japan and other countries and a reduction in the number of Indians proceed- 
ing to England will swell their number in the other countries. ‘This may in 
its turn lead to restrictions being imposed on them in those countries also. 
Neither the Europeans nor the Americans have any great love for the Indians. 
As these foreigners are always keen upon draining our country of its products, 
they do not like that we should have education or any mental training. We 
should begin to realise that the treatment meted out to us by these foreigners 
reflects great discredit upon us. India is not a small country inhabited by 
uncivilised barbarians. Its extent, population and economic condition and 
the revenue derived from it by the Government are not facts to be ignored. 
So there should be no necessity for Indians to proceed to a foreign country 
for purposes of education. Universities should be established in India on the 
lines of the German, American and English Universities and the existing 
Universities should also be raised to that level. There should be institutions

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in this country in which the people can have industrial and scientific educa- 
tion. There should be facility for Indians to have everything they want in 
India itself, without proceeding to a foreign country for that purpose. We 
hope all this will become a reality within a few years. 


42, The Dravidubhimani, of the 5th June, says:—It is reported that, 

during the last meeting of the Madras Legis. 
lative Council, some one asked why the 
Hon’ble Mr. Barber was not there and that a peon, who was standing by, 
immediately ran out saying that he would bring him. He evidently thought 
that an ordinary barber was required and such a person would perhaps have 
entered the Council, if the other peons at the gate had not explained his 
mistake to their comrade. This is an instance of the confusion at times 
caused by the curious names borne by Englishmen. 


A curious incident. 


43. The Swadesamitran, of the 5th June, writes:—Several eminent men 
in England are appealing to the Government 
to increase the length of the railways in India. 
‘They argue that, if this is done, the natural products of India will increase 
two-fold and the agriculturists will gain materially by exporting these to 
foreign countries. We have been reiterating more than once that this is an 
entirely fallacious argument. First of all, the existing railways have not 
contributed in any way to an increase in the quantity of agricultural produce. 
If agriculture has improved, it is due to the increase in population and the 
introdution of greater irrigational facilities and not to railways. Those who 
compare India with the United States of America and plead that, as railways 
have contributed a great deal to the advancement of agriculture in the latter 
country, it cannot be otherwise in the former, forget the natural differences

_ between these two countries. India has not even one-tenth of the wealth of

the United States. Moreover, there are numerous waste lands in the latter 
country which are fit for cultivation and which will yield abundant produce 
if reclaimed. Then again there are not people enough to consume all this 
produce and so a good portion of it has to be sold to other countries. Hence 
the necessity in that country for railways toa great extent. Besides this a 
large number of industries are also flourishing there and railways are useful 
in removing the products of these industries to places where they are 
saleable. India does not contain waste lands fit for cultivation to such a 
large extent. ‘The agricultural produce in this country is barely sufficient for 
the use of the people and therefore nothing remains to be exported. It is 
not even possible to increase the present yield from lands under cultivation. 
So there is no reason to think that an increase in the extent of the railways 
in India will improve agriculture in any way; nor is it desirable for the 
agricultural produce of this country to be exported to foreign countries. 


This will only lead to a rise in the price of articles here and make it difficult 
for crores of people to eke out a livelihood. 


44. In commenting upon the proceedings of the Guntir District Con- 
‘die 4 ference, the Swadesamiiran, of the 6th June, 
Od daly aim tor an Andhra obgerves:—The President of the Conference, 


while claiming other privileges for the 
Andhras, wanted that all the Telugu districts, in which the Andhra com- 


munity lived, should form a separate province with a separate Government. 
He argued that the fact of the ‘l'amilians and the Andhras living together in 
the same province and being subject to the same Government greatly impeded 
the proyress of the Andhras. We cannot understand the rationale of this 
argument. Ifthe Tamilians are forward in education, etc., their company 
can only infuse a spirit of emulation in the minds of the Andhras. How ean 
it impede the progress of the latter? The Andhras are not a set of uncivi- 
lised barbarians. They are an intelligent community with an ancient 
civilisation and the example of the Tamilians is bound to create in them new 
desires and aspirations. This is exactly what is happening. The present 
feeling among the Andhfas that they have not been progressing much, and 
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their demand for a separate province and equal privileges with the Tami- 
lians indicate only this new desire and aspiratiou. Weare at a loss to under- 
stand the meaning of their demand that they should be separated from the 
Tamilians. Is it that they do not want the Tamilians to step into their 
ortion of the country? ‘he patriotic leaders of the country are strivi 
their best to do away with the distinction of caste and creed in India, which 
prevents the union of the people and impedes their progress. It is therefore 
regrettable that the Andhras should try to separate from others and form an 
independent community. 


The Lokopakari, of the 8th June, also takes exception to the demand of 
the Andhras for a separate province.

ae ee of the Hospet Taluk Board, appears to have 
issued an order to the Chairman of the Harpanapalli Union in December last 
that all stray dogs in the union should be killed and that the owners of dogs 
should be informed by tom-tom to collar their dogs immediately. ‘The 
Chairman proclaimed this order throughout the union and the day came on 
which the stray dogs were to be destroyed. But none of the union servants 
were prepared todoit. A panchayat was subsequently formed for this purpose 
and a Muhammadan member thereof undertvok to have the dogs destroyed. 
But even he was not able to do anything, as no person would come forward 
to do the actual work of destruction. In the month of April, the Joint 
Magistrate came to Harpanapalli and all these facts were represented to him. 
He grew — angry and directed all the union servants to be brought before 
him and ordered them personally to destroy the dogs. But they stoutly 
refused todo so. ‘This provoked him so on 4 that he immediately dismissed 
all of them. The result was that there were heaps of rubbish in the union 
for nearly eight days. After this, the dismissed servants were taken back 
into service and their absence for these eight days was treated as leave on 
loss of pay. Subsequently attempts were made to get the work of destroying 
the dogs done by outsiders, but all to no purpose. Mr. Reilly was again at 
Harpanahalli on the Sth May and he got awfully wild when he learnt that 
his order was not carried out. We learn that he has issued a notice to the 
Union Chairman to show cause why he should not be prosecuted for disobey- 
ing his orders. The facts stated above sufficiently prove that the Union 
Chairman tried his best to carry out the orders of Mr. Reilly. He cannot 
therefore be charged with disobedience of orders. We are afraid that Mr. 
iain tends to become as unpopular by his actions as Mr Sykes of ‘Tiruppattir 
ame.

—_— Canadians will not rest satisfied until they do 
all that lies in their power to drive the Indians out. It is not easy to 
understand their partielity and to guess what has become of the precept of 
the brotherhood of man preached by Christ. It is not known what hus 
become of their discourses against the caste and the purda systems which, 
they feel, impose undue restraints upon the freedom of the Indians. Can 
the Europeans who scoff at the Indians for treating the Panchamas as 
outcastes, correctly explain the conduct of the Americans in preventing @ 
steamer containing 6(0 Indians from touching their shores? The events 
that take place in the Western Christian countries are heart-rending. _ People 
shudder with horror when they hear of the deeds of the Italians in T'ripoli. 
Our hair stands on end when we read about the horrible acts perpetrated in 
the Christian country of the Balkans. It is doubtful if the sins committed 
by the Christians in Ireland at present ever prevailed even in the reign of 
Aurangazeb. There is truth in what the Amrita Bazaar Patrika has said, 
viz., that Christ has now left the countries of the West.

The Hon’ble Mr. Ramanujachariar moved a resolution to appoint a 
committee to investigate the causes of arrears in the High Court. It will not 
be honourable on the part of Government to require the Judges of the High 
Court to give evidence before such a committee, and it will be beneath the 
dignity of the Judges to submit to any such procedure. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Ramanujachariar is now full of patriotism although he 
was once a Secretary to the Board of Revenue. It is said that even when he 
was an officer in the service of the Government he held independent views. 
His criticism of the Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth’s views regarding resettlement 
deserves perusal. 

It is no exaggeration to say that the Hon’ble Mr. Ramachandra Rao is 
the chief among the members of the Legislative Council. He takes genuine 
interest in the affairs of the Council, and without compromising the rights of 
the people, reconciles the Government and the non-official members. Where 
necessary, he criticises the Government boldly. 

The discussion on resolution of the Hon’ble Mr. Krishna Rao regarding 
the resettlement of Chittore irritated the Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth, who 
made some irrelevant and insulting remarks, for which he was taken to task 
by the Council members. Even the official members did not like his remarks. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Kesava Pillai spoke humourously ridiculing Mr. Butter- 
worth. The Hon’ble Mr. ea ty Rao stated that the views of the 
Hon’ble Mr. Butterworth, who wished the welfare of the people, did not tend 
to any such result and that officials could not realise the needs of the subjects 
so long as they remained as such. One member after another criticised 
Mr. Butterworth severely until the latter made a short reply begging their 
pardon and ended the strife. Mr. Krishna Rao is of course a good speaker, 
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put he could not appreciate the difference between a meeting of the Congress 
and that of a Council, and recognise the distinction between a speech and a 
debate. 

The members gave a dinner in honour of the Hon’ble Mr. Atkinsun. 
They all ate together without distinction. Such dinners may help to bring 
about cordial relations among the members, but it is not known how far the 
English officials will appreciate them, for they affect their sense of “ divine 
origin.” 


On the third day, the Hon’ble Dr. Nayar and the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava 


Pillai were apparently waiting for an opportunity to speak in praise of 
Mr. Atkinson, but the President closed the meeting abruptly. There is 
nothing strange in Dr. Nayar’s attitude in regard to this, but we cannot find 
any explanation for such a tendency on the part of Mr. Kesava Pillai. 

After the close of the meeting one of the Secretaries wanted the Hon’ble 
Mr. Barber. But the peon ushered ina barber. Fortunately he did not 
vote.

51. After an appreciative reference to the several attempts of the Govern- 
ment of India to improve the sanitation of the

India are not of a very desirable character, there is reason to hope that it 
will gradually improve in the near future. Want of funds and of sanitar 

experts cannot be a eet obstacle to progress in this direction, though 
it may temporarily hamper it. Sanitation should be made compulsory in the 
interior parts of the country as well as in towns. In country parts it is 
difficult to get pure water at all times of the year and to the use of impure 
water is attributable many a disease of the people. We are therefore glad 
that the Government of India are contemplating to take steps for the improve-

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ment of sanitation in country parts and for the supply of pure water to the - 


people. Itis certainly the good fortune of the Indians that the Government 
have after long and mature deliberation decided at last to spend a large 
amount of money for this purpose.

1, The Jndian Patriot, of the 15th June, writes:—‘‘ The Privy Council 
judgment in Mrs. Besant’s case is a complete 
reversal of the High Court’s decision, and it 
is a condemnation of the manner in which the 
High Court dealt with the case. . . . . Of the High Court’s mandatory 
order to the defendant to take possession of the infants, to bring them over to 
India, and hand them over to their father, the Privy Council says that ‘ con- 
sidering the age of the infants any attempt on the part of the defendant to 
comply with their order would, if the infants had refused to return to India, 
have been contrary to the law of this country, and would have at once exposed 
the defendant to proceedings in this country on a writ of habeas corpus.’ And 
the Privy Council adds that ‘no court ought to make an order which might 
lead to these results.’ Yet the High Court of Madras placed Mrs. Besant 
between two dangers. On one side there was the High Court itself to 
enforce its order by committing Mrs. Besant to jail, and on the other, the 
obedience of the order of the High Court would have been contrary to the 
law of England where the minors reside. . . . . It was with a view to 
maintain ‘the credit of the High Court’ that an eminent writer pointed out 
in these columns the absurdity of the High Court assuming jurisdiction over 
such a case. But the High Court chose its own way which has brought it 
little credit. Wedo not know what practical value the suggestion of the

rrivy Council can have to the plaintiff that he might seek his remedy in 
Kngland, in the face of the fact that the minors, who were represented by 
Counsel before ‘Their Lordships, stated that they did not desire to return 
to India or abandon their chance of obtaining a university education in 
fngland. In these circumstances the victory of the defendant is complete, 
and the High Court’s view of the law stands condemned alike in regard to 
the question of jurisdiction, the law of England, and the interests of the 


minors.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 16th June, says :— 
“We published yesterday the interesting judgment of the Privy Council in 
the famous Besant case. The first impression which it ecreates—and it is 
also the last one—is that the whole affair is now closed and closed ina 
manner satisfactory to all reasonable and dispassionate people.” 


2. ‘The following appears in the West Coast Spectator of the 17th 


ie sek tha June :—‘‘ The appointment of Mr. Ravivarma 
: Bi sodieg Ma biog of Cochin as Raja, B.A., B.L., the 13th Prince of Cochin, as 
a District Munsiff is* calculated to create 
considerable heartburn among the members of the bar in this Presidency. 
Competition among vakils for appointments is already keen without a live 
Prince coming into the arena. The Prince, we believe, gets a comfortable 
maintenance allowance from the State treasury and why he should then seek 
employment in British service is a question we cannot comprehend. 

‘It is not desirable that members of ruling royal families should take 
part in the race for official preferments. By taking part in this race, they 
not only lower their dignity, but act unfairly towards the middle classes, 
not rich in this world’s goods, who have to depend for their livelihood on the 
professions and the Public Services. We suppose the 18th Prince can live 
comfortably without getting a few hundreds of rupees by serving in the 


subordinate judicial service. We cannot congratulate the High Court on 
this appointment.” | 
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following :—‘‘ The full text of the judgment in 
the case of Mr. Narayanayya vs, Mrs. Besant 
delivered by Lord Moulton appears in the 
papers received by the last mail. With the legal aspect of the case, the 
public are not very much concerned, but the judgment coming after a series 
of decisions 10 which the judgments of Indian courts have heen varied, is 
bound to provoke serious reflection in the public mind. If the cases had 
been decided and the decisions of Indian courts modified on doubtful points 
of law, it would have been a different question altogether, but they show 
rather that, in the opimion of the Judicial Committee, the Indian courts have 
misunderstood law and acted erroneously. Beginning from the case of 
Mr. Clurke of Mymensingh, in a number of cases the Judicial Committee in 
short judgments have declared that the High Courts have acted without pro- 

erly construing the statute law. The question will naturally be asked, how 
is it that eminent Judges of the High Courts act in such a way that the 
Judicial Committee express mild censure on them? Either the work in 
Indian courts should be done under conditions that donot admit of judicial calm- 
ness or the quality of the Bench —though the number of Judges is increasing 
—is decreasing. Or there is the third alternative. viz.,the Judicial Committee 
are being given to hair-splitting. Of course both in literary style and the 
calm and argumentative review of legal principles, the judgments of the 
Judicial Committee of late fall below those of an earlier era. What recent 
volumes contain such legal lore as Moore’s Indian Apjeals? ‘I'he High Courts 
also are open to a similar attack. But these divergent judgments and their 
frequency, which put the Indian courts under a cloud us it were, cannot infuse 
into the public mind that confidence which the [High Courts generally enjoy. 
Wherever the fault may lie, surely it 1s worth investigating.”

The India Council Bill. functions of the Council of the Secretary of 
State for India should remove a few misapprehensions which the obscure 
cables received in India created in the public mind. But it would still be 
difficult for the lay reader, without a careful comparison of the provisions of 
the Act of 1858 and of the provisions of the enactments to which it refers— 
wit h the present amending Bill—to get very clear ideas as to the changes 
no wimpending. . . . + Lord Crewe’s Bill now provides for an obligatory 
proportion of at least two Members of the Council, to be chosen from among 
those domiciled in India. This, we take it, will include Indians as well as 
Anglo-Indians domiciled in India, but not Anglo-Indians who have retired 
from service or residence in India. © This is a departure in the right direction 
and a sound and generous recognition of the principle that Indian interests 
as such should find representation in the constitution of a body whose func- 
tion is to advise the Indian Secretary of State and to conduct, in the words of 
the statute, ‘the business anented in the United Kingdom in relation to 
the Government of India and the correspondence with India ’.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Stundard, of the 15th June, says :— 
‘(We published on Saturday the full text of the draft Bill, in connection 
with the reform of the India Council, which Lord Crewe has introduced in 
the House of Lords. ‘The contents of the Bill are vaguely worded and its 
only two features that are clear are the pay of the members and the strength 
of the New Council. . . . . The Billis fraught with very dangerous 
consequences. ‘The attitude of the Indian delegates towards the Bill has 
been very indefinite till now and is bound to be so until Lord Crewe comes 
forward with his explanations. If the panel of candidates to be elected by 
the non-official members of the Indian Legislative Council is very small, say 
six or eight, the new suggestion might be acquiesced in: otherwise so far as 
Indian opinion is concerned, it will be strongly against this part of the Bill. 
Then, again, as to the functions of the Council, everything will depend on 
the regulations. If the administrative functions are to be any more than 
formal—it is now quite plain that the Council will have administrative 
functions—the Bull is not lhkely to meet with support even with the 
reactionary section of the press in India. Even to them, an administrative 
Council is bound to be mischievous. In view of this unanimity of opposition, 
it may be possible to induce Lord Crewe to give up his present intentions. 
Anyhow, it is now almost sure that the Bill will not be acceptable to the 
people of India, unless at least the Secretary of State proposes tu fix a small 
number for the panel to be elected by the Indian Legislative Council members 
and also to divide the Council into two committees, each of which will neces- 
sarily contain an Indian Member. The Secretary of State had this power 
under the previous Act, but now it will be repealed; power is, however, 
taken by him to frame the necessary rules and an attempt should be made to 
elicit from him a declaration favourable to the Indian demands.” 


The Jndian Patriot, of the 15th June, remarks :-——“ The animation and 
excitement of feeling which have been aroused in India by the Bill intro- 
duced in Parliament may, we hope, now subside somewhat in view of the 
exact terms of the Bill which is now before us, unless people purposely 
excite themselves to a pitch of indignation which is not justified, and is not 
justifiable. We find little in the Bill to unduly alarm us. - . . . So 
far as the constitution of the Council is concerned, the proposal is directly an 
improvement on the present character of the Council, and the only question 
to be considered is whether the system under which the Secretary of State 
proposes to make his nominations or members by election is satisfactory. 
We have already expressed the opinion that the method proposed will be far 
better than the present system, and we see nothing in the Bill to modify 
that opinion, . . . . A more serious criticism is levelled at the powers: 
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or rather the manner in which the powers are to be exercised. But even 
i ere we do not find that there is so much to arouse wannth of feeling as has 
been taken for granted. . . . . Wedo not know whether there is much 
danger of the Secretary of State and his Council deliberately handing over 
responsibility to others in matters of importance unless they are convinced 
uf its practical expediency. For our part, we do not believe that they will 
lighten their control except in cases in which they are satisfied that there is 
no need for their control. . . . . Wedo not see how the responsibility of 
the Secretary of State is impaired in any important respect by any of these 
provisions. After all, we rely on the Secretary of State’s responsibility to 
Parliament, and there is nothing in the Act to muke us fear that that 
responsibility 18 going to be surrendered into irresponsible hands.” 


The South Indtan Mail, for the week ending 15th June, savs:—“ Else- 
where in these columns is published the full text of the India Council Bill 
introduced recently into the House of Lords bv the Secretary of State. The 
Bill is remarkable enough for one thing—the recognition of the principle of 
representation on the Council for which the Congress had been agitating 
almost since the beginning. That is sufficient to explode the Anglo-Indian 
doctrine that the Council is merely a concentration of administrative genius 
and that representation and election are perfectly irrelevant to its essential 
principle. . . . . It may, however, be questioned how far the proposals 
of Lord Crewe deserve the severe passion and denunciation of Mr. Jinnah. 
ce Progressive political movements in India are inspired by one 
purpose—that of making popular Government a larger and Leaner reality 
with the lapse of time. Local self-government means that; representation 
on the Legislative Councils means that ; non-official majorities, the power of 
moving resolutions, discussions on the budget, all mean that ; even the presence 
of an Indian in the inner sanctuary of Government has importance only 
because he is 1n some occult sénse taken to represent the people’s feeling, 
aspirations and dreams; the Congress has demanded the presence of Indians 
in the India Council because representation means sanctions, and sanctions 
imply control. . . . . We have, therefore, to make our election. Is it 
not the wiser policy to so strengthen the hands of our representatives in 
India by information, sympathy, and an educated public intelligence, that 
they may become irresistible in the shaping and guiding of the destinies of 
our people. . . . . We are hopeful that non-official opinion on the 
Legislative Councils will yet become the controlling factor in our national life 
and the Secretary of State for India will himself be forced to bow to the 
popular voice. But the national growth of our institutions is likely to be 
impeded by the strengthening of the India Council. We are jealous of the 
Secretary of State. His powers should not be increased at tne expense of 
Indian institutions.” 


In a further article on this subject the Hindu, of the 16th June, observes : 

—‘‘' The alterations proposed in the Council of India Bill as regards the 
functions of the Council and the re-arrangement of its methods of business 
involve a departure which, if not guarded against, might easily develop 
into a serious obstacle to a progressive policy, both in administration 
and political development. Though the actual words used in the Bill in 
regard to the devolution of powers between the Secretary of State and the 
several members of his Council, are less absolute than what was conveyed in 
the earlier telegraphic summaries, there can be no doubt that the criticism of 
the Indian public as to the mischievous consequences likely to follow from 
the adoption of anything like a portfolio system among the members of the 
India Office holds good. . . . . Excluding all the special reservations 
and restrictions, the proposed Bill leaves the power of devolution in the 
hands of the Secretary of State by means of rules and orders absolutely 
unfettered, and we have no doubt that if the Bill is passed into law, the 
Secretary of State will forthwith adopt the system of attaching each member 
of the Council to particular departments of the India Office according to the 
lan outlined by him in his speech in July last year. We think that after 
aving taken steps avowedly with the object of making the Council more 
representative, this proposal of adopting a portfolio system which is also to 
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be developed by the further provisions in the Bill as to dispensing with the 
necessity of signing despatches or orders on the part of the Secretary of 
State, of placing draft orders before the Council for approval or criticism and 
his accepting or rejecting their opinions after due consideration, cannot be 
regarded as otherwise than retrograde. The system so inaugurated is bound 
‘1 due course to constitute the Council into a bureaucratic body, and the 
choice of Indian Members to be virtually made by the Secretary of State out 
of a large electoral panel is hardly likely to offer any effective check against 
this tendency which is bound to react on the claims of popular and progres- 
sive government in India. Happily, however, His Excellency Lord Hardinge 
is reported to be endeavouring to get the insertion of provisions which are 
‘n accordance with Indian opinion and the gratitude of the public is due to 
him for it.” 


7 ‘The Indian Patriot, of the 15th June, observes :—‘* We do not know 
what has become of the virtuous indignation 
of Mr. Reilly who would smash a Union 
Chairman because he was not able to carry out his orders about dog 
destruction. Perhaps the officer himself will take up the case and dispose 
of it. Mr. Reilly, sitting in judgment over his butler and syce, against 
whom Mrs. Reilly had complained, is a sight that has drawn from all 
parts of India cheers and acclamations. The prestige in the official 
barometer must have fallen very low since that picture saw the light of 
day. Will Mr. Reilly haul up the Union Chairman and fine him or throw 
him in jail? . . . . Perhaps the Madras Government may be satisfied 
by saying that it cannot vouch for the accuracy of facts. as it did in a case 
where no Civilian but a lesser individual was concerned. Perhaps questions 
upon these incidents will be asked in the Legislative Council. Mr. Sykes as 
Municipal Chairman, as a Municipal Commissioner, as a Magistrate, as a 
Revenue officer, was found to have displeased the people. There was a hue 
and cry everywhere. From every side incident after incident, discrediting 
him, came up hissing into the public ear. What did the Government do? 


Complaints against officials. 


[t would place faith in Mr. Marjoribanks. Members of the Legislative 
Council were shocked at the way a young man was spirited away to the 
Lunatic Asylum. The young man had a pathetic tale to tell, but it did not 
make an impression on the mind of the Government. It is satisfied that 


those who hurried him to the Asylum acted according to rules. How was 
Government so satisfied? Did it make an enquiry? Did it take any 
evidence from any disinterested people? No. But it relied on the official 
reports. Some time ago the proprietor of a weekly newspaper bitterly cried 
out that the Police had strangled his paper by confiscating his property on a 
charge which failed to stand ina court of law. He was ruined, but his 
cry never attracted the attention of Government, although the public, before 
whose eyes the currents and cross currents ebbed, was pained by the 
incident. . . . . It is time, we think, that the Government upheld its 
prestige, not by upholding Mr. Sykes and Mr. Reilly, but, before the gaze of 
the public, correcting them without remorse. Then a wholesome fear will 
creep in the official ranks; then the people will feel that above the official 
who rules over them is a Government that will correct them there and 
and then. When, with a clear case of irregularity or idiosyncracy punish- 
ment does not pursue the offender and the public find that they were at best 
to find out their own explanation for the immunity of the erring official, and 


each man would explain it according to his own bent of mind, then we assert 
that there is concern in friends of Government for its prestige.” 


IV.—Native Srates.

Christians. ruler, who has been meting out equal treatment 

to all sections of his subjects, some of his sub- 
ordinate officers seem to be determined to bestow a differential treatment to 
the different communities constituting His Highness’ subjects. Hardly a 
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month passes without the publication in the Sircar Gazette of vexatious 
notifications rohibiting the use of certain roads by the Christian section of 
the Kaja’s subjects, although it is perfectly clear that there can be no posaible 
justification for such obnoxious restrictions. What makes the action of the 
subordinate officials all the more indefensible is the fact that for centuries 
several of these roads and lanes have been freely made use of by Christians. 
We are unable to perceive the need for the introduction of such gratuitous 
and insulting prohibitions directed against the Christians only all of a sudden. 
We are told that they feel the humiliation so keenly that they intend peti- 
tioning the Madras Government through the British Resident in Travancore 
and Cochin protesting against these inequitable notifications, which seem to 
be promulgated in the interests of a numerically small class of selfish people 
who are apparently unable or unwilling to put their pride into their pocket. 
Much as we sympathize with our Indian Christian friends in their present 
plight we must confess that we deprecate any intervention of the Madras 
Government being invoked.”’ 


VI.—MIScELLANEOUS. 


9. The Hindu, of the oe J -e writes :—“ The news of the release of 
: r. Bal Gangadhar Tilak last night will be Jane inh 1916. 
Release of Mr. B.G. Tilak. received with wide-spread and fiom rejoicing ashen 

all over the country. It may be recollected that Mr. Tilak was convicted 
on the 22nd July 1908 to transportation for six years and a fine of Rs. 1,000, 
the sentence of transportation having been sometime after commuted to one 
of simple imprisonment for the same period. Mr. ‘lilak has therefore been 
incarcerated for almost the full period of six years, since he was first arrested 
in June 1908, and except the commutation of sentence, the authorities have 
had the great and influential leader out of what they conceived to be harm’s 
way for this long period and have thus effectively denied him freedom. 
a Soon after the inauguration of the Minto-Morley reforms, the 
expectation was wide-spread that the Government would mark their true 
regard for India and their desire to launch the reforms under favourable 
auspices, by releasing the prisoners convicted for sedition, and among them, 
Mr. Tilak. Representations were made to this effect to the authorities but 
to no purpose. We cannot but say that the attitude of mind revealed by this 
unbending and harsh attitude was anything but gracious, and public dis- 
appointment at this was intense. ‘he full period of imprisonment has now 
expired and a great leader has been restored to the public, who, we are 
confident, would return to his labour of love, with his wonted energy and 
passionate devotion.” 


10. The West Coast Spectator, of the 17th June, remarks:—‘ TheV* Cosme Sesreset, 
Komagata Maru incident in Canada, the June 17h, 1914. 
plight of the ‘Hindus’ in Columbia and the 

general uttitude of the Colonies towards His Majesty’s Indian subjects have 

made it incumbent upon the Indian people to consider the whole question of 

Indians in the Colonies without any delay. . . . . We every now and 

then call upon the Imperial Government to intervene in our quarrels with the 

Colonies and to safeguard our rights and privileges. We do not, however, 

stop to consider the delicate position in which the Imperial Government 

stand in their relation with the Colonies. ‘These Colonies are self-governing 

with complete control over their domestic affairs, and the tendency in recent 

times has been to resent even the slightest interference of the Imperial 

Government. The latter can only tender advice which may either be 

accepted or rejected. They can, of course, insist upon their imperial control 

and rights over the Colonies, threatening to withdraw their protection from 

delinquent States. But it must however be remembered that blood 1s thicker 

than water, that the English people are more solicitous for the interests of 

their own kith and kin than those of the people of India. . . . . The 

Colonists rightly or wrongly think that the presence of Indians in their 

country is detrimental to their interests; they do not welcome us, and lose 


Indian emigrants. 
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no opportunity to discourage and at times ill-treat Indian settlers. That bein 
the case, is it not time for us to consider whether it is not derogatory to our 
self-respect to thrust ourselves on a country which has no kindly feelings 
towards us and to whom our presence is as unwelcome as that of a wild beast 
Is it not time for us to let the Colonies severely alone, to let them stew 
themselves in their own juice, and seek fresh fields and pastures new for the 
superfluous population of our country ?” 


11. In discussing this case, which was recently concluded in London, the 
Madras Standard, of the 18th J une, remarks :— 
_ “Tt was plain from the evidence given in the 
case that the custom of giving illegal gratifications 1s widely prevalent and 
what is much worse, even Justice Darling, who tried the case, was convinced 
that the Directors of Liptons’ were aware of these transactions, that they 
discussed the question at one of their meetings and allowed the practice to 
continue. But in spite of all this, they were not punished. That is the kind of 
justice that is being administered even in England. The superiors permitted 
the subordinates to have recourse to such illegal ways and in their interests 
the subordinates committed the crime. Yet the Court sets free the principal 
actors and punishes only the underlings who, in a way, could not but obe 
the practice approved by the former. Can there be a greater travesty of 
justice? This one incident shows how thie capitalists are still ruling England. 
[hey control the Admiralty Office, the War Office and the traffic in titles. 
Of course matters have not yet become so bad as in the United States, but no 
one can deny that England is on that road.”

(6) Courts. 


14. Referring to the unpleasant scene in a court at Calcutta during the 
hearing of the Baranagore Conspiracy case, 
The Baranagore Conspiracy the Andhrapatrika, of the 12th June, says as 
“_ follows :—If Judges who: ought to administer 
justice betray bad temper, how is justice to be had at their hands? The 
position taken up by Mr. Sen in summing up the case for the defence was at 
least reasonable. When the Judge could not patiently bear a counsel who is 
educated and is able to plead, how can he be expected to command the 
patience to hear the pleadings of the illiterate accused that are in the habit 
of harping upon the same string? We hope that everybody will agree in 
thinking that it was not proper on the part of Mr. Panton to have lost his 
temper so easily. 


15. The Andhraprakasika, of the 13th June, says :—Although there is an 

increase in the number of Judges and lawyers 
The Madras High Court. in the High Court year after year, yet there 
is inordinate delay in the disposal of cases. It is a special feature of thus 
Government that large sums have to be spent in order to obtain justice. 
There was no such hardship in the days in which justice was administered 
according to Manu’s Code of Laws. 


(d) Education. 


16. The Andhrapatrika, of the 16th June, says :—Professor J. C. Bose 
| delivered a lecture in Oxford in which he has 
Dr. J. C. Bose. proved beyond doubt the existence of life in 

trees and plants and in metals. The Da hae was applauded by the eminent 

scientists who attended the meeting. Following the example o the people in 

England, certain savants of the Continent of Europe are inviting him to their 

countries for delivering lectures. The paper concludes :—Cannot the Univer- 

sity of Madras invite-him instead of going in for European lecturers who are 
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aid thousands but whose lectures are not intelligible? He will not onl 

impart the knowledge requisitetfor the students of the B.A. Honours Course 
taking up Natural Science for their rg subject, but will at the same time 
be an ideal for them to copy. Perhaps our Syndicate deem it an indignity 
to send for an Indian lecturer from another province, though the educational 
authorities of Oxford and London have no such scruples. Young men cannot 
possess the knowledge that has to be gained by experience in any consider- 
abl: degree simply because they are Principals of Colleges and are English- 
men. It will not be a matter for surprise if their lectures are no more 
instructive than the prescribed text-books. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


17. In commenting on the speech of Colonel King before the Fast 
ae India Association on the subject of the Indian 
The sanitation of India. sanitation, the Andhrapatrika, of the 13th June, 
says:—There is much truth in the statement of Colonel King that the 
District Boards Jevy fresh taxes for the construction of railways, but do not 
take any interest in the sanitation of villages. ‘Those who are acquainted 
with the conditions of the country are aware that the inhabitants of villages 
are not provided with conveniences in return for the cesses they pay. The 
villages have no good roads and do not contain any hospitals. Fresh pure 
water is rather scarce, and the sanitation of the country at present is no 
better than what it was in 1867. Unless the rulers on the one hand and the 
leaders of the people on the other work for the improvement of sanitation on 
the lines indicated by Colonel King, the people cannot become healthy and 
strong. There is no use unless special officers are deputed for the improve- 


ment of sanitation, and a separate Sanitary Department is constituted like 
the Revenue Department. 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


18. The Andhraprakasika, of the 10th June, says that the Indian ryot 

depends for the maintenance of himself and his 
family solely upon the yield he derives from 
his land after facing difficulties such as droughts and pests. But the Govern- 
ment are gradually enhancing land assessment from time to time. It is 
evident that the ryot who incurs debt for the reason that the produce of his 
holding is insufficient for the sustenance of his family, finds himself unable to 
pay this ever-increasing assessment. Although it is about a hundred years 
since the Government adopted the ryotwari system in this province, they do 
not appear to be considering the question of settling the lands permanently. 
Besides his daily expenses, the ryot has many an occasional expense, such 
as marriage, etc., and on enquiry it will be evident that he is involved in 
heavy debts. The Government have not as yet taken into their considera- 
tion the recommendation of the Decentralization Committee to protract the 
period between one settlement and the next from 30 to 60 years. The 
paper hopes that the Government of Madras will, in the near future, do well 
to settle the lands in this province permanently. 


(h) Railways. 


19. The Mukhbir-t-Dekhan, of the 3rd June, writes:—The people of

(¢) Public Works. 


20. The <Andhrapairika, of the 12th June, says:—The Public Works 


Department officers used to supply rafts (balla- 
— = CET CRE TYEE. kattu) on the channels in the Kistna and 
Godavari deltas, and the villagers used to ply them. But it is improper an 


unjust that all on a sudden an order has been issued: that the villagers 


Land revenue. 
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should pay for the rafts. This is the transplanting season. If the ryots do 
not have the benefit of the rafts, they will be put to great inconvenience and 
Joss. We hope that the Public Works Department authorities will consider 
this matter, allow rafts for the use of the ryots, and give no room for 
unnecessary discontent. \ 


(i) General. 


21. In commenting on an order of Government conferring certain powers 
on the officer réyistering boats in all minor 
ports and in the port at Cocanada, the Andhra- 
| patrika, of the 13th June, characterises the 
powers as arbitrary especially with reference to the vessels propelled by oil- 
engines. The order enables him to withdraw the licenses of all the vessels 
if he finds a defect in any one of them. ‘his is unjust. ‘To give one single 
erson such unbounded authority will be a source of great inconvenience and 
injustice. Will it not be better to confer the authority to withdraw the 
licenses on another officer ? 


22, A correspondent to the Andhrapotrika, of the 12th June, says :—The 
trustees and the gumastahs of the temple at 
Singaroyakonda (Nellore district) take bribes 
and misappropriate the temple funds. The 
servants of the temple have neglected the service of the temple but enjoy the 
service inams. Some of them have disposed of the jaams and have left the 
village to live elsewhere. ‘There is none to questidn their conduct, and it is 
4 surprise that such things are occurring under the British Government. 


23. With reference to the clause of the India Council . Bill providing for 
The India Council Bill two Members of the Council being chosen from 

those domiciled in India, the Andhrapatrika, 
of the 15th June, says :—Those domiciled in India will mean persons who 
were born of English parents or of an I¢nglish father and an Indian mother, 
and who have made India their permanent home. (ut of their number, 
forty are to be elected and out of those forty, two will be chosen to represent 
{ndia in the Council. We are at a loss to know how two such members will 
he considered to represent thirty-one crores of our countrymen. Hitherto 
there have been twu Indian members. One of them being a Hindu and the 
other a Muhammadan, they represent the two great Indian communities. 
After this Bill is passed into law, even the Secretary of State for India, who 
is all-powerful in other respects, does not appear to possess the power of 
allowing them to continue in their present offices. ‘lhe India Bill 1s there- 
fore of no benefit to our country. If the Secretary of State for India abolishes 
the India Council and assumes all authority himself, the Indians will fecl 
grateful to him. There will then be scope for the Indians to ask the people 
in England for their representation in the English Parliament. We must 
not keep idle at this moment. We must convene meetings and represent to 
the Parliament and to the Sovereign that it will be better to abolish the 
India Council altogether than to pass the India Council Dill, or, if that 1s 
found impossible, to continue the old system. 


24. The Andraprakasika, of the 10th June, says :—The public of Anantapur 
a are surprised to hear that the Collector of 
The Tabsildar of Tadpatri. Anantapur has recommended the suspension 
and prosecution of the Tahsildar of Tadpatri. ‘The complaint against him is 
that he lost property worth Rs. 80 in Alur and recovered the amount from 
the Reddi of the village.

26. Referring to the treatment accorded to the Indian emigrants by the 


Government of Canada, the Andhraprakasika, 
of the 13th June, remarks as follows :—The 
Colonists are not prepared to give the Indian full rights of British citizenship 
in the Colonies. he colour prejudice is gaining strength day by day. 
The miserable lot of the Indians is becoming more and more manifest. The 
Indian Government could not interfere in the matter. But they turn a deaf 
ear to the prayer of the Indians to prohibit emigration altogether. They 
cannot endarake to protect the rights of the Indians in the Colonies, but 
appoint the Colonists to high offices in India. Indians cannot make Colonial 
money, but the gates of India are open for Colonial trade. This state of 
affairs is on the very face of it unjustifiable, and should not last long. Why 
should the Government be partial to the white landlords im the Colonies? 
Why should they not put an end to emigration in view of the fact that there 
is demand for coolies in India itself? ‘lhe Indians must teach a lesson to the 
selfish Americans by boycotting their goods. The Government will not 
object to this. The Americans will not come to their senses until the flow 
of wealth into their coffers from India receives a rude blow for a year. 


27. The Mukhbir-i-Dakhan, of the 3rd June, writes :—This day is the 
| ; birthday of our Emperor His Majesty the King 
oe of His Majesty the George V. It will be celebrated officially later. 
a Of all the European Sovereigns, it is only 
the King of Great Britain who is justly proud of the fact that thousands of 
God’s creatures, of different castes and creeds, live peacefully with one 
another under his protection. It is a well-known fact that of the Royal 
family of Queen Victoria no King has been born so liberal-minded and wise 
as His Majesty King George. Though his father King Edward VII's 
sympathetic and reconciliatory attitude and affability is well known, yet 
King George has, not only acted up to the praiseworthy qualities of his fore- 
fathers, but has also other excellent qualities that even King Edward did 
not exhibit. The hearts of the Indian subjects are in his kindly hands, and 
he administers justice so sympathetically that even first-class critics are 
agreed that the King is without a parallel. 

The Indian subjects have not forgotten the rejoicings of the Delhi 
Darbar and the favours that were proclaimed thereat. Moreover, His 
Majesty’s message in which he declared his affection and sympathy towards 
us can never be forgotten. The qualities of the British Kings, superior as 
they are, are a soyrce of pride to Mussalmans. Britain is the greatest 
Islamic Government on account of the increasing number and independ- 
ence of Mussalmans. In his opening speech to Parliament His Majesty 
has recently declared his joy at the friendly relations, love and sympathy 
Britain has with the Ottoman Government especially and with other Islamic 
States in general. Loyalty is being increased by these facts and just as His 
Majesty is becoming more and more enthusiastic in cherishing and respecting 
his subjects so in the same measure is loyalty and obedience bemg 
strengthened in the minds of his subjects. The effect of His Majesty’s 
personality acts very powerfully on the minds of his Indian subjects. And ~ 
they well understand that this authority is the result not of any drastic law 
but of the excellent tact and the protective policy of the King himself. The 
good disposition. sympathy, patronage and other merits of His Majesty are 
certainly without a parallel in history. May God bless all the members 
of the Royal family, especially the Prince of Wales, with prosperity and 
happiness and may His Majesty’s bond of relationship with his subjects be 
strengthened day by day. May peace and tranquillity prevail for ever and 
may the real birthday be the cause of real rejoicings and may the well- 
wishers of the King be blessed with eternal happiness. 

The article concludes by congratulating the Royal family on this. 


Tbe Indian emigration. 
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28. The Mukhbir-1-Dakhan, of the 3rd June, writes :—It isa long-standing Moxana-laxmay, 


Titles. complaint that titles are not conferred on the 
persons who are deserving them. Ordinar 
men with whom the public are but slightly acquainted, are given titles and by 
this means only they become famous and renowned. Sometimes titles are 
vranted to men whose standard of knowledge, family connections and status 
are comparatively low rather than to true patriots. Much attention has not 
been given to this question in India. 

The question of trade in titles has arisen in England. Anda veneral 
impression has been created there that the names of only those persons who 
subscribe sums of money for the sake of their party are placed before His 
Majesty and that every Minister recommends his own subscribers. It is said 
that this trade is common in England and that the royal titles are purchased 
at the price of contributions given in aid of a particular party. With this 
idea in view people contribute a lump sum or some specified amount and the 
Ministers recommend them to His Majesty on this account alone. 

This trade has been much criticised by the English newspapers. And 
very often, it is sarcastically remarked that the Ministers are actually dealers 
in titles. This criticism has had its effects in India also. And this old idea 
is being strengthened giving rise generally to the belief that titles are con- 
ferred only on those who work with this idea in view and who try, openly or 
by secrct means, to acquire a title by hook or by crook. It is alleged that 
such persons do succeed in their attempt to a considerable extent 

This state of things has produced great unrest in England. ‘l’o remedy 
these evils a Bill has been recently presented in Parliament. We must 
await the reply that Ministers will give and see what opposition will be raised. 
It is certain that those who have been successful in these their evil attempts 
will strenuously oppose the Bill and will never welcome things which may 
prove an obstacle to their ends. | 

It is essential that precautionary measures should be adopted in India 
too and that regulations should be passed whereby complaints may be put 
a stop to and whereby no difficulties may be created. 

The Government is fully acquainted with the fact that there are hundreds 
of men in the country who are deserving of honors. If we are not reyarded 
as selfish, we may say that the newspapers do deserve such honors. English 
papers do generally manage to secure them but the Indian papers, which are 
more responsible for the preservation of peace and tranquillity, are not. given 
sufficient attention. Government should be pleased to pay attention to this.

‘The other Legislative Councils are so 
constituted that the number of official members exceeds the non-official 
members by one. On ordinary occasions, even this small majority is 
dispensed with. It is therefore the misfortune of the people of the Central 
Provinces that the adoption of a new policy has been found necessary for that 


part of India.

Myeore. Indians having mot as yet acquired any 
administrative capacity, the lion’s share of the higher ap ointments should 
go to the Europeans, the Sasilekha, of the 12th June, remar :—The Indians 
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who are very loyal, wise and learned are bemoaning this miserable lot of 
theirs. Some of them who are capable of governing even a Province are 
obliged to serve as Deputy Collectors under the elbow of a European Collec. . 
tor, with some 15 years’ service behind them. But fortunately as there are 
Native States in India, there has been scope for the Indians to exhibit their 
administrative skill to some extent. The Maharaja of Mysore is an Indian, 
and so also is his Diwan. Ninty-nine per cent. of the officers in that State 
are Indians as well. This Province is making rapid strides in every direc- 
tion, and is showing an increase of revenue. Is not this the result of Indian 
administration 2? Still it is said that the Indians are incapable of administer- 
ing a country. That they should serve under the elbow of Europeans does 
not stand to reason. 


In a leader on the same subject, the same paper remarks that there are 
many obstacles in the way of India progressing ata rapid rate under the 
British Government. But in a Native State like Mysore reforms of whatever 
kind may take place. Are not great changes coming over the State of 
Baroda? ‘The Maharaja of Mysore is a wise ruler. He has in Mr. Viswes- 
warayya, his Diwan, an adviser of no smal! merit. We pray that God will 
help Mr. Visweswarayya in his endeavour to educate the masses and to stamp 
out disease. 

32. The Mushir-7-Dakhan, of the 8th June, has a letter from a corre- 
spondent which says that in addition tu the bad 
weather, the want of conservancy is a source 
of complaint in many quarters.

surprises in the legal wand which are calculated to set people thinking as 
‘to on what principle Lord Pentland has made them and whether His Excel- 
lency has yet attained sufficient grasp of the conditions obtaining in this 
country and power of resistance enough to overcome -counsel of a dubious 
description. Every legal office in the High Court, whether Advocate- 
General, Government Pleader, Crown Prosecutor, Official Assignee, Clerk 
of the Crown, Administrator-General or Law Reporter, 1s now held bya 
European Barrister. No Indian Barrister has been allowed to enter the 
charmed circle and no Vakil of the High Court, however great his qualifica- 
tions, has been thought of in connection with any of these offices. Time was 
before the advent of Lord Pentland when the office of Advocate-General was 
held by distinguished members of the Vakil profession. So was the office of 
Government Pleader. The last time a temporary vacancy arose in the latter 
office it was filled up by the appointment of Diwan Bahadur L. A. Govinda- 
raghava Ayyar, a leading member of the Vakil’ branch of the profession. 
It stands to reason and is in accordance with the tradition which has grown 
up in Madras, that either the Advocate-General or the Government Pleader 
should be held by an Indian belonging to the Vakils’ branch of the profes- 
sion, seeing that this class contains many men of merit and distinction in the 
legal profession with whom the majority of European Barristers are scarcely 
on terms of equality. It seems to us that it is manifestly unjust that the 
members of the Vakile’ branch of the profession and the pretty numerous 
class of Indian Barristers should be entirely shut out from the legal offices 
under the Government which have come to be regarded of late as the 
cherished preserve of the European Barristers in Madras. The appointment 
of Mr. Venkataramayya as District and Sessions Judge in supersession of the 
claims of the Judge of the Madras City Civil-Court, of the two Puisne Judges 
of the Madras Small Causes Court and of the Senior Sub-Judges in the Pro- 
vincial Service, one of whom has already acted as District Judge on more 
than one occasion, is another instance in which sectarian considerations have 
been made tu prevail over all tests of fitness for office and injustice to indi- 
viduals. . . . . Itisidle todeny that his elevation has been brought 
about by severely disregarding the claims and qualifications of several 
worthy Judic:al officers who have not deserved to beso treated. A professed 
Liberal of Lord Pentland’s type need scarcely be reminded that judicial 
offices should not be made the shuttlecock of sectarian politics.”

in every department of Government service in preference to those of the 
men of other districts, that ‘it is a lamentable weakness on the part of the 
Madras Government to place the backward Oriya tracts under the crushing 
weight of so many Telugu and Tamil districts’ that this ‘ precludes the 


emerging of Oriyas as a distinct factor with an identity and interest of their 
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own in the Provincial Administration ’, and that while enormous advantages 
of educational facilities are enjoyed by Tamil and ,Telugu districts, the 
special needs of the Oriya districts in that direction are utterly disregarded. 
Then the editor concludes his article with the following remarks :— 


‘““¢Tt is to be confessed with shame and regret that men of other 
districts usually entertained into the public services of Ganjam are treated 
as natives of the district and the very natives as outlanders. Ganjam is like 
a sign-board pointing the way to others along the road to progress itself 
benefiting nothing. The Ganjém bar has been the magic wand by the 
touch of which people of other districts become Munsifs and Sub-Judges and 
the Ganjam Collectorate has long been famous as furnishing the stepping- 
stone for many a young man of other districts to become eer Collectors. 
In no other part of civilised India could one see this melancholy feature otf 
British Administration of allowing monopoly of the public services by one 
section of the people to the exclusion of purely indigenous population and 
yet the very long continued wrongs of monopoly have developed into vested 
rights and the Government has been so far unable to right the wrongs by 
any number of executive orders. 

““¢'Thus any and every opportunity that might be available for the 
indigenous population is being ne Sep Nr for the people of other districts. In 
these days when monopoly of trade is resented everywhere in the world and 
even the appearance of exploitation by the Indians in South Africa, America 
or any other part of the British Empire is dreaded so much that Immigra- 
tion Laws are rigidly enforced it is very curious that people of the 
non-Uriya districts come to Oriya districts for exploitation without the 
least fear of any immigration laws. Of course let the Oriyas stew in their 
own juice.’ ” ;

She Ludis Ueanell Sul have unconsciously lent their support to the 
vehement opposition that is set up to Lord Crewe’s India Council Bill. 

We by no means share this view, and we protest against its 
being accepted as the Indian view. We who have clamoured long for the 
abolition of the Council because it obstructed progressive measures and 
methods in India, cannot certainly object to the Bill on the ground that 
the Secretary of State is making himself more independent of his Council. 
The opposition to the Bill must come, as it has indeed come, 
from those who have hitherto been able to control, and shape the action of, 
the Seeretary of State in accordance with their own conservative notions. 
Our regret is that Indian critics have been gulled to follow them without 
realising their position. We admit that the Bill is capable of improvement ; 
but we fail to sce anything in it which is directed against Indian Opinion 
or Indian interests. . . . . We have seen the opinion expressed in 
Indian interests that it is better to drop the Bill altogether than to pass 
it in its present form. Speaking on behalf of India, we wholly dissociate 
ourselves from this view. We think that there is much in the Bill which 


we ought to thankfully accept, and very little for which we should wholly 
oppose it.” :

These meetings are significant of the 
wide popularity and great confidence enjoyed by our Viceroy among all 
classes and communities in India. . .. . | Sas Lord Ripon, whose 
love for India was unbounded, and who was acclaimed as the kindest and 
the most beneficent of Indian Viceroys, was not able to touch the heart of 
Indians, and win their affection in so striking a manner at a critical period 
of India’s history as Lord Hardinge of Penshurst has done. When the 
history at this period of His Excellency’s administration comes to be written 
we have every confidence that His Excellency will be given the highest place 
among the most illustrious rulers that have preceded him, as one who upheld 
the prestige of Indians and did much to satisfy their legitimate aspirations 
and to strengthen the bond between India and England. . . . . It will 
be with a wrench that Indians will be able to part with such a Viceroy. 
And, even if these had not been, for the sake of the many reforms he has 
started, which he has no time to complete, Indians will make strenuous and 
untiring endeavour to retain Lord Hardinge as the Viceroy of India for a 
longer period than is permitted in the ordinary course of things.”

T'o the representatives of the Indian Civil Service, 
of course, titles come.as regularly ag do their promotions and as surely as the 
sun is in the zenith at, midday, the Indian Civil Servant goes home on the 
eve of his retirement, after,having.been dubbed a knight. The Englishman 
who has absolutely no wits to boyst.of will no doubt find himself a plain Mr. 
at the end of his. career ag at its beginning but with the addition of a C.I.E, 
or CS.I. to his name. But how many Indians retire from the Higher 
Service Sir-Somebodied on the, eve of their retirement or even made a 
CLE. although it must, be remembered here, that the number of Indians in 
the higher grades of service is infinitesimal. It is a long and portentous list 
we have before us, but it has been the misfortune of this province for some 
years now, that it 1s being so poorly represented. The Diwan Bahad urship— 
the only high honour bestowed on an Indian in this Province—is conferred 
on Mr. Parankugam Nayudu and is richly deserved by him considering the 
splendid career he has and the solid work he has already to his credit. Diwan 
Bahadur Parankusam Nayudu has risen from the lowest rung of the ladder to 
what he is now and that by sheer dint of work and merit and he owes nothing 
to extraneous circumstances. We congratulate him and wish that he may 
achieve still higher distinctions. . . . . Among those who have received 
higher distinctions are Mr, Arthur Davies, Principal of the Law College, who 
got the Kaiser-i-Hind gold medal and Lieutenant-Colonel W. Molesworth, 
L.M.S., who got a C.L.E. OnMr, Justice L. C. Miller knighthood has been 
bestowed. Sir Harold Stuart of the Local Council has been honoured with a 
K.C.S.I. While we congratulate all these gentlemen on having their work 
in their respective spheres recognized and appreciated by the Government, we 
cannot help expressing our surprise at the very meagreness to which Madras 
is treated. As usual names which ought to have been in the list are not there. 
Again it 1s a sad comment either on the public life of Madras or Government’s 
willingness for recognition that not a single non-official (other than those 
serving on the local boards) who is associated with the public life in this 
Province could be found to be deserving of honour.”

On the lines of this policy the Bombay Government has sent round a circu- 
lar note to the Magistrates under its jurisdiction to the effect that :— 
“ Magistrates should, at their discretion acquit offenders who appear before 
them for the first time if they undertake to better their conduct in future.” 
This sensible note of the Bombay Government is undoubtedly worthy of 
imitation everywhere. 


(d) Education. 


18. In the course of an article on education, the Andhraprakasika, of 
the 17th June, says :—The British Government 
in India have not as yet favoured the people 
with free primary education. On the whole the number of educated Indians 
is not more than one per cent. of the population. It is a hundred years since 
the British assumed the Government of India. Free and compulsory primar 
education has been introduced in some of the Native States. But in British 
India the enormous military. expenditure does not afford scope for its 
introduction. 


19. A sub-leader in the Malabar Islam, of the 12th June, refers to the 
difficulties in the matter of higher education 
which ghosha ladies at present — und 
approves of the decision of the Madras Government to establish a second- 
grade college for women from the Ist proximo. 


20. After enumerating the resolutions of the Agricultural Board that met 

| at Coimbatore in December last, and after 
referring to the progress made by the Verna- 
cular Agricultural schools in the Bombay Presidency, a leader in the 
Manorama, of the 12th June, expresses satisfaction at the action of the 
Government in inviting the opinion of the Board of Revenue on the advisa- 
bility of establishing Vernacular Agricultural schools in this Presidency and 
prays to God that our Government, Local Boards and wealthy philanthropists 
may be pleased to labour. together for the accomplishment of this object. 


21. After describing the deplorable condition of the Vadavannur cle-

Vadavannar elementary school. wip Atchutha Menon, a correspondent in the 

Manorama, of the 12th June, suggests that the Board should, for the sake of 

efficiency, take over the management of the same into their own hands, and 

that the educational authorities concerned should lose no time in redressing 

the grievances of the people in the neighbourhood by dving the needful in 
the matter. 

22. The Sahifa, of the 11th June, has a letter which says:—About 50 


candidates had this year appeared for the 
Hyderabad students and the Intermediate Examination in Arts from the 


Madras University. Nizam College. The surprise caused at the 


results of the examination is indescribable. The fact that only 11 out of 47 
likely candidates were fortunate enough to come out successful is very 
reorettable. Persons interested in matters connected with education are not 
ignorant of the course of studies that students have to prepare 1n to reach the 
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limits of higher education and of the knowledge they thus attain. May God 
preserve the School Final examination which enables students to step into 
the College without much difficulty! But we are much affected by the 
non-success of these unfortunate students who are destined to achieve nothi 
but the shedding of a few tears after having completed their two years’ 
course and that too after much hard work by day and by night. e do 
not concur with the crooked-minded persons who attribute the cause of 
the failure to the prejudice and bias of the examiners of the Madras 
University. But in this connection, we can’t but express that to yoke as 
it were the students of the Nizam College to the carriage of the Madras 
University can under no circumstances be a good test of their ability and 
knowledge. 

Kither the Nizam College should be as soon as possible severed from 
the Madras University and affiliated to the Bombay or Allahabad or some 
other University; or the standard of education of the students should 
be so shaped from the very beginning as to standardise it with that of 
Madras. ‘The second alternative of course is complicated and difficult. 
But the first is comparatively simple and | goey The fortune of the 
College and its students would be improved from bad to better and from 
better to best. | 

The College can boast of the possession of most efficient teachers. 
Students also exert themselves. ‘They work even till 2 p.w. at night. It is 
regrettable that last year only five escaped the slaughter out of the 35 
candidates sent up, for of these at least 20 had been expected to pass. The 
fact that this year also only 11 out of 47 got through the examination 
cannot be a bright or hopeful sign for the future. 

The correspondent suggests to the Nizam’s educational authorities the 
advisability of severing their connection with the Madras University. With 
this suggestion the Sahzfa concurs,

The population of Calicut, 
‘ts area and the amount of taxes collected therein, all go to show that the 
elected members in the ogy cn gases: | of Calicut should have been increased 
long before this. Now that the resolution has been passed by a majority of

In this connection the article recommends the formation of a rate-paycrs’ 
association, the object of which is to enable them to brieg their grievances to 
the notice of the Municipality or Government and to see that the right of 
election is properly exercised by the people. 


97, Referring to the report of the Sanitary Commissioner on the 
malarial mosquitoes the Jaridah-i-Roegar, of the 
13th June, says:—The report among other 
matters says that so long as wells remain, the mosquitoes cannot cease to 
exist. Much attention however appears not to have been paid to the public 
objection which is supposed to be based on the fear of a closure of the water- 
pipes. If wells in houses that have no water-pipes be closed up, how can the 
people get water-? In such cases Mussalman females and Hindu females, 
who observe gosha, will suffer the most. Had the Commissioner suggested 
to the Municipality to open taps in all houses, no one would have objected 
to the closing up of wells. It is hoped that the Commissioner as well as the 
Municipal authorities will consider this point.

(7) Salt and Abkari. 


28. While admitting that no exception can be taken to a further increase 
in the taxation of trees which are tapped for 
| extracting toddy, as it will necessarily act as a 
check upon drunkenness, a leader in the Kerala Sanchari, of the 17th June, 
remarks :—It is the Cherumakkals and other classes who mainly live upon 
toldy, that will suffer most from the proposed increase in the taxation, which 
must needs raise the price of toddy. ‘They have to depend solely on their 
daily wages for their maintenance. It is because they are in the habit of 
drinking toddy both when they go to and return from their work, that they 
do not feel the pangs of hunger so much. Their wages have not increased in 
proportion to the rise in the prices of food-stuffs. It must be borne in mind 
that generally thefts and other crimes grow when people fail to find some 
means of subsistence. It is to be hoped therefore that the authorities con- 
cerned will pay due attention to the hard case of these poor helpless people 
when considering the question. _

ment College, and says:—We sincerely hope that this gentleman will be 
confirmed in this place. The Government of Madras has never, till now, 
appointed an Indian to act as Professor of English in the Presidency College, 
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though there is no lack of competent Indians to fill this post. We are glad 
to note that the Bombay Government is more liberal than the Madras Govern. 
ment in this respect. : 


80. Referring to the appointment of Mr. Statham, additional Professo; 
oe of History in the Presidency College here, as 
The Principalship of tbe acting Principal of the Kumbakénam College, 
during the absence of Mr. J. A. Yates, the 
Swadesamitran, of the 11th June, says :—It is regretttble that the Govern- 
ment should have thought that no Indian Professor in the Kumbakinam 
College was fit to act as Principal. We do not see why Mr. T. Sankaran 
Nayar, one of the Indian Professors in this College, should not be made to 
act as Principal. 


81, Adverting to the resolution of the Chingleput District Conference 
that the intervention of the Government should 
be sought for to reduce the rising price of fuel, 
the Swadesamitran, of the 12th June, observes :—It was pointed out by the 
mover of this resolution that, as the sale of fuel in the Government forests 


The high price of fuel. 


was left in the hands of contractors, they raised the price of fuel as they liked, 


thus causing a great hardship to the people, and that the only remedy for 
this was for the Government to appoint its own agents for selling fuel in 
Government forests and to fix a reasonably moderate price for it. Similar 
requests were made of the Governor by the people of Salem, Coimbatore and 
Madura. This subject was also brought up for discussion in the Madras 
Legislative Council. The Government has not cared for any of these things 
and continues the existing system. We donot know how the Government 
is justified in thus acting quite contrary to the wishes of the people. What- 
ever may be the attitude of the Government, the people will continue to 
complain, as long as this serious grievance remains unredressed. Fuel is as 
necessary for the people as rice, tamarind or chillies and the present high price 
of this article is therefore causing real hardship to the people. How long 
can the Government be quietly seeing the people suffer? I[t must remedy 
the evil sooner or later. When the forests were originally reserved, it was 
stated that the people would have full facilities for obtaining fuel. The 


. Forest Department has now béen in existence for nearly 40 years and is 


imposing several restrictions upon the people. The people were expecting 
that something good would result from the work of this department at some 
time or other. But no such benefit has accrued to the people. On the other 
hand the price of fuel has gone up threefold. What are we to say of the 
advantages derived by the people from the work of this department ! 


32. Referring to the announcement in the Gazette that Sir J. E. P. Wallis 
| has been nominated again as the Vice- 
be oe of the Chancellor of the Madras University, the 
cermieacleciacas J Swadesamitran, of the 13th June, says:— 
We do not know why this gentleman is being nominated as Vice-Chancellor 
over and over again. By this we do not mean to question his competency 
to occupy this position. Our contention is that this place should be given 
to a competent Indian. What objection can there be to nominate to this post 
Mr. B. Hanumanta Rao, who has enough of experience in the Educational 
Department? If the intention of the Government is to nominate only High 
Court Judges to this post, why should not the choice fall upon Justice Sir 
C. Sankaran Nayar ? 


33. The Swadesamitran, of the 15th June, writes :—It is regrettable that 

. _ the resolution, which was to have been brought 

, rh weer and their forward in the Legislative Council by the 
SME 2 Were: Hon’ble Mr. B. V. Narasimma Ayyar, protest- 

ing against the low-paid clerks in Government offices being made to work 
for long hours in the day and to take work home even on holidays, was 
after all withdrawn. We think there are thousands of such clerks in this 
Presidency and thousands of such low-paid employees on the Railways in India. 
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It isa pity that the Government bestows no attention upon the fact that 
several families may be seriously affected by such a large number of persons 
overworking themselves, without having any rest. We ure told that 
Mr. Narasimma Ayyar withdrew his resolution in accordance with the wishes 
of his colleagues in the Council. These colleagues should surely be devoid 
of all patriotism or sympathy. It is surprising that the very Government 
which came to the rescue of the labourers working in factories in India by 
legally fixing the number of hours they can be made to work, does not care 
in the least about the hardship suffered by the clerks in the offices subordinate 
to it, on account of their being overworked. The Public Service Commission 
is now enquiring about the condition of the highly-paid officials. There is 
no one to suggest the — of a commission to enquire about the 
condition of the low-paid clerks. 


84. Referring to the decision of *the arbitrators appointed to settle the 
dispute between the Mysore State and the 
Madras Government on this subject, the 
Svadesamitran, of the 16th June, observes :—This decision has created a stir 
in the Tanjore and Trichinopoly districts, where the Cauvery river is the 
only source of irrigation. The mirasidars in these districts complain that 
61 feet of water in the Cauvery will not at all be enough for irrigational 
purposes. The Madras Government has evidently relied upon the opinion of 
its Engineers in accepting the award of the arbitrators. But very often there 
is a wide gulf between the opinion of the Engineers and the needs of the 
people. It is because these Engineers have no practical knowledge, the 
agriculturists have to complain of want of irrigational facilities. If the 
mirasidars lose, it means loss to the Government. ‘lhe mirasidars of the 
Tanjore and Trichinopoly districts have invested large’ sums of money upon 
land and the present decision means a heavy loss to them. ‘The only thing 
they can do now is to hold meetings in a number of places and petition the 
Government to come to their rescue. The Government of India should be 
requested to withhold, for a time, its approval of the decision of the arbitra- 
tors. If necessary, appeals should be sent up to the Secretary of State for 
India and the British Parliament. When lakhs of people are about to lose 
their livelihood, it 1s not an ordinary matter. So the people should evince 
vreater activity and enthusiasm in this affair and make the Government of 
India understand that it should not treat this question lightly. 


35. The Gnana Bhanu, for June, says:—We learn that it 1s proposed 
A Ratk Goilee at Delh;, °° Start a Rajkumar College at Delhi for the 
ayeamar womege ab mem. benefit of the Princes in Natives States. We 
do not think that there is any necessity for such a college. The Prince of 
Wales, who will one day be the de facto King of the huge British Empire, is 
said to have studied in the Magdaleen College in Oxford, along with a 
number of poor students. Why should the Princes in our Native States 
require a separate college for themselves? They will be able to understand 
the grievances of the people and redress them, only if they move with the 
latter freely. As far as we can see, the only benefit the sons of our zamindars 
and ruling chiefs have derived from one or two colleges which are already in 
existence for their sake is a mania for hunting and gaming. 


36. The Vaisyamitran, of the 15th June, observes :—There is a general 

Tho ‘Tam: complaint that the committee appointed by 
he Tamil Lexicon Committee. the Government to prepare a Tamil Lexicon is 
not doing its work properly and that the personnel of this committee is not as 
it should be. We arealso of the same opinion. Some questions were asked in 
the Legislative Council about the salary paid to the Chairman of this committee 
and other points. But the reply of the Government was as unsatisfactory 
as it could be. It is stated that Rs. 15,000 have already been spent by the 
committee. But, the work done is proportionately very small. The sample 
pages of the Lexicon published by the committee were sent to the Tamil 
Sangam at Madura and the latter body is said to have remarked that a 
Lexicon prepared on the lines of these sample pages would not be useful to 
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the Tamilians. It will be deplorable indeed if, even after the Government 
spending lakhs of rupees, a good Tamil Lexicon is not produced. Even now 
the Government can improve the quality of the work roposed to be published 
by this committee, by enlarging it and adding capable Pandits to it. 


The Liva-ul-Islam, of the 18th June, also comments on this subject in the 
same strain. 


37. The Swadesamitran, of the 17th June, writes:—There is a gulf of 

difference between the interest taken by the 
The poor in England and in Government in England in the welfare of the 
India. poorer classes and that taken by the Indian 
Government in this matter. Old men among the poorer classes in England are 
given a pension which will suffice for their sustenance. There is also an 
Insurance Fund in that country for the benefit of those who are incapable of 
doing any work, owing to old age, disease or the like. Now Mr. Lloyd George 
proposes to bring forward a Bill in the Parliament for improving the condition 
of the agriculturists in villages. When the British statesmen are trying their 
best to improve the condition of the poorer classes in all possible ways, the 
english officials in India do not even take the trouble of ascertaining the 
real condition of these classes here. What can the Governor or the Members 
of his Council or the District Collectors know about the condition of the ryots 
living in villages? It is on account of this that the officials do not evince 
any sympathy for the poor ryots. They look at the official accounts and 
records and say that the poorer classes in this country are gradually improving. 
What else can they say ? Will they admit that the people of this country are 
becoming poorer day by day, when the whole responsibility for the adminis- 
tration rests upon them? So, it is the duty of our people to make our rulers 
understand the real condition of the poorer classes. There is no use of talking 
about it now and then. We will be laughed at and derided as being selfish. 
Without caring for these things, we should continue to complain of the 


condition of our poorer brethren and our rulers will then be forced to hear us 
one day or other. 


38. The Swadesamitran, of the 18th June, takes exception to the appoint- 
ment of Mr. W. QO. Smith as Professor of 
History in the Patna College, ignoring the 
claims of Mr. Jadunath Sirkar, who has been 
holding this post for the last 15 years and observes :—The only disqualifica- 
tion for ifr. Sircar was that he belongs to the Provincial Educational Service, 
whereas Mr. Smith belongs to the Indian Educational Service. Perhaps his 
being an Indian is also a disqualification. His capability as a Professor is 
admitted to be of a very high order. It seems he is an authority on the 
Moghul period. It does not reflect much credit upon the wisdom of the 
Behar Government to have chosen for this place a raw Graduate of the 
Oxford University, with no experience in teaching history, instead of pro- 


moting the present incumbent, Mr. Sirkar, to the Indian Educational Service 
aud confirming him in this appointment. 


39. In expressing its satisfaction at the release of Sri Bal Gangadar Tilak, 
Be hs ee the Swadesamitran, of the 18th June, says :— 
Tilak neece® ‘The news of his release will be received with 
joy throughout India. He was sentenced to 
transportation for six years by Justice Davar of the Bombay High Court on 
the 22nd July 1908. The whole of India was ‘bewildered by this sentence. 
The popular opinion was that it was too severe a punishment for a cultured 
man of the stamp of Mr, Tilak. It was then believed that the Government 
would release him after some time. The people expected:his release when 
Lord Minto announced the reforms in the constitution of the Legislative 
Councils and again when the King-Emperor visited this country. But their 
hopes were not realised. There was not even a remission of a portion of the 
imprisonment, into which his punishment was subsequently converted by the 
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Governor of Bombay. The Government acted upon the cry of the Anglo- 
Indian newspapers that no concession whatever should be allowed to those 
who were convicted for sedition. The result was that this rare patriot had 
to undergo the full term of the punishment inflicted on him. 


The Hindu Nesan, of the 18th June, also comments in the same strain on 
this subject. 


40. Referring to the strenuous attempts made by the British merchants 
to increase the cultivation of the cotton crop in 
India and the active support given to them by 
the Government, the Swadesamitran, of the 19th June, observes :—The Gov- 
ernment is not at all wise in increasing the extent of cotton cultivation in 
India, without trying to ascertain the real wants of the people. But the 
Secretary of State for India is not in a position to do anything beneficial to 
the Indians, if it is against the interests of the European merchants. 


41. ‘The Swadesamitran, of the 19th June, heartily approves of the 
proposal made by Sir Fazulbhoy Kharimboy 
at Bombay some days back that the King- 
Iimperor should: be requested to extend the 
term of Lord Hardinge, as Viceroy of India, by two years, and says ;—Lord 
Hardinge has been successfully combating tne unrest in India by his states- 
manship and sympathy for the people. He has been fostering the new 
aspirations infused into the minds of the Indians by the visit of the King- 
Emperor to this country. He has won the confidence and esteem of his 
subjects both by his words and deeds. He has been making geniune efforts 
to improve sanitation and education. Local institutions, such as munici- 
palities, district boards and taluk boards, have been receiving liberal 
support in his regime and the privileges of the local Governments have also 
been enlarged. In fact Lord Hardinge has been doing all he could to make 
the people work for the benefit of the country with unanimity and wisdom. 
If this beneficent Viceroy leaves us at the end of his usual term of office. 
many reforms begun by him will be left unfinished and the progress of the 
Indians, for which he has been working whole-heartedly, will be obstructed. 
So it is very necessary that his term of office should be extended by at least 
two years, as was done in the case of Lord Curzon. 


42. The Andhrapairika, of the 17th June, says :—Our Government have 
arranged to publish in the form of a book, 
samples (woodcuts of samples ?) of the brass 
and copper works in South India, and distribute copies of the same to able 
artizans in our Presidency. Some of them will be presented to educational 
institutions. ‘The National School at Rajahmundry has been included in the 
list but not the National College at Masulipatam. But ten copies will be left 
with the Director for distribution according to his discretion and we hope he 
will not forget the National College at Masulipatam. It is regrettable that 
the Government, who have undertaken to publish a book on such extensive 
industries, have not arranged to present copies thereof to newspapers which 
disseminate a knowledge of the industries to the people.

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ter for irrigation purposes, no facilities have been offered to the ryot at 
pps regards cilia It is but right therefore that thie duty is entrusted 


to others as an experiment for some time. In their evidence before the 
Decentralization Commission, the witnesses requested the Commission to 
recommend to Government the delegation of this duty to the Collectors and 
the Divisional Officers who are responsible for the collection of the revenue. 
Until this is done, the present grievances of the ryots cannot be redressed. 
he Public Works Department authorities should be asked to carry out the 
instructions of the Collector in matters such as water-supply, the repairs of 
tanks, etc. 


ANDERAPATHIKA, Writing on the same subject, thie Andhrapatrika, of the 19th June, 

June 19th, 1914 says :-—-The ryots do not experience any difficulty in irrigating their crops 
under tanks, for although the tanks are under the control of the Public Works 
Department, yet the water therein is distributed by Revenue subordinates 
ee not by Public Works Department subordinates as in the case of water in 

the canals under the anicuts. ‘There is strict supervieion over the Revenue 
subordinates, whereas there is none over the Pablic Works Department 
subordinates. Asin the case of minor irrigation works, the Public Works 
Department officers may attend to the extension of the canals and their 
repairs, but the duty of distributing the water sbould be made over to the 
Kkevenue subordinates. ‘The Public Works Department Sub-divisional 
officers must be transferred to the Revenue Department as Special Deput 
Collectors. ‘They should communicate with Collectors in the matter of the 
distribution of water, and with the Engineering Department in connection 
with the extension of and repairs to canals. If this 1s a source of additional 
expenditure to Government, they must not mind it, for by the above arrange- 
ment they will be avoiding the stigma that attaches to the Public Works 
Department, that the conveniences of the public cannot be secured until the 
Public Works Department subordinates are bribed.

the British fleet, an increase in the army will be necessitated for purposes of 
protection. As Persian affairs are India’s affairs as well, the Indian rate- 
payer will have to meet the increase in the cost of the maintenance of this 
army. It is not proper that in matters of this kind, the Government of India 


have not been consulted. When the opportunity offers, they must refuse to. 
bear this unnecessary expenditure.

POON Ee ; complains that a recent order of the local 
artes, ae ssmuenon ©" authorities in Coorg, requiring all ryots to 


destroy the /antana weed in their respective 
holdings, has resulted in great hardship to the ryots, inasmuch as such 
destruction entails an amount of labour and expense which is beyond the 
means of most of them, and is besides attended with obvious disadvantages. 
The writer proceeds to observe that the weed cannot be effectually destroyed. 
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unless the operations are continued for nearly four successive years, that 
unless some other crop is grown on the plot immediately after the first 
clearance, other weeds such as“ touch me not” and “ tholasi”, which are 
even more harmful than Janiana, take its resu that the tender leaves of 
lantuna are useful as fodder for cattle, that if burnt down when the ryot has 
the means to bring the plot under cultivation it forms a rich manure for the 
land, and lastly that even ¢akkavi loans are now denied to he ryots on the 
ground that the orders relating to the destruction of /antana have not been 
complied with, and that all representations on the subject through the Land- 
holders’ Association have been altogether fruitless. The writer finally urges 
that meetings should be organised by the Secretary of the above said associ- 
ation and leaflets published broadcast in English as well as the vernacular so 
as to make this grievance known throughout the country. 


48. After a reference to the meetings held in different parts of India on 
the occasion of the Viceroy’s birthday and to 
the resolutions passed thereat, an editorial 
note in the Lokaprakasam, of the 22nd June, says:—Ever since he assumed 
the reins of government, Lord Hardinge has been earning the goodwill, love 
and confidence of the people. Even Lord Ripon and Lord Minto who loved 
Indians and did much for them, did not succeed in winning such laurels 
here as Lord Hardinge has done. On the eve of his departure from England, 
he declared his chief object in coming over to India to be, to hold the scales 
evenly between the various castes and creeds in India. Although some others 
had, before him, given utterance to similar views, to him alone it remained 
to act up to it successfully. Huis action in the Cawnpore conspiracy case and 
his fight with the Government of South Africa on behalf of the Indians of 
that place are specially praiseworthy. 


The people of India cannot help being extremely sorry to lose such a 
Viceroy and therefore they will try their utmost to get his term of office ex- 
tended. Moreover there are many important matters such as the work of the 
Public Services Commission, the position of Indians in other parts of the Empire, 
the consideration of the report of the Currency Commission, and so on, 
awaiting settlement at this moment, and these cannot be disposed of within 
the remaining period of his administration. Hence we hope that His 
Imperial Majesty will be graciously pleased not to reject the prayers of his 
Indian subjects to extend Lord Hardinge’s term of office, and we pray to 
God that the future of Lord and Lady Hardinge may be ever more and more 
glorious.

Except in matters of finance, he has the power to override the decision of the 
Council Members, and in cases of emergency he can act independently of 
them. He is even at liberty to withhold information from the Council, if in 
his opinion any matter is of a confidential nature. Hence we are constrained 
to remark that the Council is such only in name, that no special good can 
result from it, and that this re-organisation will not tend to remove Indian 
opposition to it.

We welcome the suggestion which came from 

the President of the Conference that appointments to judicial offices should 

be based on the results of a competitive test. Equally valuable is the resolu-

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Amildar of a neighbouring taluk who is thus without jurisdiction over thie 
police concerned in the investigation as also the resolution which stated that 
the power of summary disposal of cases should not be given to officers who 
have not had considerable experience as first-class magistrates. It was also 
rightly pointed out that as the better qualified class of legal practitioners, such 
as barristers and advocates, always flocked to cities like Bangalore and 
Mysore, it was necessary that the class of men known as muktyars, who were 
of great service in the less important courts, should be required to pass a 
judicial test such as the Criminal Higher or Lower, in order to ensure greater 
efficiency among them. There was also the more vital question of the 
harassment of litigants, arising from the delay in obtaining justice, which 
results from various causes such as the practice of posting too many cases Yor 
a single day, the neglect in the 19 8 service of summons and the excuses 
from the vakils themselves pleading’ for adjournment owing to other 
engagements. ‘These defects, we must affirm, it behoves the Chief Court to 
enquire into and remedy. It has also come to light that the ends of justice 
are considerably frustrated by the process service establishment, which is 
believed to be corrupt. We would therefore urge that all process work such 
as the service of summons and attachment of property in execution of decrees 
may, with advantage, be restored to the agency of village officers who, we 
are glad to observe, now belong, as a rule, to a better educated and more 
capable class of public servants. Lastly, we would point out that a Confer- 
ence of this kind should meet every year, soon after the close of the sittings 
of the Representative Assembly, so as to profit by the valuable suggestions 
of this body. 


Writing on the same subject the Vrittanta Patrika, of the 18th J une 
observes :—By far the most important among the many judicial problems 
discussed at. this Conference was the one relating to the separation of judicial 
from executive functions. We must confess, however, that we are not 
convinced that the time has come for carrying out this much-talked-of reform. 
We are of opinion that the main defect of judicial administration in Mysore 
lies in the fact that its officers are almost wholly ignorant of the conditions 
of rural life and that the providing of means tu remedy this defect is bound 
to do far more in the direction of efficiency than any attempt to divest 
executive officers of their judicial functions. It is also our belief that the 
practice of recruiting the judicial service almost wholly from the bar cannot 
be conducive to greater efficiency, as such a policy inevitably tends to 


encourage hair-splitting discussion on irrelevant matters and augment 
tardiness. 


60. Commenting on the annual report on the Revenue administration in 
Mysore, the Vrittanta Patrika, of the 18th 
June, writes :— Although the Government have 
remarked that the work of this department has, 
on the whole, been satisfactory, the shortcomings are many and obvious, as 
can be seen from the review published by the Government themselves. The 
delay in the disposal of darkhast applications, irregularities in yamabandi work, 
the neglect on the part of Deputy and Assistant Commissioners to do the 
requisite amount of inspection work, the delay in the disposal of applications 
tor takkavi loans, etc., and the neglect in the work of tanks supervision and 
of the preservation of boundary marks are among the defects pointed out. 
When the work of the revenue authorities is found to be so obviously 
unsatisfactory, it behoves the Government to enquire whether these officers are 
taxed with more work than they can cope with, or whether they are inefficient 
or guilty of wilful neglect. Our opinion is that the Deputy Commissioners 
are overburdened with duties. In addition to their work as the heads of

every department in the district administration and their magisterial 


functions as the Chief Magistrate, they have now to spend a large part of 
their time in connection with the Economic Conference. It is. true, that: 
they have been given a few assistants, but it is not clear what duties may 
be delegated to them. What we are pained to see is the lack of disciplinary 
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rigour on the part of Government. There is not a single remark’ of 
censure against-any of its officers who may have been guilty of obvious 
neglect or inefbeiency. We must also point out that the newly-created work 
of the Economic Conference } interferes with the ordinary duties of officers. 
If this state of things should continue, more important work, such as the 
collection of revenue, may assuredly suffer, and discontent arise umong the 
people. ‘There can be no question that our administrative machinery points 


to a sad lack of aetivity and vigour.

He was pleased to remark that Vernacular newspapers 
were devoid of educational value, that they dwelt on mere trivialities and 
pandered to the tastes of the vulgar, that the masses have yet to be seized 
with a desire to acquire knowledge through newspapers, and that the tone of 
the Canarese press was likely to do more harm than good. Who can fail to 
be struck with these golden words? It is surprising however, that one who 
does not know even @ syllable of the Canarese language should presume to 
speak on the diction or tone of the journalistic literature in that tongue. 
When it is plain enough that editors in these days, bent on popular progress, 
and regardless of fatigue in the service of the country, try to bring valuable 
information on all topics, educational and professional, within the easy reach 
of even cottage-dwellers, it 1s remarkable how one can bring himself to sa 
that newspapers pander to the tastes of the vulgar. Every journalist is 
bound to resent these remarks of Mr. Chatterton. It is very much to be 
regretted that even the Honourable Diwan seemed to ignore these annoying

All along, the Government has 
been committing mistakes without having any idea of the grievances of the 
people. It can no longer afford to do so. The Government now says that 


the people do not take active interest in getting their grievances redressed. 
The people should therefore keep up an incessant agitation.

The majority of the latter are English merchants 
and they are backed up by the Englishnan and the Statesman. Some days 
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back there was # dinner among the Englishmen in Calcutta and this occasion 
was availed of by some of them to discuss this question. Sir George Souther- 
land, an English merchant, remarked that Delhi would be a capital only in 
name, a8 the Government officials will always remain at Simla and the 
Governer-General and the members of Government will always be touring 
round the country. This has been repeated so often by the Englishmen. But 
Sir Walter Lawrence, another Englishman, spoke in a different strain. He 
stated that the change in the seat of the capital would enable the Provincial 
Governments to progress on independent lines and the Provincial administra- 
tion to be conducted according to the wishes of the people. This is entirely 
in accordance with the popular opinion in this country. There is no doubt 
that the Provincial Governments will grow more and more independent. 
‘The income and expenditure of each Province will be estimated, not according 
to the wishes of the Government of India, but according to the needs of each 
Province. Unlike the present system, in which the Government of India 
distributes among the Provinces what remains after meeting its own 
expenditure, the Provinces will contribute towards the expenditure of the 
Government of India only if they have a surplus over and above their 
expenditure. The Lord Bighop of Calcutta, who was also present at this 
dinner, observed that it rested upon the British people to be candid and 
just towards the Indians and that this duty was surlonieed by the English 
merchants. We think he used the words ‘‘ was performed” by mistake for 
the words ‘*‘ was to be performed ”’; for we do not believe that the English 
merchants have ever been candid and just towards the Indians. Even caking 
for granted that these merchants treat the Indians with respect, there is 
nothing wonderful in it, nor does it count for much. If they wish to help the 
Indians, they should sympathise with them whenever anything happens to 
affect their interests for good or bad and stand by their side. We do nat 
think the English merchants are doing so. This is illustrated by the evidence 
given by them before the Public Service Commission. 


67. The Swadesamitran, of the 11th June, observes :—-News has been 


received that the Bill brought forward in the 
South African Parliament by General Smutts 
for redressing the grievances of the Indians has been passed into law, in the 
face of a strong opposition from the representatives of Natal. We hope that 
the condition of the Indians in South Africa will not be so miserable here- 
after. The newspapers in London shower encomiums upon General Smutts 
and General Botha for their having successfully carried this Bill through the 
Union Parliament. We do not yet know how far the Indiansin South Africa 
are satisfied with this Bill having been passed into law. Anyhow, the 
abolition of the capitation tax of £3, the concession granted to Muhammadans 
in respect of marriage, and the promise that the Colonial Government will 
bestow special attention to tle convenience of the Indians in carrying out its 
orders, are bound to give satisfaction to the Indians. Though the crisis in 
South Africa has been for the present got over, there still remains the problem 
regarding the condition of the Indians in British Colonies generally. We 
are at a loss to know the attitude of the Ministers about the hardships suffered 
by the Indians in Canada. It is becoming clear, day by om! that Indians 
cannot afford to set foot in a foreign country. ‘They have no liberty even in 
the British Colonies. If this is a fact, the British Ministers may declare 
openly that the condition of the Indians will continue the same. At present 


they say one thing but do another. 


68. In the course of a long leader dilating upon the evil habit, now 

. _ prevalent in India, of paying money to bride- 
The evil habit of paying grooms in marriages and the best means of 
money to Sydagmeame. reventing this in the interests of the com- 


munity the Swadesamitran, of the 15th June, observes :—A part from 
the attempts made by the people themselves to put a stop to this practice, 
the Government should pass a law prohibiting the payment of money to 


Indians in South Africa. 
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_ It may be argued that such a law will prevent only th. 
eas ge mone - that the bridegrooms may still’ demand Jewels, 
vessels, etc. But these will be enjoyed only by the bride. 


89. The Hindu Nesan, of the 15th June, writes:—The time ha; 
come for settling the general question whetho; 
the subjects of the British Empire have the 
right of entering and residing in any British 
Colony. Our readers are aware of the Canadian Government having refused 
to permit the Indians on board the steamer Komagata Maru to land anv. 
where in the Colony. This is the outcome of the rule recently made by this 
Colonial Government prohibiting the emigration of Asiatics. _ This rule has 
been approved even by the Privy Council. But still there is tlie gencral 
question whether the subjects o the British Empire have the right of 
entering the British Colonies or not. We should all try to have this question 
settled in the time of Lord Eardinge himself, who boldly interfered on 
behalf of the Indians in South Africa and had their grievances redressed. 
If this is not possible, we should try to get a law passed prohibiting the 
entry of any Colonial into India and the importation of all Colonial goods. 


The Swadesamitran, of the 16th June, reports the Bengalee of Calcutta to 
have written as follows upon this subject :— Our Sovereign has clearly declared 
that we have all the privileges which the other subjects of the British Empire 
have. If the Colonials have the right of entering India and carrying on 
business here, we, Indians, have an equal right of entering and settling in 
the Colonies. No one has the power to deny us this right. The Colonial 
Governments cannot have the power of treating, with eontempt, the 
authority of those who are at the head of affairs in the British Empire. We 
are only claiming a right, to which we are entitled oy the law of the land 
and the constitution of the Government. Though the Colonial Governments 
have the right of managing their affairs themselves, they should not flout the 
supreme authority of the British Government. The authority of the British 
Government must prevail and we shall make it prevail. The trouble in 
South Africa has just now ceased ; but the trouble in Canada has begun. The 
primary cause of the trouble in both these places is the same. It involves 
the following questions. Are the Colonials justified in treating us like slaves, 
if we enter their territory ? Are we to put up with this treatment? Should 
we not pay the Colonials in their own coin? ‘These are hard words indeed ; 


but hard words have to be used at certain junctures. The present trouble in 
Canada is such a juncture. 


70. The Lokopakart, of the 15th June, expresses its dissatisfaction at the 


a ee ee ee way in which the committee appointed by the 


_ Government to prepare this lexicon is doing its 
work and observes :—It is now 18 months since this committee began its 


work and we learn that Rs. 18,000 have been spent by it till now. Consider- 
ing this expenditure, the work turned out by the committee is disproportion- 
ately small. Even this work has not been done satisfactorily and it will 
not, we are afraid, be of much use to the Tamilians. We can surely say that 
at this rate there is no chance of this work being finished within the time 
allotted and the cost estimated. The four specimen pages of the lexicon 
published by the committee show clearly that it will not be useful to the 
Tamilians in any way. Those who undertake this work should have a 
thorough knowledge of the different vernaculars. As the present members 
of this committee cannot be credited with such a knowledge, the work of 


preparing a lexicon cannot be done by them satisfactorily. So the Syndicate 


and the Government would do well to add a number of capable Pandits to 
this committee. 


The subjects of the British 
Empire and the Britieh Colonies. 


71. The Desabhimam,| of the 13th June, says:—In the matter of the

They have become big landiords and pleaders, and are exercisin arbitrary 
sathulie over the Andhras. They are alarmed at the idea of ’ separate 
Andhra Province, for 1f such a Province be constituted by Government, they 
will not be able to command the same influence in the Andhra country as at 
present. There are, however, vome great impartial men among them who 
have sympathised with the Andhra movement. Although theother Tamilians 
may work against it, yet the agitation for an Andhra Province is bound to 
meet with success. 


-2,. In a leader on the age te the Viceroy’s birthday colebrations, 
ee lee e rapairika, of the 20th June, says :-— 
Lord Hardinge s ee ; The birthdays of Kings are salleeied in 
every country. But history makes no mention of the birthday of any 
Viceroy having been celebrated in any country. It is the unique privilege 
of our present Viceroy, Lord Hardinge to see his birthday celebrated all over 
India. He took up the remns of Government under most strange circum- 
stances. One Governor-General ruled the country in an arbitrary manner 
and left it in a state of great agitation, which took the shape of a new move- 
inent in India. His successor adopted a policy which while being liberal 
on the one hand was repressive on the other. ‘To suppress the unrest caused 
by such a policy, Lord Hardinge was appointed as the Governor-General of 
India. It 1s no exaggeration to say that from the very beginning of his term 
of office he believed that the misery caused by arbitrary severity could not 
be removed except by arbitrary kindness. His annulment of the partition of 
Bengal, his-nectarlike utterances expressing sympathy with our Muham- 
madan brethren who were involved in the Cawnpore mosque case and his 
determination to spread education besides arranging to grant fifty lakhs for 
educational purposes, are some indications of his ardent love for us. His 
sympathy with the South African Indians, and his endeavour to ameliorate 
their condition show that he is tender-hearted, and is an advocate of liberty 
and universal brotherhood. That in spite of the attempt upon his life, he 
declared to the world that he would govern the country with the same 
sympathy that characterised his policy before that event, and with unabated 
confidence in the Indians is a sure sign of his magnanimity. We hope that 
not only the Andhras but the whole country will join with us in praying that 
His Majesty will grant him an extension of his term of office for five years 
so that he may complete the reforms inaugurated by him. 


In a leader on the subject of His Excellency the Viceroy’s birth- 
Lord Hardince’s bisthda day, the Andhraprakastka, of the 20th June, 
ea says:—The evil that the country suffered by 
reason of the arbitrary acts of Lord Curzon is not an ordinary one. It is 
enough to say in this connection that the great fire ignited by the partition 
of Bengal has been put out by His Majesty the King-Emperor in person. 
Everybody knows the changes that have been introduced in the admunistra- 
tion of India ever since he landed on her shores. The fears of the people 
have been dispelled, and’ they were restcred to peace and contentment. ‘I'he 
Government have adopted a policy of sympathy for the ruled, and every- 
where are seen auspicious signs of the future. ‘The name of Lord Hardinge 
will ever be gratefully remembered in this country. The well-wishers of 
India are unanimously endeavouring to obtain an extension of his term of 
office for two years. 


The Sasilekha, of the 28rd June, makes the following comments :— 
Fortunately for India, Lord Minto and Lord Hardinge were successively 
appointed to succeed Lord Curzon, who after a regime of seven years left 
India in a state of great.unrest. Lord Minto punished the extremists created 
by Lord Curzon, honoured. the moderates, reformed the administration, and 
gave high appointments to the Indians. Lord Hardinge has followed in the 


footsteps.of Lord Minto and: carried on the policy of administration initiated 
by him. He-:anmulledithe: partition:of Bengal and gained the confidence of 


the Bengalees. He-forgave men accused of great offences and thus proclaimed 
his magnanimity: . He was: instrumental in the appointment of the Public 
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Services Commission, and the interest he evinced in the South African 
question cannot be overestimated. ut he has not as yet completed the task 
he has undertaken. The recommendations of the Decentralization Commis- 
sion have not yet been given effect to. The Public Services Commission and 
the Financial Commission have yet to submit their reports. To understand 
these reports corsectly will be possible for Lord Hardinge only, who is kind 
to the Indians. If he resigns and another Lord Curzon takes up the reins of 
the Government, great harm will be done to India. It is therefore that, in a 
recent meeting at Simla, men of light and leading have resolved to pray for 
an extension of his tenure of office. 


78. The Andhrapatrika, of the 18th June, represents Mrs. Annie Besant 

, to have stated as follows in a letter to the 

Mrs. Besant’s letter to the Limes. Times :—Liberty and self-government have for 
long been presented to Indian students receiving Knglish education. The 
Indians have learned through their contact with England that liberty is a 
very precious thing. But from certain events which took place some time 
ago, they have inferred that England secures all liberty for herself and does 
not let others partake of it. The Russian methods such as the repression of 
the press, the prohibition of meetings, etc., are opposed to English traditions. 
The ever-increasing self-respect and patriotism of the Indians have been 
generated in them by their English education and fostered by their contact 
with the English nation. ‘They demand equal nights with the rulers and do 
not like to be treated as a mere subject race. It is most unwelcome to them 
to be told that they are unfit to hold high appointments merely because of 


their colour. ‘Talented Indians do not take to Government service because 
they do not like to serve under less talented Englishmen, and to submit 
themselves to arrogance and impolitenesa. They declare openly that only 
the fourth and fifth-rate Europeans come to India and exercise authority as 
judges and teachers over the first-rate Indians, which is unjust. Again 
first-class Indian Railway passengers are ill-treated. Indians are not pro- 


vided with any sleeping accommodation in the railway stations. In cases of 
assault, the Huropean accused is let off with a small fine even though the 
offence resulted in the death of the person assaulted. These and similar acts 
on the part of the Englishmen are felt as unbearable by the Indians. When 
the Indians are boycotted in the Colonies, why should not the Indians boy- 
cot the Colonists in India ? Should an educated Indian, who is civilised and 
patriotic, be humbled even in his own country ? Can he not hope for being 
a lover of freedom among lovers of freedom? His loyalty is the loyalty of 
all lovers of freedom and it is not proper to find fault with it. 


74. In commenting on the Birthday honours, the Saszlekha, of the 23rd 
The Birthdar b June, says:--'l'hese honours are ordinarily 
tne Se conferred upon gentlemen who are in the 
service of Government. ‘There are many who discharge their duties most 
meritoriously in the Municipalities and. the Local Boards. The authorities 
should endeavour to honour them. Again there are many in India who 
conduct newspapers and do good both to the Government and the country. 
None of them has been honoured with a title this year. Mr. Gokhale and 
Mr. Gandhi have not had any titles conferred on them. If titles should be 
respected at all, they must be conferred upon such great men.

Emigration of Indian said to be due to the higher rates of wages 
labourers. | obtaining therein, a leadcr in the Kerala 
Putrika, of the 18th June, says :—It is very doubtful whether these labourers 
are in @ position to save anything, as the cost of living is comparatively 
higher 1n these places. It must also be stated that, so far as we know, 
these labourers are in no way more comfortable than those in the rubber and 
the tea estates in India. The emigration of more than a lakh of coolies to 
Straits Settlements and of two lakhs to Burma, must necessarily reduce the 
number of labourers available for work in India and as the areas under tea 
and rubber cultivations are gradually increasing, agricultural expenses are 
likely to increase enormously, unless some check is put on such emigrations. 
Most of these poor labourers, deceived by the misrepresentations of the 
emigration agents, go to those parts without a knowledge of the true state of 
things there. A stricter supervision alone of the work of these agents will 
reduce the evil consequences arising therefrom. Some of the recent cases 
from Malabar, from which a large number of people emigrate every year, 
enable us to form an idea of the means employed by the agents in enlisting 
labourers. Though a few of these labourers return with some savings, 
we think that, on the whole, the emigration of so many of them, as matters 
at present are, is not conducive to the welfare of the country. 


83. In welcoming the Government’s decision to construct some 
buildings at Vythiri to be rented to Govern- 
ment servants, an editorial note in the Kerala 
Sanchari, of the 10th June, requests the Government to build similar houses 
in other parts of Malabar too, as the subordinate officials in those parts are 
now experiencing many difficulties for waat of suitable accommodation, and 
adds that the Government will not have to incur any appreciable loss thereby 
as these houses will fetch a fairly good income in the shape of rent. 


$4. After a reference to the circumstances that led up to the order of 
the District Magistrate of Malabar, forbidding

The Secretary of State for India is not bound to 
consult the Government of India regarding everything done by him: He has 
the power to act on his own initiative. But he would have done well to 
consult the Government of India regarding this Bill, as the India Council is 
the ultimate authority to issue final orders about any measure introduced by. | 
the Government of India. If it is true that he has not done so, it 1s no doubt 
a mistake. ‘lhe Anglo-Indians find fault with Lord Crewe also for having 
acted upon the opinion of the Congress. They assert that the Congress does 
not represent the people. If the Secretary of State for India and the British 
Parliament had attached any value to the opinions of these Anglo-Indians, 
the Indians would not have been granted any privileges. It is because their 
opinions are ignored that they systematically oppose the introduction of any 
measure beneficial to the Indians.

(d) Education. 


2. In an article under this heading, the Indian Patriot, of the 27th 
June, writes :—‘‘ Here are a number of young 
men, who are ever to be debarred from the 
University for no fault of their own. We will not be satisfied if they are 
given one more chance. Did they or did they not begin under the impres- 
sion that they had as many chances as they liked, for under the old by- 
laws there was no time limit for gaining knowledge. These most unnatural 
time limits we owe to the advance of civilization. The University must 
provide for its old children and not assume this unnatural attitude towards 
them, of banging the door at them after two chances. We have a Senate in 
which not only have we worm-eaten educationists who may not have the 
imagination to grasp the suffering and loss to the country that may entail 
from this wreckless sweeping of youths to the ditch; we have in the Senate 
public men who may surely grasp the significance to the country of the 
practical ruin of such a large number of young and intelligent men who 
ought to be given their opportunities to distinguish themselves and serve 
their motherland in their own way. 

‘The Madras University will display an utter lack of resource and a 
hopeless want of imagination if it cannot rise to the occasion and infuse hope 
where now is despair. Justice requires that they should do so, if patriotism 
cannot penetrate the hide bound hearts of certain educationists who may 
have bell, book and candle to swear by that these new changes are neces- 
sary. We insist that justice requires that the Madras University should 
provide that every candidate under the old by-law, if he is prepared to 
pay the examination fee, ought to be given a chance. . . . .. If the 

niversity has not the ‘imagination or the sense of duty to move in the 
matter, we must ask the Government to pull the ears of the University. 
Aiter all, the Government know the people far better than the missionary 
and educational bodies. The Legislative Council ought to be swam 


by our popular champions with questions and resolutions, for the stake is 
important.”

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(e) Local and Municipal. 


8. The Hinds, of the 20th June, has the following:—‘ We publish 
ss ie _, , €lsewhere the proceedings of a meeting of the 
ba Trichinopoly Municipal Municipal Council of Trichino ly held on 
seri Saturday last. The question x leasing the 
building in the Fort now being used by the Aryan Secondary School came 
up for discussion again. . . . . The only conclusion which, it might be 
expected, the Council ought to come to, is to lease out the buildimy. But it 
is remarkable that the Council, on the motion of the Revenue Divisional 
officer, should have resolved, as described by our correspondent whose com- 
munication appears elsewhere, to request the Government to resume the 
building on the ground that the Council had no purpose for it. We need 
hardly say that this decision betrays an inconsistent attitude scarcely calcu- 
lated to enhance its prestige, and involves an unhealthy surrender of the 
valuable privilege of using a building which, in a first-rate town like Trichi- 
nopoly, might be utilised for various purposes. The Council was again 
unable to successfully elect a Vice-Chairman because there was no absolute 
majority of votes as required by law and there too, it has surrendered ite 
privilege, for it has met for the third time for the purpose. On the whole, 
we should consider the action of the Council as a poor exhibition of civic 
virtues and public duty.” 


(h) Rastlways. 


4. The Hindu, of the 29th June, writes:—‘‘ The Press Communique 
ve , issued by the Madras Government as regards 
District Board Railways. the proposals for the construction of the Palni- 
Palghat Railway on Thursday last, following so closely the action taken by 
the Ganjam District Board in respect of the proposed light railway in the 
Agency tracts—seems to indicate that for some unexplained reason, the 
Government of Madras, despite Lord Pentland’s earlier assurances to the 
contrary, is fast drifting into a reactionary Railway policy detrimental to the 
best interests of the Presidency. . . . . How and why the Ganjim 
District Board should have been persuaded in the circumstances to sell its 
birthright for a mess of pottage, we are unable to infer from the information 
at our disposal, but there can be no doubt that it 1s the duty of the Govern- 
ment, if they are to be true to their avowed policy, to veto the Resolution of 
the Board, and to urge the Government of India and the Railway Board to 
reject the offer of Messrs. McLeod & Co., for the construction and working of 
the proposed railway in Ganjam. ee 
‘The position in regard to the Palni-Palghat line is somewhat more 
complex, but the difficulties in yi gun J out the only sound policy as to its 
construction are very much less than what the Ganjém Board perhaps ma 
have to overcome. ‘I'he line traverses, no doubt, three districts ; but thoug 
its cost, as the Communique cleverly hints, is beyond the resources of any one 
of these District Boards, it is certainly easily within the resources of the three 
of them together, and we are not sure that if any one of them—say Madura 
or Coimbatore—could undertake it, they could not obtain the money by 
debentures such as those referred to by Sir T.. R. Wynne. The irony of the 
situation is that the Madras Government and the three District Boards 
concerned are now asked to consent to what is practically the identical 
scheme which Mr. Priestly put forth in 1911 and which the Secretary of 
State—at the instance, we believe, of the Madras Government—rejected 
subsequently. . . . . Many further important details are wanting in 
the Communique, but it is sufficient to show that a retrograde policy is being 
strongly pressed for adoption by the Government. We sincerely hope that 
the statement in the Communique that “ these proposals are purely tentative 


and may be modified hereafter in any respect and have not yet received the | 


sanction of the controlling authorities” betokens the fact that Lord 
Pentland’s Government have not in any way committed themselves finally in

5. Extract from the Report (Part I) on Vernacular newspapers of Bihar 
and Orissa for the week ending 20th June 1914 :-— 
An advice tothe people and «25, ‘I‘he 4sha(Berhampur, Ganjam) is glad to 
students dj Ganjam. find that nine Oriya students of Ganjim have 
passed the I.A. and I.5e. Examinations of both Madras and Calcutta Univer- 
sities this year and to observe that it 1s an unprecedented good fortune for 
Ganjam, and that it indicates an increased liking of Ganjém Oriyas for 
English education. In advising these students to join the Ravenshaw 
College for their further education, the editor finds occasion to observe that 
Oriya students of Ganjim, if they weuld read in the schools and colleges of 
Orissa proper, which is the centre of the traditions and ideals of Oriya 
nationality in respect of language, manners, customs, etc., would find there 
greater facilities tor moulding their character after the model of their own 
nationality than in the schools and colleges of Madras where they always 
have the ideals of Andhra and Dravidian nationalities before their eyes; 
and that the Oriyas of Ganjaém have awakened from their self-forgetfulness 
during the past decade and a half. The editor further observes that, although 
Government considers the amalgamuation of Ganjim with Orissa as ‘‘ unneces- 
sary and undesirable” yet that will not weaken the desire and determination 
of Ganjaém Oriyas for social union, for, though political union is in the hands 
of Government, social union is in their own hands. The Oriyas of Ganjam 
are said to be always trying to bring about social unification among the 
Oriyas in various ways and the Utkal Union Conference is said to be a partial 
indication of their desire for such unification. It is considered by the editor 
to be a favourable sign for such social union that in the meantime marriage 
relation has been established between several high families of Orissa and 
Ganjim. On the other hand, says the editor, the Oriyas of Ganjam are 
determined to educate their children after the ideals of their own nationality 
and the help and sympathy which they are bestowing upon the newly- 
established Satyabadi School with a view to convert it into a national 
institution, training children in the true spirit of Oriya nationality, are 
laudable. ‘The editor concludes his article with the Phin that if the Oriya 
students of Ganjim, who are the future hopes of their country, would be 
educated in a Oriya country, the sense of their national individuality would 
remain ever awake in them ; that in spite of various obstacles, dangers, and 
ill-treatment and in spite of the diverse evil consequences of remaining under 
different Governments, the nationality of the Oriyas will not be extinguished ; 
that, 1f Ganjam would keep its connection with Orissa in every respect, then 
the decision of Government that the amalgamation of Orissa with Ganjam is. 
‘unnecessary and undesirable’ would be proved to be false in practice; 
and that the desire for national unification which has been awakened in the 
hearts of the Oriyas would be fulfilled at no distant date.”

6. In reviewing the Administration Report of the State for 1912-13, the 
ELE United India and Native States, for the week 
mS ere aes of Baroda ending 27th June, says:—‘‘ The Baroda. 
— = Administration Report for 1912-13 contains 
abundant evidence of the unmistakable progress made by the State in all 
directions under the guidance of the Gaekwar. In fact we will not be far 
wrong if we adapt Lord Rosebery’s words regarding the Nile and Egypt and 
say that Sayaji Row is Baroda and Baroda is Sayaji Row. . . . . The 
report leaves no room to doubt that the master mind guiding the destiny of 
the people is ever vigilant in devising means and measures for preventing (?): 
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subjects’ welware in all directions while it also contains unmistakable 
evidence of the personal interest taken by His Highness the Gaekwar in 
the work of every department of the administration.” 


VI.—MISCcELLANEOUS. 


7. In referring to the next session of the Congress to be held at 
Madras, the Walnesday Review, for the week 
ending 24th June, says :—‘* It is sheer cant to 
say that there is no essential difference of opinion between the moderates 
and the extremists, and the distinction is but superficial. The assertion is 
mischievous and misleading, and not only the success of the next session of 
the Congress, but also its continuance as the most responsible and constitu- 
tional force in the public polity of the country, surely depends upon our 
recognition that loyalty to British rule and attempts at the establishment of 
of Swaraj are too very different things ; the one means the permanence of 
British connection with India and the other its severance. It is idle to ignore 
this outstanding difference, and on no account should the responsible leaders 
of the Congress allow themselves to be coaxed or threatened into admitting 
people whose political creed is not clearly defined into their councils. . . 
. . It needsno elaborate argument to show that the Congress is no place 
for those who hesitate to accept the creed and articles enunciated at the 
Allahabad Convention ; no one can be recognised as a delegate who is not 
elected by a Congress Committee and who has not subscribed to the creed 
and the articles. [f then, it is necessary to exercise such caution in electing 
delegates, we need not add how cautious the Madras Reception Committee 
as well as the Provincial Congress Committees should be in choosing a Presi- 
dent. In the first place it must be clearly understood that the aim in choos- 
ing a President is not simply to bonour a particular ‘politician who in the 
estimation of some of his countrymen, is a hero or martyr, whichever it is. 
Pe In case, it is not found possible to bring out a President from 
England, the Congress Committees should confine their choice to those who, 
as we have said, enjoy the confidence of the Government, and whose words 
will carry weight with the authorities. An attitude of défiance in this matter 
will assuredly defeat the object of the Congress, and discredit it in the cyes 
of the rulers. Passing resolutions is not the aim of the Congress but to get 
the resolutions heeded to by the Government, and that can be done only if 
the spokesman of the Congress commands their respect and confidence.”

9. The Cochin Argus, of the 27th June, writes oe oe list of Ladies 
Birthday honours is a lengthy one an 

The Birthday honours. = parts of the Indian Empire, not excluding such 

remote but important corners as Baluchistan and the North-West Frontier 

Province, participate in a distribution which is very liberal, considered 
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numerically. . With regard to the major distinctions which have 
been allotted to this Presidency, while their number is by no means large, 
the selection in every case must be characterised as happy. Sie H. Stuart, 
Member of the Madras Government and one of the most. distinguished and 
versatile Civilians of the day, very richly merits his elevation to a Knight- 
hood of the Star of India, the only cause for surprise being that he did not 
receive it earlier. The Knighthood conferred on Mr. Justice Miller who, 
after a brilliant Judicial career in this Presidency, is retiring from the High 
Court to take up the Chief Justiceship of Mysore, is another well-deserved 
recognition of exceptional merit and character, while the admission of 
Mr. Gadsden, Acting Inspector-General of Jails, to the Imperial Service 
Order is not only a fit acknowledgment of high personal merit, but a graceful 
-ompliment to a branch of the administration that has not hitherto received 
a tithe of the attention it has deserved when distinctions have been served 
round. . . . . Our own Municipal Chairman, Mr. A. L. Shirgaokar, 
must be heartily congratulated on his Rao Sahib’s title. Mr. Gulvadi Ram 
Rao, Assistant Professor, Madras Medical College, who receives the title of 
Rai Sahib, belongs to a talented Saraswat Brahman family of South Canara 
and is one of the most highly esteemed members of the staff of the Madras 
Medical College. At one or two recent distributions, the West Coast districts 
were fairly liberally treated, wherefore the paucity of West Coast names in 
the present list is not a circumstance which could reasonably be animadverted 
upon. India is a spacious country and all portions of it have to be taken into 
account when titles, decorations and honours are being awarded. It is per- 
missible, however, to express some degree of surprise at finding our two 
Native States left completely out of the present list.” 


Writing on this subject, the Andhra Advocate, for the week ending 27th 
June, says :—‘ The list of honours conferred in memory of the birthday of 
His Majesty the King-Emperor is gradually curtailed, from year to year, and 
it so happens that the few that are receiving them are connected with the 
Government directly or indirectly. The feeling is naturally growing that 
the Birthday honours are becoming reserved for those who are connected 
with the Government in one form or other. We do not go to the length of 
observing, like a few others, that honorary distinctions have not to be 
bestowed upon those in the employ of the Government. In the line of 
officials themselves, we are conscious of the existence of several capable men 
whom it is unfair to ask to be contented with the pittance they would receive 
from the Government. . . . . Indians—Hindus and Muhammadans in 
particular—have greater attachment to honours conferred on the birthday of 
their Sovereign than those conferred on the Ist of January for the obvious 
reason that from days of yore it has been inherent with them to value the 
person of their Sovereign more than any other earthly possassion. This will, 
in a way, we imagine, explain the heart-burning at the shortness of the 
honours list; and in this connection we respectfully submit that the re- 
presentatives of His Majesty in India would be paying better regard to the 
feelings of the Indians, if, in future, the honours list of the birthday should 
be increased and that on the 1st January proportionately decreased 
The people of our district and of the Presidency would offer to Sir Harold 
their very hearty, sincere and respectful congratulations on the distinction of 
K.C.S.I. conferred upon him. Educational, Police and Medical services are 
not, in general, liberally honoured by the Government in the matter of 
honorary distinctions. We however feel delighted to observe that imost of 
the few that have been honoured with these distinctions this year are 
Andhras and we would offer them our hearty congratulations. All those 
who have known the Reverend G. N. Thomassen and.his labour of love for 
nearly a quarter of a century will feel thankful to the Government for their 
recognition of his services, though in a tardy manner.” 


_ , The Wednesday Review, for the week ending lst July, observes:—“ As 
it 1s, the list is not distinguished in any way and Madras has fared even 
worse than on previous occasions.

10. Ina leading article under the heading ‘‘ Where is it toend?” the 
Seilitaiess: te Ui Cubiidas Indian Patriot, of the 29th June, writes :—‘ The 
Indian problem in the Colonies is growing 
acute. While in British South Africa some kind of a satisfactory compro- 
mise has been hatched up, trouble arises ‘elsewhere for the same reasons as 
have caused the trouble in South Africa.. The Colonists want Indians and at 
the same time do not want them. Tbey want them as labourers obeying 
certain conditions, but they do not want them as free citizens. As labourers 
they must work, and must leave the country when the work is over, unless 
they identure themselves again. As free citizens they are not wanted, for 
they will begin to compete with white men and defeat them in the competi- 
tion. The white races, especially those who migrate to the Colonies, ted 
the idea uppermost in their minds that they must make a white man’s land. 
The land was not theirs before ; they took it from its original settlers whom 
they could easily overcome, and by the time they begin to establish them- 
selves they have themselves brought into their midst a more intelligent class 
of people whose resourcefulness 1s not confined to their physical capacity. 
They brought these people for labour which was esséntial for developing the 
land; but when the labour is done, they begin to set up business and succeed. 
The white men forsee that, if this is allowed, it will eventually become 
difficult for them to oust them, and if they are not ousted they will overwhelm 
the white men by their numbers. . . . . If the claim of the Colonies to 
exclude Indians 1s insisted upon, a similar claim of the Indians to exclude the 
Colonies from India cannot be long disregarded. Great Britain cannot 
rightly impose a condition on India which she is not prepared to enforce on 
the Colonies. . . . . Hereafter it will become increasingly difficult for 
the Government of India to be indifferent to the Indian cry; and Indians 
themselves are alive to the deficiencies of their status and rights in their own 
country which subjects them to disabilities outside. ‘I'he political aspirations 
of Indians are thus intimately associated with their grievances in the Colonies 
and they realise that if they were what they ought to be in their country, 
they would not be treated as serfs outside. The stimulus which this feeling 
has imparted to their political aspirations is great. But whatever their 
position may be iu the fitiaia in India itself, there can be little doubt about 
their will in this matter prevailing with the Government of India ; and instead 
of the conciliatory attitude assumed by Lord Hardinge, a future Viceroy may 
be compelled to speak in more decisive terms about the rights of Indians.”

If the ryots of the Tenali division, being unable to pay this 
prohibitive assessment, give up cultivation altogether they cannot avoid 
paying the wet assessment, for the lands are all included under permanent 
wet. Again lands which have been wet for long are useless for dry cultiva- 
tion. We, therefore, pray that the Government will institute proper 
enquiries about the matter, refund the prohibitive assessment already paid 
by the ryots, and issue orders that the old channels should continue to stand 
as ever. 


22. In reviewing the Jamabundi accounts of the Madras Presidency for 
fasli 1322, the Andhrapatrika, of the 26th June, 
says:—That the ryot pays his kist after the 
demand notice is issued to him or after his land 
is attached, is no proof that he isrich. There is reason to believe that he 
does his best to save his land from being seized and sold in public auction.

contribute 23 lakhs of rupees towards this project, and that the rest of the 
amount required will be advanced by Messrs. Binny & Co. The construction 
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and working of this railway live will be left in the hands of the South Indian 
Railway Company. The entire management of this project will be under- 
taken by @ company, whose head-quarters will be in Madras, and Indian 
capitalists can take shares in it if they like. The Communique says that 
these are only tentative proposals, which are yet to receive the sanction of 
the superior authorities. We would like to ask, at this stage, whether the 
Coimbatore District Board, whivh contributes a decent amount for this 
project, will have any other advantage than realising the interest thereon 
and whether it will have any voice in the construction or working of this 
line. If Messrs. Binny & Co. have any special privileges, the District Board 
of Coimbatore should also have them. It would not reflect much credit upon 
a District Board to part with its money and be content with getting some 
interest on it, without trying to have some share in the management of the 
concern. 


26. Referring in detail to the hardship experienced by the travelling 
public in trains in general and in the trains on 
the South Indian Railway in particular on 
account of the overcrowding of passengers, a correspondent to the Andhra- 
patrika, wf the 22nd June, cites as an instance in point his own case in which, 
in spite of his strong protest, a certain man, who was not in his uniform but 
who was afterwards ascertained to be an Assistant Station master at Chidam- 
baram, forcibly thrust, with the help of a constable, two passengers into the 
already overcrowded compartment in which he (the correspondent) had been 
seated. He says:—The man went from door to door in the train in vain, and 
at last taking advantage of my weak frame of body forced open the door of our 
compartment and shoving me aside, thrust upon us the two passengers he 
brought, with their luggage. ‘The more the passengers, the greater is the 
income of the company. Under such circumstances, how is it that the rail- 
way authorities do not provide the passengers with sufficient accommodation ? 
It is the duty of the Government to put into force the laws they have enacted 
for protecting the rights of their subjects and for securing their comforts. ‘It

is no exaggeration to say that the bitter experiences of ——— reminds 


one of the incident of the Blackhole of Calcutta. There can be no greater 
hardship than that the passengers are obliged to stand in the carriages all 
through the night. 

The same paper invites the attention of the authorities to the corre- 
spondence referred to above, prays that the Government and the South Indian 
Railway Company will do the neeful, and exhorts the leaders of the people 
to convince the authorities of the necessity of reforms in the railway admi- 
nistration.

life of austerity in Mandalay, was released on the night of the 16th to our 
great gratification. He was convicted for writing a seditious article in the 
Mahratta language. The jurors who declared him guilty did not know that 
language. The two jurors who knew the language declared him innocent. 
He was sentenced to transportation, which the Governor of Bombay 
converted into simple imprisonment. It is unfortunate that even under the 
benign British administration, the Indians are subjected to such difficulties 
now and then. While every civilized country is enjoying perfect freedom, 
the Indian Government is not yet pleased to grant it to the Indians. Our 
languages are such that we often stick while we try to express ourselves in them. 
They (?) are not able to grasp our meaning clearly. Setting aside other 
kingdoms, let us turn our attention to the British ile which are the abode 
of freedom. What have the Ulsterites been doing in Ireland? They have 
been cursing the Government, dishonouring the Ministers, and rebuking the 
King. They were prepared for a civil war. But His Majesty, who is cool- 
headed and generous, has kept quiet. The suffragettes have been committing 
horrible deeds. ‘hey threw shoes on Judges and converted the Parliament 
into a scene of riots. They threw stones on the houses of Ministers, and set 
themselves to do harm to the Prince of Wales. It is said that their leader 
repaired to the very precincts of the Royal palace to attack the King-Emperor. 
But all this did not disturb the British,Empire. These are no signs of 
disloyalty. The Penal Code has not been applied. What is the reason? 
The Government knows well the meaning of the acts of these people. But 
although our motives are good and we occupy the foremost place in our 
loyalty to the Crown, as the rulers are strangers to the country and its 
vernaculars, the speeches and writings of Indians like Mr. Tilak are suspected. 
The Standard says that the less we speak of Mr. Tilak, the better is it for 
the reputation of the British in India. 


With reference to the remark in its issue of the 20th June, that the 
rulers are strangers to this country and its vernaculars, and consequently 
make mistakes sometimes, the (esabhimani, of the 23rd June, says :—It is 
our strong belief that those who are ignorant of the language in which a 
theme is couched, however able they may be in other respects, are unfit to 
examine it.

Curzon and Lord Ripon, a leader in the Kerala Pairika, of ‘the 27th June, 
says :—It may be said without any fear of contradiction that Lord Hardinge 
has proved himself to be the most popular Viceroy of India. Though the 
change of capital from Calcutta to Delhi might be resented by a few Bengalis, 
the undoing of the partition of Bengal has given satisfaction to a large 
majority of the people. An extension of his term of office, as desired by the 
people, will be a matter of great advantage both to themselves and to the 
Government. As His Excellency never likes to go against the wishes of the 
people, he may agree to continue in office but this he is likely to do only if 
at the next election of Parliament the Liberals obtain a majority and remain 
in power.

see | The absence of requisitions for post offices on 
the part of villagers should not, he says, lead the Government into the sup- 
position that the villagers are not in need of them. Again in villages which 
have branch post offices attached to them, the branch postmasters do not feel 
their responsibility in the matter of delivering the tappals in time. This 
want of the sense of responsibility is, says the Steaceln 4 due to the poor 
pay that they receive, and to the want of proper supervision over them. He 
prays that the authorities will provide each village with a post office and also 
raise the pay of the village postmaster.

: a : subject of co-operative credit in India, the 
Go-epaeniian i Tatie. Andhrapairika, of the 25th June, is at a loss to 
know how the ever-increasing Government control oyer co-operation can be 
reconciled to a desire on their part to encourage self-help among the people. 
It says: As the people have begun to manifest some enthusiasm in the 
matter, the Government have begun to suspect their intentions. Although 
the motive of the Government may be in instituting such control, yet 
their connection with the societies is likely to retard their success. That 
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auch is the case will be evident from the fact that co-operative credit has not 


made any progress in the Andhra country. If it should really spread and be 
of help to the country, the Government: should minimise their control over 
co-operative credit societies and leave them to non-official agency. To 
constitute co-operative credit into a separate department or to place them 
under the control of the Revenue authorities is to stifle its growth. 


36. A correspondent of the Swaderhabhimant, of the 26th June, writing 
from Puttur (South Canara) reports that much 
consternation prevails among the residents of 
that town owing to a large number of people 
being all at once transferred to the class whose income is above Rs. 1,V00.

48. Referring to a recent meeting of the Indians in London, in which 
‘ _, . the proposed réforms in the India Council were 
A meeting of the Indians in qigceussed, the Swadesamitran, of the 26th June, 
——— , says :—It was resolved at this meeting that at 
least a third of the Members of the India Council should be Indians. Objec- 
tion was taken to the proposal of Lord Crewe that the Indian Members of this 
Council should be chosen by the Secretary of Stafe from a list of persons 
framed by the non-official Members of the Legislative Councils in India. 
This objection has already been raised by the Indian newspapers. The 
term “ non-official Members ” will include even nominated members, many 
of whom muy always like to be in the good graces of the Government. 
A list of persons framed by such Members will not contain only the names of 
those who love the people and have secured their confidence. The names of 
those who are not loved by the people and who care only for the favour of 
the Government will also be included in this list and the choice of the 
Secretary of State may fall only upon such persons. So it is very necessary 
that the mght of framing the proposed list should be given only to those 
Members in the Legislative Councils who are elected by the people. More- 
over it is not desirable to leave the absolute power of choosing two men from 
this list in the hands of the Secretary of State. The representative Members 
in the Legislative Councils here should be allowed to elect three Members 
direct to the India Council and the Secretary of State should approve of this 
election. It is only then that the Indians will have the franchise in the true 
sense of the word. The present proposal of Lord Crewe does not give the 
Indians any right whatever. 

Reference was also made at this meeting to the Indians being prevented 
from entering the Colonies and it was observed that this restriction had the 
effect of weakening the British Empire itself. Other Colonies have also 
begun to follow the example of South Africa and Canada in this matter. 
Where is then the prestige of the Indians being the subjects of the British 
Empire? The Indians do not at all want the glory of enjoying equal . 
privileges with the Colonial whites. What they want 1s the right to prevent 
the entry of the Colonial whites into this country, if the latter insist upon 
precluding them from entering the Colonies. ‘I'he Indians are not slaves 
of the whites. When the whites have the privilege of ‘acting as they 
like in their country, the Indians should also eh the privilege of acting 


as they like in India. Itis because the Indians do not enjoy full liberty 
in their own country that they are treated with contempt by foreigners. 
If they have that liberty, they will surely be respected by these very 


foreigners. 


44. The Swadesamitran, of the 29th June, observes: —Now that the term

ing already rife regarding his successor. It 1s 
stated in certain quarters that Lord Kitchener will be the next Viceroy of 
India. He has very influential friends in England and this. rumour may 
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turn out to be true: It is doubted by some whether it is desirable to confer 


s high appointanent like that of the Governor-General of India on one, who ~ 


has spent the major portion of his life in the military line and who has no 
experience in conducting a civil Gtovernment. But there is the fact that he 
has been a successful civil administrator in Egypt for the last four years and 
has acquired a good name. Nevertheless it is not quite certain that one who 
has succeeded as an administrator in Egypt will also succeed in that capacity 
in India. Egypt is a small country rd there is not a wide difference of 
caste or creed among the Muhammadans living there. ‘These have neither 
a high civilization nor a high culture. It is not therefore a mighty task to 
rule over them. India is an extensive country, with a people, divided by 
distinctions of caste and creed. ‘he Indian community is at present actuated 
by a new spirit and this is known to the British people. The reforms 
introduced by Lord Morley, Lord Minto and Lord Hardinge are only the 
outcome of this new spirit. It will be the duty of the rulers in India to 
follow the trend of these reforms and introduce such changes as may be found 
necessary from time to time. In order to discharge this duty satisfactorily, 
it is necessary that the future Governor-General of India should be one, who 
has a love for the people and a sympathy in their progress and who is able 
to conduct the administration with the co-operation of the people. The 
British Ministers should be satisfied that Lord Kitchener possesses all these 
qualities, before appointing him as Viceroy of India. Any officer who persists 
in clinging to his own opinion and arrogantly treats the popular leaders with 
contempt, will surely be a failure, as was the case witli Lord Curzon.

Those good men whom the people love most cordially are not honoured at all. 
This is why these titles are looked upon as undeserving tails. 

Even the title of a Rao Bahadur cannot be got unless dinners are given 
to many Enropeans with foreign liquors and preparations made of eggs. A 
certain Collector was very unpopular. The Chairman of the place of which 
he was the Collector gave him a garden party, notwithstanding that the people 
objected to it. He was taken in procession. Verses were read in his honour. 
He was eulogised and an address was presented to him. The Collector left 
the place. Within three months the tail of a Rao Bahadur was appended to 
his name. 

The Honours list is long but not satisfactory. Mr. Rees who loves 
India very much and Dr. Swaminathan who pleased the people immensely 
by contending successfully for the exclusion of Indian Economics from the 
curriculum for the M.A. Degree Examination, have not been honoured with 
suitable titles. 

Mr. P. T. Srinivasa Ayyangar takes much pains for the advancement of 
the Telugu language. Ifa ‘‘Sahib” be conferred upon him, those who wish 
to learn Telugu will be pleased. 

The same paper in another page refers to the same subject and regrets to 
say that it has become a rule that the Honours list is mnnenemnetony and dis- 
appointing every year. Just as there has been a decrease in the value of the 
titles, so also there has been a fallin their number. There can be no limit, 
says the paper, to the misery of those who eagerly look for titles but are 
disappointed. - | 

The Andhrapairika, of the 22nd June, refers to the same subject and 
remarks :—It is evident from a perusal of the Honours list that none in this 
Presidency has been honoured with any high title this year, and that among 
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Andhras only Government servants were thought deserving of any titles at 
all It is not right to give great prominence in this matter to Government 
servants, and treat with indifference others who devote their undivided 
attention to public good. It is strange that the Government have for- 
gotten the name of Muhammad Hussain, B.A., M.B., C.M., Asaigtant Surgeon, 
who with a philanthropic spirit, served in the Turkish battlefield in the 
capacity of a doctor, and returned with the praises of the Turkish and the 
Roumanian authorities. Many more omissions of this kind have made the 
Madras list very short. No improvement can be effected in this matter so 
long as officials make recommendations. We hope that as in Mysore the 
Government will appoint committees in the different parts of British India to 
recommend deserving persons for the honours. 3

transfer of the capital to Delhi. Subsequently, he has done many things 
beneficial to the Indians, which is resented by the Anglo-Indians, though not 
openly. The Times would favour this very proposal, if the Viceroy were of 
the stamp of Lord Curzon, who persistently opposed the grant of any political 
rights to the Indians. This paper says that previous experiments tried in 
extending the term of office of a Viceroy have proved a miserable failure.

When Lord Morley and Lord Minto introauced reforms 
in the administration of India, the people fancied that they did so with that 
ideal in view. But they have of late been disillusionised by, among other 
things, the repressive measures passed during the time of Lord Morley «nd 
Lord Minto. The aim of the British statesmen is to grant the wishes of the 
Indians only so far as is consistent with the maintenance of the theory of 
the rulers and the ruled. ‘lhe English people are aware of the many 
difficulties caused to them by the British Delaaken No experienced man can 
thercfore expect that they will tread the same path with regard to India as 
they have in the case of the self-governing Colonies. To grant the Indians 
their wishes and at the same time to perpetuate their position as the ruled, 
is a question which is very difficult of solution. The English statemen 
being occupied with the internal affairs of their own country, cannot devote 
any time to the solution of this question. ‘They have unbounded confidence 
in the Anglo-Indians working in India. They never sanction any reform 
which has not the approval of the Anglo-Indians. Everybody knows what 
love the Auglo-Indians bear for India. Ever since the new movement has

India can furnish millions of young men who can be excellent volunteers. 
If the authorities should organise a Volunteer Corps in almost every cit 
taking care to enlist only those whose loyalty is above suspicion, they will 
doubtless form a valuable asset to the safety of the Empire.

penalty. We cannot help regretting the incident where all his characteristic 
ability was unavailing. When we see that even so noble, learned, bold and 
atriotic a person as Tilak had to go to the jail, what is there to doubt of the 
fate of others who may be guilty of such seditious writings? But at the 
same time what is there to be anxious about the honour or prestige of those 
of the journalistic profession who confine themselves to the cause of popular 
advaneement? It1is our earnest request to contemporary workers therefore 
to exercise the greatest caution in their writings so as not to bring either the 
Government or other religions into contempt.
